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EXTRACTS. 


At  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends,  held  in  Philadel- 
phia, by  adjournments  from  the  13th  day  of  the  Fifth 
Month,  to  the  Uth  of  the  same,  inclusive,  1878. 

Reports  from  all  our  constituent  branches  were  pro- 
duced, from  which  it  appears  that  one  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  Friends  have  been  appointed  representatives 
to  attend  the  service  of  this  meeting,  who,  on  being 
called,  were  present  except  fourteen.  For  the  absence 
of  eight  of  them  sufficient  reasons  were  assigned,  but 
for  the  absence  of  the  others  no  information  was  re- 
ceived. 

Minutes  of  Friends  In  attendance  with  us  from  other 
Yearly  Meetings  were  produced  and  read,  as  follows  : 

For  Samuel  M.  Janney,  a  Minister,  from  Goose  Creek 
Monthly  Meeting,  (a  branch  of  Baltimore  Yearly  Meet- 
ing,) held  the  11th  of  4th  month  last. 

For  John  Needles,  a  Minister,  from  Baltimore  Monthly 
Meeting,  held  the  9th  of  this  month. 

Epistles  from  our  brethren  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  of 
New  York,  Baltimore,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Genesee,  and  Illi- 
nois,  were  received  and  read.  ^         . 

We  were  refreshed  and  encouraged  w'illi^ilie  renewed 


evidence  thus  fUmished  of  Christian  fellowship  and  har- 
monious labor.  To  respond  thereto  as  way  may  open  a 
committee  was  appointed. 

The  Representatives  are  desired  to  confer  together 
and  propose  to  our  next  sitting  a  Friend  to  serve  the 
Meeting  as  Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk.  Also^ 
the  name  of  a  Friend  from  each  of  the  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings, and  Fishing  Creek  Half  Yearns  Meeting,  to  aid  the 
Committee  appointed  by  Philadelphia  Monthly  Meeting 
in  preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House, 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Second  Day — Afternoon. 

John  Sellers,  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives,  made 
report  that  they  conferred  together  at  the  rise  of  the 
morning  session,  and  were  united  in  proposing  the  name 
of  Benjamin  G.  Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  Daniel  Foulke 
for  Assistant  Clerk,  for  the  present  year.  On  consid- 
eration thereof,  they  were  united  with  by  the  Meeting 
and  accordingly  appointed. 

They  also  proposed  the  names  of  a  Committee  to  aid 
in  preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House, 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Minutes  introduced  from  Women's  Meeting,  for 
Friends  in  attendance,  were  produced  and  read,  as  fol- 
lows:

For  Rachel  C.  Tilton,  a  Minister,  and  Mellis  S.  Tilton, 
an  Elder,  her  husband  and  companion,  from  Shrewsbury 
Monthly  Meeting,  N.  J.,  held  the  2d  instant. 

For  Mary  B.  Needles,  a  Minister,  from  Baltimore 
Monthly  Meeting,  held  the  9th  instant. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  report 
the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treas- 
urer, a  Committee  was  appointed.  They  are  also  desired 
to  bring  forward  the  names  of  two  Friends  as  Corres- 
pondents of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

To  assist  the  Clerks  in  preparing  and  publishing  the 
Extracts,  and  transcribing  and  forwarding  the  epistles, 
a  committee  was  appointed. 

The  First  Query  was  read,  together  with  the  answers 
thereto,  from  our  several  constituent  branches. 

Fourteenth  of  the  Month  and  Third  of  the  Week, 

A  summary  answer  to  the  First  Query  was  read,  con- 
sidered and  adopted. 

The  Second  Query  was  read  with  the  replies  thereto 
contained  in  the  reports  from  the  several  subordinate 
meetings  and  a  summary  thereto  united  with. 

The  meeting  was  engaged  during  this  sitting  in  the 
consideration  of  the  state  of  Society  as  ^^Pr^^SS^^fe^*^ 
the  reports  to  the  First  and  Second  Queries.  ^ 


Third  Day — Afternoon. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Queries  were  read  and  the 
interesting  subjects  embraced  in  the  answers  thereto 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  meeting  during  this  sitting. 

Fifteenth  of  the  Month  and  Fourth  of  the  Week. 

The  Fifth  and  Sixth  Queries 'were  read;  the  replies 
thereto  claimed  deliberate  consideration,  and  summary 
answers  were  adopted. 

A  Memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend  Abigail 
Barnard,  prepared  by  Fallowfield  Monthly  Meeting  of 
Friends,  endorsed  by  Western  Quarterly  Meeting,  and 
introduced  by  the  Representative  Committee,  was  read, 
approved  and  directed  to  be  recorded. 

Fourth  Day — Afternoon. 

The  Seventh,  Eighth  and  Ninth  Queries  were  read, 
and  summary  answers  thereto  comprised  from  the  re- 
ports from  the  several  branches  were  adopted.  The 
subjects  embraced  therein  claimed  the  consideration  of 
the  meeting.  Summary  answers  to  all  the  Queries,  as 
approved  and  adopted,  are  directed  to  be  recorded  as 
follows : 

Summary  Answers  to  Queries,  1878. 

FH^rst  Query. — All  our  Religious  meetings  for  worship 
and  discipline  have  been  regularly  held,  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions mentioned  in  one  of  the  reports  at  their  smaller 


meetings,  and  excepting  those  for  the  middle  of  the  week 
mentioned  in  another  report  which  have  been  neglected 
for  the  past  year.  Four  other  omissions  mentioned  in 
other  reports  are  also  excepted,  one  of  which  occurred 
daring  the  week  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Those  held  on 
the  morning  of  the  First-day  of  the  week  are  attended 
by  our  members  generally.  Those  held  at  other  times 
continue  to  be  neglected  by  many  of  our  members,  al- 
though one  report  ackhowledges  an  improved  attendance 
at  their  evening  meeting,  and  another  report  mentions 
an  increased  interest  in  their  religious  meetings.  The 
hour  for  gathering  is  nearly  observed  ;  clear  of  unbecom- 
ing behavior  when  assembled,  except  some  instances  of 
sleeping  mentioned  in  six  of  the  reports. 

Second  Query, — Love  and  unity  are  generally  main* 
tained  amongst  us.  Tale-bearing  and  detraction  are 
mostly  discouraged.  When  differences  arise  and  become 
known,  endeavors  are  used  to  end  them. 

Third  Query. — A  concern  is  felt  by  many  Friends  to 
bring  np  those  under  their  direction,  in  plainness  of 
speech,  behavior  and  apparel,  in  frequent  reading  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  and  to  restrain  them  from  reading  per- 
nicious books  and  the  corrupt  conversation  of  the  world. 
While  some  of  the  reports  mention  an  increased  inter- 
est manifested  in  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  of  Truth 
and  the  exercise  of  care  to  restrain  the  reading  of  per- 
nicious books  and  corrupt  conversation,  yet  others  ac- 
knowledge that  more  care  is  needed  in  the  several  parts 
of  this  query.  Digitized  by  Google 
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Fourth  Query. — Friends  are  clear  of  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages  (with  an  exception 
noticed  in  one  of  the  reports)  and  with  the  qualification 
mentioned  in  two  other  reports,  that  they  are  generally 
clear ;  in  one  other  report  that  they  are  clear  with  a  very 
few  exceptions.  Four  of  the  reports,  however,  make 
some  abatement  in  relation  to  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  cider.  They  are  mostly  careful  to  discourage  their 
use  as  a  drink,  and  caution  is  observed  in  the  use  thereof 
as  a  medicine.  They  are  generally  careful  to  discourage 
the  attendance  of  places  of  diversion  and  the  unneces- 
sary frequenting  of  taverns.  Moderation  and  temper- 
ance are  mostly  observed  on  account  of  marriages, 
burials  and  other  occasions. 

Fifth  Query. — The  necessities  of  the  poor  are  inspected 
and  relief  afforded.  Their  children  freely  partake  of  learn- 
ing to  fit  them  for  business,  with  an  exception  mentioned 
in  one  of  the  reports  that  some  provision  is  made  for 
the  education  of  their  children,  and  they  and  other 
Friends'  children,  so  far  as  appears,  are  placed  amongst 
Friends,  two  instances  excepted. 

Sixth  Query — Friends  generally  maintain  a  faithful 
testimony  against  oaths,  an  hireling  ministry,  bearing 
arms,  training  and  other  military  services,  being  con- 
cerned in  any  fraudulent  or  clandestine  trade,  and  against 
encouraging  lotteries  of  any  kind.  Tet  an  exception  is 
made  in  two  of  the  reports  in  relation   to   an  hireling

Seventh  Query, '^Friends  are  mostly  careful  to  live 
within  the  bounds  of  their  circumstances,  and  to  keep 
to  moderation  in  their  trade  or  business ;  are  punctual  to 
their  promises,  and  just  in  ther  payment  of  their  debts  ; 
and  care  has  been  generally  extended  to  such  as  give 
pounds  for  fear  on  these  accounts. 

Eighth  Query, — Care  is  taken  to  deal  with  offenders 
in  the  spirit  of  meekness — without  partiality,  in  order 
for  their  help  and  generally  without  unnecessary  delay, 
and  where  such  labor  has  proved  ineffectual,  judgment 
has  been  issued,  it  is  believed,  in  the  authority  of  Truth. 

•   Ninth  Query. — Care  is  taken  to  keep  regular  records 
of  Births  and  Deaths. 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend,  William 
Haines,  prepared  by  Woodbury  Monthly  Meeting,  en- 
dorsed by  Salem  Quarterly  Meeting  and  introduced  bj^ 
the  Representative  Committee,  was  read,  approved  and 
directed  to  be  recorded. 

Fifth  Day — Afternoon — Sixteenth  of  the  Month, 

In  the  consideration  of  the  Ninth  Query,  as  read  at  a 
former  sitting,  the  meeting  was  introduced  into  exer- 
cise on  account  of  the  irregularity  apparent  in  the  an- 
swers thereto. 

The  subject  was  again  introduced  at  this  sitting,  and 
it  was  concluded  to  advise  and  enjoin  upon  our  members 
in  their  different  meetings  to  extend  renewed  care  to  this 
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important  subject,  so  that  the  old  records  of  births  and 
deaths  may  be  properly  preserved,  and  in  the  future  we 
may  be  able  to  report  that  due  care  is  taken  to  keep 
regular  records  thereof. 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend,  Jonah 
Kelly,  prepared  by  North-west  Fork  Monthly  Meeting, 
endorsed  by  Southern  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  introauced 
by  the  Representative  Committee  was  read,  approved 
and  directed  to  be  recorded. 

The  First,  Second  and  Third  Annual  Queries  were 
read,  and  the  following  summaries  comprised  from  the 
reports,  were  adopted. 

Answers  to  First  Annual  Query. — Philadelphia  in- 
forms that  the  time  of  holding  the  morning  meetings 
at  Spruce  Street  for  public  worship,  has  been  changed 
from  10  to  10^  o'clock,  and  the  First-day  afternoon 
meeting  to  3^  o'clock. 

Abington. — Abington  Monthly  Meeting  reports  the 
time  for  convening  our  meetings  has  been  changed  from 
10  to  lOi  o'clock  from  the  first  of  the  Tenth  t</the  first 
of  the  Fourth  Month. 

Bucks Buckingham  Meeting  has  changed  the  time 

of  gathering  from  10  to  lOj  o'clock. 

Cain. — Bradford  Mid-week  Meeting  discontinued  and 
their  Preparative  Meeting  held  on  First-day  before 
Monthly  Meeting.  oytizedbyGoogle 
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Western, — A  meeting  for  worship  has  been  set  up  at 
Oxford,  Pa.,  to  be  held  on  the  First-day  of  the  week, 
under  the  joint  care  of  Pennsgrove  and  Nottingham 
Monthly  Meetings,  to  convene  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

Fishing  Creek. — The  time  for  gathering  of  Fishing 
Creek  Mid-week  Meeting  has  been  changed  from  11  to 
10  o'clock  from  Fourth  Month  1st  to  Tenth  Month  1st. 

No  other  changes  reported,  and  not  any  new  Meeting 
established. 

Answers  to  Second  Annual  Query,— We  have  40  schools, 
superintended  by  Committees  appointed  either  in  the 
Monthly  or  the  Preparative  Meeting,  employing  92 
teachers  of  whom  69  are  in  membership  with  us.  The 
pupils  of  32  of  these  schools  attend  Mid  week  Meetings 
with  their  teachers. 

Reports  from  seven  of  our  Quarterly  Meetings  repre 
sent  their  schools  attended  in  the  aggregate  by  1756 
pupils,  500  of  whom  are  members,  180  where  one  parent 
is  a  member,  and  two  reports  inform  that  862  attend 
their  schools  where  neither  parent  is  a  member. 


Answers  to  Third  Annual  Query. — "  They  are." 

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Education  and 
Schools  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read* 
This  interesting  concern  claimed  some  attention  of  the 
meeting.  It  was  then  concluded  to  refer  the  subject  to 
A  future  sitting  for  further  consideration.    itizedbyGoogle 
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Rbport  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 
To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

In  presenting  this,  our  Annual  Report,  we  are  encour- 
aged to  believe  that  there  is  an  increasing  interest 
amongst  Friends,  in  reference  to  a  guarded  education 
for  their  children ;  but  there  is  yet  much  room  for  con- 
cern and  labor  in  this  respect.  Conferences  have  been 
held  during  the  past  year  at  the  following  places :  Upper 
Dublin,  Gwynedd,  Quakertown,  Stroudsburg,  Trenton, 
Middletown,  Edgewood,  Mount  Holly,  Medford,  Sole- 
bury,  Buckingham,  Newtown,  Fallsington,  Rancocas, 
and  Bristol.  These  have  been  generally  satisfactory, 
and  we  trust  will  be  productive  of  good.  The  meetings 
of  the  general  committee  have  been  well  attended,  and 
have  been  occasions  of  much  interest.  At  one  of  these, 
earnest  desires  were  expressed  that  our  schools  should 
be  conducted  more  in  accordance  with  our  principles 
and  testimonies.  A  committee  was  appointed,  who  gave 
the  subject  careful  consideration  and  prepared  an  address 
*'  To  Teachers,  School  Committees,  and  all  interested  in 
the  management  of  schools  under  the  care  of  Friends," 
in  which  attention  was  called  to  the  excellent  advices 
contained  in  our  Book  of  Discipline  on  the  subject  of 
Education.  After  alluding  to  the  dignity  and  useful- 
ness of  the  Teacher's  calling,  and  to  our  testimony  to 
simplicity  in  dress,  salutation,  &c.,and  to  the  consistent 
use  of  the  plain  language,  the  members  of  our  various 
meetings  having  charge  of  schools,  were  exhorted  to  ex- 
ercise care  in  the  selection  of  committees  to  have  over- 
Digitized  by  VjOOQIC 
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sight  thereof,  and  the  desire  expressed  that  these  com- 
mittees encourage  the  attendance  of  the  children,  with 
their  teachers,  at  meetings  for  Divine  Worship  held  in  the 
middle  of  yie  week,  and  that  both  teachers  and  com- 
mittees seek  after  a  qualification  to  carry  out  the  purpose 
for  which  these  schools  have  been  established.  Two 
conferences  have  been  held  with  Teachers,  School  Com- 
mittees and  others,  in  which  were  considered  the  various 
subjects  of  the  address,  and  the  advantages  of  well-or- 
ganized Friends'  Schools  to  Friends'  children.  These 
were  largely  attended,  and  gave  opportunity  for  compar- 
ison of  views,  and  we  think  were  seasons  of  instruction 
and  encouragement  to  many.  We  would  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  some  localities,  where, 
owing  to  the  scattered  condition  of  Friends,  difficulties 
present  themselves  to  the  establishment  of  schools  under 
the  care  of  Preparative  or  Monthly  Meetings,  and  ask 
whether  the  Yearly  Meeting  will  authorize  the  use  of  its 
funds  to  aid  schools  in  such  places. 

An  examination  of  the  statistics,  so  far  as  received 
from  the  different  Preparative  and  Monthly  Meetings, 
shows  there  are  2880  children  of  a  suitable  age  to  attend 
school,  where  one  or  both  parents  are  members.  Of 
these  1782  are  members  and  1098  with  one  parent  a 
member. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  children  reported,  1176  mem- 
bers and  606  with  one  parent  a  member,  belong  to  local- 
ities where  they  have  Friends' Schools,  and,  563  members 
and  536  one  parent  a  member,  live  where  no  Friends* 
Schools  are  reported.

Seventeenth  of  the  Month  and  Sixth  of  the  Week, 


The  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Education  and  Schools  was  resumed. 

The  labors  of  the  committee  in  their  interesting  con- 
cern were  approved  and  they  continued  in  the  service 
and  encouraged  to  extend  further  labor  therein  as  way 
may  open.  They  are  authorized  to  draw  on  the  treas- 
urer of  the  Yearly  Meeting  at  their  discretion,  for  such 
funds  as  they  may  require  in  carrying  forward  this  con- 
cern. 

The  following  report  from  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Indian  aflDairs  was  read,  and  approved.  They  are  con- 
tinued and  encouraged  to  extend  further  care  therein  as 
way  may  open  :  Digitized  by  Googlc 
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To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  o>^^ Friends : 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  report,  That 
they  have  endeavored  during  the  past  year  to  fulfil  the 
duties  assigned  them,  although  they  have  m^t  with  many 
obstacles,  the  most  prominent  one  of  which  has  been 
the  delay  experienced  in  the  confirmation  of  the  agents, 
and  the  disorganization  resulting  therefrom.. 

As  reported  to  the  last  Yearly  Meeting,  the  Delegates 
representing  the  seven  Yearly  Meetings,  engaged  the 
services  of  our  friend  Barclay  White^  to  visit  and  inspect 
the  agencies  under  our  care.  The  visit  was  made  to  the 
satisfaction  of  Friends,  he  having  entered  upon  his  duties 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  Sixth  Month,  1877,  at  the  Great 
Nemaha  Agency,  and  continued  uninterruptedly  in  the 
service  (with  the  exception  of  five  days)  until  the 
eleventh  day  of  the  Tenth  Month  succeeding. 

From  his  report  we  find  he  visited  the  six  agencies 
under  the  care  of  Friends,  and  as  far  as  they  were  ac- 
cessible to  him,  he  examined  the  accounts  of  each  United 
States  Indian  Agent  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  He  also 
made  a  general  and  thorough  investigation  of  Agencies 
and  Agency  affairs,  reporting  in  detail  to  the  Committees 
of  the  meetings  in  charge,  as  soon  as  possible  after  each 
visit]  was  completed,  and  furnished  a  summary  report, 
with  general  statistics,  up  to  the  first  of  Ninth  Month, 
1877,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Committee,  which 
has  already  been  published. 

He  gives  us  the  gratifying  information  that  during  his 
pilgrimage  he  was  well  treated  by  those  in  authority, 
and  received  every  facility  in  their  power  calculated  to 
further  the  object  of  his  visit.     He  reports  the  Corps  of 
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United  States  Indian  Agents  now  in  office,  as  far  as  he 
was  able  to  judge,  ^'faithful,  honest,  and  earefal,  and 
endeavoring  to  do  their  entire  duty." 

Also,  that  '^  Indians  are  appointed  to  Agency  offices  in 
place  of  white  men,  whenever  they  are  capable  of  per- 
forming the  duties  of  the  position ;  and  first-class  Indian 
mechanics  are  now  in  the  service  in  several  agencies." 

Believing  there  is  a  necessity  for  so  doing,  an  arrange- 
ment has  been  made  to  continue  our  Friend,  Barclay 
White,  as  ^^Friends*  Special  Ageni.^^ 

Agent  Jessie  W.  Oriest^  of  the  Otoe  Agency,  being 
very  desirous  to  be  released  from  his  position,  tendered 
his  resignation,  but  was  subsequently  induced  to  remain 
and  his  re-nomination  has  recently  been  confirmed  by  the- 
Senate.  He  states,  that  much  unsettlement  had  existed 
amongst  the  tribes,  but,  that  he  is  pleased  to  report  that 
it  has  died  away,  and  that  there  is  an  amount  of  interest 
in  agricultural  pursuits  heretofore  unequaled  so  early  in 
the  season :  adding  that  "  we  are  getting  along  comfort- 
ably and  harmoniously." 

A  general  remark  may  be  here  introduced,  that  affairs 
at  the  Oreat  Nemaha  Agency  appear  to  have  been  con- 
ducted with  entire  satisfaction,  itemized  reference  to 
which,  as  well  as  to  the  Otoe  Agency^  will  be  found  in 
the  accompanying  appendix. 

This  Committee  has  been  represented  at  all  the  meet- 
ings  of  the  Delegates  representing  the  Seven  Yearly 
Meetings,  and  it  has  endeavored  to  labor  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Indians  under  the  care  of  our  Friends. 

In  conclusion  we  may  remark,  that  we  have  at  seasons, 
been  discouraged,  and  have  felt  that  the  time  was  nearly 
2 
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at  hand  when  we  might  be  released  from  further  care  in 
the  concern,  but,  when  ve  remember  that  it  is  a  work 
into  which  we  tave  been  called,  we  believe  it  right  to 
continue,  so  long  as  way  opens  for  us  to  labor  for  the 
benefit  to  the  Indian,  with  a  proper  regard  to  our  posi- 
tion as  a  Religious  Society.  We  herewith  append  some 
interesting  details,  with  which  we  do  not  propose  to  oc- 
cupy the  time  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  by  perusal ;  but 
would  suggest  they  be  referred  to  the  committee  to  be 
appointed  to  prepare  the  Extracts,  with  liberty  to  have 
the  same  published  therein.

Appendix  to  Report  op  Joint  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs. 

We  glean  from  sundry  letters  of  our  agents,  as  well 
as  the  Report  of  Special  Agent,  Barclay  White^  a  num- 
ber of  facts,  which  we  here  present,  commencing  with 

Great  Nemaha  Aoenot. 

'^lowas,  whole  number  212. 

Births  10;  deaths  11;  all  the  deaths  except  two 
being  of  very  small  children  ;  a  majority  of  them  being 
but  a  few  months  old.  During  the  winter,  whooping 
cough  prevailed,  from  which  a  number  of  deaths  oc- 
curred. Experience  has  proven  that  more  than  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  children  bom  during  the  winter  die 
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when  less  than  six  months  of  age,  which'  is  undoubtedly 
owing  to  insufficient  care  in  protecting  bhem  from  sud- 
den changes  in  the  weather." 

"The  well  tilled  fields  of  the  lowas  rewarded  them 
with  an  abundant  harvest;  scarcely  an  enclosure  but 
gave  evidence  that  its  owner  was  striving  to  make  a 
good  showing  for  his  season's  labor,  and  the  remark 
that  was  frequently  heard  from  grain  merchants  in  the 
adjoining  towns,  "your  Indians  must  havexaised  a  good 
crop  of  com  this  year,  the  way  they  are  hauling  it  to 
town,"  was,  to  say  the  least,  encouraging.  A  very  care- 
ful estimate  showed  that  seven  hundred  acres  were  cul- 
tivated in  com  yielding  twenty-six  thotisand  bushels^ 
which  it  is  believed  is  more  than  was  ever  before  raised 
on  the  Reservation  in  any  one  year.  Seven  hundred  and 
fifty  tons  of  hay  were  made,  of  which  many  of  the 
Indians  have  sold  considerable,  having  more  than  they 
could  use.  They  own  167  horses,  5  mules,  100  cattle 
and  300  hogs.  Thirty  acres  of  prairie  land  have  been 
broken. 

Prom  a  lengthy  statistical  table  prepared  by  Special 
Agent  B.  Whiti,  on  the  31st  day  of  Eighth  Month  of 
last  year,  we  extract  the  following  additional  informa- 
tion in  reference  to  this  Agency,  which  we  think  will  be 
read  with  interest,  viz :

At  this  Agency  there  is  one  carpenter  and  one  smith 
shop. 

Three  houses  were  built  during  the  year — two  log  and 
one  frame.  The  logs  are  hewn  and  put  up  by  the  Indian 
having  the  house  built,  after  which  the  roof,  floors, 
doors,  Ac,  are  added  by  a  mechanic,  paid  for  from  tribal 
funds.  For  the  one  frame  house  the  Indian  furnished 
forty  dollars,  preferring  this  to  having  a  log  house.  The 
proposition  has  been  made^to  them,  to  prepare  and  put 
up  the  logs,  or  if  it  is  preferred,  to  furnish  twenty-five 
dollars  in  money  as  an  equivalent,  and  a  house  will  be 
erected.  The  man  who  furnished  forty  dollars,  did  so 
from  choice,  in  order  to  have  a  more  commodious  house 
than  was  customary  to  build  for  them;  having  three 
comfortable  and  good  sized  rooms.  One  frame  bam, 
1 6x20  feet,  two  stories  high,  was  also  built,  all  the  ma- 
terial being  furnished  by  the  individual,  who  by  the 
way,  is  a  full-blooded  Indian. 

Four  wells  have  been  bored  for  as  many  individual  In- 
dians, at  a  cost  of  $160.40,  each  individual  paying  one- 
fourth  the  cost  of  his  well,  the  balance  being  a  gratuity 
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from  the  profits  of  the  Trading  Post  conducted  at  the 
Agency  by  a  number  of  interested  Friends.*  One  well 
was  sunk  seventy-six  feet,  when  rock  was  struck.  Ef- 
forts have  been  made  to  drill  through  it,  but  as  yet  these 
have  been  unsuccessful.  It  is  not  yet  entirely  aban- 
doned. Twenty-five  acres  fall  wheat  were  sown,  and  at 
least  twenty  acres  potatoes.  The  usual  preparation  is 
being  made  for  corn. 

Three  Indians  have  set  1,500  posts,  sufficient  to  enclose 
200  acres,  and  also  have  4,000  rails  made,  which  are 
necessary  for  completing  the  enclosures.  These  same 
men  are  making  preparations  for  doing  considerable 
breaking.  T^n  acres  are  already  broken,  although  the 
proper  breaking  season  has  not  yet  arrived. 

There  has  also  been  purchased  with  store  profits  (see 
foot  note)  and  donated  to  the  Indians,  1220  fruit  trees, 
consisting  of  1,000  apple,  160  peach,  36  cherry  and  24 
pear  trees;  also  300  grape  vines,  the  whole  costing 
$268.50.  All  these,  except  60  trees  and  40  grape  vines, 
which  were  planted  at  the  Industrial  School,  have  been 
distributed  amongst  the  Indians  and  planted  by  them. 

Note.— This  Trading  PoBt,  or  Store,  was  establlBhod  by  the  loan  of 
three-foarths  of  its  capital  by  Friends  of  this  Yearly  Meeting,  the  remaining 
fourth  being  supplied  by  the  storekeeper,  who.  In  lieu  of  profits,  agreed  to 
accept  a  fixed  salary  of  kight  hundrbd  dollars  per  annum.  It  has 
aocomulated  safflclent  capital  for  its  continuance,  and  the  whole  of  the 
profits  beyond  the  expenses  attending  the  prosocatlon  of  the  business,  Is 
being  appropriated  to  the  benefit  of  the  Indians  in  rarious  ways,  vis :  Aid 
to  the  needy,  digging  wells  as  above,  and  other  matters  as  detailed  In 
snoceediDg  p&ges. 
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Iowa  Industrial  School. 

The  success  of  this  institution  during  the  larger  part 
of  the  year  has  been  quite  satisfactory,  the  attendance 
being  larger  than  ever  before.  The  accommodations 
were  taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity  during  the  last  six 
months.

Forty  of  the  children  attending  the  School  have  been 
boarded  at  the  "  Home." 

This  is  certainly  a  very  favorable  exhibit  for  so  small 
a  tribe.  With  a  few  exceptions,  the  children  have  been 
punctual  in  attendance,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  better 
way  to  give  an  adequate  idea  of  the  condition  and  pro- 
gress of  this  school  than  to  invite  those  interested,  to 
visit  any  school  of  the  same  grade  amongst  whites,  with 
which  they  will  bear  favorable  comparison.  The  same 
branches  are  taught  that  are  usually  introduced  into 
primary  schools. 

A  change  in  the  management  of  this  school  was  made 
on  the  first  of  Tenth  Month  last,  by  which  the  teacher 
was  made  an  inmate  of  the  school,  having  general  charge 
and  oversight  of  the  children,  which  has  resulted  in  a 
decided  improvement  in  deportment  and  attendance. 
The  assistant  teacher  resigned  the  last  day  of  last  year, 
since  which  time  the  labor  formerly  performed  by  this 
employee,  has  been  performed  by  two  Indian  women. 
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The  evenings  are  devoted  to  pleasing  and  instructive 
entertainments,  consisting  of  select  reading,  by  both 
employees  and  children ;  drawing,  social  plays,  &c.,  &c. 
A  little  more  than  a  month  since  a  Juvenile  Lyceum  was 
organized,  meeting  weekly,  the  exercises  consisting  of 
readings,  recitations,  referring  and  answering  qaestions^ 
Ac,  &c.  This  is  entered  into  with  zeal,  and  is  both 
entertaining  and  instructive.  Some  of  the  Indian  pa- 
rents attend  and  participate  in  the  exercises. 

In  industrial  arts  the  children  have  been  successfully 
taught.  Some  of  the  girls  have  done  several  bakings 
entire,  cut  and  made  dresses  and  other  garments  for 
themselves,  knit  stockings,  &c.  Four  hours  daily  are 
devoted  to  this  branch. 

One  of  the  larger  boys  has  regularly  assisted  the 
Teacher  of  Industry  in  his  work,  taking  charge  of  a 
team  when  necessary,  and  performing  the  work  of  a 
man.  During  two  weeks,  when  this  employee  was  con- 
fined to  the  house  by  sickness,  the  boys  had  entire  charge 
of  the  stock.  Three  thousand  bushels  of  com  were 
raised  on  the  farm  ;  twenty-four  acres  of  fall  wheat  and 
ten  acres  of  spring  wheat  sown.  The  fall  wheat  looks 
exceedingly  promising.  Forty  acres  are  now  being  pre- 
pared for  com.  There  are  70  hogs,  13  head  of  cattle 
and  3  horses,  the  property  of  the  school ;  and  all  the 
pork  required  for  home  consumption,  about  three  thou^ 
aand  pounds^  was  l)utchered.  A  larger  quantity  of 
vegetables  than  heretofore  are  being  planted  this  spring, 
in  which  labor  the  boys  participate.  It  is  intended  to 
reward  true  merit  in  this  branch  by  giving  a  part  of  the 
crop,  when  matured.  Digitized  by  Googlc 
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A  well  has  also  been  dug  at  the  ^'  Home/'  at  a  cost  of 
$76.85,  paid  for  with  funds  appropriated  from  Store 
profits  (see  foot  note).  One  half-breed  boy  has  been  sent 
to  College,  a  short  distance  from  the  Reservation,  pro- 
vision having  been  made  for  the  education  of  one  Indian 
youth  by  an  eastern  lady,  who  is  a  friend  to  the  Indians. 


Sacs  and  Foxes  op  thb  Missouris. 

Whole  number,  105;  births,  10;  deaths-,  12. 

During  last  season  this  tribe  did  but  little  work.  Only 
four  of  the  fields  formerly  broken  (not  exceeding  eighty 
acres)  being  cultivated.  The  present  spring  the  prospect 
has  brightened  considerabl}',  a  larger  amount  of  fencing 
having  been  done  than  ever  before. 

One  man  having  twelve  acres  enclosed  and  cultivated, 
has  increased  it  to  twenty-four  acres ;  and  another  has 
sown  fifteen  acres  spring  wheat.  An  effort  is  now  being 
made  to  procure  some  wire  for  fencing,  as  material  for 
rails  is  well  nigh  exhausted.  One  great  cause  of  the 
difficulty  in  inducing  the  members  of  this  tribe  to  en- 
gage in  agriculture  is  their  unsettled  condition. 

Our  Agent,  M.  B.  Kent,  further  remarks : 

"  The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  Iowas  must 
cease  to  be  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Government. 
They  are  now  practically  self-supporting.  Although 
each  year  they  increase  the  area  of  land  under  cultiva- 
tion, it  is  my  firm  *con^nction  that  their  ability  to  manage 
their  own  affairs  will  not  be  very  materially  increased 
until  they  are  thrown  entirely  upon  their  own  resources. 
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for  they  naturally  incline  to  lean  upon  the  strong  arm 
of  the  United  States,  which  will  without  doubt,  event- 
ually be  withdrawn.  Hence,  it  appears  there  cannot  be 
much  gained  by  deferring  the  final  settlement  between 
the  Oovernmeut  and  this  tribe,  by  fulfilling  all  the  obli- 
gations entered  into  in  the  past." 

^^  The  time  is  not  far  distant,  when  all  Indians  must 
earn  their  bread  by  the  sweat  of  their  brows.  This  is 
right,  and  all  efforts  made  in  their  behalf  should  be  made 
with  this  idea  constantly  before  them.  Friends  are  well 
aware  that  the  tribes  at  this  Agency  have  ceased  to  look 
to  charity  for  the  comforts  of  life ;  they  are  fully  quali- 
fied to  provide  for  themselves — hence  no  applications 
have  been  made  to  charitable  associations  for  assistance, 
only  so  far  as  help  is  calculated  to  give  aid  to  those  who 
are  making  efforts  to  help  themselves." 

Indians  have  been  taught  that  Oovernment  owes  them 
support  so  long  as  they  may  see  fit  to  ask  it.  Their  mind 
must  be  disabused  of  this  idea,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  be 
taught  that  industry  is  a  cardinal  principle  in  all  good 
society,  and  they  only  can  prosper  who  exert  their  phys- 
ical or  mental  powers  to  improve  their  condition  in  life. 

"  Intoxicating  drinks,  the  great  bane  of  Indian  civili- 
zation, as  well  as  of  the  white  man's  happiness,  demands 
notice.  Every  effort  both  legally  aiid  morally  is  made 
to  prevent  their  use  amongst  the  Indians,  but  we  can 
hardly  hope  to  conquer  so  long  as  unprincipled  white 
men  continue  to  disregard  the  laws  of  their  country  by 
engaging  in  the  nefarious  practice  of  furnishing  "  fire- 
water "  to  these  unfortunate  people. 
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Otoe  Agency. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  letters  of  Agent  Jesse  W. 
Oriest^  as  well  as  the  report  of  Special  Agent  Barclay 
White  J  for  a  number  of  facts  which  we  here  present. 

The  latter  states,  ^'  that  the  question  of  removal  to 
the  Indian  Territory,  has  been  before  this  tribe  for 
nearly  eight  years,  and  has  been  a  fruitful  cause  of  dis- 
cord and  dissension  amongst  its  members,  paralyzing 
the  efforts  of  those  disposed  to  open  farms  or  enter 
upon  civilized  life,  and  affording  a  ready  argument 
against  any  permanent  improvement,"  but  that  he  had 
received  a  copy  of  resolutions  passed  by  the  Otoe  and 
Missouri  chiefs,  in  which  they  unanimously  desire  and 
request  to  be  permitted  to  remain  on  the  reservation 
where  they  now  live. 

The  number  of  Indian  children  between  the  ages  of 
6  and  18  years  in  the  Otoe  Tribe  was,  males  48,  females 
36.  Total,  84.  He  visited  the  Industrial  Boarding 
School,  in  which  there  were  16  Indian  children,  viz: 

10  boys  and  6  girls.  There  is  attached  to  the  Otoe 
Industrial  School  building,  a  fenced  and  tilled  farm  con- 
taining 160  acres  of  land  called  the  School  Farm,  the 
crops  of  which  the  present  year  are  140  acres  of  spring 
wheat  and  20  acres  of  oats.  Said  wheat  and  oats  have 
been  sown  and  tilled  by  Indian  labor  from  the  tribe  (not 
school  labor)  under  the  supervision  of  the  Agency 
farmer. 

The  domestic  stock  at  the  Otoe  Agency,  consists  of 

11  horses,  18  work  oxen,  154  cows  and  beef  cattle,  40 
calves,  65  swine.  Digitized  by  Googl 
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There  are  16  fVame  or  log  houses  on  this  reservation 
inhabited  by  Indians,  and  5  others  of  the  same  descrip- 
tion are  now  vacant

lowing statistics  are  compiled,  similar  in  character  to 
those  hereinbefore  famished  as  applicable  to  the  (}reat 
Nemaha  Agency,

At  this  agency  there  is  one  steam  flour  mill,  one  saw 
mill,  one  carpenter  shop  and  one  smith  shop. 

From  a  letter  recently  received  from.  Agent  Griest, 
we  learn  there  is  a  greatly  increased  attendance  at  the 
school,  and  that  the  boys  are  interested  in  their  farming. 
To  encourage  this  industry  amongst  them,  he  has,  by 
authority  of  the  Department,  given  them  an  interest  in 
the  crops  they  produce,  assigning  to  them  all  the  land 
they  can  cultivate  and  supplying  them  with  teams,  im- 
plements and  seeds. 
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Since  the  above  was  compiled  we  have  received  a  let- 
ter from  Agent,  Jesse  W.  Griest,  of  the  Otoe  Agency, 
bearing  date  5mo.  2d,  from  which  we  make  the  follow- 
ing extracts : 

In  referring  to  the  Indians  he  remarks : 

"  Their  willingness  to  labor  when  opportunities  oflter- 
ing  appropriate  rewards  were  presented,  has  continued 
in  excess  of  our  means  for  employment.  As  a  result, 
the  agricultural  operations  have  been  more  extensive 
than  previous  years ;  and  the  product  gained  wholly  by 
Indian  labor  has  been  sufficient  to  furnish  bread  stuff 
for  the  Tribe,  until  the  return  of  another  harvest,  and 
to  feed  all  Agency  stock.  The  present  Spring  opened 
unusually  early,  and  the  Indians  have  shown  more  in- 
terest in  farming  than  ever  before. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  amount  of  near  two  hundred 
acres  sown  with  wheat  and  oats,  on  the  Agency  and 
School  Farm  for  the  benefit  of  the  Tribe,  fifteen  Indians 
have  sown  individual  fields  with  wheat,  aggregating 
about  sixty-five  acres,  while  only  two  Indians  had  pre- 
viously  raised  any  wheat  for  themselves,  but  these  hav- 
ing good  crops  last  year,  has  been  a  great  incentive  to 
others. 

All  the  land  that  had  been  previously  broken  will  be 
under  cultivation,  and  I  am  repeatedly  assured  by  many 
of  the  Indians,  that  they  intend  breaking  prairie  for  the 
purpose  of  opening  farms  as  soon  as  they  can  have 
teams  for  the  purpose.  To  aid  and  encourage  them  in 
this  direction  I  have  contracted  for  additional  teams  of 
oxen,  wagons,  plows,  and  other  farm  implements,  to  be 
issued  to  those  most  deserving.      Quite  a  number  are 


taking  hold  of  farming  in  a  more  intelligent  manner  this 
Spring,  and  I  confidently  believe  their  efforts  will  be 
attended  with  more  satisfactory  results  than  heretofore. 
Unlike  previous  Springs,  but  few  families  have  returned 
to  the  village.  A  number  of  them  are  fixing  up  habita- 
tions near  where  they  propose  opening  farms,  as  they 
say,  in  order  that  they  can  have  room  to  raise  hogs  and 
chickens.  Several  have  expressed  a  desire  for  comfort- 
able houses,  and  it  is  believed,  could  they  be  properly 
assisted  just  now,  many  would  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity,  which  would  aid  materially  in  fixing  this 
as  their  permanent  home,  thereby  settling  the  agitated 
question  of  removal  that  has  retarded  their  progress 
for  several  years. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  acres  of  the  Otoe 
Reserve  was  put  in  market  for  sale,  last  fall,  which  is  now 
settling  up  quite  rapidly,  and  it  is  believed  the  larger  por- 
tion of  it  will  be  sold  during  the  present  year.  The  aggre- 
gate appraised  value  of  this  land  is  near /our  hundred  and 
thirty  thousand  dollars^  and,  when  all  sold,  will  place  to 
their  credit  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  a  sum 
of  this  amount,  less  expenses  of  sale^  and  about  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars  of  re-imbursable  appropriations  by 
Government,  already  expended,  which,  bearing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent.,  will  yield  a  perpetual  income 
sufftcient  to  meet  all  necessary  expenses  of  the  Tribe, 
advance  improvements,  and  under  proper  management, 
with  a  willingness  for  industry  on  their  part,  I  see  noth- 
ing to  prevent  these  Indians  from  becoming  a  wealthy 
community.  The  remaining  part  of  the  reserve  contains 
about  forty-three  thousand  acreSy  and  as  fine  a  piece  of 
land  as  I  have  seen  west  of  the  Missouri  River. 
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"  Some  of  the  more  progreafsive  Indians  are  wanting 
to  own  cattle  individually,  a  thing  they  would  not  hear 
to  two  years  ago.  Thus,  while  we  seem  to  gain  little 
or  nothing  while  passing  along,  the  summing  up  of  re- 
sults at  the  end  of  stated  periods,  convinces  us  of  a 
gradual  advancement  in  many  respects/' 

"  The  Industrial  School,  which  is  now  well  equipped 
for  practical  working,  is  regarded  as  being  the  most 
efficient  auxiliary  through  which  to  elevate  the  tribe, 
and  for  its  management  in  detail  it  should  be  placed 
under  the  immediate  care  of  a  man  and  woman  of  ability 
and  experience,  in  order  that  it  may  be  made  to  meet  its 
design  in  this  respect.  The  school  has  been  continually 
in  operation  during  the  year  (except  a  vacation  through 
the  seventh  and  eighth  months)  with  a  larger  average 
attendance  than  any  previous  year." 

Our  agent  closes  thus : — 

"  Still  relying  on  a  continuance  of  the  sympathetic 
and  substantial  co-operation  of  Friends,  in  this  field  of 
isolated  labor,  and  trusting  to  the  Director  of  all  Good 
that  the  work  may  be  prosperous  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Divine  Will,  I  remain,  &c.,

The  following  minute^  embracing  some  of  the  exercises 

of  the  meeting^  was  read  and  adopted^  and  directed  to 

be  published  in  the  Extracts  : 

We  were  reminded  that  the  foundation  on  which  the 
Society  is  based,  is  the  revelation  of  God's  will  in  the 
soul  of  man  as  declared  to  Peter — "  On  this  rock  will  I 
build  my  church,"  As  we  come  to  place  our  spiritual 
foundation  hereon,  we  will  be  preserved  and  receive 
ability  to  perform  the  work  assigned  us. 

The  injunction  of  George  Fox  was  feelingly  revived, 
"  Friends,  let  all  your  meetings  be  held  in  the  power  of 
God."  If  we  keep  this  in  view,  there  will  be  a  united 
travail  for  Zion's  welfare,  seeking  to  do  the  Lord's  will, 
knowing  that  it  is  His  service,  not  our  own,  that  we  are 
engaged  in. 

In  reading  the  epistles  from  our  distant  brethren,  we 
were  encouraged  to  believe,  that  if  we  stand  on  this 
impregnable  rock  and  are  true  to  our  principles,  the 
time  may  come  when  we  shall  be  recognized  as  the  suc- 
cessors of  the  founders  of  this  people,  and  become  the 
means  of  gathering  again  aU  who  truly  believe  what  has 
been  transmitted,  so  that  men  may  again  say  as  formerly, 
"  see  these  Quakers,  how  they  love  one  another." 

Formerly  it  was  at  the  hazard  of  losing  property, 
liberty  and  sometimes  even  life  that  Friends  attended 
their  meetings.     They  were  not  prevented  by  distance,  € 
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believing  the  first  great  commandment,  ^^Thou  shalt 
love  the  Lord  thy  God,  with  all  thy  soul,  might,  mind 
and  strength."  Now,  the  laws  of  the  land  prohibit 
secular  employments  on  the  first  day  of  the  week.  By 
the  consent  of  nearly  all  claiming  to  be  Christians,  it  is 
appropriated  for  the  public  worship  of  Almighty  God, 
and  surely  a  people  professing  to  be  led  and  guided  by 
the  unerring  Spirit  of  Truth,  and  believing  each  day 
alike  appropriate,  should  encourage  all  to  come  and  wait 
thus  publicly  upon  Him.  This  manifestation  of  our  love, 
which  is  our  reasonable  service,  necessarily  involves  love 
to  the  brethren — ^not  merely  the  "  children  of  thy  people 
as  enjoined  under  the  Mosaic  law,  but  as  interpreted  by 
Him  who  spake  as  never  man  spake,"  in  the  parable 
of  the  good  Samaritan.  In  thus  fulfilling  the  two  great 
commandments,  corresponding  to  the  first  two  queries, 
we  should  become  the  salt  of  the  earth,  the  light  of  the 
world,  whose  light  could  not  be  hid. 

Much  exercise  was  manifested  that  our  children  should 
be  guarded  from  the  flood  of  pernicious  publications 
which  issues  from  the  press.  Suitable  literary  aliment 
should  be  furnished,  and  we  were  encouraged  to  promote 
the  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  as  the  com- 
mon ground  for  all  who  claim  to  be  Christians,  has  ever 
been  appealed  to  by  us  in  the  support  of  the  principles 
we  uphold.  The  more  we  become  familiar  with  these 
inestimable  writings,  the  more  shall  we  be  satisfied  that 
these  principles  stand  on  an  impregnable  basis.  Under 
the  anointing  which  gave  them  forth  they  are  "  profit- 
able for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruc- 
tion in  righteousness :  that  the  man  of  God  may  be  per- 
fect, thoroughlyf  urnished  unto  all  good  works." 
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The  answers  to  the  Fourth  Query  gave  some  evidence 
of  deficiency,  but,  although  due  allowance  was  felt  to  be 
necessary  in  the  altered  and  more  stringent  standard 
now  before  us,  we  were  encouraged  to  fulfill  its  requisi- 
tions, not  only  in  suppressing  that  which  intoxicates, 
but  also  including  whatever  may  be  found  to  bring  on 
its  habitual  use,  that  we  may,  as  heretofore,  keep  on  the 
Advance  in  the  promotion  of  this  cause. 

In  considering  the  wholesome  requisitions  of  our  dis- 
cipline as  to  trade  and  business,  we  were  tenderly  ex- 
horted to  keep  within  the  bounds  of  our  circumstances, 
and  those  blessed  with  abundance  to  set  an  example  of 
moderation  in  the  use  of  wealth,  that  thereby  a  stumb- 
ling block  may  not  be  laid  in  the  way  of  others.  As 
good  stewards  their  ample  means  may  be  a  blessing  to 
themselves  and  others,  and  all  were  counseled  to  beware 
of  extravagance  and  ostentation,  not  only  for  their  own 
sake,  but  that  those  not  in  such  circumstances  of  pros- 
perity may  not.  be  tempted  to  a  scale  of  living  beyond 
their  means.  A  testimony  was  feelingly  borne  by  one  who 
had  known  the  advantage  of  being  placed,  while  young 
and  helpless,  as  an  orphan  in  the  family  of  concerned 
Friends,  to  whom  he  attributed  his  nurture  and  care  in 
the  Lord  through  the  slippery  paths  of  youth.  Some 
salutary  counsel  was  given  to  check  by  all  means  the 
growing  extravagance  in  costly  funerals,  and  to  those 
who  may  enter  into  or  enlarge  their  business  affairs,  a 
caution  was  extended  that  they  profit  by  the  wrecks 
which  seem  to  be  now  strewing  the  commercial  world. 

The  language  of  George  Fox  was  revived  in  the  treat- 
ment of  offenders.     "Be  it  known  that  we  cast  none 
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ofi— if  they  go  f^om  the  light,  and  spirit,  and  power,  iD 
which  our  unity  is,  they  cast  out  themselves."  Our 
care  and  labor  with  those,  in  the  love  of  the  gospel^ 
should  be  continued  that  they,  being  reached  by  convic- 
tion, may  be  qualified  to  bear  their  testimony  against  the 
offence.  If  so,  we  have  gained  our  brother:  but  if 
otherwise,  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  testify,  let  it  be 
done  in  the  spirit  of  meekness,  and  as  the  labor  of  love. 


We  have  been  favored  during  the  sittings  of  this  our 
Annual  Assembly,  to  feel  the  over-shadowing  influence 
of  the  Divine  Presence,  cementing  us  together  in  the 
bonds  of  brotherly  love,  and  under  the  influence  thereof 
have  been  enabled  to  transact  the  business  that  has 
claimed  our  attention,  in  condescension  and  harmony. 
Thankful  for  the  favor  bestowed  we  now  conclude  to 
meet  again  at  the  usual  time  next  year,  if  consistent 
with  the  Divine  will.

Memorial  of  FaUowfield  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends^ 
concerning  our  deceased  Friend^  Abigail  Bernard. 

As  the  memory  of  those  who  have  endeavored  to  fol- 
low the  leadings  of  that  Teacher  which  leadeth  into  all 
truth,  and  become  by  example,  preachers  of  righteous- 
ness, is  precious,  we  feel  drawn  to  offer  this  brief  memo- 
rial of  our  dear  friend,  Abigail  Bernard. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Ellis  and  Abigail  Pusey, 
and  was  born  in  London  Grove  Township,  Chester 
County,  Pa.,  on  the  Sixth  of  Fourth  Month,  lt84.  In 
the  year  1804  she  was  united  in  marriage  with  Jeremiah 
Bernard,  and  removed  to  reside  with  him  in  West  Marl- 
borough. She  was  a  diligent  attender  of  meetings,  not 
allowing  worldly  cares  to  deter  her  from  assembling  with 
her  friends  in  religious  fellowship. 

She  was  a  worthy  and  esteemed  Elder,  being  appointed 
in  1816  to  that  station,  which  she  filled  the  remainder 
of  her  life,  being  a  period  of  sixty-one  years. 

Her  peaceful  and  serene  disposition  rendered  her  a 
true  helpmate,  both  in  the  domestic  circle  and  in  society, 
where  she  was  ever  ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  aU 

^  *^    itilldbyL.OOgl^ 
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who  needed  her  counsel  or  assistance,  temporally  or 
spiritually,  endeavoring  to  walk  humbly  before  Him 
whom  she  wished  to  serye  most  of  all. 

Kind  and  affable  in  her  manner,  she  was  greatly  be- 
loved, not  only  by  those  in  the  evening  of  life,  but  by 
the  young,  who  were  particularly  attracted  by  the  influ- 
ence for  good  which  was  felt  to  surround  her ;  and  those 
who  went  to  her  as  a  mother,  in  seasons  of  trial,  did  not 
fail  to  receive  from  her  warm  interest  and  sympathy. 

About  the  meridian  of  life  she  was  visited  with  severe 
trials,  in  the  loss  of  three  of  her  children  within  a  short 
time ;  and,  not  long  after,  in  the  death  of  her  husband, 
with  whom  she  had  lived  in  near  fellowship  for  many 
years.  These  trials  she  bore  with  that  fortitude  and 
resignation  becoming  the  true  spiritual  worshipper,  say- 
ing, "  I  must  give  them  up  to  their  Master,  who  has  seen 
meet  to  take  them." 

In  the  death  of  her  husband  she  bowed  most  meekly 
to  the  stroke,  with  the  expression,  "  Father,  thy  will  be 
done,"  giving  evidence  that  the  child-like  faith  and  de- 
pendence on  God  sustained  her  through  all. 

Later  in  life  she*  had  an  attack  of  paralysis,  which 
greatly  prostrated  her.  After  lying  quiet  for  many 
hours  she  recovered  so  as  to  speak,  and  in  reply  to  a 
remark  by  one  of  her  attendants,  "  Mother,  thee  seems 
better,"  she  said  "  Yes,  beyond  my  expectation.  I  had 
thought  my  work  was  ended,  and  I  should  be  taken  from 
you,  but  now  I  feel  as  though  I  will  recover ;  and  while 
I  was  waiting  I  was  led  into  exercise  in  regard  to  our 
Select  Quarterly  meeting,  of  which  I  have  so  long  been 
a  member.     It  is  my  earnest  desire,  that  in  all  its  delib- 
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erations,  it  may  be  favored  with  the  presence  of  the 
Master,  who  alone  can  give  it  strength."  She  had  after- 
ward slight  attacks  of  a  similar  character,  which  did  not 
materially  affect  the  powers  of  her  mind,  but  rendered 
her  more  feeble  in  body,  yet  she  continued  to  attend 
meetings  long  after  she  had  to  be  assiste^l  in  so  doing. 

Within  about  eighteen  months  of  her  death  she  had  a 
fall,  which  entirely  disabled  her  from  walking,  and  she 
was  confined  to  her  room,  suffering  greatly  at  times ;  but 
the  patience  which  had  clothed  her  spirit  through  other 
trials  continued  with  her  until  the  last.  Her  remarks 
were  often  instructive  and  pertinent,  making  lasting  im- 
pressions on  the  minds  of  those  present.  On  being 
asked  how  she  felt,  she  said:  '^Better  than  might  be 
expected  of  one  who  has  attained  to  such  a  great  age, 
and  suffered  so  much,  but  I  endeavor  to  be  patient  and 
do  the  Lord's  will.  I  am  waiting,  waiting,  I  feel  ready, 
nothing  in  my  way  when  He  chooses  to  take  me,  which 
will  be  the  right  time." 

Very  shortly  before  her  departure  she  remarked  to 
one  of  the  family :  "  Thou  art  going  to  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing. I  always  loved  to  go,  but  never  expect  to  get  there 
again,  but  will  soon  go  from  works  to  rewards."  To  an 
aged  friend  who  had  called  to  see  her,  on  his  taking 
leave,  she  said :  "  Farewell,  farewell,  it  may  be  the  last 
farewell,"  and  soon  after  was  attacked  with  a  stupor, 
from  which  she  did  not  recover,  but  passed  sweetly 
and  quietly  away  on  the  evening  of  First  of  Eleventh 
Month,  1876,  in  the  93d  year  of  her  age.  Thus  closed 
her  useful  and  innocent  life ;  her  spirit,  we  believe,  being 
fully  prepared  for  the  change. 
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Her  remains  were  interred  in  Friends'  burying  ground 
at  Doe  Run,  after  which  a  solemn  meeting  was  held, 
wherein  many  impressive  testimonies  were  borne.

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Memorial  of  Woodbury   Monthly  Meeting  concerning 
our  deceased  friend^   William  Haines. 

The  subject  of  this  memorial  was  born  on  the  Eighth 
day  of  Third  Month,  1810;  he  was  the  son  of  William 
and  Ann  Haines,  of  Upper  Greenwich,  New  Jersey,  who 
were  consistent  membera  of  our  religious  society,  and 
careful  to  train  up  their  children  in  habits  of  indus- 
try, frugality,  and  a  reverence  for  the  Divine  Being ;  in 
the  regular  attendance  of  our  religious  meetings,  and  to 
encourage  them  both  by  precept  and  example,  faithfully 
to  fulfill  this  and  every  other  duty.  And  the  eflfects  of 
this  carefiil  training,  through  the  assistance  of  Divine 
grace  were  made  apparent  in  the  mature  life  of  our  be- 
loved friend. 

By  records  which  he  has  left,  we  find  that  very  early 
in  life  his  mind  was  visted  by  the  overshadowings  of 
Divine  Love,  and  as  he  was  faithful  to  live  in  accord- 
ance with  its  manifestations,  the  vanity  of  the  fleeting 
pleasures  of  the  world  was  shown  unto  him,  and  that 
obedience  to  these  heavenly  visitations  was  the  only 
ground  of  true  peace.  Yet  for  want  of  watchfulness, 
and  not  being  wholly  obedient  in  little  things,  he  was 
frequently  brought  into  deep  suffering  followed  by  true 
repentance,  which  again  brought  blessed  visitations  from 
on  high ;  thus,  through  all  these  dispensations  of  joy 
and  sorrow,  was  he  favored  to  learn  to  lean  upon  tjiat 
Divine  Arm,  which  can  alone  uphold  and  support 
through  every  trial ;  and  was  fitted  to  perform  the  many 
duties  which  in  after  life  devolved  upon  hinGoOQle 
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About  the  24tb  year  of  his  age  he  felt  himself  called 
to  the  work  of  the  minlBtry,  in  which  he  continued  until 
the  close  of  his  life,  frequently  extending  his  labors  be- 
yond his  own  Quarterly  meeting,  with  the  approbation 
and  sympathy  of  his  friends.  In  his  communications 
his  words,  though  ofttimes  few,  mostly  savored  of  life, 
and  many  of  us  can  testify  to  having  had  our  spiritual 
strength  renewed  thereby. 

He  was  naturally  a  man  of  strong  prejudices,  and  to 
maintain  the  Christian  character  had  much  to  overcome. 
He  was  of  simple  and  unpretending  manners,  kind,  cour- 
teous and  hospitable;  ever  ready  to  assist  the  widow 
and  the  orphan  when  in  need ;  and  the  friendless  were 
sure  always  to  find  in  him  a  friend.  He  lived  in  much 
simplicity,  careful  not  to  waste  that  which  he  had,  that 
he  might  have  wherewith  to  hand  to  others  less  favored 
than  himself. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  summer  of  1872,  he  was 
taken  with  a  severe  illness  attended  with  much  bodily 
8u£fering,  and  as  the  summer  wore  on  he  apprehended  his 
life  was  drawing  near  to  a  close.  To  one  of  his  chil- 
dren, watching  by  his  bedside,  he  said :  "  It  now  affords 
me  much  consolation,  that  I  have  attended  to  my  relig- 
ious duties,  and  I  would  encourage  thee  to  be  faithful. 
It  will  be  of  great  comfort  to  thee  in  an  hour  like  this.'' 
At  another  time,  after  his  family  had  been  gathered 
around  him,  he  said :  ^^  I  feel  sensible  of  many  short- 
comings, and  though  far  from  perfection  in  the  line  of 
duty,  yet  am  comforted  in  the  assurance  that  an  honest 
endeavor  to  walk  and  act  under  the  guidance  of  truth, 
as  made  known  from  time  to  time,  has  met  with  Divine 
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favor,  and  an  abundant  reward,  even  in  this  life;  and  I 
have  an  abiding  hope  that  the  mercy  of  God,  through 
Jesu8  Christ,  will  yet  be  vouchsafed,  enabling  me,  a  poor 
weak  creature,  to  finish  the  work  assigned  me." 

After  this  he  was  again  favored  to  be  partially  restored 
to  health,  so  as  frequently  to  attend  meetings  and  look 
after  some  business  matters,  but  a  useful  and  exemplary 
life  was  fast  drawing  to  a  close.  He  lingered  on  until 
the  spring  of  1876,  rarely  leaving  his  home,  gradually 
growing  weaker  until  his  close.  A  few  days  before  his 
death,  on  being  inquired  of,  "  if  he  felt  peace  of  mind," 
he  replied,  "  I  feel  no  fear ;  Divine  Grace  hath  done  all 
for  me,  and  I  feel  the  power  of  the  Lord  to  be  over  all 
other  powers.  '  Bless  the  Lord,  oh  my  soul,  and  forget 
not  all  his  benefits.'  " 

Again,  on  being  asked  how  he  was,  he  said,  ^^  I  am 
almost  gone,"  and  a  few  hours  later,  surrounded  by  his 
wife  and  children,  peacefully  passed  to  rest,  on  the  even- 
ing of  23d  of  4th  Mo.,  1876,  in  the  sixty  seventh  year  of 
his  age. 

He  was  interred  from  Friends'  Meeting  House,  Upper 
Greenwich,  amid  a  large  concourse  of  friends  and  neigh- 
bors, who  had  gathered  to  take  the  last  look  at  the 
remains  of  one  whom  they  had  respected  and  loved.

A  Memorial  of  North-west  Fork  Monthly  Meeting  con- 
cermng  our  dear  deceased  friend  Jonah  Kelly^  who 
departed  this  life  on  the  23d  of  Third  months  1873, 
in  his  *lith  year. 

Believing  that  the  labors  of  the  servants  of  Qod 
ought  always  to  be  precious  in  the  eyes  of  His  people, 
and  that  their  services  should  not  be  lost,  but  gathered 
up  for  edification,  we  offer  the  following  sketch  of  his 
life  among  us. 

He  was  bom  in  the  County  of  Caroline,  Maryland, 
on  the  15th  of  10th  month,  1799.  In  the  journal  he 
kept  daring  many  years,  he  says:  "  My  father  was  the 
eldest  son  of  Dennis  Kelly,  and  bore  his  name.  He  was 
a  serious  and  upright  young  man,  and  carried  his  Bible 
and  hymn  book  in  the  fields  when  at  work.DigitMy  mother 
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was  a  daughter  of  William  Perry,  a  very  respectable  and 
industrious  man.  They  were  married  by  the  form  of 
the  Church  of  England,  at  White  Marsh  Church  in 
Talbot  County,  Maryland,  but  soon  after  joined  the 
Methodists.  One  of  the  first  things  I  can  remember, 
was  a  Methodist  meeting  one  evening  at  my  father's 
house.  I  was  in  the  cradle  and  was  delighted  to  hear 
the  singing." 

^^  Not  long  after  this  my  parents  joined  Friends,  and 
the  first  time  they  took  me  to  Friends'  meeting  I  sat  at 
my  father's  feet.  On  the  way  home  I  told  my  parents 
I  did  not  like  that  kind  of  meeting,  for  they  did  not 
sing  nor  preachy  My  father  said,  ^^did  thee  not  hear 
that  man  preach  ?  '  I  answered,  'no.'  I  knew  I  told  a 
lie,  and  spoke  it  wilfully.  But  Oh,  I  remember  almost 
as  though  it  were  yesterday,  the  terror  of  the  Lord  that 
fell  upon  me,  and  I  was  smitten  for  that  falsehood.  The 
speaker  alluded  to  was  Elisha  Dawson,  then  a  member 
of  that  meeting,  and  I  afterward  loved  and  esteemed  him 
as  long  as  he  lived.  My  dear  father  would  at  times,  par- 
ticularly on  the  First-day  of  the  week,  call  his  family 
together  to  sit  in  silence,  or  read  to  them  about  Jesus 
Christ.  At  other  times  he  would  read  the  solemn  words 
of  righteous  people  who  were  about  to  die,  especially 
young  people,  who  gave  evidence  that  death  had  no 
terror  for  them  and  that  their  souls  were  about  to  ascend 
to  rest  and  glory.  Tears  were  often  brought  to  my  eyes, 
and  I  said  to  myself,  that  I  would  be  good  that  I  might 
die  happy  like  them.  My  father  endeavored  to  discharge 
his  duty  to  the  lambs  committed  to  his  care,  that  in  the 
day  of  reckoning  their  blood  might  not  be  upon  hiin 
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He  would  take  me  by  the  hand  to  meetings  when  I  was 
young,  and  when  grown  encouraged  me  to  go :  this  has 
been  of  much  benefit  to  me.  My  father  was  upright, 
and  humble  in  his  deportment,  and  in  his  latter  days 
often  spake  a  few  words  in  meeting.  My  mother  was 
one  of  the  best  and  loveliest  of  women ;  my  love  and 
veneration  for  her  were  unbounded." 

Through  misfortune  the  parents  of  Jonah  Kelly  be- 
came poor,  and  being  the  eldest  surviving  son,  he  was 
kept  at  work  on  the  farm  to  help  provide  for  them  and 
five  younger  children,  until  his  twenty-fourth  year,  when 
he  rented  a  farm  for  himself.  He  married  Hester  Ann 
Trice,  who  was  a  true  helpmeet,  sharing  with  him  through 
a  long  life,  privation  and  plenty,  pain  and  pleasure.  She 
was  a  Methodist  and  remained  so  until  after  her  husband 
appeared  in  the  ministry,  when  she  joined  Friends,  to  his 
great  joy.  He  commenced  married  life  with  but  little 
of  this  world's  goods,  neither  had  he  the  advantage  of 
much  schooling,  (about  eleven  months  in  all,)  which 
latter  privation  he  felt  during  his  whole  life,  and  often 
spoke  of  it  as  having  been  against  his  useflilness. 

His  father  on  his  death-bed  told  his  son  Jonah,  that 
he  had  been  commanded  to  preach  the  everlasting  gospel 
to  the  children  of  men,  but  that  he  had  been  unfaithful. 
That  it  was  now  given  him  to  say,  that  it  would  be  re- 
quired of  him^  or  if  he  should  be  unfaithful,  his  se'ed 
after  him  would  have  to  do  what  he  had  left  undone. 

The  death  of  his  parents  was  a  serious  call  to  him  to 
make  his  election  sure  before  it  was  too  late.  '^For 
months  and  years,''  he  says,  '^  I  made  covenant  with  my 
God  to  mend  my  ways,  and  did  give  up  and  hold  on  for  a

little  while,  but  the  grand  adversary  of  my  soul  would 
persuade,  and  cast  up  something  that  would  throw  me 
back  again.  The  cares  of  the  world  and  the  deceitful- 
ness  of  riches  choked  the  good  seed  in  me  until  the 
spark  of  divine  life  in  me  had  nearly  gone  out." 

It  was  not  till  the  hand  of  affliction  was  again  laid 
heavily  upon  him,  first  by  the  death  of  his  oldest  daugh- 
ter, and  then  by  that  of  another,  that  he  gave  up  fully 
body,  soul  and  spirit ;  and  he  says,  "  many  were  my 
sighs  groans  and  tears  in  beseeching  God  for  mercy  and 
deliverance  from  the  chains  with  which  I  was  bound,  and 
from  the  weight  of  sin ;  but  he  burst  the  bands  and  set 
my  soul  free  I  I  leaped  for  joy,  my  soul  was  in  heaven. 
I  cannot  express  one  half  the  peace  and  gladness  I  felt, 
for  the  very  angels  of  God's  love  seemed  to  hover  around 
me.  At  times  while  sitting  in  meetings,  I  felt  the  power 
of  God  to  be  with  me  requiring  me  to  open  my  mouth 
in  public,  but  I  trembled  at  the  thought  of  it  and  refused. 
One  First-day  I  ventured  upon  my  feet  and  said  a  few 
words,  but  nature  shrank  and  I  only  said  a  part  of  what 
was  required,  and  sat  down.  Oh  I  the  terror  I  then  felt 
for  disobedience.  My  feelings  were  such  as  I  could  not 
express.  In  a  little  while  the  fountain  of  divine  life  was 
again  opened,  and  other  new  words  were  again  put  into 
my  mouth  to  utter ;  and  while  I  was  speaking,  the  life 
of  it  seemed  to  run  almost  like  lightning  to  three  young 
men  who  were  present.  On  taking  my  seat,  the  peace 
and  joy  I  felt  could  not  be  expressed,  and  I  believe  those 
present  had  unity  with  me.  But  I  refused,  on  several 
occasions  when  I  knew  it  to  be  my  duty  to  speak,  for 
which  I  felt  great  terror  and  distress ;  and  the  fountoin 
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would  be  sealed  op  for  weeks  at  a  time.  After  many 
cries  to  my  Heavenly  Father,  the  spring  of  life  would 
return  again,  and  I  was  favored  to  speak  to  the  relief  of 
my  mind." 

"  On  the  second  of  Fourth  month,  1844,  while  at  work 
in  the  woods,  it  appeared  to  me  that  it  would  be  required 
of  me  sometime  to  go  to  some  of  the  Western  States  on 
a  religious  visit,  where  there  was  a  precious  people  with 
souls  to  be  saved  or  lost.  I  did  not  see  how  to  give  up 
to  this,  such  a  poor,  unworthy,  illiterate  creature  as  I 
was.  But  the  concern  grew  with  me  for  several  years, 
and  for  disobedience  to  the  unfoldings  of  duty,  the  Lord 
afQicted  me  both  in  body  and  mind,  and  I  gave  way  to 
discouragement  and  attempted  to  flee  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord  like  unto  Jonah  of  old." 

But  in  the  hour  of  his  great  affliction,  one  of  the 
Lord's  servants  came  to  him,  and  after  sitting  some  time 
in  silence,  said,  he  had  a  call  from  his  Heavenly  Father 
to  go  South,  and  not  to  delay ;  that  he  had  followed  the 
guide  from  place  to  place  not  knowing  whither  he  was 
going  or  for  what  purpose  until  he  was  led  to  him,  and 
that  it  was  given  him  to  say,  that  his  afflictions  were 
from  the  Lord  for  his  disobedience  in  not  going  where  he 
had  been  commanded.  He  also  told  him,  the  Lord  knew 
the  integrity  of  his  heart,  and  that  there  was  yet  a  work 
for  him  to  do,  that  he  was  a  chosen  servant  to  preach  to 
his  people.  He  mended  from  that  time,  and  the  concern 
to  go  West  was  taken  away,  but  he  appeared  in  the  min- 
istry more  frequently. 

He  was  exemplary  and  just  in  his  dealings,  and  became 
a  shining  light  to  all  around  him.     His  concern  for  hisC 
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children  was  very  great,  and  in  his  writings  he  often 
alludes  to  his  many  prayers  for  their  preservation,  and 
that  his  desires  for  them  might  be  as  bread  cast  upon 
the  waters,  to  be  gathered  after  many  days. 

He  grew  in  grace  and  spiritual  knowledge,  often  speak- 
ing in  public  the  word  of  life  as  given  him,  not  with 
enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom,  but  with  power  from 
on  high,  sounding  an  alarm  to  the  lukewarm  to  be  up 
and  doing  for  their  soul's  welfare  before  it  was  too  late ; 
warning  all  of  the  shortness  of  time,  and  the  awfulness 
of  death  to  the  unprepared  ;  encouraging  the  feeble  and 
desponding  to  press  forward  toward  the  mark  of  the 
high  calling  in  Christ  Jesus.  His  gift  in  the  ministry 
was  acknowledged  and  he  stood  an  embassador  for  his 
Lord  and  Master  for  nearly  thirty  years. 

He  travelled  but  little  beyond  the  limits  of  his  own 
Quarterly  Meeting,  but  frequently  to  its  constituent 
branches,  and  was  often  called  upon  to  attend  the  ftine- 
rals  of  persons  not  in  membership  with  Friends.  On 
such  occasions,  he  was  eminently  favored  to  pour  in  the 
oil  of  consolation  to  the  afflicted  soul. 

In  the  sixty-ninth  year  of  his  age  he  passed  through 
a  great  affliction  in  the  death  of  his  wife,  the  companion 
and  joy  of  his  earlier  days. 

On  the  fifth  of  Third  month,  1869,  he  writes  in  his 
journal  for  the  last  time ;  "  I  seldom  get  out  except  for 
a  few  minutes  at  a  time,  though  I  am  favored  to  ride  to 
our  little  meeting  at  Snow  Hill  nearly  half  of  the  meeting 
days.  Some  of  the  neighbors  are  frequently  with  us  on 
First-days,  and  we  have  blessed  refireshing  seasons  many 
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times  together ;  the  mantle  of  the  Fi^ther's  love  is  over 
us,  and  we  feel  His  presence  to  be  in  oar  midst.  Praise 
and  glory  be  ascribed  to  Him.  Oh,  the  sweet  seasons  of 
heavenly  love  I  have  experienced  I  He  then  closes  his 
writing  by  a  reference  to  the  Southern  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing then  being  held  at  Camden,  Delaware.  ^'  My  spirit 
has  been  with  Friends  who  have  met  there  to  transact 
the  business  that  comes  before  the  meeting,  and  with  the 
pure  worshipers  that  they  may  receive  a  cup  of  conso- 
lation.'' 

He  entered  again  into  the  married  state  with  Mary  L. 
Yeo,  who  affectionately  and  faithfully  attended  him  the 
remainder  of  his  life. 

His  health  soon  became  more  infirm  from  an  attack 
of  paralysis ;  after  which  his  sight  became  impaired,  his 
intellect  enfeebled,  and  he  was  as  a  little  child.  Yet  his 
bright  and  cheerful  deportment  remained.  He  still  took 
delight  in  attending  his  particular  meeting,  never  failing 
to  go  when  ability  was  afforded. 

His  health  continued  to  fail  and  it  was  evident  his 
days  were  drawing  to  a  close —he  grew  weaker,  and  his 
mind  became  clouded  with  doubt.  But  the  good  Master 
whom  he  had  served  in  life,  stood  by  him,  and  as  death 
drew  nigh  his  mind  became  clear,  and  he  was  favored  to 
feel  that  peace  to  flow  into  his  soul  that  passeth  all  un- 
derstanding. Bidding  all  present  an  affectionate  fare- 
well, with  weighty  counsel  especially  to  his  children,  and 
remembering  his  eldest  son  who  was  absent,  he  gently 
breathed  his  last  as  serenely  as  the  sunset  of  a  summer 
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Read  and  united  with  by  North-west  Fork  Monthly- 
Meeting  held  at  Snow  Hill,  Maryland,  Second  months 
16th,  1876,  and  signed  by  direction  thereof,  by

Testimony  of  Fallowfield  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends 
concerning  Jos.  S.  Walton^  deceased. 

Believing  that  the  life  and  example  of  one  who  has 
taken  the  Divine  Spirit  for  a  guide,  and  who,  through 
its  influence,  has  endeavored  to  walk  uprightly  and  con- 
sistently among  men,  is  calculated  to  encourage  others 
who  may  be  desirous  of  pursuing  the  same  pathway,  we 
have  felt  drawn  to  prepare  some  account  of  our  deceased 
friend,  Joseph  S.  Walton.     He  was  the  son  of  William 
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and  Hannah  Walton  and  was  bom  in  London  Orove 
township,  Chester  connty,  Pa.,  on  the  11th  of  llmo., 
IT 92.  His  parents  removed  from  there  to  East  Fallow- 
field,  in  the  year  lt95,  where  they  continued  to  reside 
during  tbe  remainder  of  their  lives,  Joseph  being  with 
them  until  about  twenty  years  of  age.  They  were  ex- 
emplary members  of  our  religious  Society,  and  con- 
cerned to  bring  up  their  children  in  conformity  with  its 
testimonies.  When  quite  young  Joseph  felt  the  restrain- 
ing hand  of  Divine  Ooodness,  and  yielding  to  its  in- 
fluence was  led  into  serious  reflection.  He  perceived 
the  importance  of  maintaining  with  integrity  the  prin- 
<3iples  professed  by  Friends,  believing  them  to  be  founded 
on  the  immediate  revelation  of  the  Divine  wQl,  and 
strove  to  follow  out  these  convictions  with  faithfulness. 
While  engaged  in  learning  his  trade  as  a  miller,  he  felt 
it  to  be  a  duty  to  attend  mid-week  meetings,  but  the 
press  of  business  was  such  at  times  as  to  prevent  his 
leaving  the  mill  (a  mile  distant  from  the  meeting  house,) 
until  near  the  hour  of  assembling,  his  anxiety  to  be 
there  in  due  season  was  so  great  that  he  oft^n  ran  most 
of  the  distance,  that  he  might  not  interrupt  the  worship 
of  others  by  an  untimely  entrance.  When  referring  to 
this  in  after  life,  he  spoke  of  the  strength  and  comfort 
he  received  when  gathered  with  Friends  for  Divine  wor- 
ship, and  expressed  a  belief  that  the  soLcrifice  made  to 
attend  meetings  increased  the  reward. 

He  was  of  a  sensitive  and  retiring  nature  and  shrank 
from  accepting  the  appointment  of  Clerk  of  the  Pre- 
parative Meeting,  under  an  apprehension  that  his  educa 
tion  had  not  been  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  perform 
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the  service.  He  was  enooaraged  by  a  Friend  to  look  to 
that  source  which  could  bless  the  little  he  had,  and  as 
he  became  earnestly  concerned  to  seek  for  aid  from  his 
Heavenly  Father,  he  had  faith  to  believe  help  would  be 
afforded,  and  was  made  willing  to  submit  to  the  appoint- 
ment. The  encouragement  thus  derived  from  his  early 
experiences  was  frequently  held  up  to  the  young,  with 
an  assurance  that  if  the  mind  was  rightly  exercised  and 
assistance  asked  for,  strength  would  be  furnished  in  the 
needful  time  and  all  fear  would  pass  away. 

After  leaving  his  trade  he  was  employed  at  different 
places  in  the  pursuit  of  his  business,  until  the  year  1819, 
when  he  returned  to  his  father's  residence  and  turned 
his  attention  to  farming. 

At  a  time  of  life  when  most  young  persons  are  eager 
in  the  pursuit  of  pleasure,  he  was  though tftd  and  sedate. 

Previous  to  his  marriage  he  had  been  the  traveling 
companion  of  two  eminent  ministers,  who  were  engaged 
in  making  family  visits  among  Friends.  He  felt  the 
influence  of  their  devotional  exercises,  and  the  instruc- 
tion he  gained  whilst  with  them  confirmed  his  best  feel- 
ings and  was  a  preparation  for  greater  usefulness  in 
after  years. 

In  the  year  1821,  he  was  married  to  Abigail  Mann, 
daughter  of  John  and  Lydia  Mann.  She  was  a  woman 
of  deep  religious  feeling,  and  clear  understanding,  ener- 
getic in  character  and  ever  ready  to  share  with  her 
husband  the  responsibilities  that  devolved  upon  them* 
They  settled  in  East  Fallowfield,  and  he  was  engaged  in 
farming  until  the  spring  of  1825,  when,  under  a  sense  of 
duty,  they  offered  their  services  to  assist  Friends  who 
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were  endeavoring  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the 
Indians  living  on  the  Alleghany  reservation,  in  the 
western  part  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Their  offer 
was  accepted  and  they  traveled  through  a  wilderness 
country  in  their  own  conveyance,  until  they  reached 
the  place  of  their  destination,  where  they  remained 
until  the  fall  of  1828,  at  which  time  they  returned  to 
their  old  neighborhood  in  Chester  county.  In  the  spring 
of  1834,  they  purchased  a  farm  adjoining  Fallowfield 
Meeting  House,  where  they  lived  for  many  years,  ful- 
filling the  apostolic  injunction,  ^^  not  slothful,  but  diligent 
in  business,  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the  Lord ;"  at  the 
same  time  extending  aid  and  hospitality  to  friends  and 
others  as  occasion  required. 

As  Joseph  advanced  in  years,  his  character  became 
more  f^y  developed  as  an  humble  minded  Christian. 
He  was  modest  and  unobtrusive,  and  when  assembled 
with  Friends  for  Divine  worship  the  seriousness  of  his 
countenance  was  often  lighted  up  with  a  calm  and  peace- 
fhl  expression  which  denoted  the  abiding  place  of  his 
spirit.  In  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Church,  he  was 
livingly  concerned  that  they  should  be  transacted  in 
that  spirit  of  forbearance  and  ^^  charity  which  suffereth 
long  and  is  kind,"  and  would  wait  until  patience  had 
done  its  work  and  harmony  of  action  was  secured.  In 
the  administration  of  discipline,  his  desire  was  to  reclaim 
offenders ;  he  approached  them  with  tenderness  .and 
treated  them  with  kindness.  While  endeavoring  to  make 
them  sensible  of  their  deviation,  his  sympathies  flowed 
f^ly  towards  them.  He  did  not  forget  that  he  also 
was  liable  to  go  astray  when  unguarded,  and  was  willing 
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to  receive  as  well  as  give  oonnsel.  On  one  occasion  in 
communication  with  a  younger  Friend  for  whom  he  felt 
a  religious  concern,  he  used  the  following  language :  ^'  I 
hope  thou  mayst  ever  love  me  so  well  that  thou  canst 
tell  me  of  my  faults  without  any  fear  of  its  having  any 
other  effect  than  to  cause  me  to  love  thee  the  more." 

In  the  year  1839,  he  was  appointed  by  the  Western 
Quarterly  Meeting  a  member  of  the  Representative  Com- 
mittee of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  occupied  a  place  there 
for  many  years.  In  this  office,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  he 
endeavored  to  attend  to  his  duties  punctually  and  faith* 
fuUy. 

The  interest  that  he  and  his  wife  continued  to  feel  in 
the  welfare  of  the  Indians,  caused  them  to  leave  their 
comfortable  home  and  its  surroundings  a  second  time, 
and  in  the  year  1848,  they,  with  their  two  daughters,  left 
their  residence  in  Fallowfield  and  went  to  the  Cattaraugus 
reservation,  in  New  York,  with  the  view  of  aiding  the 
Indians  located  there  in  acquiring  such  knowledge  as 
might  benefit  them  under  their  changing  circumstances. 
They  remained  with  the  Indians  for  nearly  two  years, 
instructing  them  in  arts  of  civilization,  when  they  again 
returned  to  their  home  in  Chester  county.  Joseph, 
however,  did  not  lose  sight  of  these  poor  children  of 
the  forest ;  his  ear  remained  open  to  hear  them  and  his 
heart  was  ever  ready  to  plead  their  cause,  and  he  con- 
tinujed  to  render  such  assistance  as  he  was  capable  of 
doing  whenever  opportunity  offered.  In  the  summer  of 
1854,  he  met  with  a  sore  bereavement  in  the  death  of 
his  wife  ;  he  felt  that  his  strongest  earthly  support  was 
taken  from  him,  and  that  the  sustaining  influence  \i>f 
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t^onjagal  affection  was  bo  longer  around  him.  In  the 
hoar  of  loneliness  and  depression  he  sought  the  aid  of 
that  unfailing  hand  that  had  blessed  him,  and  realized 
the  comfort  that  came  from  the  love  of  Him  who  ^^giveth 
and  taketh  away.'' 

His  gift  as  an  Elder  was  remarkable,  and  early  ac* 
knowledged  by  the  meeting  of  which  he  was  a  member ; 
many  Friends  are  still  living  who  certify  of  his  useful- 
ness in  its  exercise.  He  understood  the  ground  of  Gos- 
pel ministry,  and  the  necessity  of  waiting  for  the  quali- 
fying power  to  put  forth.  To  the  fearful  and  despond- 
ing he  offered  words  of  hope  and  consolation ;  to  the 
zealous  and  young  in  experience,  caution  when  needed, 
and  at  proper  times,  encouragement.  He  was  a  nursing 
father  to  the  lisping  babe  and  a  prudent  counselor  to  the 
strong  man ;  desiring  all  to  keep  low  and  humble  in  the 
exercise  of  their  respective  gifts  and  to  avoid  the  ex- 
pression of  words  without  life.  He  was  frequently  en- 
gaged in  assisting  ministering  Friends  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  religious  visits,  and  was  no  less  watchM 
over  his  own  spirit  than  over  the  conduct  of  those 
whom  he  accompanied.  He  was  sometimes  absent  from 
home  for  several  weeks  together  traveling  long  distances, 
and  often  by  private  conveyance.  In  this  service  there 
were  seasons  of  discouragement,  when  he  would  feel 
disheartened  and  almost  ready  to  give  out  by  the  way, 
yet  he  would  press  onward  through  hardships  and  diffi- 
culties with  renewed  faith,  and  by  keeping  his  eye  single 
to  the  work  in  which  he  was  engaged,  strengthen  the 
hands  of  those  who  went  forth  with  messages  of  ^^  peace 
and  good-will."    His  unassuming  manner  and  patient 
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bearing  enabled  him  to  be  of  service  in  removing  preju- 
dices and  preparing  the  mind  for  the  reception  of  good 
impressions,  and  when  the  Divine  word  reached  the  wit- 
ness for  Truth,  he  exercised  a  care^that  its  growth  should 
not  be  hindered  by  conversation  on  subjects  of  less  im- 
portance. 

In  the  spring  of  1859,  he  was  united  in  marriage  witb 
Priscilla  S.  Parry,  who  resided  in  Drumore  township, 
Lancaster  county.  Pa.,  where  they  lived  until  the  fall 
of  1864,  when  they  removed  to  Ercildoun,  near  his 
former  residence.  In  the  decline  of  life  he  was  still 
frequently  engaged  with  Friends  in  the  performance  of 
religious  labors,  and  continued  willing  to  make  any 
needful  sacrifice  within  his  power ^  until  he  was  debarred 
f^om  active  useflilness  by  paralysis  which  prevented  him 
from  going  abroad.  He  manifested  jnxxch  concern  that 
he  might  bear  this  affliction  with  patient  submission, 
expressing  a  fear  that  when  his  bodily  powers  became 
weakened  he  might  neglect  the  command  to  ^^  watch  and 
pray,''  and  thus  become  a  stumbling  block  to  inquiring 
minds.  Happily  this  fear  was  not  realized.  Through 
tedious  years  of  suffering  and  inability  of  communi- 
cating his  thoughts  verbally  or  by  writing  with  those 
around  him,  he  was  upheld  and  kept  in  a  patient  uncom- 
plaining spirit.  His  love  for  his  friends  and  his  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Religious  Society  to  which  he  was 
attached  and  for  which  he  had  devotedly  labored,  did 
not  cease  with  his  confinement  He  was  frequently 
taken  to  meeting,  at  his  earnest  request,  long  after  he 
had  lost  the  ability  to  go  without  assistance,  and  in  the 
eiijoyment  of  Christian  fellowship  with  his  friends,  gave 
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evideDce  that  the  sacrifice  of  Ms  early  manhood  was 
blessed  in  the  evening  of  his  days. 

The  tenderness  and  sympathy  of  Friends  often  drew 
them  to  sit  with  him  in  silence,  or  it  might  be  to  offer 
words  of  comfort  and  consolation.-  In  these  seasons 
his  heart  would  be  touched  with  feelings  of  gratitude 
causing  the  tear  to  flow  and  the  spirit  to  rejoice  in  the 
everlasting  love  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 
\FoT  about  five  months  he  was  confined  to  his  bed, 
scarcely  able  to  turn  without  assistance,  or  to  make  his 
wants  known.  In  this  condition  he  was  assiduously 
nursed  by  a  loving  wife  and  family,  and  every  exertion 
within  their  power  was  made  to  render  his  situation  aa 
comfortable  as  possible.  The  silent  secret  prayer  for 
help  and  strength  was  frequently  offered  and  we  doubt 
not  was  mercifully  answered,  for  his  patience  and  resig- 
nation continued  to  the  last. 

-  As  the  end  drew  nigh  the  composure  of  his  counte- 
nance manifested  the  peace  of  his  mind  ;  the  pressure 
of  the  hand  conveyed  the  last  thoughts  of  affection  to 
those  who  had  administered  so  faithfully  to  his  neces- 
sities, and  when  the  hour  of  dissolution  arrived,  no 
moan  or  sigh  disturbed  his  entrance  into  rest.  As  the 
disembodied  spirit  took  its  flight,  the  Comforter  came 
and  the  language  of  Paul  to  Timothy  might  have  been 
appropriately  addressed  to  those  who  witnessed  the  clos- 
ing scene,  ^  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished 
my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith ;  henceforth  there  la 
laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which  the  Lord^ 
the  righteous  Judge,  shall  give  me  at  that  day,  and  not 
to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that  love  his  appearing.*^  e 
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He  was  released  from  bodily  saffering  on  the  7th  of 
the  12th  month,  1876,  in  the  85th  year  of  his  age.

First  Query, — All  our  religious  meetings  for  worship 
and  discipline  have  been  regularly  held,  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions mentioned  in  four  of  the  reports,  mostly  in 
their  smaller  branches.  One  report  mentions  that  no 
mid-week  meetings  for  worship  have  been  held  in  one 
of  their  branches,  during  the  past  year.  Among  the 
omissions  mentioned  one  occurred  during  the  week  of 
Yearly  Meeting  —those  held  on  the  morning  of  the  first 
day  of  the  week  are  attended  by  our  members  generally; 
those  held  at  other  times  are  neglected  by  many  of  our 
members;  one  report  mentions  care  having  been  ex- 
tended in  reference  to  the  neglect  of  this  important 
duty. 

Second  Query, — Love  and  unity  are  generally  main- 
tained amongst  us.  Tale-bearing  and  detraction  are 
mostly  discouraged.  When  differences  arise  and  become 
known,  endeavors  are  used  to  end  them.iized  by  Google 


Third  Query, — ^Many  Friends  are  eareftd  to  bring  up 
those  under  their  direction  in  plainness  of  speech  be- 
havior and  apparel ;  in  frequent  reading  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, and  to  restrain  them  ftrom  reading  pernicious 
books,  and  the  corrupt  conversation  of  the  world. 

Fourth  Query. — Friends  are  clear  of  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages,  with  an  exception 
mentioned  in  one  of  the  reports  and  with  the  qualification 
in  two  others  that  they  are  generally  clear.  One  report 
however,  excepts  the  sale  for  culinary  purposes,  and 
two  others  make  some  abatement  in  relation  to  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  cider.  They  are  generally  care- 
ful to  discourage  their  use  as  a  drink,  and  caution  is 
observed  in  the  use  thereof  as  medicine.  Mostly  careftd 
to  discourage  the  attending  of  places  of  diversion  and 
unnecessary  frequenting  of  taverns.  Moderation  and 
temperance  are  generally  observed  at  marriages,  burials 
and  on  other  occasions. 

Fifih  Query, — The  necessities  of  the  poor  are  inspect- 
ed and  relief  afforded,  and  some  care  is  taken  to  assist 
them  in  such  business  as  they  are  capable  of,  their 
children  freely  partake  of  learning  to  fit  them  for  busi- 
ness, and  they  and  other  Friends'  children  are  placed 
among  Friends,  two  instances  excepted. 

Bixth  Query. — ^Friends  generally  are  careful  to  main- 
tain a  faithful  testimony  against  oaths,  an  hireling  min- 
istry, bearing  arms,  training  and  other  military  services, 
being  concerned  in  any  fraudulent  or  clandestine  trade. 
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and  agfdnst  encouraging  lotteries  of  any  kind.  Two 
reports  make  an  abatement  in  relation  to  an  hireling 
mmistry. 

Seventh  Query. — Friends  are  generally  careful  to  live 
within  the  bounds  of  their  circumstances,  and  to  keep 
to  moderation  in  their  trade  or  business,  punctual  in 
their  promises  and  just  in  the  payment  of  their  debts, 
and  care  has  been  extended  to  such  as  give  grounds  for 
fear  on  these  accounts. 

Eighth  Query, — Care  is  taken  to  deal  with  offenders 
in  the  spirit  of  meekness — without  partiality,  in  order 
for  their  help,  and  generally  without  unnecessary  delay; 
and  where  such  labor  has  proved  ineffectual,  judgment 
has  been  issued,  it  is  believed,  in  the  authority  of  Truth. 

Ninth  Query.— Care  is  taken  to  keep  regular  records 
of  Births  and  Deaths. 


Fifth  Day — Afternoon — Fifteenth  of  the  Month.

The 
pupils  of  33  of  these  Schools  attend  mid-week  meetings 
with  t£eir  teachers. 

Reports  from  8  of  our  Quarterly  meetings  represent 
these  schools  attended  in  the  aggregate  by  1613  pupils^ 
486  of  whom  are  members,  164  where  one  parent  is  a 
member,  782  where  neither  parent  is  a  member. 

An8U}er  to  Third  Annual  Query.— Thej  are*Google 
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The  Joint  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Education  and 
Schools  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read,  and 
their  labors  approved.  The  Committee  are  continued, 
and  encouraged  to  give  further  attention  to  this  concern, 
as  may  may  open,  are  authorized  to  draw  on  the  treas- 
urer of  the  Yearly  Meeting  for  such  fhnds  as  they  may 
require  in  carrying  forward  this  concern. 

Report  of  ths  Committss  on  Eduoation. 
To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  Educational  Committee  in  again  placing  before 
the  Yearly  Meeting,  a  statement  of  the  progress  of  the 
work  entrusted  to  them,  feel,  that  as  far  as  way  has 
opened,  they  have  continued  to  labor  in  furtherance  of 
the  object  of  their  appointment. 

Interesting  and  satisfactory  conferences  have  been 
held,  on  the  subject  of  a  guarded  eduoation  for  Friends' 
children.  The  committee  believe  that  our  members  gen- 
erally, are  desirous  that  their  children  shall  receive  a 
liberal  school  education,  and  most  would  prefer  to  send 
to  well  conducted  Friends'  schools.  In  many  localities 
.  these  do  not  exist,  and  the  organizing  and  successful  con- 
tinuance of  such  schools,  seems  attended  with  so  many 
difficulties,  that  many  are  discouraged  from  attempting 
to  establish  them.  Reports  have  been  received  fh)m 
eighty-one  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meetings  as  to  their 
condition  in  regard  to  school  facilities.  Fifty-one  of 
these  with  over  one  thousand  children  who  are  members, 
or-with  one  parent  a  member,  of  a  suitable  age  to  attend 
school,  report  they  have  no  school  under  the  care  of 
their  meeting.    Some  of  these  children  go  to  Friends' 
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schools,  but  by  far,  the  larger  part  attend  those  not  un- 
der the  care  of  our  Society.  This  is  very  much  to  be 
regretted  and  has  received  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
committee. 

Friends  must  first  feel  the  importance  of  the  guarded 
education  of  our  youth,  and  realize  the  obligation  to 
provide  schools  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
in  our  excellent  Book  of  Discipline,  before  they  will  be 
willing  to  make  the  sacrifice  called  for,  and  assume  the 
attending  responsibilities.  The  committee  have  endeav- 
ored to  make  them  sensible  of  this,  and  have  offered  a 
helping  hand,  where  assistance  was  needed ;  but,  they  feel 
that  the  accountability  rests,  as  it  should  rest,  upon  the 
concerned  Friends  in  the  different  neighborhoods,  and 
as  much  upon  those  who  have  no  children  to  educate,  as 
upon  those  who  have ;  and  we  would  earnestly  entreat 
these  to  renewed  diligence  in  looking  after  the  best  wel- 
fare of  the  children  of  our  members  in  this  important 
particular. 

We  have  at  times  been  encouraged  to  believe  the  con- 
cern is  taking  deeper  root  among  us,  and  sensibly  feel 
there  is  still  great  need  for  continued  labor  in  this  cause. 
.  Two  addresses  have  been  prepared  for  distribution 
among  our  members,  one  on  ^^  The  Responsibilities  of 
Parents,"  the  other  on  "  Friends'  Schools,"  setting  forth 
the  concern  in  these  respects,  as  felt  and  owned  by  the 
committee.

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The  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  affairs 
was  presentecL  A  portion  thereof  was  read  and  their 
labors  approved.  They  are  continued  and  enconraged 
to  renewed  labor  in  this  concern  as  way  may  open. 


To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

Ths  Joint  Committbs  on  Indian  Affairs  Rspobt 
That  they  have  labored  the  past  year  in  this  interesting 
cause  as  way  opened,  but  it  has  continued  to  be  sur- 
rounded with  discouragements,  amongst  which  has  been 
a  want  of  the  cordial  approval  by  the  Department  of 
the  nominations  made  by  Friends,  that  existed  under  the 
former  administration,  added  to  the  reduction  of  salaries 
so  as  to  make  the  compensation  inadequate  to  the  ser- 
vices rendered,  and  the  responsibilities  connected  with 
the  position. 

The  committee  has  not  felt  it  right  to  use  the  fUnds 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  increase  the  compensation  of 
employees,  and  has  not  been  able  to  find  suitable  Friends 
to  fill  the  position  of  Agent. 

The  services  of  our  friend  Barclay  White  where  again 
engaged  as  Friends  Special  Agent  to  visit  and  inspect 
the  Agencies,  and  he  accomplished  the  visit  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  committee,  and  made  reports  of  the  con- 
dition of  each  Agency  to  the  committee  in  charge,  and 
also  a  general  report  to  the  delegates  representing  the 
several  Yearly  Meetings  from  which  we  make  a  few 
selections. 

"  Ten  days  were  spent  at  the  Chreat  Nemaha  Agency 
in  the  examination  of  Agent  Mahlon  B.  Rentes  accounts 
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and  the  general  affairs  of  the  Agency,  and  he  was  per- 
sonally interviewed  by  nearly  all  the  chiefs,  and  heard 
no  complaints  from  them,  except  that  white  men  had 
stolen  some  of  their  horses  and  cattle,  and  neighboring 
white  settlers  trespassed  on  their  reservation.'' 

Oar  Special  Agent  also  informs  that  the  ten  sections 
of  land,  in  the  Sac  and  Fox  Reservation,  which  they 
desired  to  sell,  comprised  63983^  acres,  and  were  ap- 
praised by  commissioners  at  a  cash  valae  of  $36,929^^. 
They  were  appraised  in  forty  acre  lots ;  a  nnmber  were 
occupied  months  since,  and  it  is  presumed  the  remainder 
will  speedily  be  taken  by  actual  settlers. 

The  schools  on  these  reservations  have  been  well  at- 
tended when  circumstances  would  permit.  Of  the  Iowa 
children  of  school  ages,  one  child  only  has  not  attended 
school,  and  of  the  Sac  and  Fox  children,  but  three  of 
the  proper  age  have  failed  to  avail  themselves  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  school  education  at  some  period  during 
the  past  year. 

This  Agency  is  under  the  special  supervision  of 
MahUm  B.  Kent^  from  whom  we  learn,  '^  No  rations  of 
subsistence  supplies  have  been  issued  by  him  during  the 
year — ^Ms  tribes  have  been  self-supporting  from  the 
fruits  of  their  industry,  assisted  by  the  small  cash 
annuity  paid  to  them  from  interest  on  their  trust  funds. 

A  few  facts  may  be  of  interest  to  introduce  just  here, 
viz: 

A  home  juvenile  lyceum  was  conducted  by  the  older 
children  daring  the  i^inter  months  with  interest  and 
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One  Iowa  Indian  boy  has  been  entered  as  a  scholar  in 
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Highland  University,  Kansas,  to  be  educated  there  from 
the  provisions  of  a  donation  ftind.  Samuel  Irvin,  Prin^ 
cipal  of  that  Institution,  gives  a  very  satislaetary  ac^ 
count  of  this  pupil's  conduct  and  progress* 

The  Agent  furnishes*  these  additional  evidences  of 
progress  : 

'^  Three  Iowa  Indian  families  have  carpeted  floors  in 
their  dwelling  houses." 

'^  Five  Iowa  Indian  families  own  and  use  sewing  ma* 
chines." 

'^  Every  Iowa  Indian  family  having  the  means  of 
cultivating  it,  has  a  fenced  field  or  farm." 

'^  Five  Iowa  Indians  have  feurms  containing  from  fifty 
acres  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  each*" 

^'  Iowa  Indians  have  fenced  in  two  hundred  acres  of 
land  during  the  past  year." 

'^  Iowa  Indians  have  planted  thia  year  eleven  hundred 
and  sixty  fruit  trees,  and  two  hundred  and  sixty  grape 
vines.  During  a  previous  year  they  planted  four  hun- 
dred and  forty  trees  and  forty  grape  vines.  These  trees 
were  purchased  from  profits  of  the  trading  post  donated 
to  the  Indians." 

Our  Special  Agent  also  reports  having  visited  several 
of  the  fruit  orchards  mentioned^  and  found  them  culti- 
vated, protected  by  fences,  and  in  a  very  thrifty  growing 
condition. 

Kirwin  Murray,  Interpreter  for  the  lowas,  deserves 
much  credit  for  the  example  he  has  set  them,  by  the 
construction  at  his  own  expense,  of  a  barn  much  in  ad- 
vance of  usual  Indian  architecture,  it  having  stables  in 
the  side-hill  basement,  with  granaries  on  the  floor  above. 

Special  Agent  adds : 
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^'  In  my  opinion,  it  will  be  a  grefX  misfortune  to  the 
Botion  and  to  the  IndiaiiB  oonoerned,  if  that  policy 
flboald  be  abandoned,  and  be  eupeveeded  by  a  military 
«T  poUtieal  administDation  ^  Indian  affairs.  It  is  bigh 
#me  l^t  tbe  lovms  and  Sac  cmd  Foxes^  but  eapeoiaUy 
Hie  fovmer  tribe,  ekould  have  eighty  acres  of  land 
«tloi(ed  in  aereraliy  to  ea<di  adidt  member  and  femOy 
<>f  ori&aas  in  the  tribe,  in  such  diviaioos  as  will  oorrcs- 
f)OBd  with  the  systems  of  surveys  adopted  by  the  lamdi 
Deinrtmcnt  of  the  United  Sfcatee." 

^^The  Lowas,  although  self-supporting  during  favor- 
able agricaitaral  years,  are  not  yet  advanced  to  such  a 
"(rtuitus  of  fiaaileial  ability,  to  be  capable,  as  citizens, 
of  aafely  taking  upon  themselves  the  control  of  th^r 
reaervatHNi  and  trust  funds.  Some  individuals  in  both 
•of  these  tiribes  are  idle  and  iKimadic  in  their  habits  and 
•haraotei^  Tribal  visiting  in  large  parties  is  detrimental 
^  (advanoement  and  eivilication,  and  ehould  be  discour- 
aged alike  by  the  Government  and  its  Agents." 

**  What  they  now  most  need,  is  the  enactment  of  a  law 
iniih  fwovisioins  simitar  to  those  eontained  in  a  Bill 
wbidi  tilie  fixecotive  Indian  Committee  of  our  Society 
framed  and  presented  to  Ooagrees,  which  provided  Ibr 
Indiana  homeeteading  lands  within  the  bounds  i>f  their 
fMaent  reservations,  and  acquiring  a  fee  simple  title 
thereto  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  with  re- 
4rtricdMW»  guarding  their  alienation  of  the  samA,  for  a 
limited  period  of  time/' 
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Iowa  Industrial  Home. 

Eighty  acres  of  cultivated  land  are  attached  to  the 
Iowa  Industrial  Home,  producing,  principally  by  home 
labor,  all  of  the  wheat,  com,  vegetables,  pork,  (and 
much  of  the  quantity  of  other  meats,)  required  for  the 
subsistence  of  the  Iowa  Indian  scholars  who  board  there. 
The  boys  assist  in  farming,  gardening,  cutting  and  carry- 
ing wood,  sweeping  their  rooms,  and  feeding  the  do- 
mestic animals.  They  have  cultivated  ten  acres  of 
ground  in  vegetables  for  the  table  of  the  home  famUy, 
and  have  planted  on  the  home  farm  forty  apple  trees, 
twenty  peach  and  pear  trees  and  tw^ity  grape  vines. 

The  girls  daily  assist  in  all  cooking  and  household 
duties;  have  completed,  with  assistance,  many  of  the 
washings,  bakings,  brewings  necessary  for  the  family ; 
they  knit  stockings,  cut  and  make  wearing  apparel  and 
mend  the  clothes  of  the  girls  and  boys.  From  a  de- 
tailed list  furnished  us  of  articles  which  they  themselves 
have  manufactured,  we  find  they  aggregate  sixty-three 
of  the  following  named,  viz: — Skirts,  undergarments, 
aprons,  shirts,  dresses,  towels,  sheets,  pantaloons  and 
bolster  slips — in  addition  to  twenty-two  pounds  of  car- 
'  pet  rags  sewed ;  besides  assisting  in  the  manufacture  of 
fifty-seven  articles  similar  to  above,  in  which  were  in- 
cluded twenty-one  dresses  and  seven  pairs  of  panta- 
loons. 

Number  of  full  blood  Indians  (male  and  female)  who 
wear  citizen's  dress : 

lowas,         .        .        138 ;  Sac  and  Fox,  69 ;  total,  207. 
Mixed  blood  lowas,      78;        "  "       1;     "        74. 
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No  Indians  were  killed  during  the  year,  nor  were  any 
white  persons  killed  by  these  Indians;  neither  were 
there  any  Indians  needing  pnnishment  daring  the  year. 

Daring  the  year  Iowa  Indians  caltivated  750  acres. 
**  "    Sac  and  Fox  "  "  453    " 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-three  acres  of  this  latter 
amonnt,  were  caltivated  by  a  white  man,  married  to  a 
Sac  and  Fox  woman,  and  admitted  to  membership. 

In  a  letter  received  from  Agent  Kent,  dated  Imo.  20, 
1879,  we  were  informed  that  the  Iowa  Home  Buildings 
had  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  that  he  had  telegraphed 
to  the  Department  at  Washington  on  the  sabject  of  re- 
bailding  the  same.  Our  Executive  Committee  reported 
having  requested  B.  Rush  Roberts,  Secretary  of  the 
Seven  Yearly  Meetings,  to  confer  with  the  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Affairs  in  relation  to  the  subject,  and  take 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  and  report  to  us.  In- 
formation has  since  been  received  from  the  Department 
that  the  funds  for  re-building  are  on  hand,  accompanied 
with  a  request  for  plans  and  estimates  of  the  cost. 

From  a  letter  fh)m  Agent  M.  B.  Kent,  bearing  date 
4mo.  24,  1879,  we  &ave  the  whole  number  given  as  801. 
Births  during  the  year  just  ended,  13 ;  deaths,  9.  As  a 
rule  there  has  been  success  in  the  farming  operations,  the 
crops  with  few  exceptions  having  been  well  cultivated 
and  harvested  in  good  condition.  Com  raised,  80,000 
bushels ;  wheat,  880  bushels ;  barley,  838,  and  potatoes 
500  bushels,  besides  a  large  quantity  of  other  vegetables 
sufiScient  for  a  winter  supply,  and  a  surplus  for  seed. 
Some  families  are  known  to  have  sold  potatoes  and  still 
have  some  for  sale,  but  the  amount  cannot  be  stateil. 
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Bight  hundred  tons  of  hay  were  made,  which  at  the 
present  writing  is  not  all  consomed,  some  are  disposing 
of  it  at  a  good  price.  Fifty-five  acres  were  sown  with 
Fall  wheat  by  six  different  Indians.  Forty  acres  of 
Spring  wheat  and  seven  acr^s  of  oats,  have  also  been 
sown  by  six  different  Indians. 

The  lowas  have  1600  acres  under  fence ;  the  Sac  and 
Fox  J  500.  The  former  have  made  during  the  year  1006 
rods  of  fence,  and  the  latter  2000.  Seventy  five  acres 
prairie  have  also  been  broken,  three  frame  and  two  log 
houses  built,  and  two  frame  additions,  16  x  16  feet,  made 
during  the  year,  one  and  one  half  stories  high.  For  the 
firame  houses  the  individual  Indian  has  furnished  fh>m 
eighteen  to  twenty-five  dollars,  according  to  the  house 
desired,  beside  doing  all  the  hauling  and  assisting  with 
the  carpenter  work. 

In  the  Ninth  month  last,  a  fair  was  held  for  and  by 
the  lowasj  which,  though  not  very  pretentious,  was  suf- 
ficient to  show  an  interest  would  be  taken  in  such  an 
undertaking  if  properly  managed.  As  it  was,  the  school- 
house  was  well  filled  with  those  interested,  and  the  walls 
well  decorated  with  patch- work  and  embroidered  quilts, 
blankets,  &o.  A  husk  mat  was  also  upon  exhibition, 
bread,  cakes,  &c.,  made  by  the  school  girls,  and  a  good 
display  of  tall  com,  vegetables,  &c.  The  only  premium 
we  were  enabled  to  offer,  was  a  certificate  from  the 
Agent  which  seemed  to  be  appreciated. 

Only  six  Sac  and  Fox  Indian  families  live  in  frame  or 
log  Indian  houses — the  balance  of  the  tribe  are  at 
present  satisfied  to  dwell  in  tents,  tepees  or  wick*i-ups. 
Three  of  these  houses  were  built  of  material  purchased 
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by  the  owner.  Daring  the  present  year,  two  thousand 
pounds  of  barbed  fence  will  have  been  used  by  the  Sac 
and  Fox  Indians  for  the  construction  of  fences. 

On  the  night  of  the  30th  of  £ighth  month  last,  a 
combined  typhoon  and  hail  storm  swept  over  the  Sac 
and  Fox  reservation,  destroying  about  three-fourths  of 
the  growing  agricultural  crops,  removing  one  frame 
house  a  distance  of  eight  feet  and  utterly  destroying  a 
log  dwelling  house  occupied  by  a  chief,  whose  family  of 
six  persons  then  within  it,  escaped  serious  bodily  injury. 

The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Sac  and  Fox 
Indians,  although  gradual,  has  been  very  considerable 
Mnce  the  time  when  they  were  placed  under  our  care. 
Much  of  this  improvement  is  consequent  upon  making 
labor  a  necessity,  and  their  management  being  under 
the  principles  of  the  "  peace  policy." 

After  repeated  efforts  an  Indian  apprentice  has  been 
secured  to  the  blacksmith  and  wheelwright,  who  makes 
good  promise.  Ttiis  is  also  an  encouraging  feature,  for 
when,  amongst  themselves,  they  cease  to  consider  the 
labor  of  men  undignified  or  degrading,  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  is  made. 

Otos  Aobnoy. 

Our  Special  Agent  also  visited  this  Agency  on  our 
behalf,  at  which  place  he  spent  about  sixteen  days. 
While  there  he  attended  a  council  of  the  chiefs  and  head 
men,  during  which  speeches  were  made  upon  general 
subjects  of  interest  to  them.  The  most  cordial  relations 
appeared  to  exist  between  the  chiefe  and  their  Agent 
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Jesse  W.  Oriest.  No  complaints  were  made  against  him 
or  the  einployees,  by  anyone  daring  said  council. 

The  reservation  now  remaining  to  the  Otoe  and  Mis^ 
sauriSf  contains  44,093  acres.  The  agency  buildings  are 
very  centrally  located,  being  five  miles  from  each  of  the 
north  and  south  lines,  about  three  and  a  half  miles  A'om 
the  easterly  line  and  three  miles  from  the  westerly  line. 

In  reference  to  the  costume  of  this  tribe,  the  Agent 
does  not  speak  as  favorably  as  of  the  other.  The  divi- 
sion in  the  tribe  still  continues,  but  the  animosity  be- 
tween the  parties  is  thought  to  be  lessening.  This  tribe 
numbers  in  men,  women  and  children  about  474,  of 
which  number  one  hundred  are  in  the  Cheyenne  vil- 
lage, about  two  miles  from  the  agency  office. 

This  faction  has  declined  to  receive  rations  from  their 
Agent.  Since  losing  their  power  in  their  tribe,  the 
ex-chiefs  and  their  followers  have  been  subsisting  upon 
the  proceeds  received  from  timber  and  wood  illegally 
sold  from  the  reservation  to  white  people.  They  have 
evidently  received  counsel  from  some  source  in  which 
they  seem  to  have  firm  reliance,  and  upon  whose  in- 
structions they  are  acting. 

The  Otoes  are  now  more  interested  in  agricultural 
pursuits  than  ever  before.  The  chiefs  and  head  men 
have  generally  left  their  villages  of  mud  lodges,  have 
selected  farms  and  are  breaking  prairie.  Eighteen  of 
them  have  broken  during  the  past  summer,  each  on  his 
own  selected  farm,  parcels  of  land  varying  in  extent 
from  one  and  one-half  to  twenty-eight  and  three-fourth 
acres.  Fifteen  heads  of  families  have  fields  of  wheat 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  seventy  acres,  ^he  crop 
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was  a  good  one.  They  have  family  com  fields  oovering 
about  150  acres  of  land — 25  acres  of  potatoes,  and  some 
26  acres  in  beans,  melons,  Ac  The  owners  appear  to 
be  prond  of  the  result  of  their  labors,  and  it  musi  incite 
others  of  the  tribe  to  follow  their  example.  The  Agency 
crops  were  100  acres  of  com,  180  acres  of  wheat,  20 
acres  of  oats,  6  acres  of  potatoes  and  7  acres  of  vege- 
tables, melons,  &c. 

The  School  Building  is  well  planned  for  its  purpose, 
is  of  ample  capacity  to  accommodate  all  the  children  of 
school  ages  in  the  tribe.  But  it  is  reported  that  quite 
a  number  of  them  did  not  attend  any  session  during  the 
last  fiscal  year:  The  opinion  is  expressed  that  the  school 
should  have  a  competent  and  ample  corps  of  instructors, 
and  that  all  the  children  should  be  placed  in  school,  even 
if  compulsory  measures  are  necessary,  although  other 
means  are  preferable.  These  school  buildings  are  con- 
nected with  a  farm  capable  of  furnishing  all  supplies 
needed. 

During  the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1877,  119,846  acres 
of  the  Otoe  and  Missouri  lands,  being  the  western  por- 
tion of  their  reserve,  were,  under  the  provisions  of  an 
Act  of  Congress,  appraised  by  Commissioners,  at  a  val- 
uation of  427,091-^  dollars,  and  soon  afterward  offered 
for  sale ;  since  which  time,  nearly  all  the  allotments  have 
been  taken  possession  of  by  white  persons  claiming  to 
be  '^  actual  settlers.'' 

In  referring  to  an  unusual  amount  of  whiskey  drink- 
ing that  had  then  recently  taken  place,  (the  article  hav- 
ing been  surreptitiously  introduced  on  the  reservation), 
our  Special  Agent  adds :  "  The  chiefs  and  the  inter|^p^ 
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have  now  concluded  to  reform  themselves  and  have  toI- 
UBtarily  taken  steps  to  form  a  Temperance  Society  in 
the  tribe. 

The  steam  eng^e,  although  much  worn  and  requiting 
frequent  repairing,  does  excellent  service  in  grinding  aU 
the  Agency  grain  and  sawing  lumber.  The  boiler  is 
c<Hisidered  safe  with  moderate  pressure.  Agent  Qriest 
is  deserving  of  much  credit  for  removing  thi^  property 
from  its  former  locality  about  two  miles  distant, 
where,  in  their  then  condition,  they  were  of  little  service. 

Another  advance  of  these  people  in  civilization,  is 
noted  by  the  necessity  for  the  erection  of  a  jail.  It  is 
constructed  of  stone,  with  a  frame  Council  House  above 
it.  Its  security  and  adaptability  for  the  purposes  in- 
tended, were  first  tested  by  the  confinement  in  it  of  an 
Agency  policeman,  who  was  arrested  under  a  criminal 
charge. 

During  Agent  Jesse  W.  QriesVs  administration  of  In- 
dian Affairs  at  this  Agency,  he  has  encountered  many 
serious  difficulties ;  has  overcome  most  of  them — con- 
ducted the  business  of  the  Government  punctually,  and 
improved  the  condition  of  his  Indians,  is  the  report  of 
Special  Agent  White,  who  also  speaks  in  the  highest 
terms  of  the  services  of  Sybilla  Oriest^  (his  wife) — a 
portion  of  this  opinion  formed  from  personal  observa- 
tion. 

In  a  letter  from  him,  bearing  date  4mo.  28,  19T9,  he 
states  that,  "A  retrospect  of  the  past  year  presents 
many  features  of  improvement  amongst  the  conservaHve 
portion  of  the  tribe,  while  the  condition  of  the  wild 
faction  shows  no  material  change,    olib^i  policy  pre. 
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TioQ^ly  pursued  in  the  conducting  of  &  tribal  farm  for 
the  benefit  of  the  tribe,  and  of  paying  individual  In- 
dians for  labor  thereon,  has  been  continued  under  the 
full  approval  of  the  Department.'* 

'^  The  superabundance  of  rain  at  hairvest  time,  pre- 
vented the  saving  of  a  large  part  of  the  crop,  and 
necessitated  the  purchase  for  subsistence  of  500  bushels 
of  wheat.  The  crops  of  com,  beans,  potatoes,  &c.,  were 
generally  good.  By  the  purchase  of  ten  additional 
pairs  o(f  oxen,  I  was  enabled  to  ftimish  the  Indians  with 
teams  for  breaking  new  ground.  Twenty  different  par- 
ties availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  and  broke 
ground  for' themselves  in  uneven  quuitities  an  aggregate 
of  near  150  acres.  This  is  now  nearly  all  sown  with 
wheat,  which  was  put  in,  in  good  order  and  looks  quite 
promising.  The  interest  taken  in  farming  by  these  In- 
dians this  Spring,  is  more  encouraging  than  during  any 
previous  year,  and  the  indications  are  that  a  much 
larger  area  of  land  will  be  broken  the  coming  summer." 

'^  On  the  Agency  farm  200  acres  are  in  with  wheat, 
oats  and  rye,  about  one-half  of  which  wheat  was  sown 
last  falL  One  hundred  acres  now  ready  will  be  planted 
with  com  the  present  and  coming  week.  The  Agency 
herd  of  cattle  continues  to  be  maintained.  Unlike  pre- 
vious years,  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  having  been 
killed  without  permission,  and  the  natural  increase  has 
exceeded  the  depletion  by  issue  and  loes.  The  herd  was 
also  increased  by  the  purchase  of  53  head  last  summer, 
and  now  numbers,  including  the  school  cattle,  something 
over  250  head,  exclusive  of  80  head  of  work  oxen. 
The  Indians  did  all  the  herding  last  year,  and  nearly  all 
the  work  of  cutting  and  putting  up  350  tons  of  hay  for 
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their  feed  daring  winter.  The  experiment  of  keeping 
an  agency  herd  has  therefore  proved  a  success,  notwith- 
standing the  many  discouragements  we  have  met  with." 

^'About  one-third  of  the  tribe  continue  in  opposition 
to  all  improvements  in  civilized  pursuits.  The  Indus- 
trial School  has  continued  in  operation  throughout  the 
year,  except  during  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  months. 
The  largest  attendance  took  place  during  the  First 
month  this  year,  being  thirty-two,  and  the  Second  month, 
thirty,  ^he  cost  of  maintaining  the  school  up  to  this 
time,  has  been  paid  from  advanced  appropriations  by 
Congress,  on  the  prospective  sale  of  land. 

The  noticeable  effect  on  pupils  after  leaving  school 
are,  that  they  incline  more  to  citizen's  dress,  are  able  to 
understand  and  speak  English,  so  as  to  act  as  interpre- 
ters for  their  parents  and  others,  keep  their  own  ac- 
counts of  work  while  employed  at  the  Agency,  calculate 
their  transactions  at  the  store,  and  occasionally  write 
letters  to  their  friends.  In  the  mere  matter  of  school 
learning,  the  Indian  pupils  are  considered  fully  up  to 
the  average  of  white  children,  and  the  effect  on  them 
much  the  same. 

The  Agent  closes  thus : 

"  In  conclusion  I  may  say,  that  while  the  work  in 
which  we  are  engaged  seems  of  slow  progress,  I  yet 
believe  the  advancement  during  the  past  year  has  been 
fully  equal  to  that  of  any  previous  one,  giving  promise 
that  patient  and  persistent  labor  must  eventually  be 
crowned  with  success." 

The  Committee  being  informed  that  Special  Agent, 
Barclay  White,  expected  to  start  on  the  business  of  in- 
specting the  agencies,  he  was  requested  to  make  a  thor- 
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ough  examination  of  those  under  our  care,  giving  par- 
ticular attention  to  ascertaining  whether  in  their  expen- 
ditures they  are  keeping  within  what  will  be  sanctioned 
by  laWy  and  whether  the  number  of  white  persons  em. 
ployed  is  as  few  as  they  can  comfortably  get  along  with, 
and  engaged  at  reasonable  rates  for  their  services ;  at 
the  same  time  making  such  suggestions  to  the  Agents 
and  friends  as  will  promote  the  greatest  efficiency. 

We  have  from  time  to  time  appointed  Friends  to  rep* 
resent  us  at  the  meetings  of  the  delegates  of  the  several 
Yearly  Meetings ;  also,  the  Convention  representing  the 
different  religious  bodies  engaged  in  the  Indian  work, 
held  annually  in  Washington  by  the  Board  of  Indian 
Commissioners. 

In  connection  with  the  Committees  of  the  other  Year- 
ly Meetings  we  have  labored  to  procure  such  legislation 
as  will  secure  to  the  Indians,  homesteads  in  fee  simple 
on  their  present  reservations ;  and,  also,  to  prevent  the 
the  passage  of  such  bills  as  would  do  injustice  to  them. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  delegates,  report  was  made 
that  Friends  had  relinquished  the  care  of  the  Pawnees^ 
and  had  been  released  by  ax)vemment  from  any  further 
responsibility  in  regard  to  that  tribe. 

And,  the  Winnebago  and  Omaha  Agencies  having  been 
consc^dated ;  and  the  Flandrean  Tribe  added  to  the 
Santee-Sumx  Agency,  il  appeared  to  be  requisite  to 
make  some  change  in  the  distribution  of  the  agencies 
amongst  the  Yearly  Meetings. 

The  following  has  been  agreed  upon : 

Philadxlphia  continues  the  care  and  oversight  of  the 
Oreat  Nemaha  and  Otoe  Agencies,  and  the  tribes  com- 
posing them. 


New  York,  of  the  Winnebago  Indians. 

Indiana,  of  the  Omaha  Indians. 

The  two  latter  Yearly  Meetings  assuming  joint  actiom 
in  all  matter  appertaining  to  the  joint  agency  and  its 
affairs. 

Baltimore,  Genesee,  Ohio  and  Illinois,  joint  ac- 
tion and  care  of  the  SarUee-Sioux  and  Flandrean  Indians 
and  Agencies. 

The  cost  to  our  own  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  labors  of 
its  committee  during  the  past  year  has  been  eigfU  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four  dollars  and  fifty-one  cents.  During 
the  same  period,  contributions  have  been  made  by  indi- 
vidual members  to  the  amount  of  seven  hundred  and 
sixty'Seven  dollars  and  eighty  cents^  for  fruit  trees  and 
seed  grain,  for  the  benefit  of  Indian  agriculturists,  and 
the  construction  of  wells  at  Indian  homes. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the  members  of  thia 
committee  have  been  under  appointment  for  several 
years,  and  that  their  number  has  been  decreased  by 
deaths  and  removals,  they  would  query,  whether  the 
time  has  not  arrived  when  the  Yearly  Meeting  should 
look  forward  to  a  new  appointment. 

Although  the  committee  has  labored  during  the  past 
year  under  discouragements,  as  heretofore,  they  believe 
there  is  still  room  for  the  labor  of  Friends  ae  a  Society, 
and  that  blessings  will  result  from  a  faithful  mainten* 
ance  of  the  position  we  have  always  occupied  towarda 
this  much  injured  people.

to  be  published  with  the  Extracts. 

Sixth  Day — Afternoon. 

By  the  reports  received  it  appears  that  Correspond- 
ents have  been  appointed  by  all  the  subordinate  meet- 
ings. Their  names  and  addresses  are  directed  to  be 
published  in  the  Extracts. 

The  Committee  on  Epistles  produced  an  essay,  which 
was  read,  approved,  and  a  copy  thereof  directed  to  be 
forwarded  to  each  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  with  which 
we  correspond. 

The  following  mintUe,  embracing  same  of  the  exercises 
of  the  meeting^  was  read  and  adopted^  and  directed  to 
ie  published  in  the  Extracts : 

During  the  consideration  of  the  State  of  Society  as 
presented  to  us  in  the  reading  and  answering  of  the 
Queries,  we  were  impressed  with  the  great  importance  of 
maintaining  the  principles  and  testimonies  which  distin- 
guished this  Religious  Society  in  its  rise,  and  made  it  a 
light  in  the  world.  Prominent  among  these  was  its  tes- 
timony to  spiritual  worship.  The  declaration  of  Jesus 
to  the  woman  of  Samaria  at  Jacob's  Well,  "  Woman, 
believe  me,  the  hour  cometh,  when  ye  shall  neither  in 
this  mountain,  nor  yet  at  Jerusalem,  worship  the  Father. 
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Ye  worship  ye  know  not  what ;  we  know  what  we  wor- 
ship ;  for  salvation  is  of  the  Jews.  Bnt  the  hoar  Com- 
eth, and  now  18,  when  the  true  worshippers  shall  worship 
the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  tnUh;  for  the  father  seeketh 
sach  to  worship  him.  God  is  a  spirit ;  and  they  that 
worship  him  must  worship  him  in  Spirit  and  in  TnUh.^ 
This  it  was  that  led  our  fathers  to  meet  together  for  the 
Public  Worship  of  Almighty  Qod;  first  at  their  own 
homes,  and  afterwards  at»  their  meeting  houses,  where, 
gathering  together  in  silence,  they  waited  upon  God,  to 
be  instructed  by  Him,  and  they  eminently  witnessed  the 
truth  of  the  declaration  of  our  Lord  verified,  that, 
^^  Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my  name, 
there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them."  Many  were  the  sea- 
sons of  Heavenly  favor  and  blessings  enjoyed,  and  the 
history  of  this  people  bears  witness  that  the  very  floors 
of  their  meeting  houses  were  often  wet  with  tears. 

May  we,  of  this  day,  feel  the  importance  of  maintain- 
ing this  testimony  of  our  fathers  to  spiritual  worship, 
by  holding  all  our  meetings  in  the  Power  of  God ;  be- 
lieving that  He  who  was  the  crown  of  their  assemblies, 
the  minister  who  met  with,  and  broke  the  bread  of  life 
amongst  them,  which  satisfied  their  wants,  and  gave 
them  to  drink  of  that  water  which  slacked  their  thirst, 
is  to-day  ready  to  meet  with  his  seeking  children,  and 
feed  them  with  food  convenient  for  them.  Let  us  then, 
dear  friends,  seek,  and  rely  upon  this  Almighty  Power, 
believing  that  it  is  the  only  source  from  which  we 
can  derive  that  which  will  enable  us  to  be  fhiitM  in  the 
field  of  offering,  and  joyful  in  the  bouse  of  prayer,  and 
enable  us  to  grow  from  one  degree  of  stature  to  another, 
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from  that  of  babes,  to  that  of  young  men  and  strong 
men,  even  to  be  pillars  in  the  Lord's  house  that  can  go 
no  more  out.  Yery  sensibly  have  we  felt  the  need  of 
renewed  and  increased  dedication  amongst  us,  stripped, 
as  we  haye  felt  ourselves  to  be,  at  this  time  of  our  an- 
nual gathering,  of  many  who,  in  their  day,  were  faithfiil 
to  the  law  and  testimony  of  our  €k)d.  Their  vacant 
seats,  and  the  absence  of  their  words  of  counsel  and  en- 
couragement, have  rested  weightily  upon  our  spirits, 
but  our  Daith  in  the  all  sufficient  arm  of  Divine  Power, 
encourages  us  to  believe  that  if  obedience  keeps  pace 
with  knowledge,  there  are  amongst  us  many  of  the  dear 
youth,  who,  under  his  preparing  hand,  will  be  enabled  to 
take  their  places  in  the  ranks  of  righteousness. 

The  prevalence  of  Love  and  Unity  was  strikingly 
manifest  in  the  answers  to  the  second  query,  and  we 
were  encouraged  in  the  belief  that  an  increased  measure 
of  this  blessing  has  been  experienced. 

A  feeling  of  reverent  thankfulness  was  felt  for  this 
fovor.  May  we,  by  closer  watchfulness,  keep  what  we 
have,  and  diligently  seek  for  an  increase  thereof.  The 
training  of  our  children  in  plainness,  and  in  the  frequent 
reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  drawing  together  for 
Bil&it  waiting  on  the  Lord  in  the  Family  Circle,  was  felt 
to  be  needed,  and  Friends  were  encouraged  to  be  watchfUl 
over  the  tender  spirits  of  their  children,  and  whilst  ex- 
tending the  restraining  hand,  when  needed,  also  to  en- 
courage them  in  those  pursuits  which  elevate  the  mind 
and  enlarge  the  heart,  and  increase  their  interest  in 
every  good  word  and  work. 
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With  renewed  confidence  and  faith  in  the  all-sufficiency 
of  our  Heayenlj  Father's  Love  and  Power  to  enable  us 
to  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  whereunto  we  are  called, 
and  with  an  humbling  sense  of  our  dependance  thereon, 
we  now  conclude  to  meet  again  at  the  usual  time 
next  year,  if  consistent  with  the  Divine  will.

The  memorial  of  the  Representative  Committee  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends 
held  in  Philadelphia,  for  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 
Delaware,  and  aoUacent  parts  of  Maryland,  respectfully 
represents.

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That  the  evil  ariaiiig  from  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
beverages  haying  claimed  our  serious  consideration,  we 
feel  it  our  duty  briefly  to  call  your  attention  to  this  im- 
portant subject. 

We  belieye  it  to  be  one  of  the  most  fruitful  sources 
of  Crime,  entailing  misery  and  wretchedness,  both 
mental  and  physical  upon  its  immediate  victims,  and 
their  posterity,  and  that  it  supplies  more  inmates  to  in- 
sane asylums,  prisons,  and  almshouses,  than  any  other 
cause. 

In  addition  to  the  moral  depravity  it  engenders,  the 
pecuniary  cost  to  the  people  in  the  occupancy  of  the 
Courts  of  Justice,  in  prosecutions  for  crimes  committed 
under  its  influence  ;  and  in  the  support  of  almshouses, 
necessitated  by  the  poverty  it  produces,  greatly  exceeds 
the  income  derived  from  the  sale  of  licenses — ^were  it 
otherwise,  we  seriously  query  with  you,  has  the  State  a 
moral  right  to  license  this  fruitful  source  of  crime  ? 

We  have  laws  for  the  protection  of  property  and  life, 
iohilst  we  sanction  by  license,  means  that  prove  destruc- 
tive to  both. 

We  believe  the  increasing  magnitude  of  this  evil  to  be 
«uch,  that  no  subject  of  greater  importance  can  claim 
your  attention. 

We  respectfhlly  and  earnestly  appeal  to  you,  rep. 
resenting  a  professed  Christian  community,  to  exercise 
the  powers  delegated  to  you  for  the  promotion  and  pro- 
tection of  virtue,  so  to  frame  the  laws  as  to  arrest  this 
great  eviL 

Trusting  to  the  guidance  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  we 
desire  that  he  may  so  enlighten  your  understanding 
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that  you  may  act  wisely  in  dealing  with  this  great 
iniquity.

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A  MsTnorial  from  ffie  Monthly  MeeHng  of  Friends  of 
Philadelphia^  concerning  Oeorge  Truman^  who  depart- 
ed  this  life  on  the  2Ut  of  Eleventh  manthj  1877,  in  the 
SOth  year  of  his  age. 

The  long  and  exemplary  life  of  this  our  beloved  Mend 
has  left  upon  our  minds  an  obligation  to  preserve  a 
memorial  thereof,  in  the  hope  that  survivors  may  be 
stimulated  by  his  faithfulness,  to  persevere  in  the  path 
of  duty  which  may  be  pointed  out  to  them. 

He  was  the  son  of  James  and  Phoebe  M.  Truman, 
consistent  members  of  our  Religious  Society,  and  was 
bom  in  Philadelphia  on  the  20th  of  Sixth  month,  1798. 
When  he  was  about  two  years  of  age,  his  mother  was 
removed  by  death.  He  ever  valued  the  religious  coun- 
sel of  his  father,  upon  whom  with  his  eldest  •  sister  the 
care  of  the  family  devolved.  She  appears  to  have  been 
tenderly  solicitous  for  his  best  welfare,  and  acted  the 
part  of  a  mother  towards  him. 

In  very  early  life  our  dear  firiend  was  made  sensible  of 
"the  reproofs  of  instruction,"  and  at  a  tender  age,  ac- 
cording to  his  own  testimony,  while  sitting  alone  in 
silence,  it  was  clearly  impressed  upon  his  mind  that  at 
some  ftiture  time  he  would  be  called  by  his  Heavenly 
Father  to  great  dedication  of  heart,  and  that  he  would 
have  to  make  known  of  His  goodness  and  love  in  the 
assemblies  of  the  people.  The  impression  was  so  strong 
that  it  seemed  more  than  he  could  bear,  but  it  was  at- 
tended with  an  assurance  that  when  the  requirement 
came,  strength  would  be  ftimished  which  would  be  suf- 
ficient. These  early  impressions  deepened  with  his 
years.  Digitized  by  Google 
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When  apprenticed  to  the  trade  of  a  carpenter,  he  was 
aorroonded  with  associates  not  calculated  to  advance 
his  religious  growth,  and  he  found  it  necessary  to  his 
peace  of  mind  to  adhere  very  closely  to  the  simple 
practices  and  customs  of  Friends,  particularly  in  relation 
to  dress  and  address.  Contrary  to  his  expectations,  his 
feUow  apprentices  and  others  of  his  associates  were 
drawn  nearer  to  him,  and  recognized  the  motive  which 
prompted  his  course. 

As  he  approached  manhood,  the  requirement  to  appear 
publicly  as  a  Qospel  mioister,  was  from  time  to  time  re- 
newed ;  but  he  resisted  the  call,  and,  an  opportunity  of- 
fering in  the  line  of  his  business  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  he  removed  thither  in  the  hope  that  it  would  be 
easier  to  yield  to  the  requirement  among  strangers.  In 
this  he  was  disappointed,  and  it  was  not  until  several 
years  afterwards,  and  after  many  struggles,  that  he  be- 
came obedient. 

When  about  24  years  of  age,  he  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Oatharine  H.  Master,  daughter  of  William 
and  Mary  Master ;  a  true  helpmeet  and  sympathizer  in 
his  religious  exercises,  during  a  union  of  56  years. 
Soon  after  their  marriage  they  removed  for  a  time  to 
the  city  of  New  York,  where  he  first  publicly  appeared  as 
a  Gospel  minister  in  1825.  Several  years  afterwards 
they  returned  to  this  city,  and  became  members  of  this 
Monthly  Meeting.  It  was  at  a  period  when  the  Society 
was  agitated  by  the  contentions  which  ended  in  a  sepa- 
ration, and  which  obstructed  for  a  time  that  Gospel  fel- 
lowship which  is  the  bond  of  religious  union.  He  par- 
ticipated largely  in  the  trials  of  that  eventftd  period.

His  gift  in  the  minlBtry  was  acknowledged  by  onrMonthly 
Meeting  in  Tenth  month,  1829 ;  and  in  183Q  he  obtained 
his  first  minate  for  religious  seryice  principally  within 
the  limits  of  New  York  Yearly  Meeting,  in  which  he 
was  accompanied  by  Clement  Biddle,  a  yalaed  Elder  of 
this  meeting.  On  this  visit  they  travelled  by  private 
conveyance  about  1,700  miles,  and  after  attending  that 
Yearly  Meeting,  visited  74  meetings,  and  were  absent 
ft'om  home  about  78  days.  Since  that  time  he  travelled 
extensively  with  the  unity  of  his  friends  in  the  service 
of  his  Divine  Master,  not  only  within  the  limits  of  his 
own  Yearly  Meeting,  but  throughout  the  Society  on  this 
continent,  and  to  the  West  India  Islands.  The  last 
minute  he  obtained,  (which  was  to  attend  the  Yearly 
Meeting  of  New  York,)  was  returned  by  him  the  day  he 
was  79  years  of  age.  These  religious  engagements  were 
often  entered  into  under  much  trial  and  sacrifice,  partic- 
ularly in  the  early  period  of  his  ministry,  when  called 
to  leave  his  wife  and  young  family ;  but  his  faith  was 
strong,  as  was  often  expressed  in  his  letters,  that  the 
same  power  that  called  him  to  the  work,  would  be  their 
stay  and  support. 

The  ministry  of  our  dear  friend  was  eminently  prac- 
tical ;  the  bent  of  his  mind  was  not  in  the  direction  of 
controverted  points  of  theology,  or  of  "doubtful  dispu- 
tations," and  he  seldom  allude  to  them  in  his  public 
ministrations.  Rather  was  it  his  concern  to  call  his 
hearers  from  the  shadow  to  the  substance — ^from  an  un- 
due dependance  upon  anything  without  them,  to  the 
pure  gift  of  Qod  within  them — enjoining  upon 
all,  the    necessity    of   close    watchfulness    and    indi- 
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vidual  faithfulne88.  His  ministry  partook  of  his  cheer- 
ful, loving  spirit.  A  sanguine,  hopeftd  temperament 
led  him  to  dwell  more  on  the  bright  aspect  of  human 
life,  than  on  its  sad  shadows.  Although  he  had  known 
in  no  small  measure,  the  trials  incident  to  that  period  of 
the  Society  in  which  he  began  his  ministry,  and  the  con- 
flicts of  a  peculiarly  sensitive  nature,  yet  as  he  advanc- 
ed in  life,  and  experienced  the  blessedness  attendant  on 
dedication  to  the  Divine  Will,  surrounded  as  he  was  by 
congenial  religious  associations,  and  the  revered  centre  of 
a  loving  household,  he  seemed  to  have  placed  these  early 
trials  fkr  in  the  background,  and  the  path  of  duty  was  ' 
persuasively  described  as  one  of  pleasantness  and  peace. 

His  standard  of  the  Christian  character  was  very 
high  ;  and  in  his  earnest  appeals  to  walk  in  that  path  of 
obedience  which  leads  thereto,  it  was  ever  held  up  as 
attainable.  He  was  accustomed  to  portray  a  daily  dedi- 
cation, and  nearness  to  the  Divine  Mind  in  its  influence 
upon  flunily  life— how  it  sweetened  and  purified  the  do- 
mestic afTections, — ^binding  the  members  of  the  home 
one  to  another  in  harmony,  and  difl'using  its  influence 
in  the  community  around.  His  simple,  childlike  spirit, 
and  his  fatherly  interest  in  the  young,  drew  their  hearts 
toward  iiim,  and  many  of  these  could  say,  in  the  words 
of  the  poet :  ^'  He  allured  to  brighter  worlds  and  led  the 
way." 

When  assembled  with  his  friends  in  meetings  for  wor- 
ship, the  gravity  and  dignity  of  his  countenance  and 
deportment,  gave  evidence  of  the  solemnity  with  which 
his  spirit  was  clothed,  and  was  calculated  to  impress  the 
same  feeling  upon  his  fellow-wor8hippei;s.^byGoOQle 
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His  practice  as  a  physician,  (a  profession  which  he 
entered  about  the  middle  period  of  his  life,)  introduced 
him  to  the  homes  of  many  of  the  poor  and  lowly,  to 
whom  his  services  were  freely  rendered,  and  to  these  he 
was  especially  a  ministering  spirit,  both  to  their  phys- 
ical and  spiritual  necessities.  His  intercourse  with  these, 
tended  to  broaden  and  liberalise  his  yiews,  and  sympa- 
thies, and  led  him  often  to  the  acknowledgment,  that 
^^in  every  nation,  he  that  feareth  God  and  worketh 
righteousness,  is  accepted  with  Him." 

For  a  few  months  before  his  departure,  his  physical 
powers  gradually  declined,  and  for  some  weeks  he  was 
confined  to  his  bed ;  but  his  mental  faculties  continued 
in  exercise,  till  the  close  of  his  earthly  life.  During  his 
illness,  he  often  expressed  his  love  for  the  precious 
silence  which  was  felt  when  those  most  dear  to  him  were 
gathered  in  his  chamber.  Two  of  his  grand  children 
coming  in  he  said,  calling  them  by  name,  ^^  Dear  chil- 
dren, keep  near  to  the  gift  of  God."  To  his  wife  just 
before  the  close,  he  said,  "  We  shall  soon  be  parted. 
My  father  will  be  with  me  in  the  hour  of  need.  I  am 
very  weak,  but  all  is  well.  There  is  nothing  in  my  way. 
I  am  satisfied  with  the  Divine  ordering." 

As  he  felt  the  end  drawing  very  near,  he  looked  upon 
each  member  of  his  family,  surrounding  his  bed,  with 
affectionate  earnestness,  then  closed  his  eyes,  folded  his 
hands  upon  his  breast,  and  quietly  and  peacefully  pass- 
ed away,  to  join,  as  we  believe,  the  "general  assembly 
and  church  of  the  first-born  which  are  written  in 
Heaven."

Fbom  Illinois  Yeablt  Msxtino  of  Fbiends  held  in 
Putnam  County,  Illinois,  in  Ninth  Month,  1878. 

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends : 
Dbab  Fbiends  : — 
A  desire  has  arisen  with  us  that  our  Society  may  re- 
turn to  its  early  faithfulness,  energy  and  useftdness,  and 
more  folly  accomplish  its  mission  in  aiding  by  practical 
labor  in  raising  the  average  standard  of  the  world's 
morality.  In  former  days  our  forefathers  went  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Inward  Light  into  all  fields  of  labor, 
spreading  light  and  truth,  opening  the  way  to  true  liber- 
ty and  keeping  in  the  van  of  human  progress.  In  our 
day  we  have  made  our  appeal  for  justice  to  the  Indian 
race,  and  for  peace  between  nations,  sensibly  felt  Qglin 
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inflaenoe  partially  modifying  our  oonntry's  thought  and 
its  goYernmental  policy  in  these  respects.  We  believe 
this  has  been  the  more  effectiye  because  of  the  united 
wisdom  and  joint  effort  of  the  whole  Society,  and  desire 
that  this  inflaence  may  be  still  more  clearly  felt  upon 
these  and  other  urgent  subjects,  by  the  stronger  effort  of 
our  several  meetings,  and  that  the  reacting  influence  of 
the  work  may  be  felt  as  a  thrill  of  new  life  flowing  back 
to  our  local  meetings.  We  are  therefore  united  in  pro- 
posing for  the  consideration  of  the  several  Yearly  Meet- 
ings, that  once  in  flve  years  or  oftener,  a  general  confer- 
ence be  held  composed  of  representatives,  two  or  more 
Arom  each  Monthly  Meeting,  and  a  suitable  number  ap- 
pointed by  each  Yearly  Meeting,  who,  with  other  mem- 
bers in  attendance,  shall  constitute  a  meeting  represent- 
ing the  entire  body,  for  the  consideration  of  such  sub- 
jects as  lie  outside  of  our  own  membership,  and  which 
we  can  in  united  judgment  labor  in  for  the  advancement 
of  morality  and  righteousness  among  men ;  such  as  our 
Indian  Policy ;  Arbitration  in  all  its  branches ;  Capital 
Punishment ;  Prison  Reform  ;  Intemperance ;  Compul- 
sory Education,  and  cognate  subjects.  Believing  what- 
ever can  be  unitedly  done  with  the  usual  guarded  con- 
sideration, will  be  done  safely  for  our  testimonies  and 
to  the  advance  among  earnest,  thoughtful  minds  of  our 
fundamental  principle  of  the  Divine  life  in  each  soul  im- 
pelling to  duty  and  the  uplifting  of  humanity,  we  submit 
the  proposition  for  your  thought  and  reply.  Should 
each  Yearly  Meeting  approve  prior  to  our  next  annual 
gathering,  the  further  necessary  steps  to  ensure  repre- 
sentation, etc.,  will  prevent  the  meeting  of  the  Confer- 
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^lee  before  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1880,  giviag  time 
for  deliberate  moyement  and  preparation. 

With  earnest  desire  that  whatever  is  best  may  be 
done,  and  craving  for  yon  the  blessing  of  spiritual  life 
and  fellowship  daring  the  labors  of  your  meeting,  we 
are,  in  nearness  of  feeling,  your  friends.

The  Address  from  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Illinois  was 
read,  and  after  considerable  expression  of  feeling  on 
the  subject,  it  was  referred  for  further  consideration 
another  year— this  meeting  uniting  with  the  judgment 
of  men's  meeting,  that  it  should  be  printed  in  their  ex- 
tracts .

The  subject  of  establishing  a  Boarding  School,  under 
the  care  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  as  presented  at  a  pre- 
vious sitting,  was  again  introduced,  and  the  feeling  of 
unity  was  so  general  that  it  was  the  judgment  of  this 
meeting  to  lay  it  before  men's  meeting. 

The  Jouit  Committee  of  men  and  women  Friends,  to 
which  was  referred  the  subject  brought  up  from  Salem 
Quarterly  Meeting,  reported  that  way  did  not  open  to 
recommend  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  the  adoption  of  the 
proposed  change,  omiting  the  words,  ^4mmoral  conduct 
nor*'  in  the  clause  in  regard  to  members  marrying  with- 
out the  approbation  of  the  Monthly  Meeting,  in  the  fif- 
teenth line  on  page  fifty-four ;  and  that  they  were  gen- 
erally united  in  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing proposed  change,  making  it  a  violation  of  our 
Discipline  for  our  members  to  sign  Tavern  or  Inn  Licen- 
ses where  liquor  is  sold.  With  this  judgment  the  meet- 
ing united. 

To  bring  forward  for  the  consideration  of  a  fdture 
sitting,  the  names  of  suitable  Friends  to  take  charge  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting  ftind,  a  Committee  was  appointed. 

Men's  Meeting  informed  that  they  had  adopted  the 
report  from  the  Education  Committee,  and  were  united 
in  continuing  said  Committee  another  year.  With  this 
judgment  this  meeting  united. 

An  Epistle  for  our  sisters  of  Illinois  was  read,  and 
with  some  slight  alteration  approved,    ^g,^^, .^ Google 


Sixth  Day — Morning. 

Epistles  for  our  sisters  of  Indiana  and  Gtenesee  were 
read  and  approved. 

We  had  an  acceptable  visit  in  Gospel  love  from  oar 
Mends  William  Brosius  and  Enoch  S.  Hannum,  en- 
conraging  exercised  minds  to  persevere,  seeking  after 
stillness,  looking  only  unto  Him  who  will  be  found  to 
be  strength  in  weakness  and  a  present  helper  in  every 
time  of  need. 

Men's  Meeting  informed  they  had  had  the  subject  of 
a  Boarding  School  under  the  care  of  this  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, under  consideration,  as  introduced  by  women's 
Meeting,  and  were  united  in  having  the  subject  embodied 
in  a  clause  to  be  printed  in  the  extracts.  This  meeting 
united  with  the  judgment  of  men's  Meeting;  and  it  was  left 
with  the  Representatives  to  introduce  the  concern  in 
their  respective  Quarterly  Meetings;  and  request  the 
appointment  of  a  Oommittee  composed  of  four  Friends 
firom  each  Monthly  Meeting,  to  confer  together,  in  or- 
der to  ascertain  the  views  of  Friends  upon  the  subject, 
and  report  to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting. 

A  portion  of  the  minutes  of  the  Representative  Oom- 
mittee, together  with  the  memorial  to  the  Legislatures 
of  Pennsylvania,  Delaware  and  Maryland,  concerning 
the  great  evil  caused  by  intoxicatingjiquors,  was  read. 

Sixth  Day — Afternoon. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  nominate  Friends  to 
have  charge  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  ftrnd^  (having  been 
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requested  for  the  greater  oonvenience  of  those  on  this 
appointment,  to  name  only  persons  residing  in  this  dty^) 
propose  the  following  Friends ;  Elizabeth  K.  Turnpenny, 
Sarah  0.  Webster,  Emily  B.  Smyth,  Esther  Bancroft, 
Sarah  P.  Chapman  and  Louisa  J.  Roberts.  They  also 
unite  in  judgment  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  raise 
the  quotas  the  present  year.

The  Meeting  united  in  judgment  with  the  report  of 
said  Committee. 

Epistles  for  our  sisters  of  Ohio,  New  York  and  Balti* 
more,  were  read. 

A  portion  of  the  report  of  the  labors  of  the  Indian 
Committee  was  read  and  that  Committee  was  encourag- 
ed to  persevere  in  the  labor.  This  Meeting  united  with 
the  judgment  of  men's  Meeting  that  the  Committee  be 
continued.    The  report  will  be  found  in  their  extracts* 

An  interesting  and  touching  memorial  to  the  memory 
of  our  beloved  friend,  George  Truman,  a  minister,  was 
read,  and  many  Friends  responded,  l)earing  additional 
testimony  to  his  loving  spirit  and  pure  life. 


Near  the  opening  of  the  meeting,  we  were  solemnly 
reminded  that  many  who  have  long  been  honored  as 
standard  bearers,  and  as  bright  examples  of  pure  Chris- 
tian life,  were  with  us  no  more.  The  same  trust  in  the 
Divine  Guidance  and  the  same  dedication  to  the   cause 
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of  the  advancement  of  righteousness  which  was  their 
Btr^tigth  mnst  be  ours— qualifying  us  to  do  the  work  of 
our  day.  ^^The  pathway  of  the  just  is  as  a  shining 
light,"  and  the  departed  are  yet  our  counsellors  and  our 
examples ;  we  being  invited  to  follow  them  as  they  fol- 
lowed Christ.  ^ 

A  deep  and  weighty  concern  for  the  education  of 
youtii  in  the  principles  of  piety  and  virtue,  was  intro- 
duced by  the  reading  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Education.  Not  alone  should  the  culture  of  the  in- 
tellect engage  our  thoughtfhl  attention  and  call  forth 
our  earnest  efforts,  but  the  training  of  the  moral  nature 
in  accordance  with  the  Christian  standard  of  purity, 
truth,  charity  and  temperance,  must  ever  be  the  aim  of 
the  fiuthftd  teacher.  A  preparation  for  a  usefdl  and 
righteous  life,  a  training  to  practical  ends  and  the  eleva- 
tion of  a  pure  and  noble  standard  before  the  young,  was 
shown  to  be  the  true  education. 

Friends  were  cautioned  in  establishing  their  schools 
to  consider  how  they  may  best  improve  on  the  system 
now  in  use,  and  how  they  may  avoid  perpetuating  error. 
The  physical,  mental  and  moral  powers  should  be  culti- 
vated harmoniously,  that  the  young  may  truly  be  fitted 
for  life's  duties. 

The  carefhl  and  candid  examination  of  the  Scriptures, 
and  the  reading  of  the  religious  experiences  of  devoted 
servants  of  the  Highest  of  every  age  and  generation, 
was  enjoined  upon  the  youth.  In  such  reading  they  may 
find  much  to  strengthen  them  in  their  own  spiritual  life 
uid  exercise. 

It  was  shown  that  parents  and  guardians  should  be 
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watchftd  over  the  young,  to  gaard  against  the  fonnaUon 
of  a  taste  for  indnlgences  and  diversions  of  a  dangeroms 
character  in  early  days.  The  Divine  principle  of  Wis. 
dom  and  Light,  if  its  teachings  and  leadings  are  followed 
prayerf^ly  will  show  us  what  is  pure,  innocent  and  re- 
fining. 

The  consideration  of  our  testimony  in  regard  to  in- 
temperance was  the  occasion  of  deep  exercise.  Tender 
sympathy  was  expressed  for  mothers  and  wives  whose 
dear  sons  and  husbands  have  been  led  astray  by  the 
temptation  of  intoxicating  liquors.  The  use  of  tobacco 
with  its  hurtflill  influences,  and  the  wrong  of  using  the 
soil  for  the  production  of  so  injurious  a  plant,  was  the 
occasion  of  concern,  and  women  were  reminded  that 
they  might  exert  much  salutary  influence  if  they  will 
only  be  faithftil  to  their  own  highest  sense  of  right. 

The  responsibility  of  young  mothers,  called  forth 
searching  testimonies.  They  were  earnestly  exhorted 
to  live  wisely  and  prayerftilly,  to  govern  their  own  spir- 
its, and  think  less  of  Uieir  own  gratifications,  than  of  the 
holy  duties  of  wife  and  mother. 

In  considering  the  important  points  of  the  Fifth 
Query,  and  the  tall  statements  of  the  various  answers 
f]*om  constituent  meetings  in  regard  to  the  loving 
care  extended  to  members  requiring  aid,  we  were  called 
upon  to  imitate  the  example  of  the  patriarch  Job,  who 
could  declare,  ^^  The  cause  that  I  knew  not  I  searched 
out." 

A  caution  lest  we  are  induced  to  withhold  assistance 
ftrom  those  who  in  mercantile  business,  are  asking  only 
for  legitimate  gains,  and  to  give  our  countenance  to 
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those  who  seek  by  excessiye  competition  to  undersell 
and  thus  undermine  others,  was  extended.  It  was  felt 
that  the  principles  of  justice  and  of  moderation  should 
influence  every  action,  leaving  no  place  for  mere  selflsh- 


Quiet  and  sympathetic  visits  to  the  homes  of  such  as 
are  believed  to  be  in  distress,  and  the  helping  hand  sec- 
retly extended,  were  forcibly  recommended;  and  the 
true  standard  and  test  of  discipleship  to  Christ  was 
pointed  out :  ^^  By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are 
my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  for  another." 

Very  earnest  exhortations  to  faithfulness  in  regard  to 
our  testimonies  on  the  subject  of  oaths,  against  war,  and 
against  all  oppression  of  the  weak,  were  given  forth. 
We  were  asked  to  consider  if  we  have  no  work  of 
Ohristian  benevolence  to  do,  in  reference  to  the  recent 
flight  of  colored  people  f^om  some  portions  of  our 
Southern  land. 

A  deep  conscientious  care  that  all  the  influences 
thrown  around  the  pathway  of  little  children  should  be 
such  as  to  foster  that  which  is  pure  and  Heavenly  in  the 
unfolding  mind,  and  such  as  tend  to  build  up  a  love  for 
all  that  promotes  reflnement  and  virtue,  found  appro* 
priate  expression.  Even  the  toys  given  into  the  hands 
of  young  children  may  be  the  means  of  suggesting  the 
cruel  destructiveness  of  war,  and  mothers  were  entreated 
to  be  wise  guardians  over  their  precious  little  ones  in  the 
very  opening  hours  of  childhood's  first  impressions. 
Gentleness  and  mercy  to  all  living  things,  as  well  as  love 
to  all  the  family  of  man,  can  be  fostered  in  the  heart  of 
the  little  child ;  while  influences  adverse  to 
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love  and  goodness  are  only  too  liable  to  reach  even  the 
cradle  of  infancy. 

An  address  from  Illinois  Friends,  asking  our  co-oper- 
ation in  a  plan  of  united  counsels,  and  united  work  for 
the  cause  of  Christian  philanthropy  and  of  moral  reform, 
was  the  occasion  for  the  expression  of  deep  responsive 
feeling,  aiid  of  a  desire  to  be  faithftd  and  vigilant  in 
every  good  word  and  work.  At  the  same  time  we  were 
cautioned  that  the  root  and  ground  of  all  right  engage- 
ments is  to  be  found  in  individual  faithftdness  to  every 
monition  of  conscience— to  every  Divine  requirement. 

Respecting  a  firee  €k>spel  ministry,  it  was  believed 
there  is  an  earnest  desire  in  the  world  to  hear  the  spoken 
word — ^that  there  are  sheep  of  other  folds  looking  to  us, 
and  that  there  is  a  growing  acknowledgement  of  the 
right  of  women  to  preach  the  gospel. 

On  the  subject  of  the  training  and  culture  of  youth, 
a  deep  religious  concern  was  expressed  by  many  Friends, 
and  many  believed  the  founding  of  a  Boarding  School, 
to  be  conducted  strictly  in  accordance  with  Friends* 
principles,  and  to  be  superintended  by  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Yearly  Meeting,  would  be  a  great  bless* 
ing  to  the  Society.  The  subject  claimed  much  attention 
and  the  reverent  hope  was  felt  that  all  movement  in  this 
direction  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  pointings  of 
Divine  Wisdom. 

The  importance  of  the  Society  of  Friends  at  this  time 
maintaining  faithfully  its  stand  as  the  advocate  of  the 
cause  of  the  wronged  and  oppressed  of  every  name  and 
race,  and  as  the  promoter  of  every  work  of  love  and  of 
every  effort  to  bless  mankind,  was  feeling  and^-earnesitly 
presented.  "'^'^'^^^ ''  Google 
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Some  of  those  dear  and  honored  Friends  who  have  so 
long  stood  before  us  as  witnesses  for  the  Divine  Truth, 
have  very  solemnly  called  the  middle  aged  and  the  youth 
to  yield  obedience  to  the  intimations  of  duty  of  which 
they  are  conscious. 

The  position  of  the  women  of  this  Society,  now  ad- 
mitted to  a  full  partioipance  in  the  active  engagements 
of  the  church,  should  be  appreciated  by  us,  and  we 
should  prove  by  our  efficient  service  to  the  cause  of 
Justioe,  mercy  and  truth,  that  we  are  indeed  in  our  right 
place,— co-workers  with  our  brethren  and  the  earnest 
promoters  of  reasonable  and  truly  religious  progress. 


We  acknowledge  the  overshadowing  wing  of  Divine 
love  to  have  covered  the  several  gatherings  of  this  our 
annual  assembly,  and  under  the  same  influence,  with  a 
feeling  of  deep  solemnity  and  a  most  impressive  silence, 
the  meeting  concluded,  to  meet  again  at  the  usual  time 
next  year  if  consistent  with  the  Divine  will. 
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From  Baltimore  Yearly  Mebtinq  of  Women  Friends, 
HELD  BT  Adjournments  from  the  28th  of  Tenth 
MONTH,  1878,  to  the  81st  of  the  same,  inolusiye. 

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends : 

Dear  Sisters  :— It  is  with  feelings  bom  of  love,  that 
we  acknowledge  your  welcome  Epistle ;  freighted  as  it 
was  with  strengthening  words  of  enoooragement,  and 
we  rejoice  that  the  Good  Father  put  into  your  hearts  to 
remind  as  that  it  is  as  much  our  duty  to  assist  those 
who  are  desirous  of  helping  themselves,  as  it  is  to  re- 
lieve abject  poverty ;  and  which  can  be  done  more  effect- 
ually by  the  practice  of  self-denial  in  regard  to  luxuries. 

We  feel  the  desire  that  you  may,  in  a  measure,  share 
of  the  rich  feast  that  the  ever-loving  Father  has  permit- 
ted us  to  partake  of  at  this  time.  Our  Yearly  Meeting 
is  not  as  large  as  usual ;  our  small  army  of  standard 
bearers  has  been  thinned,  and  we  sadly  miss  the  faces 
and  voices  of  the  absent  ones,  but  the  same  Almighty 
Power  that  was  their  guide  and  strength,  is  still  able  to 
be  strength  for  all ;  yea,  and  will  yet  bring  forth  stand- 
ard bearers  from  amongst  us,  to  uphold  our  principles 
and  testimonies. 

The  counsel  was  given,  not  to  place  our  reliance  on 
only  a  moral  life ;  for  a  life  of  morality,  however  much 
to  be  valued,  is  but  as  a  stepping  stone  to  the  higher  and 
spiritual  life ;  where  the  Divinity  within  us,  is  acknowl- 
edged to  be  our  guiding  star ;  and  which,  if  the  eye  be 
kept  single,  will  lead  us  on  to  a  closer  walk  with  God. 

The  cause  of  temperance  has  earnestly  engaged  our 
attention,  and  we  have  been  reminded  of  the  Apostle's 
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uijanction,  to  be  ^'temperate  in  all  things."  This  is  the 
very  foundation  stone  of  true  temperance ;  the  faithful 
observance  of  wliich  would  do  more  to  oirercome  the 
monster  evil  of  our  land,  than  all  the  combined  efforts 
against  intoxicating  drink,  alone. 

A  proposition  was  received  from  Illinois  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, that  all  our  Yearly  Meetings  should  meet  in  confer- 
ence, at  stated  periods,  for  the  purpose  of  considering' 
the  subjects  of  Peace,  Temperance,  just  treatment  of 
the  Indians,  and  other  matters  of  deep  import,  which 
proposition,  after  having  been  weighed  at  this  time,  was 
left  for  the  considen^tion  of  Friends  another  year. 

Mothers  were  counselled  in  regard  to  the  early  educa- 
tion of  their  children,  and  were  truthfully  and  forcibly 
reminded  that  the  period  of  influence  commenced  with 
their  ante-natal  existence.  This  is  a  subject  of  vital  im* 
portance,  and  should  claim  the  serious  and  prayerful 
consideration  of  every  mother. 

The  young  were  invited  to  press  on  ^^  to  the  mark  for 
the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God,  in  Ohrist  Jesus,' 
being  willing  to  come  forward,  and  labor  in  His  vine- 
yard ;  reminded  also  that  ^^  Without  me,  ye  can  do  noth- 
ing." And,  while  it  is  true  that  "  They  also  serve,  who 
only  stand  and  wait,"  when  9udh  is  the  appointed  service, 
let  us  remember  who  it  was  that  said  ^^My  Father 
worketh  hitherto,  and  /  work ;"  and  may  we  be  ready  to 
be  earnest  followers  in  the  path  in  which  He  has  led  the 
way.

To  the  next  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends  to  be  held 
in  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sisters: — With  reyerent  and  grateftd  hearts 
which  have  been  cheered  and  strengthened  by  renewed 
evidences  of  the  Heavenly  Father's  tender  watohftdness 
and  care  over  oar  assembled  flock,  we  return  your  sister* 
ly  greeting,  with  answering  words  of  love  and  encoar- 
agement.  While,  in  our  heavenward  journey,  we  are 
apt  to  grow  weary  and  to  faint  by  the  way ;  or  to  turn 
aside,  seeking  paths  less  straight  and  difllcult ;  or  in  our 
eagerness  for  the  goal,  to  leave  behind  our  unerring 
Guide,  and  thus  fall  into  snares  and  pitfalls ;  yet  surely 
we  have  no  cause  for  lasting  discouragement,  knowing 
that  we  have  a  Master  ^^who  is  touched  with  a  feeling  of 
our  infirmities,''  and  who  will  restore  us  to,  and  preserve 
us  in  the  true  path,  if  we  seek  it  with  ^'penitence  and 
tears." 

It  is  alMmportant  in  this  age  of  civil  commotion  and 
religious  questioning,  that  we,  as  a  Society,  should  rally 
to  the  ancient  standard  of  our  faith,  and  raise  it  aloft  as 
an  ^^ensign  to  the  nations :"  that  knowing  the  ground 
whereon  we  stand  to  be  firm,  and  being  ^^shod  with  the 
preparation  of  the  (Gospel  of  Peace,"  and  girded  with 
the  "  Sword  of  the  Spirit,"  we  may  be  ready  to  follow 
where  our  Leader  calls.  As  we  abide  under  the  shadow 
of  the  Almighty,  and  trust  in  it,  we  shall  find  Him  to  be 
a  rock  of  defence,  and  a  shelter  from  the  stomGoogle 
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Thus  we  shall  be  preserved  not  only  from  the  disturb- 
ances  and  allarenients  of  the  world  without,  but  ftrom 
those  which  beset  our  home-life,  as  well  as  f^om  the 
secret  and  powerful  temptations  which  come  to  our  own 
sonls.  We  shall  be  enabled  to  mle  our  own  spirits  and 
to  be  in  oar  social  and  domestic  cireles,  sweet  and  ben- 
ignant examples  of  the  hallowing  and  refining  inflaences 
ef  onr  Father's  love.  We  shall  be  able  to  go  in  and  oat 
before  our  children  with  shining  faces,  like  that  of 
Moses,  after  he  had  talked  with  God  in  the  Mount — and 
the  light  of  this  Divine  communion  will  radiate  from  us, 
and  draw  others  unto  it,  by  its  centralizing  power. 

Then  we  shall  not  be  found  practicing  or  encouraging 
lightness,  frivolity,  or  extravagance,  but  will  be  able  to 
assert  our  true  position,  as  dignified  and  noble  help, 
meets  to  our  fathers,  sons,  and  brothers,  We  shall  find 
more  satisfaction  in  feeding  the  hungry,  clothing  the 
naked,  encouraging  the  fallen,  and  relieving  the  oppress- 
ed, than  in  adorning  our  perishable  bodies,  or  in  minis- 
tering to  their  selfish  gratification ;  and  we  shall  beware 
how  we  foster  excesses  in  eating  and  drinking  lest  we 
thereby  cause  others  to  offend,  and  even  imperil  their 
better  life.  Then  we  shall  feel  it  to  be  a  holy  privilege, 
rather  than  a  burden,  to  attend  our  religious  meetings, 
and  to  encourage  our  families  to  assemble  with  us ;  and, 
when  there,  we  shall,  by  our  solid  and  reverent  demean- 
or, attest  the  purpose  of  our  gathering ;  and  the  Master 
of  Assemblies  will  cover  our  spirits  with  that  sweet 
peace  which  is  ever  the  reward  of  obedience  in  His 
service. 

The  subject  of  education,  and  the  right  trainingeof 
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the  young,  has  ako  claimed  our  serious  oonsideration. 
How  to  keep  them  near  us,  and  to  preserve  them  from 
the  evil  which  abounds  in  the  world ;  and  present  to 
them,  whether  in  the  form  of  reading,  amusement,  or 
companionship,  only  that  which  is  pure  and  wholesome, 
are  questions  which  can  only  be  prayerfully  put  and 
answered,  in  each  individual  heart.  But,  if  we,  our- 
selves, keep  near  the  Divine  Fountain  of  light  and  life, 
and,  in  faith,  '^in  the  morning,  sow  the  seed,"  and  ^'in 
the  evening  also,  withhold  not  our  hand,''  we  shall,  hav- 
ing done  all,  be  willing  to  stand  and  wait  the  Lord's 
time  for  its  ripening  and  perfecting.  The  Good  Shep- 
herd alone,  can  keep  the  wolf  from  the  fold,  and  ensure 
the  safety  of  our  tender  lambs,  by  bearing  them  in  His 
bosom. 

We,  too,  are  called  to  mourn  over  many  places  made 
vacant  by  the  hand  of  Death,  the  young,  as  well  as  the 
old  having  been  summoned  away.  We  miss  the  gentle 
presence,  loving  testimony  and  silent  spmpathy  of  those 
who,  we  believe,  are  ^^ot  lost,  but  gone  before"  to  their 
eternal  rest.  But  our  faith  teaches  us  not  to  mourn  ^'as 
those  without  hope" — but  rather  to  press  forward 
toward  the  same  end  they  have  attained ;  believing  that 
^^in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not." 

Our  meeting  has  been  unusually  large,  and  several 
Friends  from  other  Yearly  Meetings  have  been  acceptaUy 
with  us,  strengthening  us  by  their  company  and  labors, 
and  encouraging  us  to  believe  that  we  are  still  a  people 
highly  favored  of  the  Lord,  since  He  hath  sent  to  us 
these  bearers  of  glad  tidings,  to  confirm  us  in  the  faith 
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Our  deliberations  have  been  conducted  in  unity  and 
condescension,  and,  thongh  our  meetings  have  sometimes 
been  long,  they  have  been  pervaded  with  a  solemnity 
and  quiet,  which  have  given  evidence  of  a  deep  and  vital 
interest  in  the  subjects  before  us.  Some  of  our  young 
Priends  are  helping  to  bear  the  burdens  of  Society; 
and  by  their  quick  and  active  sympathy  have  strength- 
'ened  the  hands  of  their  elder  sisters,  who  look  to  them 
to  fill  up  the  ranks  fast  becoming  thinned  by  death. 

The  reports  from  the  various  First-Day  Schools  under 
our  care,  are  so  encouraging,  as  to  incite  us  to  pursue  a 
work  in  which  so  wide  a  field  of  usefulness  presents  it- 
selt  Too  much  right  labor  cannot  be  bestowed  upon 
the  religious  training  of  our  children ;  but  it  is  not  by 
much^  or  by  abstruse  teaching,  that  the  most  desirable 
result  can  be  obtained.  The  aim  of  all  instruction 
should  be  to  lead  the  youthful  mind  to  the  Great 
Teacher,  who  is  ever  "  His  own  interpreter." 

The  condition  of  the  Indians  under  our  supervision, 
shows  so  marked  an  improvement  during  the  past  nine 
years,  as  to  warrant  further  effort  in  their  behalf.  They 
are  in  danger  of  being  driven  from  their  homes  by  ad- 
verse legislation,  and  there  is,  therefore,  a  special  call 
to  all  who  feel  an  interest  in  their  welfare,  to  aid  in 
averting  so  great  a  wrong. 

Believing  that  this  correspondence,  like  the  sap  which 
gives  life  to  the  tree,  will  refresh  and  enliven  even  the 
remotopt  branches  of  our  vineyard,  if  allowed  to  circu- 
late freely,  we  bid  you  an  affectionate  farewell,  and 
remain  your  sisters.  ^

The  report  from  the  Indian  Committee,  encourages  us 
to  continue  our  labors  as  way  opens,  and  trust  that  the 
crooked  ways  may  become  straight,  and  the  rough  places 
smooth.  With  earnest  desire  that  we  with  you,  may 
continue  faithful  laborers  for  the  promotion  of  the 
Truth,  we  remain  your  sisters.

To  the  next  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  to  he  held  in 
Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sisters  : — Under  the  influence  of  the  reading  of 
your  kind  epistle,  we  take  up  the  pen  of  correspondence 
in  reply,  going  with  you  (in  the  account  you  have  afford- 
ed us)  through  your  endeavors  to  attain  to  that  peace  for 
which  we  are  also  striving. 

Tour  reference  to  deficiencies  reminds  us  that  we  too, 
are  not  perfect — so  much  there  is  yet  to  do,  ere  we  are 
enabled  to  stand  in  ftiU  light  without  weakness  or  blem- 
ish as  a  people.  A  beautiM  truth  uttered  in  one  of 
our  gatherings,  and  touching  our  minds  with  force,  we 
pen  to  you  as  a  part  of  the  exercises  of  our  meeting*- 
that  it  is  a  great  Christian  attainment  to  render  good 
for  evil;  that  if  we  return  injury  for  injury,  how  are  we 
better  than  the  one  that  injured  us  ?  Are  we  not  Mowr^e^ 
having  seen  the  depth  of  the  wrong,  to  do  the  same 
thing? 

Our  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  Discipline  sub- 
mitted the  result  of  their  faithful  labor  to  the  general 
Yearly  Meeting  in  joint  session,  which  on  considering 
section  after  section,  through  many  hours  of  deep,  and 
we  trust  prayerful  thought,  adopted  it  in  full  harmony. 
We  find  that  we  have  advanced  so  far  as  to 'be  able  to 
incorporate  unitedly  in  the  new  Book  of  Discipline,  an 
emphatic  discouragement  to  the  habit  of  using  tobacco^ 
believing  as  we  do,  that  besides  its  uncleanliness,  it  leads 
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to  a  loye  for  strong  drink.  Many  of  our  members  are 
ready  to  adopt  a  clause  requiring  a  total  abstinence  from 
the  use  of  intoxicants ;  but,  others  are  not  ready,  regard- 
ing alcohol  safe  in  the  Physician's  hand,  yet  the  state- 
ment of  one  of  these  is  to  the  effect,  that  alcohol  saves 
only  one  to  every  one  hundred  that  it  kills.  Oonsidering 
the  distress  imd  degradation  that  this  one  thing  is  bringing 
upon  our  land,  it  seems  time  that  the  Society  of  Friends 
should  take  a  strong  stand  against  this  great,  evil.  It 
was  further  remarked  in  our  meeting,  that  in  view  of 
what  many  of  our  members  have  done  in  this  cause,  we 
are  now  able  to  answer  more  fully  and  honestly  than 
ever  before  the  spirit  of  the  Fourth  Query. 

The  subject  of  living  within  the  bounds  of  our  circum- 
stances, is  also  felt  to  be  of  peculiar  significance  now  in 
these  times  of  depression,  and  it  was  spoken  of  as  a 
comfort,  that  it  is  true  of  our  Society  (as  gathered  from 
the  answers  to  the  queries)  that  these  things  have  been 
regarded  amongst  us,  notwithstanding  the  surrounding 
temptation  for  display. 

The  Indian  question  claimed  very  thoughtful  consider- 
ation, with  a  feeling  of  discouragement  in  many  ways, 
and  yet  our  duty,  concerning  the  Pawnees  seems  a  plain 
one,  so  far  as  Government  may  permit.  Their  simple 
xmtutored  pleadings  with  Congress  to  spare  them  from 
the  threatened  change  in  affairs,  and  to  sdlow  Friends  to 
continue  to  look  after  their  wellfare,  is  an  appeal  that 
must  reach  the  heart,  inciting  the  stronger  hand  to  assist 
as  far  as  possible  the  backward  children  of  our  common 
human  race. 

We  have  the  acceptable  company  of  but  three  strangers 


with  minutes,  yet  oar  meeting  is  as  large  as  usual,  with 
an  increasing  interest  in  our  testimonies,  and  evidenoes 
of  true  work  reach  out  in  the  fulness  of  love  beyond  the 
lines  of  sect.  A  member  of  the  other  branch  of  Friends, 
sitting  with  us  through  the  exercises  of  the  day,  express- 
ed under  the  baptisms  of  Divine  worship  a  hope  that 
she  too  may  be  even  more  zealous  than  ever  before  in 
the  right  training  of  her  little  children. 

Vacant  places  in  our  Zion  also,  sadden  our  hearts,  but 
the  beauty  of  those  earnest  lives,  now  beyond  the  cares 
of  Time,  are  encouragements  indeed,  yet  we  turn  with  a 
feeling  of  loss  in  our  midst  to  one  (for  whom  we  have 
not  yet  prepared  a  memorial)  who  stood  so  prominent 
in  our  annual  business  assembly. 

In  Christian  love  we  remain  your  sisters.

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends : 

Dbar  Sistbrs  : — We  are  once  more  permitted  to  as- 
semble for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
our  Yearly  Meeting,  and  being  furnished  with  a  renew- 
ed evidence  of  the  regard  of  the  Divine  Master  by  the 
overshadowing  of  His  presence,  we  feel  an  increase  of 
love  which  extends  to  all  His  household,  as  children  of 
the  same  Father,  speaking  and  understanding  one  lan- 
guage. But  we  humbly  feel  our  own  insuffiency,  know- 
ing that  we  only  multiply  "words  without  wisdom"  un« 
less  we  come  under  that  qualifying  Power  which  giveth 
"understanding  to  the  heart,  and  the  answer  of  the 
tongue.'*  And  desires  have  been  renewedly  felt  that  we 
may  henceforth  be  more  willing  to  wait  at  wisdom's 
gate,  patiently  listening  to  know  for  ourselves  what  the 
requirements  of  the  Spirit  of  Truth  are,  that  we  may 
yield  to  it  a  ready  obedience.  Even  when  our  natural 
wills  and  inclinations  are  most    in  opposition  there^^ 
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there  is  every  encouragement  to  be  f&ithfiil,  for  He  who 
has  written  a  Divine  law  in  oar  hearts,  and  implanted 
desires  within  as  for  spiritual  enjoyments,  is  abundantly 
able  to  satisfy  and  richly  reward  all  those  who  are  faith- 
ful.

At  a  meeting  of  the  First-Day  School  Association  a 
lively  interest  was  manifested,  encouraging  those  who 
had  schools  established,  to  invite  all  classes  of  children, 
teaching  them  to  listen  to  the  Divine  Father's  call,  when 
he  shows  them  what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong,  that 
the  good  seed  sown  in  their  youthful  hearts  might  bring 
forth  much  fruit. 

We  were  earnestly  solicited  to  use  our  influence 
against  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  the  depths 
of  misery  into  which  this  habit  plunges  its  victims,  was 
feelingly  alluded  to. 

All  were  encouraged  to  put  their  shoulders  to  the 
wheel  which  shall  drive  this  great  evil  from  our  land. 

"Shall  we  behold  unheading

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We  have  in  attendance  dear  yonng  sisters,  who,  in  an 
especial  manner  have  been  the  objects  of  tender  concern, 
and  they  were  lovingly  invited  to  part  with  all  that  is  re- 
quired, in  order  to  possess  that  which  will  prove  to  be  a 
"  pearl  of  great  price,"  adorning  them  as  no  art  can  do, 
and  enablins^  them  to  come  np  to  the  help  of  those  who 
will,  ere  long,  rest  from  their  labors ;  and  a  hope  is  felt 
that  many  of  these  will  become  standard  bearers  in  the 
cause  of  Truth. 

Touching  appeals  have  gone  forth  to  mothers,  that 
they  clothe  their  little  ones  in  comfortable  garments,  re- 
garding this  more  than  the  demands  of  fashion ;  that

For  Joseph  S.  Hartley  and  Sarah  his  wife,  from  West 
Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends,  Columbiana  county,  Ohio, 
held  21st  of  last  month. 

For  Darlington  Hoopes,  a  minister  from  Little  Falls 
Monthly  Meeting,  Maryland,  held  the  4th  of  11th  month, 
1879,  endorsed  by  Baltimore  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  the 
13th  of  the  same  month. 

Epistles  from  our  brethren  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  of

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  report 
the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treas- 
urer, a  committee  was  appointed.

Eleventh  of  the  Month  and  Third  of  the  Week. 

The  First  and  Second  Queries  were  read,  with  the  an- 
swers thereto,  from  the  several  constituent  branches,  and 
summaries  adopted. 

The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  this  sitting  in  the 
consideration  of  the  interesting  subjects  therein  con- 
tained.

Third  Day — Afternoon. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Queries  were  read,  with  the 
answers  thereto,  firom  the  several  Quarterly  and  Half- 
Yearly  Meetings ;  and  summary  answers  were  adopted. 
The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  this  session  in  the 
consideration  of  the  subjects  embraced  therein. 

Twelfth  of  the  Month  and  Fourth  of  the  Week. 

The  Fifth  and  Sixth  Queries  were  read,  and  the  state 
of  society  amongst  us  as  represented  in  the  replies 
thereto  from  the  several  subordinate  meetings  claimed 
the  consideration  of  the  Meeting. 

Fourth  Day — Afternoon. 

The  remaining  Queries,  with  the  answers  thereto, 
were  read  and  duly  considered,  and  summary  answers  to 
all  the  queries  as  approved  are  directed  to  be  recorded 
and  published  in  the  Extracts,  and  are  as  follows : 

Summary  Answers  to  Queries,  1880. 
(See  page  29  for  Queries.) 

First  Query. — All  our  religious  meetings  for  worship 
and  discipline  have  been  regularly  held,  with  some  ex- 
ceptions mentioned  in  six  of  the  reports,  partly  on  ac- 
count of  sickness  and  inclement  weather,  and  one  during^ 
the  week  of  Yearly  Meeting,  and  excepting,  all  the 


mid-week  meetings  for  worship  in  one,  and  a  few  in  two 
of  the  smaller  branches,  mentioned  in  one  other  report. 
Those  held  on  the  morning  of  the  First  day  of  the 
week  are  attended  by  our  members  generally;  those 
held  at  other  times  are  neglected  by  many  of  onr  mem- 
bers. 

The  honr  for  gathering  is  generally  observed, — clear 
of  unbecoming  behavior  when  assembled,  except  some 
instances  of  sleeping  mentioned  in  several  of  the  reports* 

Second  Query. — Love  and  unity  are  generally  main* 
tained  amongst  us — tale-bearing  and  detraction  mostly 
discouraged  —  endeavors  are  used  to  end  difTerencea 
when  they  appear. 

Third  Query. — A  concern  is  felt  by  many  Friends  to 
bring  up  those  under  their  direction  in  plainness  of 
speech,  behavior  and  apparel;  in  frequent  reading  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  and  to  restrain  them  from  reading  per- 
nicious books,  and  corrupt  conversation.  Two  of  the 
reports  mentioned  some  improvement  in  these  respects, 
yet  more  care  is  acknowledged  to  be  wanting  in  nearly 
all  the  reports. 

Fourth  Query. — Friends  are  clear  of  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  beverages,  with  the  exception 
mentioned  in  one  report  that  they  are  generally  clear, 
and  in  one  other  report  that  they  are  very  nearly  clear ; 
two  of  the  reports,  however,  make  an  abatement  in  re- 
lation to  the  manufacture  of  cider;  and  are  generally 
careful  to  discourage  their  use  as  a  drink,  and  to  observe 
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oaation  in  the  use  thereof  as  a  medicine  ;  mostly  careful 
to  discourage  the  attending  of  places  ot  diversion  and 
the  unnecessary  fbsquenting  of  taverns.  Moderation 
and  temperance  are  very  generally  observed  on  account 
of  marriages,  burials,  and  other  occasions. 

Fifth  Query.— The  necessities  of  the  poor  are  in- 
spected and  relief  afforded ;  their  children  freely  par- 
take of  learning  to  fit  them  for  business ;  and  they  and 
other  Friends'  children  are  placed  among  Friends,  three 
instances  excepted. 

Sixth  Query. — Friends  generally  maintain  a  faithful 
testimony  against  oaths,  an  hireling  ministry,  bearing 
arms,  training,  and  other  military  services,  being  con- 
cerned in  any  fraudulent  or  clandestine  trade,  and 
against  encouraging  lotteries  of  any  kind.  An  exception 
is  made  in  two  of  the  reports  in  relation  to  an  hireling 
Ministry. 

Seventh  Query, — Friends  are  generally  careful  to  live 
within  the  bounds  of  their  circumstances,  and  to  keep 
to  moderation  in  their  trade  or  business,  mostly  punc- 
tual to  their  promises,  and  just  in  the  payment  of  their 
debts ;  and  care  has  been  extended  to  such  as  give  reas- 
onable ground  for  fear  on  these  accounts. 

Eighth  Query. — Care  is  taken  to  deal  with  offenders 
in  the  spi^t  of  meekness,  without  partiality,  in  order 
for  their  help,  and  generally  without  unnecessary  delay  ; 
and  where  such  labor  has  proved  ineffectual,  judgment 
has  been  issued,  it  is  believed,  in  the  authority  of  Truth. 


Ninth  Query. — Care  is  taken  to  keep  regular  records 
of  Births  and  Deaths. 

The  First,  Second  and  Third  Annual  Queries  were 
read,  and  the  following  summaries  compiled  from  the 
reports  were  adopted. 

Answer  to  First  Annual  Query. — Bucks. — The  hour 
of  the  indulged  meeting  at  Doylestown  has  been  changed 
from  10  to  11  o'clock. 

Concord. — The  week-day  meetings  at  Newtown  and 
Goshen  have  been  omitted  during  the  week  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  the  time  of  holding  the  meeting  at  West 
Chester  has  been  changed  from  10  to  10^  o'clock  through- 
out the  year. 

Western. — The  time  of  holding  Fallowfield  Monthly 
Meeting  in  the  Fifth  Month  has  been  changed  from  Sev- 
enth day  to  the  Fifth  day  of  th^  same  week. 

Fishing  Creek. — The  time  and  places  of  holding  Roar- 
ing Creek  Monthly  Meeting  are  changed  as  follows  :  In 
the  Twelfth,  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth  and  Eighth 
Months  to  be  held  at  Shamokin  Meeting  House ;  in  the 
Fifth,  Seventh  and  Ninth  Months  at  Roaring  Creek; 
the  Sixth,  Tenth  and  Eleventh  Months  at  Catawissa* 
All  the  meetings  to  be  held  as  heretofore  at  11  o'clock 
on  Seventh  day  following  the  last  Fourth  day  but  two 
in  the  month — the  Monthly  Meeting  in  the  Fifth  Month 
one  week  later,  and  in  the  Sixth  Month  to  be  held  on 
Third  day  of  the  week  of  Fishing  Creek  Half-Year's 
Meeting.  ^         , 
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Answer  to  Second  Annual  Query. — We  have  39  Bchools^ 
saperintended  by  oommittees  appointed  either  in  the 
Month! J  or  Preparative  Meetings.  Of  the  teachers  em- 
ployed therein  50  are  in  membership  with  us.  The  pupils 
of  31  of  these  schools  attend  mid-week  meetings  with 
their  teachers. 

Reports  from  eight  of  our  Quarterly  Meetings  repre- 
sent these  schools  attended  in  the  aggregate  by  1743 
pupils,  638  of  whom  are  members,  175  where  one  parent 
is  a  member. 

Answer  to  Third  Anniuil  Query, — They  are. 

As  the  Meeting  Houses  of  Friends  in  this  city  will  be 
open  for  Divine  worship  to-morrow  morning,  the  Meet- 
ing now  concludes  to  meet  at  3  o'clock  to-morrow  after- 
noon. 

Fifth  Day  Afternoon — Thirteenth  of  the  Month.

The  meeting  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  subject 
introduced  at  our  last  Yearly  Meeting  in  relation  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Boarding  School  under  the  care  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting.  It  was  concluded,  after  delibera- 
ting thereon,  to  appoint  a  committee,  to  unite  with  a 
committee  of  women  Friends  in  the  consideration  of  the 
subject,  and  report  thereon,  as  way  may  open,  to  our 
next  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  joint  Committee  on  Education  and  Schools  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  their  labors 
approved.  They  are  continued,  and  encouraged  to  give 
farther  attention  to  the  interesting  concern  as  way  may 
open. 

Report  ov  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Schools. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting  : 

A  recital  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Educa- 
tional Committee  during  the  past  year  will  not  occupy 
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much  time.  Yet,  from  the  increased  interest  shown, 
both  by  the  Committee  and  by  Friends  with  whom  they 
have  been  privileged  to  mingle,  some  good  we  trust  will 
result  from  its  labors. 

Conferences  have  been  held  at  Mount  Holly,  Millville, 
Horsham,  Salem,  Byberry  and  Moorestown.  These  have 
been  well  attended,  and  have  been  occasions  wherein  the 
Interchange  of  views  has  been  satisfactory,  and  we  hope 
have  been  the  means  of  awakening  in  the  minds  of  many 
Friends  a  greater  interest  in  schools  under  the  care  of 
our  meetings.  At  such  times  we  have  endeavored  to 
present  the  practical  points  of  the  guarded  education, 
and  the  value  of  home  care  in  connection  with  the  school 
room,  and  have  called  attention  to  the  disadvantages  of 
travel  by  railway  to  pupils  of  tender  years  in  attending 
school.  The  importance  of  using  means  to  have  these 
home  schools  the  best  schools,  making  sacrifices  to  that 
end,  if  need  be,  of  personal  and  household  luxuries,  was 
also  dwelt  upon.  It  is  not  cheering  to  those  interested 
in  the  work,  to  find  that  school-houses  built  by  the  self- 
sacrifice  of  our  predecessors  are  being  used  for  other 
than  Friends'  schools,  or  that  in  some  cases  they  are 
falling  into  decay,  or  that  funds  bequeathed  for  educa- 
tional purposes  are  idle  or  directed  to  other  uses.  These 
are  subjects  for  individual  care  and  thoughtful  concern 
on  the  part  of  our  members,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will 
receive  more  earnest  attention. 

The  Committee  feel  that  there  is  great  need  of  in- 
creased and  constant  care  to  religiously  guard  the  youth 
of  our  Society,  and  provide  for  them  such  schools  £s 
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will  not  only  thoroughly  instruct  them  in  useful  learn- 
ing, but  aid  in  protecting  them  from  the  many  tempta- 
tions to  which  they  are  exposed. 

Since  our  last  report  one  school  has  been  established 
at  Mount  Holly,  N.  J.,  and  the  re-opening  of  the  one  at 
Millville,  Pa.,  is  expected. 

There  has  been  expended  during  the  year  in  aid  of 
schools,  Thre^  Hundred  and  Seventy  Dollars,  and  for 
postage,  printing,  and  expenses  of  the  Committee,  $46.97.

The  minute  of  our  last  Yearly  meeting  in  reference  to 
the  communication  from  Illinois  Yearly  Meeting  was 
now  read  and  the  meeting  introduced  into  the  consid- 
eration of  the  same  as  therein  proposed.  After  some 
time  spent  in  deliberating  thereon,  it  was  concluded  to 
refer  the  communication  to  a  committee  to  consider  the 
proposition  therein  embraced,  and  to  report,  as  way 
may  open,  to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting. 

Sixth  Day  Afternoon. 

The  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Treasurer's  account  was  read  and  approved,  and  Thomas 
J.  Husband,  therein  named,  was  appointed  Treasurer. 

The  names  of  Dillwyn  Parrish  and  Joseph  C.  Turn- 
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penny,  as  Correspondents  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  were 
united  with,  and  they  accordingly  appointed. 

The  Committee  to  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's 
account  were  nearly  all  present  at  the  time  appointed — 
his  books  and  vouchers  were  carefully  examined  and 
found  correct  The  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  at 
the  last  settlement,  with  the  various  amounts  since  re- 
ceived by  him,  is  $4,42*7.50.  The  expenditure  for  the 
past  year  is  $2,078.36,  leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands 
and  due  the  Yearly  Meeting,  of  $2,349.14  at  this  date. 

The  Committee  propose  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be 
raised  for  the  present  year,  and  offer  the  name  of  Thomas 
J.  Husband  as  Treasurer,  and  Dillwyn  Parrish  and  Jo- 
seph C.  Turnpenny  as  Correspondents  for  the  ensuing 
year.

A  deputation  of  Women  Friends  presented  the  following 
minute,  viz. : 

The  subject  of  temperance  in  its  comprehensiveness 
has  been  before  us,  and  we  feel  that  as  upon  women  fall 
much  of  the  distress  and  degradation  which  the  great 
evil  of  intemperance  brings,  it  seems  but  fitting  that  we 
should  speak  out,  and  appeal  to  those  temporarily  in 
power  in  our  legislative  bodies.  Our  Meeting  unites  in 
the  appointment^of  a  committee  to  memorialize  Congress, 
asking  for  the  passage  of  the  bill  now  before  it,  to  ap- 
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point  a  commission  of  inquiry  into  the  evils  of  the  liquor 
traffic,  which  was  read,  and  a  committee  appointed  to 
unite  with  Women  Friends  as  therein  proposed. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  in- 
troduced by  Cain  Quarterly  Meeting,  made  the  following 
report,  which  upon  consideration  was  united  with  and 
adopted  by  the  meeting,  and  directed  to  supersede  the 
arrangement  of  the  Quotas  of  the  several  Quarterly 
Meetings  agreed  on  in  1847  as  printed  in  our  present 
Book  of  Discipline. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting  ; 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  to 
to  take  into  consideration  the  request  of  Cain  Quater 
for  a  re-adjustment  of  the  Quotas  of  the  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings as  they  now  exist,  report, 

That  they  nearly  all  met,  and  after  a  full  considera- 
tion of  the  subject,  and  finding  that  the  present  assess- 
ment was  made  in  the  year  1847,  since  which  time  many 
changes  have  taken  place,  they  were  united  in  proposing 
the  following,  viz ;

Fifteenth  of  the  Month  and  Seventh  of  the  Week, 

The  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs 
was  presented,  and  their  labors  in  this  concern  approved. 
They  are  continued  and  desired  to  give  further  attention 
thereto  as  way  may  open. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 
The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  Report 
That  they  have  given  such  attention  to  the  subject 
during  the  past  year,  as  seemed  called  for  at  their  hands, 
but  they  regret  to  state,  that  much  of  the  interest  orig- 
inally manifested  in  this  interesting  concern,  has  been 
abated,  mainly  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  harmoni- 
ous CO  operation  between  the  Indian  Department  and 
Friends. 

There  was  originally  assigned  to  the  care  of  our 
Friends,  the  "  Northern  Superintendency^*^  which  was 
composed  of  a  Superintendent  and  six  Agencies^^^., 
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Santee,        composed  of  Santee  Sioux    Indians. 

Omaha,  '^  Omaha  ^' 

Winnebago,  "  Winnebago  " 

Pawnee,  "  Pawnee,  " 

Otoe,  ^^  Otoes  and  Missoorias. 

Great  Nemaha         ^^  The  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  the 

Missoari  and  Iowa  Indians. 

The  first  change  of  the  Government  was  the  abolition 
of  the  Office  of  Superintendent,  Then,  the  Patvnees 
were  removed  to  the  Indian  Territory,  at  their  own  re- 
quest,  and  for  a  time  continued  under  the  care  of  Friends, 
who  subsequently  resigned  the  oversight  of  the  same. 

The  Winnebago  and  Omaha  Agencies  were  consoli- 
dated and  placed  under  the  care  of  one  Agent,  who, 
finding  the  course  pursued  by  the  Department  in  the 
appointment  of  employees,  and  in  other  respects,  was 
such,  that  he  could  not  with  propriety  continue  in  the 
position,  he  resigned,  and  Friends,  after  mature  consider- 
ation of  the  subject,  and  several  interviews  with  the 
proper  officials,  believed  it  right  to  give  up  the  care  of 
this  consolidated  Agency,  which  has  been  done. 

Thus  leaving  under  their  care  three  Agencies  only: 
viz. 

The  Santee, 
"    Otoe, 
"    Great  Nemaha. 

The  two  last  named  have  been  under  the  especial 
charge  of  this  Yearly  Meeting ;  and  from  Reports  of 
Agents,  Jesse  W.  Oriest  and  Mahlon  B,^^^i^^^(§^i^^ 
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extracts,  which,  it  will  be  seen,  represent  the  Indians  as 
improving,  especially  when  compared  with  their  condi- 
tion when  placed  under  our  care,  they  having  made 
great  advances  in  the  work  of  civilization. 

Agent  Oriest  of  the  Otoes,  in  his  communications 
(one  of  them  as  recent  as  4th  mo.  27th  last),  states,  that 
"  In  reviewing  the  field  of  our  labors  among  the  Otoes,  I 
have  but  little  chauge  to  report,  concerning  their  condi- 
tion during  the  past  year.  The  same  general  policy  has 
been  pursued  as  heretofore  reported,  and  with  substan- 
tially similar  results — often  giving  promise  that  our 
efforts  to  better  the  condition  of  the  Indian  was  pro- 
ductive of  good  fruits,  and  often  have  we  been  met  by 
difficulties  bringing  seasons  of  corresponding  discour- 
agement." 

"  The  Indians  have  continued  much  unsettled  and  an 
agitation  of  the  subject  of  their  removal,  kept  up  by  the 
wild  faction  of  the  tribe,  has  had  a  very  retarding  influ- 
ence on  their  advancement  in  industrial  pursuits,  yet  a 
larger  amount  of  land  was  under  cultivation,  and  al- 
though the  season  was  only  moderately  productive  the 
crops  realized  were  greater  than  an\'  previous  year,  which 

/  may  be  stated  as  follows — 1900  bushels  Wheat,  500O 
bushels  Corn,  and  300  bushels  Oats — about  half  of  this 
quantity  was  grown  by  Indians  on  their  own  account 
respectively,  several  had  both  wheat  and  corn  to  sell 
which  was  disposed  of  at  market  rates.     The  Indians 

also  raised  a  quantity  of  potatoes,  from  200  bushels  is- 
sued to  them  last  spring  for  seed,  as  well  as  beans  and 
other  vegetables,  of   which    I  have  no    measurement. 
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The  Indians  are  now  putting  in  their  spring  crops,  and 
the  indications  are  that  all  the  land  available  by  previous 
breaking  will  be  under  cultivation  the  coming  summer." 
i*  Within  the  year  a  rail  road  has  been  constructed 
through  the  Reservation  from  north  to  south  with  a 
station  and  telegraph  office  near  the  Agency.  This  is  a 
convenience  that  brings  us  in  direct  communication  with 
the  outside  world,  and  will  enhance  the  value  of  the  In- 
dian  land,  but  it  is  not  believed  to  be  of  any  direct  bene- 
fit to  them  in  their  present  condition." 

"Of  the  120,000  acres  of  Otoe  lands  placed  in  market 
two  years  or  more  ago ;  about  one  fourth  is  yet  unsold, 
though  it  is  nearly  all  settled  on,  and  according  to  a  re- 
cent ruling  from  the  Interior  Department,  the  unsold 
portion  is  held  under  filings,  which  virtually  takes  it  out 
of  market,  as  it  allows  the  settler  to  hold  the  land  as  his 
prior  right,  but  does  not  require  him  to  pay  for  it, 
which  is  working  injustice  to  the  Indians." 

"  The  amount  collected  and  forwarded  to  the  Treas- 
ury on  the  land  sold,  up  to  the  first  of  present  month,  is 
about  8170,000  from  which  will  be  deducted  the  cost  of 
appraisement  and  sale,  also  the  advanced  appropriations 
on  same." 

"  The  Industrial  School  has  been  continuously  in  ses- 
sion, except  two  and  a  half  months  during  the  latter 
part  of  summer,  and  the  advancement  of  the  children 
regularly  in  attendance  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 
With  a  few  exceptions,  the  parents  do  not  appreciate 
the  advantages  of  an  English  education,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence many  of  the  children  of  the  tribe  have  not 
been  in  attendance." 
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*^  The  majority  of  the  tribe  still  live  in  wigwams  and 
variously  conducted  habitations,  inasmuch,  as  experience 
has  taught,  that  to  endeavor  to  force  Indians  to  live  in 
houses^  before  they  have  learned  to  appreciate  them,  has 
resulted  unfavorably." 

^'  The  Agency  Herd  has  been  successfully  maintained. 
It  numbers  about  250  head,  exclusive  of  85  cattle  which 
belong  to  the  School^  and  30  work  Oxen.  The  herding 
has  all  been  done  by  Indiana^  and  the  Cattle  are  all  in 
fine  condition.  A  fair  supply  of  beef  can  be  taken  from 
the  herd  for  the  use  of  the  Indians.  The  net  weight 
killed  and  issued  to  the  Indians  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  17,760  lbs."  This  Tribe  is  well  located, 
their  finances  are  ample,  and  the  Indian  Department  well 
disposed  towards  them,  and  to  making  permanent  their 
present  home.  Under  these  circumstances,  we  feel 
their  progress  should  have  been  more  rapid  than  has 
been  the  case.    The  Agent  adds, 

'^  I  have  but  little- change  to  note  in  the  moral  condi- 
tion of  the  Indians,  except  in  the  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  very  little  of  these  having  been  used  the  past 
year.  I  cannot  recall  an  instance  wherein  I  have  noticed 
an  Indian  under  their  influence,  nor  have  I  any  acts  of 
violence  to  record  against  any  member  of  our  Tribe." 

Great  Nemaha  Aqenot, 
Composed  of  the  "  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  Missouri  "  and 
the  "  lowasj^^ 

Agent  Kent  writes,  that  ,,,..GoOQle 

'^  Affairs  in  relation  to  the  Indians  here,  preset  a 
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rather  brighter  prospect  than  they  did  a  few  months  ago. 
The  permission  granted  more  than  a  year  since,  to  the 
Indians  to  remove  to  the  Indian  Territory  at  their  own 
pleasure,  has  been  officially  revoked. 

We  believe  there  is  a  steady  advance  among  these  In- 
dians in  civilized  habits.  Five  families  of  the  lowas, 
own  Sewing  Machines^  several  have  carpets  on  their 
floors,  and  almost  every  house  is  surrounded  by  a  little 
orchard  of  fruit  trees  and  grape  vines.  The  lowas  are 
practically  self-supporting,  receiving  no  gratuity  from 
the  Government,  in  the  way  of  special  appropriations. 
The  crops  are  generally  good — have  been  well  cultivated, 
and  harvested  in  good  season. 

"  The  progress  of  this  Tribe  in  the  matter  of  raising 
crops,  exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year  within  the 
knowledge  of  the  Agent,  having  raised  1461  bushels  of 
Wheat^  making  an  allowance  of  more  than  eight  bushels 
to  each  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  tribe.  The  Com 
crop  is  estimated  at  35000  bushels.  The  yield  was  good, 
the  crops  having  been  well  attended.  There  were  also 
400  bushels  of  0(ds  and  Barley  raised,  in  addition  to 
sufficient  vegetables  for  home  consumption,  and  a  sur- 
plus for  market.  The  threshing  was  done  by  Indians 
with  their  own  teamSj  with  the  assistance  of  a  white  man 
employed  to  conduct  the  work,  and  keep  the  machine  in 
order.'.' 

"  Last  fall  60  acres  were  sown  with  Wheats  and  the 
present  spring  117  acres  Wheat;  16  acres  of  Oats^  and 
20  acres  Barley  have  been  sown  in  good  season,  and  in 
a  workmanlike  manner.  Five  hundred  rods  fencing  w^e 
built,  partly  to  replace  some  destroyed  by  fire." 


"  The  school  has  been  well  attended",  notwithstanding 
the  children  attend  from  their  own  homes.  The  aver- 
age monthly  attendance  for  ten  and  one  half  consecutive 
months  was  38  from  a  school  population  of  46.**  The 
matron  of  the  institution  is  now  employed  in  visiting 
the  Indians  at  their  houses,  and  in  giving  instruction  to 
the  women  in  cooking,  sewing  and  other  duties  connec- 
ted with"  house  keeping. 

"  A  white  man  has  been  employed  to  have  charge  of 
the  School  Farm  and  stock,  having  raised  280  bushels 
Wheals  265  bushels  Oats^  1700  bushels  Corn^  and  73 
bushels  Potatoes^  besides  sufficient  pork  and  beef  to 
supply  school  rations,  which  are  issued  to  the  children 
in  the  same  amounts  as  previously  allowed  for  the  board- 
ing school. 

The  lowas  show  an  increasing  desire  to  improve 
the  condition  of  their  dwellings  by  adding  additional 
rooms  and  conveniences  which  is  accepted  as  a  material 
evidence  of  substantial  progress. 

Sacs  and  Foxes  of  Missouri. 

Wheat  raised  500  bushels.  Corn  6000  bushels  besides 
a  considerable  amount  of  vegetables.  They  have  sown 
the  present  season  about  20  acres  of  Wheat.  *  More 
than  3000  rods  of  wire  fence  have  been  made,  which  will 
be  greatly  increased  the  present  season.  Eighteen  span 
of  horses,  purchased  with  the  proceeds  of  land  sold,  were 
issued  to  the  heads  of  the  several  families  of  these  In- 

*  (NoffE : — It  may  be  well  to  state  that  all  statistics  herein 
given  not  spoken  of  as  estimates,  have  been  from  actual  measure- 
ment.) 


diana  a  few  days  since.  They  are  now  well  supplied  with 
all  the  appliances  necessary  for  farming,  with  no  excuse 
for  not  making  rapid  progress,  except  their  natural  dis- 
inclination to  labor,  and  their  large  cash  annuity,  the 
latter  being  by  far  the  most  difficult  obstacle  to  over- 
come. 

*'  The  school  has  been  well  patronized  during  its  con- 
tinuance of  ten  consecutive  months." 

Three  houses  have  been  built  for  members  of  this 
tribe,  and  three  more  will  be  erected  within  the  next  two 
months.  These  are  also  paid  for  from  the  proceeds  of 
land,  and  cost  about  $300  each.  They  consist  of  four 
good  sized  rooms,  one  and  a  half  stories  high,  and  16x24 
feet,  built  upon  rock  foundations. 

The  two  tribes  collectivelj^  have  planted  200  apple 
and  100  peach  trees  and  200  grapevines,  furnished  from 
the  profits  of  the  store  conducted  under  the  auspices  of 
individual  Friends.  Eight  Indian  children,  six  lowas 
and  two  Sacs  and  Foxes,  were  taken  to  the  Indian  train- 
ing school  at  Carlisle,  Penna.,  and  placed  in  charge  of 
Capt.  R.  H.  Pratt ;  three  of  the  larger  boys  are  learning 
trades  already,  and  appear  to  be  much  pleased  with  their 
new  home.  The  party  consisted  of  six  boys  and  two 
girls.  There  is  also  one  Indian  apprentice  at  the  Agency 
shops. 

In  the  eleventh  month  last  the  chiefs  of  the  two  tribes 
obtained  permission  to  visit  Washington,  at  their  own 
expense,  where  they  were  informed  that  they  would  not 
be  permitted  to  remove  to  the  Indian  Territory ;  hence 
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that  question  is  for  the  present  settled,  which  is  already 
having  a  salutary  effect  upon  the  Tribe. 

The  course  of  the  Department  so  far  as  these  two 
tribes  are  concerned  is  commendable,  but  few  obstacles 
being  thrown  in  the  way  of  progress  from  that  quarter^ 
and  there  is  now  a  prospect  of  the  early  return  of  those 
who  during  the  past  two  years  removed  to  the  Indian 
Territory." 

This  Committee  has  continued  to  act  with  the  Dele- 
gates  of  the  other  Yearly  Meetings  in  giving  attention 
to  matters  of  general  interest  regarding  the  Indians. 

The  subject  of  securing  homesteads  for  them  on  their 
Reservations  in  fee  simple,  and  inalienable  for  a  term  of 
years,  has  claimed  attention,  and  efforts  have  been  made 
to  procure  the  passage  of  a  Bill  by  Congress  for  so  de- 
sirable a  purpose. 

The  cost  to  our  own  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  labors  of 
this  Committee  during  the  past  year,  exclusive  of  any 
individual  expenditures  has  been  ($132)  four  hundred 
and  thirty-two  dollars. 

In  concluding  our  report  for  the  past  year,  we  feel 
that,  while  the  general  aspect  of  Indian  Affairs  is  not 
encouraging,  we  believe  our  efforts  have  not  been  with- 
out good  results,  and  that  it  is  right  for  us  to  continue 
to  labor  in  this  interesting  and-  important  work,  so  long 
as  we  can  properly  do  so.

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The  committee  appointed  at  last  sitting,  to  unite  with  a 
Committee  of  Women  Friends  on  the  subject  introduced 
by  their  meeting,  in  relation  to  memorializing  Congress, 
made  report  that  they  nearly  all  met,  and  upon  confer- 
ring together,  agreed  with  great  unanimity  in  presenting 
to  the  meeting  the  followi  ng  memorial  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  Stt^tes,  which,  upon  consideration  was  ap- 
proved, and  directed  to  be  signed  on  behalf  of  the  meet- 
ii^g  l>y  the  clerk.  The  committee  is  continued  to  the 
care  of  having  the  same  forwarded  and  report  to  our 
next  Yearly  Meeting. 

To  THB  Senate  and  House  of  Bspbessntatiyes  of 
THE  United  States,  in  Congress  Assembled. 
The  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  religious  Society  of  Friends 
of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Delaware,  and  the  adjacent 
parts  of  Maryland,  held  in  Philadelphia,  respectfully 
memorialize  your  bodies  for  the  passagd  of  a  bill  insti- 
tuting a  National  Commission  of  inquiry,  to  investigate, 
thoroughly  and  impartially,  the  Alcoholic  Liquor  traffic 
in  its  relation  to  crime,  pauperism,  the  public  health  and 
general  welfare ;  and  also  the  results  of  license  and  pro- 
hibitory legislation  in  the  several  States  and  Territories 
of  the  Union. 

Signed  by  direction,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, at  its  session  held  5th  Month,  15th,  1880. 

The  Committee  on  Epistles  produced  an  essay,  which 
was  read,  approved,  and  a  copy  thereof  directed  to  be 
forwarded  to  each  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  witl^^^h 
we  correspond. 
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The  following  minute^  embracing  some  of  the  exercises 
of  the  meeting^  was  read  and  adopted,  and  directed  to 
he  published  in  the  Extracts  : 

In  the  examination  of  the  condition  of  our  Religious 
Society,  as  exhibited  by  the  reading  and  answering  of 
our  Queries,  much  instructive  and  encouraging  counsel 
was  presented  b^'  many  exercised  brethren. 

We  were  admonished  not  to  extend  "our  business,  nor 
to  multiply  our  cares  in  the  effort  to  be  equal  with  our 
fellow-citizens  in  providing  luxurious  enjoyments.  A 
strain  on  our  bodies  and  minds  will  be  thus  produced 
which  may  unfit  and  prevent  us  from  discharging  the 
religious  duties  enjoined  by  the  first  query. 

The  pre^lence  of  love  and  unity  amongst  us,  which  was 
exemplified  by  the  answers  to  the  second  query  in  all  the 
reports,  was  a  cause  for  renewed  gratitude  to  the  Author 
of  our  being,  as  it  presented  to  the  world  of  mankind 
and  to  each  other,  a  condition  of  society  essential  to 
the  love  of  God,  and  the  hope  was  feelingly  expressed 
that  we  may  all  be  prepared  to  devote  our  lives  to  His 
service,  and  to  advance  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom 
among  men. 

The  training  of  our  beloved  children  in  the  require- 
ments of  truth,  as  presented  in  the  Third  Query,  still 
holds  an  increasing  place  in  the  minds  of  our  members  ; 
and  as  parents  accept  the  unfoldings  of  light  in  thei^ 
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own  minds,  and  walk  in  accordance  therewith,  they  will 
be  enabled  by  precept  and  example  to  present  in  their 
lives,  that  which  will  say  unto  their  children  "  follow  us 
as  we  follow  Christ." 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  that  the  answers  to  the 
Fourth  Query  represent  our  members  almost  entirely 
clear  of  the  distillation,  sale,  and  use  of  spirituous  li- 
quors, and  faithful  in  the  maintenance  of  the  other  im- 
portant requirements  of  the  query. 

Many  Friends  feelingly  adverted  to  the  stultifying 
and  blunting  effects  of  tobacco  and  other  narcotic  stim- 
ulants, upon  the  intellectual  powers  and  moral  serise; 
and  also  their  tendency  to  strengthen,  and  even  to  create 
an  appetite  for  intoxicating  drinks.  We  were  reminded 
of  the  testimony  of  William  Penn,  concerning  the  early 
standard  bearers  in  our  religious  society ;  that  they  baing 
changed  men  themselves,  and  knowing  the  power  and 
work  of  God  upon  their  own  hearts,  the  bent  and  stress 
of  their  ministry  was  conversion  to  God,  regeneration 
and  holiness ;  and  from  this  root,  and  this  only,  all 
growth  in  what  is  good  proceeds,  and  that  all  evils  are 
but  the  fruit  of  one  corrupt  tree. 

A  concern  was  expressed,  and  feelingly  united  with 
that  Friends  in  conducting  funerals,  and  in  all  things 
appertaining  thereto,  should  avoid  display,  and  when- 
ever practicable  should  hold  such  assemblages  in  our 
meeting-houses,  where  all  may   be  accommodiited,  and 
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the  solemDity  of  the    occasion  may   be   more    fully  at- 
tained. 

The  guarded  education  of  t)ur  children  engaged  the  at- 
tention of  the  meeting.  All  were  encouraged  to  contin- 
ued and  increased  labor  in  this  interesting  and  very  im- 
portant subject.  The  answers  to  the  query  in  relation 
to  schools  were  duly  considered,  but  the  replies  in  some 
of  the  Reports  were  not  as  full  or  comprehensive  as 
the  Yearly  Meeting  desired.  The  Report  of  our  Commit- 
tee on  Education  and  Schools  showed  that  these  subjects 
continue  to  claim  their  consideration  and  action. 


During  the  sessions  of  this  Annual  Assembly  the  evi- 
dence has  been  frequently  furnished  of  the  prevalence  of 
that  life  which  we  have  craved,  as  the  crown  of  all  our 
assemblies,  and  under  its  qualifying  power,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  discharge  the  many  duties  that  have  been  pre- 
sented, in  much  harmony  and  condescension. 

With  our  hearts  bowed  to  the  Father  of  all  our  sure  mer- 
cies,  and  with  gratitude  for  the  bountiful  favors  bestowed 
we  now  conclude ;  to  meet  again,  if  consistent  with  His 
holy  will,  at  the  usual  time  next  year.

and  to  restrain  them  from  reading  pernicious  books,  and 
from  the  corrupt  conversation  of  the  world  ? 

Fourth  Query. — Are  Friends  clear  of  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  beverages ;  are  they  careful 
to  discourage  their  use  as  a  drink  ;  and  is  due  caution 
observed  in  the  use  thereof  as  a  medicine  ?  Are  they 
careful  to  discourage  the  attending  of  places  of  diver- 
sion, and  the  unnecessary  frequenting  of  taverns  ?  And 
do  they  keep  to  true  moderation  and  temperance  on  ac- 
count^ of  marriages,  burials,  and  other  occasions  ? 

Fifth  Query. — Are  poor  Friends'  necessities  duly  in- 
spected, and  they  relieved  or  assisted  In  such  business 
as  they  are  capable  of?     Do  their  children  freely  partake 
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of  learning  to  fit  them  for  business ;  and  are  they  and 
other  Friends'  children  placed  among  Friends  ? 

Sixth  Query. — Do  you  maintain  a  faithful  testimony 
against  oaths ;  an  hireling  ministry,  bearing  arms,  train- 
ing, and  other  military  services ;  being  concerned  in 
any  fraudulent  or  clandestine  trade  ;  buying  or  vending 
goods  so  imported  or  prize  goods  ;  and  against  encour-  .

Ninth  Query, — Is  due  care  taken  to  keep  a  regular 
record  of  births  and  deaths  ? 

First  Animal  Query, — What  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  times  or  places  of  holding  Friends'  Meetings ; 
and  what  new  meetings  have  been  settled ?  itized by Google 
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Second  Annual  Query, — Are  there  schools  established 
for  the  education  of  our  youth,  under  the  care  of 
teachers  in  membership  with  us,  and  superintended  by 
committees  appointed  either  in  the  Monthly  or  Prepara- 
tive Meeting.

At  a  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  held  iA 
Philadelphia,  by  adjonmments  from  the  Tenth  of  Fifth 
Month  to  the  Fifteenth  of  the  same  inclusive,  1880. 

Second  Bay. — Morning. 

The  Meeting  having  been  informed  of  the  death  of 
our  late  Clerk,  Martha  Mellor,  Phebe  W.  Foulke  was 
appointed  to  serve  for  the  morning  session. 

Reports  were  received  from  all  our  constituent  Quart- 
erly Meetings ;  also  from  the  Half  Year's  Meeting  of 
Fishing  Creek,  and  the  Representatives  from  these 
Meetings  were  all  present  except  eleven,  for  the  absence 
of  seven  of  whom  satisfactory  reasons  were  given. 

A  minute  for  our  friend  Ann  Packer,  a  minister  from 
Green  Plain  Monthly  Meeting,  Ohio,  endorsed  by  Miami 
Quarterly  Meeting,  was  read.  Also  one  for  J.  Woodrow 
Warner  and  Mahala,  his  wife,  members  of  Miami 
Monthly  Meeting,  and  companions  of  Ann  Packer,  whom 
we  kindly  welcomed. 

Epistles  from  our  sisters  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  of 
New  York,  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois  were  read,  and  the 
hope  was  expressed,  that  the  good  counsel  and  earnest 
solicitation  contained  therein,  may  serve  to  stimulate  us 
to  a  more  full  dedication  in  whatever  field^e  majjr  bo 
called  to  labor.

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The  representatives  were  requested  to  confer  together 
at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  propose  to  the  afternoon 
meeting  the  name  of  a  friend  suitably  qualified  to  serve 
the  meeting  as  Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk. 

•  Afternoon. 

On  behalf  of  the  representatives  a  report  was  made, 
that  they  had  conferred  together  and  unity  was  expressed 
in  proposing  to  the  Meeting  the  name  of  Phebe  W. 
Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  Jane  D.  Satterthwaite  for  Assist- 
ant Clerk.  The  meeting  united  therewith,  and  they  were 
appointed  to  those  respective  services  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  minute  for  our  friend  Darlington  Hoopes,  a  minis- 
ter in  attendance  from  Little  FalU  Monthly  Meeting, 
Maryland,  endorsed  by  Baltimore  Quarterly  Meeting,  was 
read.  Also  one  for  Joseph  S.  Hartley  and  Sarah,  his 
wife,  elders,  from  West  Monthly  Meeting,  Columbiana 
County,  Ohio. 

Epistles  from  our  sisters  of  Baltimore  and  Genesee 
Yearly  Meetings  were  read,  and  they  as  well  as  those 
read  in  the  morning,  were  very  acceptable.  To  essay 
replies  as  way  may  open  a  committee  was  appointed. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
of  this  meeting,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  report  to 
a  future  session. 

Third  Day  Wth  inBtani. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of 
the  state  of  our  Society,  as  presented  by  the^gijra^ 
from  the  Quarterly  Meetings  to  the  first  Query.  ^ 
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The  wisdom  of  those  who  framed  oar  discipline,  in 
placing  firsts  the  Qaerj  pertaining  to  the  attendance  of 
oar  religions  meetings  was  referred  to,  faithfulness  in 
this  duty  being  considered  as  the  foundation  upon  which 
the  superstructure  of  our  society  organization  rests. 

Aflemoon, 

The  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  queries  were  read, 
and  the  answers  from  the  Quarterly  Meetings  carefully 
considered.  Much  pertinent  counsel  was  given  encourag- 
ing to  the  more  faithful  performance  of  our  duty  in 
the  support  of  all  the  inportant  testimonies  contained 
therein. 

Fourth  Day  \^th  instant. 

The  morning  was  occupied  in  the  consideration  of  the 
sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  queries  and  the  answers 
thereto.  Much  excellent  counsel  was  given,  urging  upon 
us  a  more  full  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  our  tes- 
timony to  a  free  gospel  ministry.  Other  exercises  upon 
the  various  subjects  comprised  in  these  queries  were  ex- 
pressed. An  emphatic  appeal  was  made  and  solicitude 
expressed,  that  more  perfect  confidence  should  be  estab- 
lished between  parent  and  child,  husband  and  wife ;  and 
between  all  those  nearly  allied  to  each  other,  and  closely 
associated  in  the  practical  business  of  life.  That  we 
should  seek  for  the  spirit  of  the  little  child,  which  Jesus  of 
Nazareth  so  fully  exemplified,  and  thus  be  in  a  condition 
to  invite  the  confidence  of  those  who  are  placed  under 
our  care;  that  in  our  intercourse  with  our  children, %e 
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1)6  patient  with  their  importunity,  ssd  see  to  it,  that 
when  they  aek  for  bread  "we  give  thtm  not  a  stone. 

Afternoon. 

The  remaining  queries  and  answers  were  read,  includ- 
ing the  second  annual  query,  which  gave  a  very  satisfac- 
tory report  of  the  number  and  condition  of  the  schools 
under  the  care  of  the  Monthly  and  Preparative  Meetings, 
throughout  the  various  branches  of  our  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  minute  of  last  year,  referring  the  subject  of  the 
establishment  of  a  Boarding  School  under  the  care  of 
this  Yearly  Meeting,  to  our  constituent  Quarterly 
Meetings,  was  read,  together  with  the  reports  of  the 
committees  appointed  in  these  meetings  to  consider  the 
subject.  The  substance  of  the  reports,  from  eight  of 
them,  is  as  follows:  "That  a  school  in  which  our  chil - 
dren  could  receive  a  liberal  guarded  education,  at  a 
moderate  cost,  is  needed,  but  that  the  subject  cannot  be 
properly  disposed  of  without  the  co-operation  of  the 
brethern.''  Information  was  forwarded  to  Men's  Meeting 
accordingly. 

Fifth  Day  IZth  instant 

Afternoon. 

An  interesting  report  from  the  joint  committee  having 
charge  of  Indian  Affairs,  was  read  and  approved.  The 
committee  and  the  agents  who  have  direct  charge  of  the 
Reservations  under  the  care  of  Friends,  have  had  much 
to  feel  for  some  time  past,  owing  to  the  withdrawal  o>f 
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that  geserons  SDppott  and  cosfideEce  on  the  part  of  our 
government,  which  has  hitherto  been  given. 

The  progress  that  has  been  made  in  their  civilization 
is  encouroging;  and  the  hope  was  expressed,  that 
although  there  are  times  when  it  seems  as  if  further 
effort  were  useless.  Friends  will  continue  in  the  worky 
being  willing  to  do  what  they  can,  and  ultimately  the 
blessing  will  follow.  The  committee  was  continued 
another  year. 

The  joint  committee  on  Education  and  Schools^ 
presented  a  report  which  was  read  and  united  with.  The 
continuance  of  the  committee  for  another  year,  was  also 
united  with,  and  they  were  encouraged  to  do  whatever 
their  hands  might  find  to  do,  little  though  it  may  seem 
to  them. 

The  salutary  advices  in  our  discipline,  which  are  re- 
commended to  be  read  after  the  reading  and  answering 
of  the  Queries  in  our  Monthly  Meetings,  were  alluded 
to,  and  especial  attention  called  to  that  portion  recom- 
mending the  application  of  all  ^'  public  gifts  and  legacies 
strictly  to  the  uses  intended  by  the  donor."  If  there 
has  been  any  misapplication  of  bequests  for  educational 
purposes,  it  was  hoped  that  this  committee  will  give  the 
subject  such  attention  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem 
best. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Representative  Committee  or 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  were  read,  also  the  names  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  fumished  by  the  Quarterly 
Meeting,  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Sixth  Day  I4th  instant. 

The  subject  of  intemperance  in  its  comprehensive  im- 
port was  before  as,  and  we  feel  that  as  upon  women  fall 
much  of  the  distress  and  degradation  which  the  great 
evil  of  intemperance  brings,  it  is  but  fitting  that  we 
should  speak  out  and  appeal  to  those  temporarily  in 
power,  in  our  legislative  bodies.  Our  Meeting  united  in  ap- 
pointing  a  committee  to  memoralize  Congress,  asking  for 
the  passage  of  a  bill  to  appoint  a  Commission  of  Inquiry 
into  the  evils  of  the  Alcholic  Liquor  Traffic.  A  com- 
mittee was  appointed  accordingly. 

Information  was  received  from  Men  Friends,  that 
they  had  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  the  subject 
of  the  Cbtablishment  of  a  Boarding  School  under  the  care 
of  this  Yearly  Meeting.  Our  Meeting  also  appointed  a 
committee  to  unite  with  them,  and  report  to  our  next 
Yearly  Meeting. 

The  address  from  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  of 
Illinois  read  last  year  and  referred  to  the  meeting  this 
year,  for  its  further  consideration,  proposing  ''that  once 
in  five  years,  or  oftener,  a  general  conference  be  held, 
composed  of  representatives,  two  or  more,  from  each 
Monthly  Meeting,  and  a  suitable  number  appointed  by- 
each  Yearly  Meeting,  who  with  others  .in  attendance 
shall  constitute  a  meeting  representing  the  entire  body, 
for  the  consideration  of  such  subjects  as  lie  outside  of 
our  own  membership,and  which  we  can  in  united  judgment 
labor  in  for  the  advancement  of  morality  and  righteous- 
ness among  men,  such  as  our  Indian  policy,  arbitration 
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in  all  its  branches,  Oapital  Punishment,  Prison  Reform, 
Intemperance,  Compulsory  Education,  and  cognate  sub- 
jects "  was  read,  and  the  meeting  was  united  in  appoint- 
ing a  committee  to  co-operate  with  men  Friends  in  the 
consideration  of  the  subject,  and  report  to  our  next 
Yearly  Meeting. 

Afternoon. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  and  settle  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  meeting,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  approved  : 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends: 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  settle  the 
accounts  of  Abigail  W.  White,  Treasurer,  report  that 
they  have  examined  her  account  and  compared  it  with 
the  vouchers  and  find  the  same  correct,  leaving  a  balance 
due  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  One  Hundred  and  Seventy 
Dollars  and  Fifty-three  Cents.  The  Committee  recom- 
mend  that  the  usual  quotas  be  forwarded  for  the  ensuing 
year.

Seventh  Day — 15/^  inst 

The  action  of  this  Yearly  Meeting  in  appointing  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  memorial  to  Congress,  asking 
for  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  of  Inquiry  into 
the  Alcoholic  Liquor  Traffic,  was  communicated  to  men 
Friends.  After  considering  the  subject  they  appointed 
a  committee  to  unite  with  us  in  the  preparation  of  the 
memorial,  and  the  joint  committee  produced  the  follow- 
ing report: 

"  2\>  the  Yearly  Meeting: — The  Joint  Committee 
appointed  to  prepare  a  Memorial  to  Congress,  asking 
for  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  of  Inquiry 
into  the  '  Alcoholic  Liquor  Traffic,'  nearly  all  met,  and 
after  deliberation,  agreed  with  great  unaninimity  upon 
the  following;  and  the  clerks  were  directed  to  send  a 
copy  of  it  to  the  Yearly  Meeting.

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To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
StcUes^  in  Congress  assembled : 

The  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends 
of  Pennsylvania^  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  the  adjacent 
parts  of  Maryland,  held  in  Philadelphia,  respectfully 
memoralize  your  bodies  for  the  passage  of  a  bill,  insti- 
tuting a  national  commission  of  inquiry  to  investigate 
thoroughly  and  impartially  the  Alcoholic  Liquor  Traffic 
in  its  relation  to  crime,  pauperism,  the  public  health  and 
general  welfare,  and  also  the  results  of  license  and  pro- 
hibitory legislation  in  the  several  States  and  Territories 
of  the  Union.

The  meeting  united  with  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
and  with  the  Memorial  which  they  prepared.  Informa- 
tion was  forwarded  from  men  Friends  that  they  had  also 
united  with  the  Report  and  the  Memorial;  and  had 
agreed  to  place  it  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  that 
had  prepared  it,  to  present  to  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives.  The  meeting  concurred  in  this  judg- 
ment. 


Impressive  testimonies  were  borne  referring  to  the 
sacredness  of  the  family  relation,  encouraging  the  fre- 
quent mingling  of  parents  and  children.  What  more 
fitting  season  could  be  afforded  than  when  the  cares  of 
the  day  have  ended,  and  the  calm  evening  hour  invites 
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to  meditation,  for  a  oonoerned  mother  to  stir  the  Boil  of 
the  mind  and  scatter  the  seeds  of  purity  and  virtue,  and 
impress,  with  devotional  feeling,  the  young  hearts  there 
gathered. 

We  were  earnestly  desired  to  interest  the  young  in 
our  business  meetings  by  appointing  them  to  services 
with  our  elderly  Friends.  An  appeal  being  made  to 
them  to  come  just  as  they  are,  and  that  they  will  be  re- 
ceived with  outstretched  hands  and  loving  care. 

Fathers  and  mothers  need  to  be  awakened  to  a  sense 
of  their  responsibility,  that  their  example  may  be  the 
means  of  training  the  children  to  love  these  meetings  ; 
as  their  minds  are  thus  gathered  to  the  source  of  all 
good,  they  will  be  better  able  to  meet  the  trials  of  life. 
The  young  were  appealed  to  in  relation  to  their  influ- 
ence over  their  companions,  and  they  were  encouraged 
to  avoid  in  their  social  intercourse  late  hours,  which 
exhaust  the  physical  and  mental  powers. 

We  have  missed  valued  laborers  in  our  vineyard,  wha 
have  been  called  to  their  eternal  rest ;  and  though  sepa- 
rated from  them  in  our  outward  mingling,  we  have  been 
drawn  to  their  spirits,  and  the  remembrance  of  their  ex- 
emplary lives  is  an  encouragement  to  be  faithful  to  every 
manifestation  of  duty. 

The  women  of  our  society  have  exceptional  advantages 
for  development.  Then  why  should  they  seek  other 
fields  of  labor,  where  there  is  less  opportunity  for  their 
spiritual  growth  ?  For  that  which  we  hear  is  not  wor- 
ship, but  that  which  we  ourselves  experience  of  the  com- 
munion with  God,  through  his  spirit  which  is  P^J^olp 
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Again  we  have  been  called  to  the  principles  upon 
which  this  society  is  founded;  principles  which  are 
immutable,  unchangeable,  giving  to  each  succeeding  gen- 
eration strength  to  bear  faithful  testimonies.  In  select- 
ing reading  for  our  children,  we  were  advised  to  avoid 
that  which  is  light,  even  though  it  is  not  pernicious,  be- 
lieving that  this  kind  of  literature  is  so  absorbing  that 
there  is  not  room  for  that  which  is  instructive. 

Having  been  favored  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  with  harmony  and  sisterly  condescen- 
sion, grateftd  for  the  privilege,  we  adjourned  to  meet  at 
the  usual  time  next  year,  if  so  permitted.

To  the  next  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends^  to  he 
held  in  Philadelphia : 

Deab  Sibtebs  : — We  can  truly  say  that  we  have  risen 
firom  a  bountiful  table,  at  which  the  bread,  and  the  meat 
broken  by  our  Divine  Master  have  been  freely  handed 
forth  to  the  strength  and  sustenance  of  many  a  flEdnting 
spirit ;  and  your  acceptable  epistle  was  one  of  the  many 
good  things  of  which  we  were  permitted  to  partake. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  your  loving  remembrance 
of  us,  and  desire  herein  to  greet  you  in  the  same  encour- 
aging and  admonitory  language;  believing  that  the 
oftener  '*  the  pure  mind  "  is  stirred  up  "  by  way  of  re- 
membrance" of  its  duties  and  its  blessings,  the  more 
effectually  it  can  labor  in  the  cause  of  Truth.  The  chil- 
dren of  the  Lord  should  speak  often  thus^  one  to  another ; 
animating  and  encouraging  one  another  to  greater  zeal 
and  fidelity,  and  testifying  that  the  reward  of  their  labor 
has  been,  and  continues  to  be,  peace.  All  who  have  en- 
tered the  Father's  service  can  witness  that  it  is  one 
appointed  by  Zove,  and  therefore  free  from  bondage ;  and 
that  in  it,  "  hard  things  become  easy,  and  bitter  things 
sweet." 

In  considering  the  state  of  society  as  presented  in  the 
reports  from  our  subordinate  meetings,  much  valuabfe 
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testimony  was  called  forth ;  and  while  we  lament  many 
departures  from  the  exalted  standard  which  onr  fathers 
set  ap,  we  are  comforted  in  believing  that  He  who  was 
able  to  lead  His  chosen  people  out  of  the  bondage  of 
Egypt,  is  still  strong  to  deliver  those  who  trust  in  Him. 
As  the  sap  which  springs  from  the  root  rises  to  the 
topmost  leaf  upon  the  tree,  causing  every  branch  to  bud 
and  blossom,  and  bring  forth  fruit,  so  may  the  current 
of  life,  which  flows  from  the  root  of  the  true  vine,  extend 
to  the  uttermost  parts  of  our  vineyard,  carrying  with  it 
that  vivifying  power  which  shall  cause  it  to  abound  in 
the  "fruits  of  the  Spirit,"  which  are  "righteousness 
and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost./' 

We  feel  the  need  of  more  individual  labor  in  the  gar- 
den of  the  heart.  If  we  suffer  nothing  but  good  seed  to 
take  root  and  grow  there,  we  shall  have  no  weeds  to 
pluck  up  and  cast  away,  and  none  to  scatter  in  the  minds 
of  our  children.  Thus  shall  we  be  ready  at  the  call,  to 
return  to  our  Father's  house  with  joy,  bearing  our 
sheaves  with  us. 

The  proper  training  of  the  young  has  been  the  subject 
of  prayerful  concern  with  us  at  this  time.  How  to  stem 
the  increasing  tide  of  fashionable  folly,  and  keep  them 
pure  in  thought  and  word  and  deed,  is  a  constantly  re- 
curring question  to  every  anxious  mother's  heart.  It 
seems  of  little  avail  to  place  none  but  good  books  within 
their  reach,  unless  we  can,  at  the  same  time,  prevent  the 
corrupt  issues  of  the  daily  press  from  falling  into  their 
hands.  These  are  scattered  broadcast  over  the  land, 
and  are  accessible  to  every  child  that  can  read.    The3e 
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often  contain  matter  which  is  calculated  to  poison  the 
pore  sources  of  thought,  and  to  destroy  a  relish  for  that 
which  is  wholesome  and  nutritious.  All  that  we  can  do 
is  to  guard  carefully  every  avenue  of  approach  to  the 
minds  of  our  children,  and  to  remove  therefrom,  as  far 
as  in  us  lies,  every  noxious  thing.  If  we  find  that  the 
enemy  has  entered  unawares,  then,  by  earnest  labor  and 
prayer,  let  us  strive  to  counteract  his  harmful  work.  It 
is  a  day  in  which  free  inquiry  is  pushed  to  the  verge  of 
doubt  and  unbelief ;  when  scientific  research,  under  the 
guise  of  religious  questioning,  seeks  to  undermine  the 
very  foundation  ot  gospel  truth,  and  leaves  nothing  for 
the  mind  to  rest  upon  but  shifting  and  unstable  sand. 
O,  that  we  may  beware  how  we  enter  upo|i  this  field, 
the  distant  view  whereof  is  enticing  to  the  eye ;  but 
which  is  full  of  snares  and  pitfalls,  into  which  too 
many  fall,  and  and  are  lost  I 

The  subject  of  temperance  has  been  feelingly  and 
powerfully  presented  to  us;  and  we,  like  you,  have  been 
admonished  not  to  introduce  into  our  households,  or  to 
partake  elsewhere,  of  that  which,  in  the  end,  ^^biteth 
like  a  serpent  and  stingeth  like  an  adder."  She  who 
offers  the  wine-cup  to  a  guest  or  a  companion  is  as  respon- 
sponsible  for  the  evil  it  entails,  as  the  one  who  accepts 
and  uses  it ;  and,  if  we  would  be  clear  of  a  brother's  or 
a  sister's  sin,  let  us  be  careful  how  we  encourage  and 
foster  it.  It  should  be  our  province  to  incite  to  every 
pure  word  and  work ;  and  we  know  not  how  deeply  a 
word  of  loving  remonstrance  from  us  may  sink  into  the 
heart  of  him  who  is  tempted  to  any  debasin&^abit.  i  ^We 
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folly  recognize  with  you  the  value  of  right  employment 
for  both  old  and  young.  Surely  there  is,  in  the  ranks  of 
poverty  and  wretchedness,  enough  to  do,  to  occupy  all 
the  time  we  can  spare  from  needful  domestic  duties.  To 
visit  the  sick,  to  raise  the  fallen,  to  relieve  the  oppressed, 
to  comfort  the  widow  and  the  fatherless,  and  all  such  as 
need  consolation,  and  to  minister  to  them  out  of  our 
abundance,  would,  if  practised,  prove  sweeter  and  more 
abiding  sources  of  joy,  than  all  the  round  of  frivolous 
pursuits  which  society,  -so  called,  has  to  oflTer. 

How  great  is  the  responsibility  which  attends  the  pos* 
session  of  worldly  riches  I  If,  instead  of  "wasting  their 
substance  in  riotous  living,"  or  directing  their  charities 
into  currents  already  full  to  overflowing,  those  who 
have  the  means  would  quietly  pour  their  gifts  into  empty 
and  impoverished  channels,  how  would  they  brighten 
many  desolate  places,  and  how  would  the  sunshine  they 
scattered  be  reflected  upon  their  own  pathway  I  To 
give  liberally  to  popular  charities  is  not  always  to  give 
wisely;  but  "  whoso  giveth  unto  the  poor,  lendeth  unto 
the  Lord," 

If,  like  Job,  we  can  say,  "  The  cause  which  I  knew 
not,  I  searched  out.  I  was  eyes  to  the  blind,  and  feet 
was  I  unto  the  lame ;"  then  the  Lord  will  bless  our  lat- 
ter end,  and  sweeten  with  His  peace  the  enjoyment  of 
aU  our  possessions. 

While  we  miss  the  l)enignant  presence  and  tender 
counsel  of  a  beloved  mother  in  Israel,  who  during  the 
past  year  has  been  called  "  ftrom  works  to  rewards,"  yet 
we  have  been  cheered  by  the  coming  and  the  labors  of 
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dear  Friends  from  oar  own,  and  other  Yearly  Meetings^ 
Some  of  these,  whose  sun  is  setting  in  the  western  sky, 
have  given  evidence  that  it  is  going  down  in  brightness, 
and  that  a  long  service  in  the  cause  of  truth  gives  not 
a  barren,  but  a  green  and  fruitful  old  age. 

Oh  I  ere  their  voices  are  hushed  forever,  may  there 
come  foi*th  from  our  ranks^  those  who  are  willing  ta 
make  an  early  consecration  of  their  time  and  talents  ta 
the  Master's  service  I  The  harvest  is  indeed  plenteous, 
and  there  is  a  call  for  more  faithful  laborers,  that  it 
may  be  gathered,  and  stored  in  the  garner  of  eternal  life. 

The  report  of  our  Indian  Committee  was  encouraging, 
showing  that  the  Indian,  even  when  hampered  by  ad* 
verse  legislation,  may,  with  proper  aid  and  encourage- 
ment, become  industrious  and  self-supporting ;  and  we 
have  been  entreated  still  to  extend  a  loving  hand  for  his 
help  and  protection.

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends, 

Dear  Sisters  : — We  are  again  assembled  in  our  annual 
gathering.    The  reading  of  epistles  from  our  sisters  ^ 
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other  Yearly  Meetings  has  drawn  us  near  together  in 
that  bond  of  love  whioh  is  a  link  in  the  chain  binding 
us  together  as  sisters  of  one  family. 

We  are  favored  with  the  company  of  dear  Friends  from 
other  Yearly  Meetings,  whose  presence,  silent  waiting, 
and  labors  are  a  strength  to  us,  giving  evidence  that  we 
are  not  forgotten  by  our  Heavenly  Father.  May  they 
return  to  their  homes  with  an  assurance  of  acceptance, 
and  the  feeling  that  they  have  done  what  was  required 
of  them. 

The  state  of  society  as  brought  before  us  by  the  read- 
ing of  the  answers  to  our  queries,  shows  some  deficien- 
cies, calling  forth  much  counsel  and  deep  sympathy;  and 
while  we  were  cautioned  not  to  neglect  the  assembling 
of  ourselves  for  the  purpose  of  Divine  worship,  we  were

Dear  sisters,  let  us  have  charity  towards  all,  bdieving 
as  our  forms  and  features  are  diflterent,  so  may  we  have 
diflTerent  desires  and  dispositions,  and  yet  be  true  to  our 
religious  feelings,  and  true  to  the  duties  enjoined  by  our 
Heavenly  Father,  that  when  "  He  makes  up  his  jewels," 
we  may  be  of  the  number,  and  when  asked  what  we  have 
done  with  the  lambs  committed  to  our  care,  we  will  be 
prepared  to  say,  "  Here  they  are ;  we  have  endeavored 
to  keep  them  pure  and  return  them  to  Thee,  hoping 
they  may  be  entrusted  with  things  precious  in  Thy 
sight." 

Each  year  we  miss  from  our  midst  beloved  friends 
who  were  wont  to  mingle  and  work  with  us.  They  have 
passed  from  this  to  a  higher  and  better  life,  we  doubt 
not  to  receive  the  reward  of  "  well  done."  Others  are 
detained  by  home  duties  from  mingling  with  us  at  this 
time;  yet  we  have  the  company  of  many  dear  young 
sisters,  who  by  their  deportment  are  a  strength  to  their 
elder  firiends.  They  have  been  tenderly  admonished  to 
draw  near  to  that  Centre  from  which  comes  true  strength, 
and  when  they  feel  it  right  to  lay  aside  even  so  small  a 
thing  as  an  article  of  dress,  to  heed  the  admonition,  and 
they  will  receive  a  reward.

path« 

The  continued  progress  of  the  Indians  under  our  care 
is  cause  of  hope  that  better  things  are  in  store  for  them, 
and  we  were  encouraged  to  a  continuance  of  labor  in 
their  behalt 

A  meeting  of  the  First  Day  School  Association  has 
been  held.  Much  interest  in  the  subject  was  manifested, 
and  desires  expressed  that  we  mind  the  pointings  of 
Best  Wisdom  in  this,  as  well  as  other  things. 

And  now,  dear  sisters,  with  that  love  that  knows  no 
bounds,  and  with  desires  for  your  preservation  with  our 
own,  we  remain  your  Mends,  and  bid  you  affectionately 
ferewell.

To  the  next  Yearly  Meeting  of  Philadelphia : 

Dear  Sisters: — As  the  silent  dew  and  the  gentle 
grower  invigorate  and  encourage  growth  in  the  vege* 
taUe  worid,  so  do  loving  words  and  kind  expressioiui 
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encourage  growth  in  the  human  souL  We  have  renew- 
edly  felt  this  while  listening  to  the  reading  of  your  own 
and  other  epistles  in  our  meeting,  and  desired  that  the 
advantages  .arising  from  such  correspondence  may  con. 
tinue. 

Ministering  Friends  from  a  distance  have  been  with 
us  as  messengers  of  love,  and  we  have  realized  "  How 
beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  Him  that 
bringeth  good  tidings."  It  is  surely  with  joy  unspeak- 
able that  we  learn  from  the  experience  of  others,  that 
which  corroborates  the  testimony  of  our  own  hearts 
respecting  the  goodness  and  greatness  of  the  Divine 
Father. 

The  condition  of  society  as  presented  by  the  answers 
to  our  queries  while  encouraging  in  many  respects, 
again  impresses  the  important  lesson  that  but  little 
good  can  be  attained  without  constant  watching  and 
continued  labor,  yet  the  small  gain  that  individual  effort 
may  effect  in  one  year,  must  and  will  be  felt  when  it 
unites  with  the  combined  efforts  of  many. 

Mothers  have  been  tenderly  appealed  to,  to  guard  and 
gaide  the  children  of  their  love  with  that  care  which  the 
pure  in  heart  may  sanction.  The  declaration  of  Christ 
that  the  pure  in  heart  shall  see  God  is  an  assurance, 
which  to  disregard  is  fatal  to  the  well-being  of  society. 

Intemperance,  that  scourge  of  homes  and  firesides, 
has  been  weightily  considered,  and  earnest  desires  have 
been  expressed  that  we  may  let  no  opportunity  pass  for 
extending  care  towards  shielding  others  from  the  evil 
from  which  as  a  body  we  have  been  largely 
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The  question  arises,  that,  while  that  holy,  precious 
place,  the  family  sanctuary,  is  invaded  by  an  enemy  so 
revolting  in  its  action,  and  so  repulsive  in  its  effects,  can 
we  hold  ourselves  guiltless  if  we  stretch  not  forth  a 
hand  to  save  the  suffering  victims  in  such  way  as  exper- 
ience and  judgment  may  direct  as  efficient  ?  The  bane- 
ful effects  of  tobacco  on  the  human  organism  in  its  use, 
and  on  the  soil  that  produces  it,  have  been  seen  to  be 
evils  calling  loudly  for  consideration.  While  the  child- 
ren of  our  own  and  other  lands  are  literally  asking  for 
bread,  shall  we  give  them  that  which  is  worse  than  a 
stone,  a  poisonous  weed  which  displaces  cereals  and 
impoverishes  the  soil,  only  to  make  inroads  on  the  vigor 
and  deprave  the  taste  of  man,  thereby  paving  the  way 
for  alcohol  and  vice  ? 

The  Indian  question  has  claimed  attention  in  our  de- 
liberations. We  trust  that  the  difficulties  now  in  the 
way  of  effective  labor  may  not  be  impassable  barriers  to 
fhture  success. 

The  First  Day  School  Association  has  held  its  several 
sessions  with  interest  and,  we  trust,  profit.  That  our 
meetings  have  been  enlarged,  and  an  increased  interest 
felt  since  the  establishment  of  First-Day  Schools,  seems 
no  longer  doubted.  We  would  gladly  look  forward  to 
the  time  when,  under  right  guidance,  they  might  be 
general  rather  than  exceptional. 

That  we  may  each  and  all  do  the  work  assigned  us  here 
on  earth,  with  willing  hands  and  loving  hearts,  is  the  de- 
sire of  your  sisters.

Our  hearts 
have  been  saddened  by  the  absence  of  many  loved  ones 
who  have  been  called  up  higher ;  but  we  trust  there  are 
those  under  the  preparing  Hand  who  may  be  anointed 
to  come  forth  and  aid  in  filling  the  vacant  places  made 
in  the  ranks  by  the  removal  of  those  valiants  who  have 
been  called  to  lay  down  their  armor,  who  may  declare 
the  truth,  and  who  by  example  may  encourage  others  to 
a  closer  walk  with  God. 

All  'are  not  called  to  the  same  work.  Some  may  be 
required  to  plow  deep,  that  the  virgin  soil  may  be  turned 
up,  others  to  smooth  the  ground,  and  others  only  to  drop 
the  tiny  seed.  But  each  must  do  the  work  faithfully ; 
then  the  dews  and  sunshine  of  God's  love  will  descend 
upon  it,  and  when  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  comes,  we

Mothers  have  been  affectionately  reminded  of  their 
duties ;  of  the  importance  of  keeping  their  children  very 
near  to  them  in  feeling,  that  perfect  trust  between  them 
may  exist.  They  have  been  encouraged  to  nurture  any 
Divine  impression  made  upon  their  minds,  and  to  prayer- 
Mly  endeavor  to  lead  them  in  paths  of  safety,  teaching 
them,  that  in  their  Heavenly  Parent  they  have  an  unfail- 
ing Friend  and  Guide. 

The  subject  of  intemperance  has  claimed  the  weighty 
attention  of  our  meeting,  and  earnest  appeals  have  been 
made  to  all,  to  use  every  effort  to  put  down  this  great 
evil,  the  foundation  of  almost  every  crime.  So  many 
allurements  beset  the  path  of  our  youth,  particularly  in 
large  cities,  that  we  cannot  be  too  zealous  in  our  efforts 
to  cast  every  protection  around  them.  Pew  households 
have  not  in  some  degree  felt  its  blighting  influence,  and 
many  have  sadly  realized  that  when  once  led  astray,  it 
is  not  easy,  to  again  gather  them  into  the  fold.  Nothing 
but  aid  from  on  High  can  enable  us  to  do  it. 

In  the  review  of  our  society,  we  feel  there  is  cause  for 
encouragement,  though  the  outlook  at  times  may  not 
seem  bright,  and  we  trust  that  the  love  of  the  Pather 
may  enable  us  to  go  hand  in  hand  in  His  work.

Dear  Sisters  : — We  are  met  in  our  fifth  annual  assem- 
bly, for  the  consideration  of  the  growtl\  and  spread  of 
those  principles  among  us  upon  which  our  Society  is 
based.  This  frequent  examination  of  the  ground  whereon 
we  stand  seems  a  wise  and  proper  thing  for  us  to  do,  lest 
perad venture  some  should  stray  from  the  solid  rock  and 
build  upon  the  sand.  We  have  the  company  of  several 
sisters  from  the  Yearly  Meetings,  whose  presence  and 
valuable  counsel  have  been  acceptable  indeed,  and  we 
hope  are  fully  appreciated. 

The  reading  and  answering  of  the  queries,  bringing 
before  us  the  state  of  Society,  has  called  forth  earnest 
exercise  from  many  dear  Friends,  and  we  are  gratified 
and  encouraged  to  observe  that  the  living  practical  issues 
of  the  day,  and  the  plain  ordinary  duties  of  life,  are 
receiving  the  deepest  attention  from  gifted  minds.  We 
^  have  feelingly  and  earnestly  been  shown  that  the  prompt, 
careful  and  intelligent  discharge  of  these  duties  consti- 
tutes a  large  part  of  our  Christian  obligations. 

The  subject  of  a  proper  literature  for  both  children 
and  adults  has  been  forcibly  brought  before  us,  and  par* 
ents  have  been  admonished  to  use  a  judicious  discrimi- 
nation in  regard  to  their  own  reading,  and  that  which 
they  furnish  their  children,  noting  the  difference  between 
that  which  is  light  yet  wholesome,  and  that  which  is  im- 
pure and  poisonous.  oytized  by  Google 
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The  sacredness  of  the  marriage  relation  and  parental 
responsibility  were  feelingly  adverted  to.  Mothers  were 
entreated  not  to  be  unmindful  of  their  high  mission,  but 
to  place  their  duties  to  their  children  in  advance  of  all 
other  considerations.  Thoughtful  and  intelligent  care 
for  the  outward  was  shown  to  be  proper  and  right,  yet 
we  were  cautioned  about  wearying  ourselves  with  un- 
necessary serving.  Women  were  also  reminded  that 
promptness  and  punctuality  were  virtues  which  it  seems 
their  peculiar  province  to  practice  themselves,  to  incul- 
cate in  their  children,  and  to  encourage  in  their  husbands 
and  brothers. 

The  subject  of  the  use  of  intoxicants  and  tobacco  has 
elicited  a  deep  concern  among  us.  The  powerful  hold  it 
takes  upon  its  victims,  and  the  widespread  desolation 
following  its  use,  are  leading  many  earnest  minds  to 
inquire  how  far  they  may  use  liquors,  even  for  medicinal 
purposes.  In  the  culinary  department,  also,  we  feel 
affectionately  to  recommend  that  its  use  be  dispensed 
with,  lest  this  be  among  the  unguarded  avenues  wherein 
the  tempter  enters. 

Educational  interests  have  claimed  our  attention ;  and 
the  subject  of  our  care  of  the  Indians  was  deliberated 
on  in  open  session. 

Our  First  Day  School  Association,  in  the  reports  of 
its  subordinate  meetings,  exhibits  a  gratifying  increase 
in  the  progress  of  the  work  of  this  valuable  auxiliary  to 
our  Society,  and  wifh  its  eo-operation  and  sympathy. 

The  subject  of  a  General  Conference,  to  be  composed 
of  the  different  Yearly  Meetings,  still  claims  our^  atten- 
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tion.  The  favor  with  which  the  proposition  was  received 
and  the  encouragement  given,  confirms  onr  belief  that 
our  kindred  meetings,  too,  have  felt  the  need  of  a  broader 
field  for  labor,  and  stengthens  our  confidence  that  the 
blessing  of  Heaven  will  rest  upon  us,  and  the  guidance 
of  the  Spirit  be  vouchsafed  us. 

Many  gifted  minds  drawn  in  sympathy  with  all  phases 
of  suffering  humanity,  and  animated  with  holy  zeal  to 
ameliorate  such  suffering  by  associating  their  efforts  with 
others,  have  been  compelled  to  go  outside  the  pale  of  our 
Society  to  find  scope  for  their  powers.  One  aspect  pre- 
sented by  the  proposed  Conference  is,  that  such  talent 
will  find  room  for  its  fullest  and  freest  development  and 
activity  within  our  own  Society,  and  with  its  co-opera- 
tion  and  sympathy. 

We  have  felt  that  the  covering  of  Divine  love  has  been 
over  us,  and  trust  that  Individual  hearts  will  go  hence 
strengthened  for  the  performance  of  every  duty.

Acceptable  epistles  from  our  brethren  of  the  Yearly 
Meetings  of  New  York,  Baltimore,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Gen- 
esoe  and  Illinois  were  produced  and  read.  To  respond 
to  the  renewed  evidence  thus  furnished  of  brotherly  re- 
gard, a  committee  was  appointed. 

The  Representatives  are  desired  to  confer  together, 
and  propose  to  our  next  sitting  a  Friend  to  serve  the 
Meeting  as  Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk.    Also,

Pierce  Hoopes,  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives,  made 
report  that  they  conferred  together  at  the  rise  of  the 
morning  session,  and  were  united  in  proposing  Benjamin 
G.  Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  Barclay  White  for  Assistant 
Clerk,  for  the  present  year.  On  consideration  thereof, 
they  were  united  with  by  the  Meeting,  and  accordingly 
appointed. 

They  also  proposed  the  names  of  a  ComQiittee  to  aid 
in  preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.

officiate.'  Upou  consideration,  a  committee  was  appoint- 
ed to  unite  with  a  committee  of  Women  Friends,  to  con- 
sider the  matter,  who  at  the  Quarterly  Meeting  held  2d 
mo.,  10th,  1881,  reported  that  they  had  met  with  a  com- 
mittee of  Women  Friends,  and  were  Jointly  united  in 
recommending  that  the  lines  mentioned  be  stricken  out ; 
which  Report  was  united  with  by  Men's  and  Women's 
Meetings,  and  directed  to  be  forwarded  to  our  ensuing 
Yearly  Meeting,  for  its  consideration."

The  state  of  society  amongst  us,  as  represented  by 
the  answers  to  these  queries,  engaged  the  attention  of 
the  Meeting,  and  an  exercise  prevailed,  that  Friends 
may  be  found  faithful  in  the  maintenance  of  the  several 
testimonies  embraced  therein.

The  Fifth  and  Sixth  Queries  were  read,  and  the  an- 
swers thereto,   from  the  several  constituent  branches 
claimed  the  deliberate  consideration  of  the  Meeting  and 
summary  answers  thereto  were  adopted. 
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Fourth  Day — Afternoon. 

The  remaining  Queries  were  read  with  the  replies 
thereto.  On  consideration  thereof,  Summaries  were 
adopted.

Radnor  Monthly  Meeting  will  hereafter  be  held  at 
Radnor,  instead  of  alternating.  Exeter  Meetings  for 
business  are  now  held  on  the  last  First  day  of  each 
month,  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting  for  Worship. 

Bucks. — Solebnry  Meeting  informs  that  the  indulged 
Meeting  formerly  held  at  New  Hope,  has  been  changed 
to  Lambertville,  and  meets  at  half-past  10  o'clock  on 
Firstday  mornings. 

Concord  reports  that  it  has  been  concluded  to  omit 
the  mid-week  Meeting  at  Chester,  at  the  time  of  Yearly 
Meeting. 

— Cain  Quarterly  Meeting  reports  that  mid- 
week Meetings  have  been  discontinued  during  the  week 
of  Yearly  Meeting.

The  joint  Oommittee  on  Education  and  Schools  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  their  labors 
approved.  In  consideration  of  the  interesting  subjects 
introduced  by  the  report,  it  was  concluded  by  the  meet- 
ing to  continue  the  concern,  and  a  Oommittee  was  ap- 
pointed to  unite  with  a  Oommittee  of  women  Friends 
to  consider  of,  and  propose  to  a  future  sitting  a  suitable 
number  of  Friends  for  that  purpose. 

BSPOBT  OF  THB  EDUCATIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

Feeling  the  continued  importance  of  the  concern  en- 
trusted to  our  care,  and  ftilly  realizing  the  inestimable 
value  to  the  youth  of  our  Society  of  a  truly  guarded  re- 
ligious education,  we  have  endeavored,  during  the  past 
year,  to  labor  in  the  work  as  ability  was  aflforded. 
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Small  oommittees  set  apart  for  the  purpose,  have  tIs- 
Lted  Friends  in  several  neighborhoods,  and  earnestly 
urged  them  to  gather  the  children  within  the  fold  of  the 
Society,  and  surround  them  with  the  friendly  atmosphere 
of  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meeting  Schools,  under  the 
care  of  religiously-concerned  teachers,  in  membership 
with  us.  These  visits  have  always  been  received  in  a 
spirit  of  kindness,  and  the  appeals  regarded  with  thought- 
ful consideration,  ending  in  some  places  in  the  starting 
of  new  schools,  or  in  the  more  general  and  united  sup- 
port of  those  already  in  existence,  but  languishing  for 
want  of  help ;  and  where  there  has  been  no  outward  ev- 
idence of  good  resulting  f^om  the  spread  of  the  concern, 
we  have  reason  to  believe  it  is  owned  by  individual 
minds,  who,  by  faithfulness,  can  promote  its  growth. 

The  difficulties  at  first  encountered  do  not  seem  to  di- 
minish. Friends  in  their  neighborhoods  are  often  widely 
separated,  other  schools  are  numerous,  good  teachers 
are  not  always  to  be  had,  and  many  Friends,  apparently 
well  qualified  to  serve  on  School  Committees,  do  not 
seem  willing  to  accept  the  service,  and  give  the  patient, 
intelligent  care,  so  needful  to  the  proper  success  of  a 
school. 

The  methods  of  instruction,  the  branches  to  be  taught, 
what  constitutes  the  proper  qualifications  of  teachers, 
and  how  shall  the  schools  perform  the  best  work  for  the 
head,  the  hand  and  the  heart  of  the  rising  generation, 
are  subjects  worthy  not  only  of  the  attention  and  close 
study  of  School  Oommittees,  but  of  parents  and  guard- 
ians, who  are  encouraged  to  manifest  their  interest  by 
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frequent  visits  to  the  schools,  and  by  giving  their  hearty 
support  to  rightly-concerned  teachers,  in  their  interest- 
ing but  arduous  work. 

The  subject  of  a  General  Superintendency  over  all  our 
schools,  by  a  thoroughly  competent  person,  though  not 
as  yet  fully  united  with  by  our  Committee,  continues 
from  time  to  time  to  claim  our  attention,  and  press  with 
great  force  upon  many,  who,  in  the  visits  made  to  sev- 
eral localities  during  the  year,  have  seen  where  such 
service  might  be  productive  of  much  good. 

We  have  expended  during  the  year,  in  aid  of  schools, 
$400,  and  for  other  expenses  $17.98,  making  a  total  of 
$417.98.

regard  to  the  pernicious  effects  of  alcoholic  stimulants 
upon  the  human  system,  it  is  proposed  that  the  Yearly 
Meeting  take  into  serious  consideration  the  appointment 
of  a  Committee,  whose  aim  shall  be  to  aid,  by  every 
means  in  their  power,  the  accomplishment  of  this  great 
end." 
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On  consideration  thereof  it  was  concluded  to  appoint 
a  Committee,  to  unite  with  a  Committee  of  Women 
Friends,  to  take  the  subject  thus  introduced  into  consid- 
eration, and  report  thereon  as  way  may  open,  to  a  ftitur© 
sitting. 

The  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  the  Treas- 
urer's account  was  read  and  approved,  and  Thomas  J. 
Husband,  therein  named,  was  united  with  and  appointed 
Treasurer. 

The  names  of  Dillwyn  Parrish  and  Joseph  C.  Turn- 
penny,  as  Correspondents  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  were 
also  united  with,  and  they  accordingly  appointed. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  and  settle  the  aC' 
count  of  Thomas  J.  Husband,  Treasurer ^  report : 
They  nearly  all  met,  and  upon  comparing  his  vouchers 
with  the  account,  found  it  correct,  showing  a  balance  in 
his  hands  of  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventeen 
dollars  and  fifteen  cents,  all  the  quotas  having  been  paid. 
The  Committee  recommend  that  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  and  propose  the 
name  of  Thomas  J.  Husband,  for  Treasurer. 

They  also  propose  the  names  of  Dillwyji  Parrish, 
lOlT  Cherry  street,  and  Joseph  C.  Turnpenny,  813 
Spruce  street,  as  Correspondents  of  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing.

The  names  of  a  Committee  to  have  the  care  of  this 
concern  were  now  proposed  by  the  Committee  appointed 
at  a  former  sitting,  to  unite  with  a  Committee  of  Women 
Friends  for  that  purpose,  who  were  united  with  and  ap- 
pointed to  the  service.  They  are  encouraged  to  give  at- 
tention thereto,  as  way  may  open,  and  authorized  to 
draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  the 
same  manner  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  contained  in 
the  original  minute  of  appointment. 


Report  op  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs. 
To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  report :  That 
they  have  continued  to  labor  in  this  interesting  cause 
as  way  opened,  but  have  found  much  difficulty  in  con- 
ducting the  work,  caused  principally  by  want  of  har- 
monious action  with  the  Indian  Department. 

From  the  minutes  of  the  Convention  of  Delegates 
representing  the  seven  yearly  meetings  of  Friends  on 
the  Indian  Concern,  held  in  Philadelphia,  5th  mo.,  11, 
1880,  as  read  at  our  meeting  in  9th  month  last,  we  were

informed  of  its  appointment  of  a  committee  to  proceed 
to  Washington,  and  ascertain  if  our  nominee  as  succes- 
sor to  Agent  Howard  White,  who  had  resigned  the  care 
of  the  combined  Winnebago  and  Omaha  Agency,  will 
be  permitted  to  nominate  employes  at  the  agency  un- 
der his  charge,  as  was  the  practice  when  the  Indians 
were  placed  under  the  care  of  Friends,  provided  they 
are  persons  suitable  for  the  position  and  acceptable  to 
the  Department. 

After  a  personal  interview  with  Carl  Schurz,  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Interior,  that  committee  addressed  him  a  let- 
ter, which  received  the  approval  of  the  Convention,  a 
portion  of  which  is  as  follows :  "  We  have  to  state,  that 
after  the  conference  had  with  thee,  this  day,  we  are  sat- 
isfied that  we  cannot  obtain  such  a  person  as  we  can  en- 
dorse or  recommend,  who  would  be  willing  to  serve  as 
agent  for  the  Winnebago  and  Omaha  Agency,  under  the 
present  ruling  of  the  Secretary  in  relation  to  nomina- 
tions and  appointments,  therefore  we  respectfully  de- 
cline to  make  any  nominations  to  fill  the  vacancy  above 
named,  or  to  continue  any  further  care  or  responsibility 
of  said  agency." 

In  the  Fifth  month  last,  we  received  a  communication 
from  Jesse  W.  Griest,  Otoe  Agent,  stating  that  charges 
of  improper  management  of  his  agency  had  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  contained  in  a 
letter  signed  F.  M.  Munroe,  a  man  unknown  at  the 
Agency,  and  supposed  to  be  fictitious,  and  that  Govern- 
ment Inspector  Wm.  J.  Pollock  had  been  two  weeks  at 
Otoe  Agency  makmg  investigations  of  its  affairs. 
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At  that  time  the  written  resignation  of  Agent  Griest 
was  in  our  hands  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
proceed  to  Washington,  and  tender  it  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  and  if  possible  procure  a  copy  of  In* 
spector  Pollock's  report.  The  Secretary  received  the 
resignation  without  objection,  permitting  the  committee 
to  read,  and  take  a  copy  of  the  Inspector's  report,  which 
was  found  to  contain  grave  charges  against  the  Agent. 

In  the  latter  part  of  Fifth  month  last,  a  letter  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  requesting 
Friends  to  name  some  suitable  person  for  appointment 
as  successor  to  Agent  Griest  at  Otoe  Agency.  Your 
committee  concluded  that  under  the  situation  and  cir- 
cumstances it  was  not  prepared  to  nominate  any  one  for 
appointment  to  that  Agency,  and  addressed  letters  to 
the  other  Yearly  Meetings  of  Friends,  asking  if  they 
would  nominate  and  take  charge  of  it,  which  was  de- 
clined by  all. 

Upon  the  reception  of  these  letters  a  reply  was  for- 
warded to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  under  date  of 
6th  month,  29th,  1880,  stating :  "  The  practice  of  private, 
direct  correspondence  upon  Agency  affairs,  between 
irresponsible  Agency  employes  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Indian  AffEurs,  as  lately  permitted  by  him  and  sustained 
by  Department  circular,  Number  32,  of  July  15,  18T9, 
we  believe  to  be  in  opposition  to  the  declaration  of  trust 
and  confidence  reposed  in  the  Government  Officer,  as 
expressed  in  the  President's  Commission  to  the  Indian 
Agent  and  the  rights  thereunto  legally  appertaining, 
prejudicial  to  the  proper  authority  of  his  office,  humilia- 
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ting  to  his  official  character,  and  detrimental  to  the  In- 
dian Service.  Under  the  circumstances,  it  is  our  con- 
clusion that  the  Society  of  Friends  is  unwilling  and  de* 
clines  to  nominate  any  person  for  appointment  to  the 
position  of  United  States  Indian  Agent  at  Otoe  Agen- 
cy, until  it  is  satisfied  he  will  be  recognized  by  the  Head 
of  the  Department  as  the  superior  officer  at  the  Agency, 
and  will  be  f^ee  fVom  the  surveillance  of  agency  em- 
ployes.'* 

It  may  be  well  to  state  here,  that  in  each  of  the  cases 
of  Otoe  and  Winnebago  and  Omaha  Agencies,  after  the 
Agents  nominated  by  Friends  had  retired  f^om  the  ser- 
vice, and  soon  after  their  successors  in  office  were  com- 
missioned, they  were  permitted  by  the  authorities  in 
Washington  to  dismiss  the  secret  service  employes,  and 
fill  the  positions  with  their  own  nominations. 

The  subject  of  the  charges  against  Agent  Griest,  filed 
in  the  Interior  Department  by  Inspector  Pollock,  claimed 
our  serious  attention.  A  Committee,  selected  by  our 
Executive  Committee,  to  which  the  subject  was  referred, 
carefully  considered  and  answered  each  charge  in  de- 
tail, summing  up  its  report  as  follows :  "  After  a  care- 
ful investigation  into  the  nature  of  the  charges  made 
against  Jesse  W.  Griest,  U.  S.  Indian  Agent,  as  con- 
tained in  the  Report  of  William  J.  Pollock,  United 
States  Indian  Inspector,  dated  at  Topeka,  Kansas, 
May  16th,  1880,  addressed  to  the  Hon.  Carl  Schurz, 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  the  testimony  before 
us,  we  find  nothing  in  the  evidence  to  prove  criminal 
acts  or  intentions  towards  the  Government  or  Indians, 
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on  the  part  of  the  Agent,  as  charged  in  said  report 
and  we  believe  him  innocent  of  the  same." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  approved,  and  a 
certified  copy,  with  the  evidence,  forwarded  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  with  a  request  that  it  be  filed 
with  the  Inspector's  report 

It  appears  by  the  report  of  oar  committee,  that  on 
the  day  succeeding  the  departure  of  Inspector  Pollock 
from  Otoe  Agency,  one  hundred  and  sixty  Indians,  mem- 
bers of  the  Otoe  and  Missouria  confederated  tribes,  cast 
aside  the  authority  of  the  Government  Agent,  violated 
the  regulations  of  the  Indian  Department,  and  left  their 
agency  and  reservation,  with  the  avowed  intention  of 
settling  in  the  Indian  Territory,  which  could  be  done 
only  by  intruding  themselves  upon  the  homes  and  rights 
of  other  Indian  tribes. 

Senate  Bill  number  753,  providing  for  the  sale  of  the 
remainder  of  the  reservation  of  the  confederated  Otoe 
and  Missouri^  tribes  of  Indians,  and  their  removal  there- 
from, was  introduced  into  the  U.  S.  Senate  by  Senator 
Paddock  of  Nebraska,  and  passed  the  Senate  12th  month, 
9th,  1880.  It  also  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
during  the  later  hours  of  the  session,  and  is  reported  in 
the  papers  to  have  become  a  law. 

Under  date  of  6th  month,  9th,  1880,  M.  6.  Kent,  of 
Great  Nemaha  Agency,  forwarded  to  us  his  resignation 
as  Indian  Agent,  which  was  referred  to  a  committee  for 
consideration,  who  reported,  that  after  correspondence 
with  him,  he  had  consented  to  remain  until  6th  month, 
80th,  1881,  provided  his  Government  salary  of  $1,000 
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per  annum  was  supplemented  by  Friends  up  to  the  sum 
of  $1,500  per  annum,  the  amount  of  salary  attached  to 
the  oflSce  when  he  entered  the  service. 

After  deliberate  consideration,  the  conclusion  of  the 
committee  was  that  it  be  done  in  this  instance  to  meet 
an  emergency,  but  is  not  to  be  made  a  precedent  for  any 
other  case,  or  to  continue  in  operation  after  the  period 
named.  The  clerk  is  directed  to  draw  orders  upon  the 
treasurer  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  favor  of  Mahlon  B, 
Kent,  at  the  close  of  each  quarter  of  his  service  during 
the  fiscal  year,  ending  6th  month,  30th,  1881,  for  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars  each  quarter,  or 
in  proportion  for  fractions  thereof,  should  his  Govern- 
ment service  sooner  terminate. 

Our  minutes  of  12th  month,  18th,  1880,  state  that, 
*'  Since  our  last  meeting,  Jacob  M.  Ellis,  clerk  of  this 
committee  from  its  organization,  has  been  removed  from 
among  us  by  death.  We  here  record  our  testimony  to 
his  faithful  and  valuable  services  in  the  Indian  Commit- 
tee.  A  prompt  and  earnest  worker,  he  was  ever  ready 
to  lend  a  helping  hand  in  the  instruction,  protection  and 
elevation  of  the  oppressed." 

A  letter  from  Agent  M.  B.  Kent,  dated  3d  month,  11th, 
1881,  has  been  received,  stating:  " I  feel  it  my  duty  to 
sever  my  connection  with  the  Indian  service  6th  month, 
80th,  1881,  for  the  purpose  of  remaining  with  my  aged 
parents."  The  subject  is  placed  in  care  of  our  sub-com- 
mittee on  nominations,  which  by  advertisements  and  cor- 
respondence is  now  seeking  for  a  suitable  successor  to 
the  agent* 
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At  the  present  time  Friends  have  care  over  the  San- 
tee  and  Great  Nei^aha  agencies,  among  the  smallest  of 
the  six  Indian  agencies,  entrusted  to  them  by  President 
Grant,  in  1869. 

The  following  letter  from  agent  M.  B.  Kent,  dated  10th 
month,  6th,  1880,  records  the  condition  and  statistics  of 
Indians  composing  the  Great  Nemaha  Agency,  at  the 
close  of  the  last  agricultural  year  : 

"  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  for  the 
Indians,  their  crops  in  general  being  good,  the  amount  of 
wheat  being  larger  per  capita  than  before  raised,  being 
.sufficient  to  allow  sixteen  bushels  for  each  individual  of 
the  tribe,  much  more  than  can  possibly  be  consumed  in 
one  year.  It  is  very  noticeable  that  a  good  yield  of  any 
crop  always  brings  with  it  corresponding  encourage- 
ment, causing  a  greater  willingness  to  repeat  the  effort. 
The  corn  crop  will  not  be  so  large  as  last  year,  there 
being  an  increased  acreage  of  small  grain.  Two  new 
frame  houses  have  been  built  for  the  lowas,  and  five  for 
the  Sacs  and  Poxes,  each  of  the  latter  and  one  of  the 
former  containing  four  good  rooms.  These  houses  are 
frame,  weather-boarded,  lathed  and  plastered,  and  painted. 
There  is  undoubtedly  a  disposition  among  the  Indians  to 
improve  their  manner  of  living  and  the  condition  of  their 
homes  as  the  applications  to  increase  the  size  of  these  are 
frequent,  the  applicant  usually  contributing  about  twen- 
ty-five dollars  therefor. 

"  The  houses  and  farms  of  the  lowas  especially  have 
quite  an  air  of  civilization  about  them,  some  being  sur- 
rounded with  groves,  promising  to  add  to  their  value, 
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and  nearly  all  having  their  little  orchard  of  fruit  trees 
and  grape  vines^  some  having  already, realized  consider- 
able fruit,  especially  ftom  the  latter.  The  present  year 
they  have  planted  two  hundred  apple  trees,  one  hundred 
peach  trees  and  two  hundred  grape  vines,  making  in  all, 
planted  in  the  last  four  years,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
fruit  trees  and  five  hundred  grape  vines. 

"  Twelve  Iowa  houses  and  five  Sac  and  Fox  have  good 
wells  convenient  to  their  houses ;  three  lowas  have  good 
cellars,  and  several  others,  contemplating  building  now, 
are  preparing  for  this  convenience.  The  accompanying 
statistics  will  show  in  detail,  acreage  cultivated  and  crops 
raised,  which  have  been  taken  from  the  annual  report 
made  to  the  Indian  office. 

'^  Eight  Indian  children,  six  lowas  and  two  Sacs  and 
Foxes,  have  been  taken  to  the  Indian  training  school  at 
Carlisle,  Fenna.,  and  appear  to  be  much  pleased  with 
their  new  home.  Two  of  the  most  promising  of  the  boys 
were  taken  sick  and  died  very  suddenly,  which  cast  a 
shadow  over  their  connections  at  home,  but  the  remain- 
der of  them  are  reported  very  healthy  and  doing  well. 

"  The  flarm  of  the  Iowa  Indastrial  School  is  now 
yielding  an  income  which  materially  lessens  the  expense 
of  the  school,  having  furnished  all  the  breadstuff,  and 
only  $33.86  were  expended  for  meat  during  the  year. 

^^  Ferhaps  it  would  be  best  to  state  that  since  the  de- 
struction of  the  building  by  fire,  in  the  winter  of  18T9, 
rations  have  been  issued  to  the  school  children  in  the 
amounts  formerly  allowed  for  the  boarding  school,  which 
has  the  effect  of  causing  a  good  attendance.    An  Indian 
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woman  is  employed  as  seamstress  and  laundress,  with 
satisfactory  results. 

A  new  building  for  the  use  of  the  school  is  now  in 
course  of  construction,  with  the  hope  of  having  it  ready 
for  occupancy  by  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  proportionate  expense  of 
the  Sac  and  Fox  school  is  much  greater  than  that  of  the 
lowas,  which  is  partly  owing  to  the  small  size  of  the 
school,  but  largely  owing  to  the  fact  that  so  much  of  the 
subsistence  of  the  Iowa  school  is  produced  upon  the 
form.  The  Sac  and  Fox  school  has  no  farm,  the  board 
of  the  scholars  having  been  paid  at  the  rate  of  two  dol- 
lars each,  per  week. 

The  Department  seems  to  have  taken  a  positive  ac- 
tion in  opposition  to  these  Indians  removing  to  the  In- 
dian Territory,  refusing  to  render  them  any  assistance 
and  advising  those  who  have  gone  to  return  as  they 
went  away. 

The  practice  of  paying  annuities  to  those  who  are  in 
tiie  Territory  has  been  discontinued,  and  it  is  thought 
that  they  will  be  reduced  to  want  and  perhaps  suflTering 
the  coming  winter,  as  they  appear  to  have  raised  noth- 
ing, depending  entirely  upon  their  friends  and  the  hunt 
for  subsistence.

A  deep  con- 
cern was  manifested  for  a  liberal,  guarded  education  for 
our  children  at  a  moderate  cost,  but  way  did  not  open  to 
recommend  the  establishment  of  a  school  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting.

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  at  our  last  Yearly 
Meeting  in  relation  to  a  memorial  to  Congress  concern- 
ing the  alcoholic  liquor  traffic,  and  continued  to  the  care 
of  having  the  same  presented,  made  the  following  report, 
which  appeared  satisfactory  to  the  meeting : 

"  The  Memorial  issued  by  our  last  Yearly  Meeting, 
asking  for  the  passage  of  a  bill  instituting  a  ''  National 
Commission  of  inquiry,  to  investigate  thoroughly,  and 
impartially  the  Alcoholic  Liquor  Traffic,"  was  brought 
before  the  attention  of  Congress,  by  four  of  the  Friends 
appointed  for  that  service.  They  succeeded  in  having 
it  read  in  the  Senate,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  and  placed  on  the  record. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives  several  of  the  merii- 
bers  manifested  a  lively  interest  in  the  concern,  and  made 
a  strong  effort  to  read  the  Memorial ;  but  owing  to  a 
question  of  order,  the  reading  of  it  was  delayed  with  the 
understanding,  however,  that  it  should  be  read  at  a  fu- 
ture time. 

A  copy  of  the  Memorial  was  placed  upon  the  desk  of 
each  member,  of  both  Houses ;  and  a  copy  was  also  pre- 
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eented  to  the  President  and  his  wife,  who  expressed  their 
cordial  approbation  of  the  labors  of  the  Committee."

The  Friends  to  the  service  appointed  at  a  former  sit- 
ting, now  proposed  the  names  of  Friends  to  serve  on  the 
Committee  on  Education  and  Schools,  who  were  united 
with  and  accordingly  appointed.

Information  was  furnished  the  meeting  that  the  Cor- 
respondents of  last  year  are  continued  to  the  service  in 
Cain  Quarter.  Their  names  and  addresses  are  also  di- 
rected to  be  published  in  the  Extracts. 

The  Committee  on  Epistles  produced  an  Essay,  which 
was  read,  approved,  and  a  copy  thereof  directed  to  be 
forwarded  to  each  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  with  which 
we  correspond. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  our  last  sitting  to  unite 
with  a  Committee  of  Women  Friends  in  the  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  as  set  forth  in  their  minute  of  ap- 
pointment, made  report  that  they  were  generally  pre- 
pared to  enter  into  labor  with  Women  Friends  in  the  ap- 
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pointment  of  a  Joint  Standing  Committee,  to  take  the 
subject  submitted  by  minute  from  the  Women's  Meeting 
into  serious  consideration,  and  to  labor  therein  as  way 
may  open,  and  proposed  the  names  of  a  Committee  for 
that  purpose ;  which  report  was  adopted,  and  the  Friends 
therein  named  were  appointed  to  the  service,  and  di- 
rected to  report  to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  following  minute  was  tead  and  approved,  and  di- 
rected to  be  published  with  the  Extracts : 

The  attendance  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  is  enjoined  on 
the  Representatives  appointed  by  our  constituent 
branches,  and  we  would  impress  upon  them  the  respon- . 
sibility  of  their  position,  in  the  hiope  that  they  will  carry 
down  to  the  subordinate  meetings  some  of  the  interest- 
ing exercises  which  have  engaged  our  attention.  The 
brethren  at  home  may  thus  be  strengthened  to  mind 
their  callings. 

Every  member  of  our  Society  has  a  work  to  do,  and 
we  would  affectionately  counsel  all,  often  to  draw  into 
silence,  and  seek,  in  the  retirement  of  their  own  spirits, 
for  a  qualification  to  labor  in  the  department  assigned  by 
the  Great  Husbandman. 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend,  Ann 
Weaver,  prepared  by  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends 
held  at  Green  street,  endorsed  by  Philadelphia  Quarterly 
Meeting,  and  introduced  by  the  Representative  Commit- 
tee, was  read,  approved,  and  directed  to  be  recorded ; 
which,  with  the  memorial  read  at  a  former  sitting,  is 
directed  to  be  published  in  the  Extracts. 
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We  have  to  acknowledge  the  goodness  and  mercy  of 
Almighty  God  in  again  permitting  us  to  assemble  to- 
gether in  this  oar  Annual  Meeting,  and  enabling  us  at 
seasons  to  feel  the  overshadowing  of  His  love  and  power 
to  be  the  crown  of  our  assembly. 

With  thankful  hearts  for  His  renewed  favors,  we  now 
conclude,  to  meet  again  at  the  usual  time  next  year,  if 
consistent  with  His  holy  will.

Testimony  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  held  at 
Chreen  Street^  Philadelphia^  concerning  Ann  Weaver. 

In  the  belief  that  some  account  of  a  life  of  dedication, 
and  obedience  to  the  immediate  revealings  of  the  Divine 
Spirit  may  be  of  advantage,  and  encourage  others  to 
follow  in  the  same  path,  this  meeting  is  united  in  issuing 
a  testimony  to  the  memory  of  our  beloved  friend  Ann 
Weaver. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Jabez  and  Sarah  Griffin  who 
resided  at  Little  Creek,  Kent  County,  Delaware.    Her 
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father  was  removed  by  death  when  she  was  a  child,  leav- 
ing a  widow  and  three  children.  Her  mother  was  a  re- 
ligiously minded  woman  and  concerned  to  train  her  chil- 
dren "  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord."  In 
connection  with  this  guarded  care,  the  attention  of  the 
subject  of  this  memoir  was  arrested  in  very  early  life,  by 
the  secret  operations  of  the  Divine  Witness.  As  show- 
ing her  early  sensitiveness  to  these  Heavenly  visitations, 
we  give  the  following  recitals  in  her  own  language. 
"  When  only  five  years  old  being  much  affected  at  losing 
a  beloved  grandmother,  I  one  morning  took  my  little  chair 
out  to  a  tree  that  stood  behind  the  house  where  no  one 
could  see  me,  and  sitting  down  gave  way  to  my  feelings. 
After  that  I  felt  peaceful  and  quiet,  and  then  I  was  first 
made  sensible  of  a  secret  something  operating  in  me  as 
a  teacher.  I  was  easily  excited  to  the  indulgence  of 
angry  feelings.  On  such  occasions  I  would  go  out  under 
my  tree  to  meet  with,  I  knew  not  what,  but  a  something 
that  strengthened  me  to  be  good.  It  was  to  my  infant 
mind  a  hallowed  spot,  for  there  I  loved  to  be  still.  I 
was  gathered  into  a  peaceful  state,  waiting  for  the  teach- 
ing of  the  Good  Spirit." 

"When  about  ten  years  old,  a  minister  traveling 
through  our  neighborhood,  being  at  meeting  used  the 
language,  "covenant  making,  and  covenant  keeping  God." 
It  came  home  to  my  young  mind,  and  I  found  that  this 
was  the  power  that  had  been  operating  in  me,  and  with 
which  I  had  been  engaged  in  covenant,  morning  and 
evening,  and  many  times  in  the  day,  though  I  found  na 
expression  to  convey  the  meaning." 
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*' About  my  twelfth  year,  when  at  meeting  sitting 
among  the  children,  I  was  impressed  with  the  necessity 
of  calling  the  attention  of.  the  scholars  to  the  death  of 
one  of  onr  little  playmates.  What  I  had  to  say  was  as 
plain  before  me  as  though  it  were  written  in  a  book,  and 
at  one  time  I  was  almost  impelled  upon  my  feet  by  the 
force  of  the  feeling  which  was  with  me.  But  I  thought, 
that  as  a  child  I  could  never  speak  1]|^fore  all  the  people,  so 
concluded  as  soon  as  meeting  broke,  I. would  writedown 
what  was  so  plain  to  me ;  but  when  I  went  to  do  so,  all 
remembrance  of  the  language  to  be  used  was  gone,  and 
I  could  not  recollect  one  word.  Then  I  saw  clearly  that 
it  ought  to  have  been  given  to  the  children  when  it  was 
given  to  me  for  them.  Thus  the  Good  Hand  led  me 
through  the  paths  of  childhood ;  and  now  having  attained 
the  meridian  of  life,  I  can  in  looking  back  bear  this 
testimony,  that  had  I  at  all  times  simply  yielded  to  its 
guidance,  I  should  have  escaped  much  of  the  suffering 
I  have  experienced." 

In  the  year  1825,  our  friend  was  married  to  Elijah 
Weaver,  and  the  following  year  they  were  attached  by 
certificate  to  this  Monthly  Meeting,  of  which  he  was  for 
many  years  a  valued  overseer,  and  was  also  at  the  time 
of  his  death  in  1848,  an  esteemed  Elder. 

As  our  friend  came  to  mature  years,  the  '^  law  of  the 
Lord  ^'  continued  to  be  her  delight,  and  in  obedience  to 
the  "  Inspeaking  Word,"  she  was  called  to  bear  public 
testimony  to  the  Truth,  about  the  8Tth  year  of  her  age. 
Her  gift  in  the  ministry  was  acknowledged  by  this  month- 
ly meeting  in  1839.     In  the  exercise  thereof,. she  was 
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simple,  impressive  and  weighty,  giving  evidence,  that 
she  '^  received  it  not  of  man,  neither  was  she  taught  it^ 
bat  by  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ." 

Under  this  anointing  power,  she  was  frequently  called 
to  speak  to  individual  conditions  in  a  remarkable  man- 
ner, and  very  often,  was  the  bread  of  life  from  the  Mas^ 
ter's  table  broken  and  distributed  by  her,  to  the  nourish- 
ment and  refreshment  of  many  hungering  spirits. 

Under  a  feeling  of  duty,  she  at  different  times,  with 
the  unity  of  her  monthly  meeting,  visited  all  of  our 
Yearly  Meetings,  and  most  of  the  meetings  composing 
them,  also  frequently  visiting  many  of  the  families  there- 
of. In  some  of  these  opportunities,  she  was  led  in  a 
peculiar  manner,  to  set  before  those  present  the  work  to 
which  they  would  be  called,  and  exhort  them  to  obe- 
dience in  every  requirement  of  duty.  A  large  part  of 
her  religious  mission,  was  to  mingle  with  the  afflicted 
and  suffering,  and  extend  to  them  words  of  consolation 
and  encouragement. 

She  was  much  interested  in  all  that  concerned  our  re- 
ligious society,  and  long  felt,  that  the  establishment  of 
a  meeting  for  public  worship  in  the  Northwestern  part 
of  the  city  would  be  an  advantage.  Faithful  to  these 
impressions,  she,  and  our  late  valued  friend  Elizabeth 
Newport,  presented  the  concern  to  the  monthly  meeting, 
which  was  united  with,  and  the  first  meeting,  held  11  mo. 
27th,  1859,  in  a  room  obtained  for  the  purpose,  was  a 
solemn  opportunity.  The  meeting  was  afterwards  held 
for  a  time  in  a  private  parlor,  where  frequently,  under 
the  overshadowing  of  the  Divine  Presence,  some  were 
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made  to  feel  it  was  good  for  them  to  be  there.  As  an 
outgrowth  of  that  eoncern,  we  now  have  the  meeting  at 
the  Northwest  comer  of  17th  Street  and  Girard  Ave- 
nue. 

Her  last  public  service  away  from  home,  was  the  at- 
tendance of  the  first  Yearly  Meeting  in  Illinois,  held  9 
mo.,  1875.  About  fifteen  years  previous  when  on  a  re* 
ligious  visit  to  Indiana,  she  saw  in  prophetic  vision,  that 
at  this,  then  remote  locality,  there  would  be  a  centering, 
and  large  gathering  of  Friends.  When,  in  the  course 
of  time  that  Yearly  Meeting  was  established  and  about 
to  be  held  at  the  place  foreseen  by  her,  she  felt  drawn 
in  gospel  love  to  mingle  with  the  seed  of  Ood  in  that 
assembly,  and  although  m  a  delicate  state  of  health,  she 
was  enabled  to  do  so  in  her  eightieth  year,  greatly  to  her 
satisfaction,  and  returned  home  bearing  the  sweet  re- 
ward of  peace.  The  acknowledgment  was,  that  from 
this  her  evening  sacrifice,  there  arose  a  savor  as  from 
precious  incense. 

During  the  latter  part  of  her  life  she  passed  through 
many  severe  trials  and  discouragements  that  were  cal- 
culated to  test  her  faith,  but  as  her  confidence  was  in 
her  Heavenly  Father,  who  had  been  the  guide  of  her 
early  days,  and  whose  protecting  power  had  preserved 
her  through  the  various  vicissitudes  of  maturer  years, 
she  realized  that  He  continued  near,  enabling  her  to 
trust  in  His  mercy  and  loving  kindness,  and  also  fre- 
quently to  testify  publicly,  that  He  was  sufficient  to  sup- 
port and  comfort  the  dependent  spirit,  "  even  when  tried 
to  an  hair's  breadth.'' 
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In  the  brightness  and  sympathy  of  her  loving  spirit, 
there  was  ever  cherished  by  her  a  tender  interest  for  the 
children,  and  one  of  her  last  vocal  exercises  in  onr  meet- 
ing  was  on  their  behalf;  that  they  should  be  looked  af- 
ter, and  made  to  feel  that  those  who  are  older  are  not 
forgetful  of  them,  emphatically  using  the  expression, 
"  Gather  the  children — the  lambs  of  the  fiock." 

With  advancing  years,  her  health  failed,  often  confin- 
ing her  at  home,  but  whenever  able  she  was  diligent  in 
the  attendance  of  meetings,  feeling  it  to  be  a  great  privi- 
lege and  she  was  concerned  to  encourage  her  friends  to 
this  "  reasonable  service." 

As  she  neared  the  close  of  life  she  was  released  from 
further  labor  in  the  Church  militant,  and  whilst  peace- 
fully awaiting  the  summons  hence,  expressed,  that  "she 
felt  she  was  being  initiated  into  the  Church  triumphant.'' 

She  departed  this  life  on  the  23rd  of  f  mo.  1878,  in 
the  83rd  year  of  her  age.

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A  Memorial  from  Pilesgrove  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends^ 
concerning  our  deceased  Friend^  Elizabeth  T.  An- 
drews. 

As  the  memory  of  those  who  have  endeavored  to  labor 
as  the  servants  of  God,  is  always  precious,  and,  that 
their  services  should  not  be  lost,  but  gathered  up  for 
edification,  we  feel  drawn  to  offer  this  Memorial  of  our 
dear  departed  friend,  Elizabeth  T.  Andrews. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Reuben  and  Hannah  Hilliard, 
and  was  born  the  14th  day  of  Second  Month,  1806.  Her 
father  died  when  she  was  but  six  years  of  age,  and  she, 
having  to  be  separated  from  her  mother,  lost  the  care 
of  her  earthly  parents,  but  was  not  forsaken  by  her  Heav- 
enly Father,  in  whose  Divine  power  her  faith  failed  not 
and  trusting  therein  she  was  enabled  to  pursue  her  way, 
giving  evidence  that  she  realized  the  blessing  promised 
for  those,  who,  "  Seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his 
righteousness,  and  all  things  needful  shall  be  added 
thereto." 

In  perusing  the  Journal  which  she  left,  we  find,  that 
very  early  she  was  visited  by  the  overshadowing  of  Di- 
vine love,  and  experienced  many  deep  baptisms  and  trials 
in  after  life. 

She  also  expressed  a  wish  that  she  might  leave  some 
record,  for  the  benefit  of  her  own  children,  and  the  youth 
at  large,  and  for  the  encouragement  of  all  who  may  be 
of  the  tried  and  tribulated  travelers  Zionward. 

The  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit  shone  through  this  be- 
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loved  Friend  with  much  brightness,  being  accompanied 
by  deep  humility,  and  an  abiding  sense  of  her  depend* 
ence  on  the  preserving,  guiding  power  of  her  Heavenly 
Father.  He  saw  meet  to  train  and  discipline  her  spirit* 
through  much  tribulation,  and  she  meekly  bowed  under 
the  chastising  rod,  and  its  holy  influence,  was  made  will 
ing  to  deny  herself,  patiently  to  encounter  many  dfficul- 
ties,  and  cheerfully  to  dedicate  her  time  and  strength  to 
serve  her  Divine  Master  and  Teacher. 

In  the  23rd  year  of  her  age  she  was  married  to  James 
Andrews,  of  Fairfield,  Cumberland  County,  N.  J.  The 
attendance  of  her  meeting,  twice  a  week,  which  she  had 
for  a  long  time  felt  to  be  a  duty,  was  now  accomplished 
through  many  difficulties. 

Their  home  being  an  isolated  place,  with  the  Gohansey 
Creek  separating  them  from  Friends'  Meeting,  she  had 
to  be  rowed  in  an  open  boat  a  considerable  distance, 
frequently  through  inclement  weather,  and  sometimes 
having  to  walk  the  distance  of  nearly  two  miles  after- 
wards. 

But  through  all  these  trials  and  difficulties,  she  had 
strength  and  encouragement  given  her,  not  only  to  be 
regular  in  the  attendance  of  Meetings,  but  for  the  pre- 
servation of  her  Spiritual  life,  she  was  made  willing  to 
offer  these  few  words  in  her  own  meeting,  held  on  first 
day  at  Greenwich,  being  then  in  her  24th  year,  "  Why 
stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle,  because  no  man  hath  hired 
you  ?  Go  ye  forth  and  labor  in  my  vineyard,  and  what* 
soever  is  right  that  shall  ye  receive,  for  the  harvest  la 
plenteous  and  faithful  laborers  are  few.''  By  this  act  of 
obedience,  she  received  great  peace  of  mind,  and  in  after-^ 
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time  became  an  approved  minister,  and  was  enabled  to 
stand  for  the  truth  as  it  was  in  Jesus,  and  as  it  is  in  all 
those  who  are  faithful  to  its  requirings,whetherin  the  great 
or  in  the  small.  Her  continued  faithfulness  in  the  cause 
of  truth,  on  several  occasions  led  her  to  ask  for  Minutes 
to  visit  other  Meetings  in  Gospel  love,  which  always 
seemed  to  be  attended  with  satisfaction  to  herself  and 
to  Friends*  Although  many  times  performed  under 
very  trying  circumstances,  yet,  through  Divine  assist- 
ance, she  was  enabled  to  accomplish  her  Master's  will, 
frequently  being  found  visiting  the  poor,  sick,  and 
afflicted,  and  those  that  were  in  prison.  Her  communi- 
cations were  of  a  practical  kind,  calling  us  to  lives  of 
purity  and  righteousness,  and  exhorting  us  to  ^'  so  live 
before  men,  that  they,  seeing  our  good  works,  may 
glorify  our  Father  in  Heaven.*'  She  was  often  led  to 
hand  out  of  her  Fathers  good  treasure,  to  the  comfort 
and  consolation  of  many  a  troubled  and  burdened  spirit ; 
speaking  frequently  to  the  condition  of  those  about  her, 
and  often  pleading  with  us  to  follow  Christ,  bearing  the 
testimony,  that  He  was  not  an  hard  Master,  but  that  ^'all 
His  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  His  paths 
are  paths  of  peace."  During  her  last  illness,  her  mind 
was  clear,  calm,  and  resigned  ;  and  she  often  gave  utter- 
ance to  the  kind  feelings  of  her  heart  towards  those 
around  her.  She  felt  that  her  work  was  finished,  and 
that  she  was  ready  to  be  taken  home ;  frequently  utter- 
ing these  words,  "  how  long.  Oh,  Lord  I  how  long  ?" 
It  was  her  earnest  prayer,  that  she  might  abide  in  pa- 
tience, until  the  time  should  come  for  her  to  be  released. 
On  the  7th  of  2nd  month,  1880,  after  biddrng^theif^m- 
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ily  an  affectionate  farewell,  she  said,  ^'  I  am  waiting, 
waiting,  I  feel  ready;  nothing  in  the  way  when  He 
chooses  to  take  me,"  and  soon  after  passed  away  in  the 
'74th  year  of  her  age. 

Long  and  lovingly  will  she  be  remembered,  and  may 
we  who  survive  her  be  enabled  to  walk  by  the  same  rule, 
so  earnestly  recommended  by  her,  and  ''  mind  the  light, 
the  true  light,  which  lighteth  every  man  that  cometh 
into  the  world,"  and  as  she  advised  us,  to  hold  fast  to 
the  profession  of  our  faith  without  wavering,  that  we 
too  may  be  enabled  to  sit  at  the  Master's  feet. 

A  pillar  has  been  removed ;  well  may  the  inquiry  be, 
from  whence,  can  the  vacancy  be  supplied  ?

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EXTRACTS. 


At  a  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends  held  in  Phil- 
adelphia, by  adjournments  from  the  ninth  of  Fifth 
Month  to  the  thirteenth  of  the  same,  inclusive,  1881, 

Reports  were  received  from  all  our  constituent  Quar- 
terly Meetings ;  also  from  the  Half  Year's  Meeting  of 
Fishing  Creek,  and  the  Representatives  named  therein, 
upon  being  called,  were  all  present  except  nine^  for  the 
absence  of  three  of  whom,  satisfactory  reasons  were 
given. 

Minutes  of  Friends  in  attendance  from  other  Yearly 
Meetings  were  produced  and  read,  as  follows : 

For  Ann  Packer,  a  minister  from  Green  Plain  Month- 
ly Meeting  of  Friends,  Clark  county,  Ohio,  endorsed  by 
Miami  Quarterly  Meeting.  For  Rebecca  J.  Mason,  a 
member  and  companion  of  Ann  Packer,  from  Milford 
Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  held  at  Milton,  Indiana. 

Epistles  from  our  sisters  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  of 
Baltimore,  New  York,  Ohio  and  Indiana,  were  read, 
proving  afresh  the  value  of  such  correspondence,  in  the 
tendency  it  has  to  cement  us  as  a  band,  working  togeth- 
er in  a  common  cause — ^that  of  the  promotion  of  truth 
and  righteousness  in  the  earth. 

(47) 
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The  representatives  were  requested  to  confer  together 
at  the  close  of  this  session,  and  propose  to  the  afternoon 
Meeting,  the  name  of  a  friend  to  serve  the  Meeting  as 
Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk,  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Afternoon. 

Elizabeth  M.  Cooper  on  behalf  of  the  representatives 
reported  that  they  had  conferred  together,  and  were  un- 
ited in  proposing  for  the  consideration  of  the  Meetings 
the  name  of  Phebe  W.  Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  that  of 
Martha  Dodgson  for  Assistant  Clerk.  The  Meeting  uni- 
ted with  the  report  of  the  committee,  and  they  were  ap- 
pointed to  those  services.  Martha  Dodgson  requesting 
to  be  released,  the  Meeting  appointed  Jane  D.  Sat^ 
terthwaite  in  her  place. 

Epistles  from  our  sisters  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  of 
Illinois  and  Genesee  were  read.  To  respond  to  them, 
as  well  as  to  those  read  in  the  morning  session,  as  way 
may  open,  a  committee  was  appointed. 

The  following  minute  introduced  from  Men's  Meeting, 
was  read. 

For  Thomas  Foulke,  a  minister  from  New  York  Month 
ly  Meeting  of  Friends. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Meeting,  and  report  to  a  future  session,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed. 
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Information  was  received  from  Men's  Meeting  that  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  had  been  a  number  of  years 
since  the  appointment  of  a  committee  having  charge  of 
Indian  Affairs  in  this  Yearly  Meeting,  and  that  many  of 
them  had  been  removed  by  death,  they  thought  it  ad- 
visable—provided that  women  friends  should  also  so 
consider  it — to  appoint  at  this  time  a  committee  to  nom- 
inate friends  upon  a  standing  committee,  and  report  ta 
a  future  session  of  this  MeiBting,  should  the  way  open 
to  do  so.  Our  Meeting  concurred  with  them  in  judg- 
ment, and  a  committee  was  appointed.  At  a  subsequent 
session  the  joint  committee  presented  the  nominations^ 
which  were  read  and  approved. 

To  consider  the  subject  presented  by  the  reports  from 
Abington  Quarterly  Meeting,  relative  to  a  change  in  our 
discipline,  a  committee  was  appointed,  in  conjunction 
with  one  of  men  friends — which  we  were  informed  they 
had  appointed — and  report  to  a  future  session.  Subse- 
quently a  report  was  presented  by  the  joint  committee^ 
read  and  approved. 

Men's  Meeting  informed  us  of  their  approval  also, 
and  the  following  change  was  adopted :  viz :  Expung- 
ing the  words,  beginning  third  line  from  the  top  on  page 
fourteen,  in  our  book  of  discipline — "And  that  Friends 
do  not  publish  invitations,  in  our  religious  meetings^ 
to  burials  where  a  hireling  minister  is  expected  to  offi* 
ciate." 

To  assist  the  clerks  in  collecting  the  exercises  of  this 
meeting,  and  to  revise  the  minutes  for  publication,  a 
committee  was  appointed. 
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Third  Day^  10/^  tnstont 
Morning. 

The  consideration  of  the  state  of  our  society  was  in- 
troduced by  the  reading  of  the  First,  Second  and  Third 
Queries,  and  the  answers  thereto  f^om  our  constituent 
Quarterly  Meetings. 

Although  the  answers  to  the  First  Query,  in  relation 
to  the  attendance  of  our  religious  meetings  for  worship 
and  discipline,  presented  many  more  exceptions  than 
usual,  it  was  thought,  that  rather  than  spend  our  time 
in  lamentations  over  the  past,  it  would  be  better  for  us 
to  form  fresh  resolutions  for  the  future,  that  in  meeting 
again  the  same  cause  for  concern  may  not  exist. 

Afternoon. 

The  Meeting  was  occupied  with  the  reading  and  con- 
sideration of  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh  and 
Eighth  Queries,  and  the  answers. 

The  many  subjects  of  vital  interest  comprised  in  these 
Queries,  called  forth  expression. 

The  support  of  our  testimony  to  plainness  and  sim- 
plicity, was  strongly  urged.  Not  only  in  our  personal 
attire,  but  in  everything  pertaining  to  our  life  here,  the 
furniture  of  our  houses,  our  entertainments,  our  inter- 
course with  each  other,  there  should  be  that  simplicity 
which  has  long  been  recognized  as  a  characteristic  of 
Friends. 
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Attention  was  called  to  the  Qnery  which  asks  whether 
friends  assist  those  needing  aid  in  such  business  as  they 
are  capable  of.  Whilst  the  reports  were  favorable  in 
this  respect,  it  was  suggested  that  still  more  pains  be 
taken.  That  we  should  not  always  wait  until  such  aid 
was  applied  for,  but  in  tender,  loving,  sisterly  consider- 
ation, inquire  of  those  who  seem  to  be  oppressed  with 
the  weight  of  heavy  burdens,  whether  the  helpful  hand 
of  their  friends  would  not  be  acceptable  to  them. 

Fourth  Day,  lUh  instant. 
Morning. 

The  remaining  Queries  and  answers  were  read,  inclu- 
ding the  tabulated  report  of  our  schools,  in  reply  to  the 
second  annual  Qnery. 

The  following  proposition  introduced  at  a  former  ses- 
sion, was  again  presented,  and  after  due  consideration 
united  with.  The  meeting  was  also  united  in  asking  for 
the  CO  operation  of  men  friends  in  the  work. 

Believing  as  we  do  that  much  of  the  suffering  in  this 
life  is  attributable  to  a  violation  of  the  physical  laws 
of  our  being,  and  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  the 
importance  of  a  more  thorough  diffusion  of  knowledge 
with  regard  to  the  pernicious  effects  of  alcoholic  stimu- 
lants upon  the  human  system,  it  is  proposed  that  this 
Yearly  Meeting  take  under  serious  consideration  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  whose  aim  shall  be  to  aid 
by  every  means  in  their  power,  the  accomplishment  of 
this  great  end. 
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It  is  proposed  for  the  sake  of  the  mothers  that  they 
may  Dot  by  the  administration  of  stimalants,  injure  the 
tender  plants  committed  to  their  care,  for  the  children, 
that  they  may  in  their  ripening  years  be  shielded  from 
the  temptations  that  surround  them ;  for  ourselves,  that 
we  may,  as  a  people,  stand  before  the  world  clean-hand- 
ed — setting  an  example  of  faithfulness  in  our  testimony 
against  the  use  of  intoxicants.  The  centuries  have 
brought  us  an  inheritance*,  and  we  stand  appalled  at  the 
desolation. 

We  doubt  not,  if,  in  the  fulfillment  of  this  appoint- 
ment, we  are  faithful  to  the  light  furnished,  we  shall  be 
instrumental  in  effecting  the  object  so  earnestly  desired. 

In  accordance  with  the  judgment  of  the  Meeting,  a 
nominating  committee  was  appointed  to  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  one  from  Men's  Meeting — which  we  were  in- 
formed they  had  appointed — ^to  present  to  a  future  ses- 
sion, the  names  of  friends  to  constitute  a  standing  com- 
mittee to  consider  the  subject  comprised  in  the  foregoing 
minute.  Subsequently  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
presented  and  read,  and  the  nominations  approved. 

An  interesting  report  from  the  Educational  Commit- 
tee was  read  and  united  with.  Although  there  may  not 
be  as  much  fruit  apparent,  as  we  should  desire  to  wit- 
ness, it  was  hoped  that  the  time  may  come  when  t?U$ 
shall  appear  more  abundantly. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  four  years 
since  the  appointment  of  the  Educational  Committee,  it 
was  the  judgment  of  .the  Meeting  that  a  nominating  com- 
mittee be  appointed  at  this  time,  to  propose  to  a  fhture 
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session  of  this  meeting,  the  names  of  friends  to  serve 
upon  said  committee.  Information  was  received  from 
Men  Friends  that  they  were  prepared  to  act  with  us  in 
making  such  a  nomination.  At  a  subsequent  session  of 
the  Meeting,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  presented 
and  read,  and  the  names  offered  were  approved. 

Afternoon. 

We  had  a  visit  from  our  friend  Thomas  Poulke,  a 
minister  attending  this  Yearly  Meeting  from  New  York 
Monthly  Meeting. 

The  joint  committee  appointed  last  year  with  reference 
to  the  establishment  of  a  Boarding  School,  presented  a 
report,  which  was  received  and  read.  Regret  was  ex- 
pressed tiiat  the  committee  felt  it  right  to  present  the 
report  "  That  way  did  not  open  to  recommend  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  school  by  the  Yearly  Meeting,*'  many 
friends  having  a  desire  that  a  school  under  the  care  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting,  where  our  children  could  receive  a 
guarded  education  at  a  moderate  cost,  should  be  estab- 
lished. The  meeting  not  being  prepared  to  dismiss  the 
subject,  or  to  release  the  committee,  united  in  its  con- 
tinuance for  another  year.  At  a  future  session  we  were 
informed  that  men  friends  had  released  their  committee. 
Our  meeting,  believing  it  important  that  we  should  act 
jointly  in  the  consideration  of  the  above  subject,  rescin- 
ded the  minute  made  at  a  former  session,  and  concur- 
ring with  the  judgment  of  men  friends,  our  committee 
was  also  released. 
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Fifth  Day^  Viih  inatarU. 
Afternoon. 

The  joint  committee  appointed  last  year,  upon  the 
subject  of  a  general  conference  of  Friends  to  be  held 
once  in  five  years  or  oftener,  reported  "  That  way  did 
not  open  to  recommend  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  a  co  op- 
eration with  the  proposition  presented  by  them  to  us. 
At  the  same  time  a  feeling  of  earnest  sympathy  was'  ex- 
pressed for  Illinois  Yearly  Meeting  in  its  concern,  in  the 
matter  presented,  and  a  desire  for  the  growth  of  Divine 
Life  in  all  souls.''  Our  meeting  united  with  the  report, 
and  the  concurrent  judgment  of  men  Friends  having 
been  received,  the  committee  was  released. 

The  minutes  of  the  Representative  Committee  were 
read  and  approved.  The  names  of  Friends  forwarded 
by  the  Reports  from  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  to  serve 
upon  this  committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  were  also 
read. 

Sixth  Day^  IZth  instant. 
Morning. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer  of  this  meeting  presented  a  Report  which 
was  read  and  approved. 

The  Quarterly  Meetings  were  requested  to  send  their 
fuU  quotas  the  present  year. 
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The  committee  appointed  at  a  former  session  to  res- 
pond to  the  Epistles  received  from  our  sisters  of  other 
Yearly  Meetings,  as  way  may  open,  reported  that  in 
entire  unity  they  were  prepared  to  offer  one  essay,  which 
was  read,  approved  and  directed  to  be  signed  by  the 
Clerk,  and  a  copy  forwarded  to  all  the  meetings  with 
which  we  correspond. 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  friend  Elizabeth 
T.  Andrews,  from  Pilesgrove  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends 
was  read. 

Afternoon. 

The  committee  having  charge  of  Indian  Affkirs,  pre- 
sented their  report,  which  was  read  and  approved.  Al- 
though there  are  at  present  many  discouragements  in 
consequence  of  the  Government  withdrawing  the  aid 
which  was  promised  when  Friends  first  undertook  the 
charge  of  some  of  the  Reservations,  it  was  hoped  that 
the  time  may  come  when  the  rights  of  the  Indians,  as 
citizens,  will  be  respected.  The  committee  was  encour- 
aged to  do  all  in  its  power,  little  though  it  may  seem. 

The  committee  appointed  last  year  to  prepare  a  me- 
morial to  Congress  relative  to  the  passage  of  a  bill  upon 
"The  Alcoholic  Liquor  Traffic,"  reported  that  they  placed 
the  memorial  which  was  read  last  year  in  the  hands  of  a 
sub-committee  to  present  to  Congress,  who  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  directed  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Yearly  Meeting,  viz  : —

"  The  memorial  issued  by  our  last  Yearly  Meeting, 
asking  for  the  passage  of  a  bill  instituting  a  National 
Commission  of  Inquiry,  to  investigate  thoroughly  and 
impartially  the  Alcoholic  Liquor  Traffic,"  was  brought 
before  the  attention  of  Congress  by  four  of  the  friends 
appointed  for  that  service.  They  succeeded  in  having  it 
read  in  the  Senate,  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance, 
and  placed  on  the  record. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  several  of  the  mem- 
bers manifested  a  lively  interest  in  the  concern,  and  made 
a  strong  effort  to  read  the  memorial,  but  owing  to  a 
question  of  order,  the  reading  of  it  was  delayed,  with 
the  understanding,  however,  that  it  should  be  read  at  a 
future  time. 

A  copy  of  the  memorial  was  placed  upon  the  desk  of 
each  member,  of  both  Houses,  and  a  copy  was  also  pre- 
sented to  the  President  and  his  wife,  who  expressed 
their  cordial  approbation  of  the  labors  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

Our  meeting  approved  the  report,  and  having  been 
informed  that  Men's  Meeting  concurred  in  the  judgment, 
the  committee  was  released. 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  friend  Ann  Wea- 
ver, from  Green  Street  Monthly  Meeting,  was  read. 
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ThefoUovring  minute  embracing  aomeofths  exercises  of 
the  Meeting  was  read^  and  adopted^  and  directed  to  he 
printed  J  with  the  extracts  from  the  minutes. 

The  assembling  of  this  Yearly  Meeting  under  a  sense 
of  deep  dependence  upon  the  care  and  guidance  of  that 
Divine  Power  which  has  ever  been  known  to  the  flock 
which  gathers  in  the  name  of  the  Highest,  was  charac- 
terized by  solemn  reminiscences  of  the  beloved  and  hon- 
ored dead,  whose  vacant  seats  are  soon  to  be  filled  by 
others,  but  an  abiding  place  remains  for  these  in  the 
hearts  of  those  who  long  walked  beside  them,  and  par- 
ticipated with  them  in  faithful  devoted  labor,  for  the 
cause  of  truth  and  righteousness. 

It  is  cause  of  sorrow  to  feel  that  voices  are  silenced 
forever  which  spake  as  the  oracles  of  God ;  that  faces, 
beautiful  with  the  light  of  holiness,  we  shall  see  no  more 
on  earth,  and  that  we  must  now  miss  their  pure  spirits, 
which  dwelt  ever  in  the  presence  of  the  Heavenly  Fath- 
er, while  doing  His  will  in  their  life  work. 

Such  memories  should  be  an  inspiration  to  holy  en- 
deavor, and  to  faithful,  earnest  searchings  after  that  per- 
fection unto  which  we  believe  the  children  of  the  Highest 
are  called.  To  the  duties  of  the  present,  and  to  hope 
and  faith  for  the  future,  this  society  is  now  to  address 
itself^  craving  in  all  things  the  immediate  guidance  of 
Eternal  Love  and  Wisdom. 

Epistles  from  the  several  Yearly  Meetings  which  con- 
stitute our  religious  body  in  America,  brought  to  re- 
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membrance  special  labors  for  the  advancement  of  the 
cause  of  practical  righteousness  on  earth,  and  for  the 
promotion  of  the  vital  interests  of  our  own  religious 
household.  In  these,  our  endeavors,  we  desire  to  have 
a  qualification,  rightly  and  efifectually  to  engage,  advan- 
cing ever  with  the  needs  and  requirements  of  our  day. 

The  cause  of  Temperance  is  nx>w  in  need  of  advocates 
and  apostles,  and  we  aspire  to  such  complete  faithful- 
ness in  our  testimony,  and  in  example  as  shall  make  this 
society  a  bulwark  against  one  of  the  deadliest  enemies 
of  Christian  civilization.  No  self-denial,  no  amount  of 
effort  is  too  great,  if  by  any  means  we  may  save  souls 
from  degradation,  and  lives  from  shipwreck. 

Good  and  wisely  balanced  laws,  faithfully  administer- 
ed, are  essential  in  the  suppression  of  any  vice,  and  we 
are  counselled  to  address  our  petitions  to  State  and 
National  Legislatures,  urging  their  prompt  and  vigorous 
action  in  this  cause,  amending  existing  laws,  and  supple- 
menting such  as  are  inadequate,  with  new  enactments^ 
until  it  shall  be  seen  that  in  this  land,  right  and  purity 
have  the  victory,  and  "  The  Lord  God  omnipotent 
reigneth." 

The  reading  of  the  Scriptures  of  Truth  in  families 
has  been  earnestly  recommended  by  those  who  have  lon^ 
felt  their  value  as  helps  in  religious  culture. 

The  diligent  attendance  upon  occasions  of  divine  wor- 
ship, and  vigilance  in  the  maintenance  of  our  disciplin- 
ary arrangements,  as  well  as  due  care  in  guarding  and 
promoting  brotherly  love  in  our  religious  Household, 
have  been  themes  of  much  earnest  exhortation.    Wan- 
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derers  from  the  path  of  rectitude  and  faithful  obedience 
were  touchlngly  reminded  that  the  Father  closes  not  his 
doors  to  the  prodigal,  but  waits  and  watches  for  his  re- 
turn. The  Love  Divine  is  eager  to  welcome  the  weary, 
sin-sick  soul  home  from  its  wanderings  in  a  far  country, 
and  ^'  waiting  to  be  gracious,"  perceiving  the  prodigal 
while  he  is  yet  a  great  way  off,  meets  him  on  the  way, 
and  brings  him  with  joy  again  into  the  household  of 
peace  and  safety. 

Our  testimony  to  the  value  of  a  Free  Gospel  Ministry, 
and  against  such  as  may  have  assumed  the  office  of  min- 
isters of  Christ  f^om  expectation  of  worldly  gain,  has 
been  powerfully  and  feelingly  presented.  Yet  we  earn- 
estly  desire  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  true  charity,  in 
this  as  in  all  things.  The  acknowledgment  has  been 
made,  that  some,  acting  under  the  system  of  a  salaried 
ministry,  have  known  at  times  their  lips  touched  with  a 
live  coal  from  off  the  altar  of  God,  and  have  been  en- 
abled to  bear  his  messages  to  the  sheep  of  his  pasture ; 
yet  there  is  a  solemn  call  to  those  who  are  seeking  for 
spiritual  food,  to  turn  away  from  all  outward  dependen- 
cies to  that  Power  which  is  to  be  known  in  the  secret 
chambers  of  the  heart,  believing  that  this  is  the  true 
Teacher. 

If  close  attention  is  given  to  this  inspeaking  Word  of 
God,  its  voice  will  be  heard,  and  food  offered  for  the  sus- 
tenance of  the  hungry  soul.  Under  this  feeling,  those 
assembled  in  our  small  meetings  will  know  an  arising  of 
life,  and  vocal  expression  at  times  will  be  given,  tending 
to  strengthen  the  waidng  ones  in  the  faith  of  our  pro- 
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Having  been  favored  throughout  the  several  sessions 
of  this  Yearly  Meeting  with  fresh  incomes  of  our 
Heavenly  Father's  love,  enabling  us  to  transact  the  bus- 
iness which  has  come  before  us,  with  harmony  and  sis- 
terly condescension,  we  conclude  to  meet  at  the  .usual 
time  next  year,  if  so  permitted.

Also,  the  name 
of  a  Friend  fk'om  each  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  and 
Fishing  Creek  Half  Year's  Meeting,  to  aid  the  Committee 
appointed  by  Philadelphia  Monthly  Meeting,  in  preserv- 
ing order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House,  during  the 
sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Second  Day — Afternoon, 

Samuel  J.  Levick,  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives, 
made  report  that  they  conferred  together  at  the  rise  of 
the  morning  session,  and  were  united  in  proposing  Benja- 
min G.  Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  Barclay  White  for  Assist- 
ant Clerk,  for  the  present  year.  On  consideration  thereof, 
they  were  united  with  by  the  Meeting,  and  accordingly 
appointed. 
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They  also  proposed  the  names  of  a  Committee  to  aid  in 
preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House  during 
the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  subject  of  a  minute  of  the  exercises  of  the  Meeting 
as  they  may  occur,  to  be  published  with  the  Extracts,  and 
go  down  to  our  members,  was  introduced  by  the  Clerks.

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  report 
the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treasurer, 
a  Committee  was  appointed.  They  are  also  desired  to 
bring  forward  the  names  of  two  Friends  as  Correspon- 
dents of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  First  Query  was  read,  and  the  answers  thereto 
from  the  several  subordinate  Meetings,  claimed  the  deli- 
berate consideration  of  the  Meeting.

The  Second  and  Third  Queries  were  read,  and  the 
ftnswers  thereto  claimed  the  consideration  of  the  Meeting, 
and  summary  answers  were  adopted. 

Third  Day — Afternoon. 

The  Fourth  and  Fifth  Queries  were  read,  the  answers 
thereto  were  deliberately  considered,  and  summaries 
adopted. 
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The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  this  sitting  in  the 
consideration  of  the  interesting  subjects  embraced  in  these 
Queries. 

A  Committee  was  also  appointed  to  assist  the  Clerks  in 
preparing  and  publishing  the  Extracts,  and  transcribing 
and  forwarding  the  Epistles. 

Seventeenth  of  the  Month  and  Fourth  of  the  Week, 

The  Sixth  and  Seventh  Queries  were  read,  with  the 
answers  thereto,  and  summaries  adopted.  The  Meeting 
was  engaged  in  the  consideration  of  the  testimonies  em* 
braced  in  these  Queries. 

Our  Friend,  Ann  Packer,  acceptably  attended  our 
Meeting  during  this  sitting  in  the  discharge  of  a  religious 
service. 

Fourth  Day — Afternoon. 

The  remaining  Queries  were  read,  with  the  answers 
thereto,  and  summaries  were  adopted. 

The  attention  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  is  particularly 
called  to  the  importance  of  due  care  being  .taken  to  keep 
regular  records  of  Births  and  Deaths. 

The  summary  answers  to  all  the  Queries  as  approved 
and  adopted,  were  directed  to  be  recorded. 

The  Three  annual  Queries  were  read,  with  the  answers 
thereto,  and  the  following  summaries,  compiled  from  the 
reports,  were  adopted. 

Answer  to  First  Annual  Query. — Philadelphia  reports. 
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that  the  Preparative  Meeting  of  ministers  and  elders  of 
Philada.  Monthly  Meeting,  is  now  held  at  12  o'clock  M., 
instead  of  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  same  day  as  heretofore. 

Concord. — Mid-week  Meetings  will  no  longer  be  held 
at  Middletown  and  Willistown  during  the  week  of  Yearly 
Meeting. 

Western. — Centre  Preparative  Meeting  of  ministers 
and  elders  will  hereafter  be  held  at  Hockessin  only,  in- 
stead of  alternating  between  that  place  and  Centre  as 
heretofore. 

Gain. — Sadsbury  Preparative  Meeting  convenes  at  10 
A.  M.,  all  the  year. 

Summary  Answer  to  Second  Annual  Query. — ^We  have 
thirty-six  schools  superintended  by  committees  appointed 
either  in  the  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meeting,  employing 
ninety-two  teachers,  sixty -six  of  whom  are  in  member- 
ship with  us,  the  pupils  of  twenty-nine  of  these  schools 
attend  Mid-week  Meetings  with  their  teachers.  Reports, 
80  far  as  received,  indicate  these  schools  are  attended  by 
2282  pupils,  611  of  whom  are  in "  membership  with  us, 
260  where  one  parent  is  a  member. 

Three  of  the  reports  do  not  indicate  the  entire  number 
of  scholars  in  attendance ;  two  give  no  information  as  to 
the  attendance  at  Meeting,  and  one  report  fails  to  inform 
as  to  the  membership  of  the  teachers. 

Answer  to  Third  Annual  Query. — They  are. 

A  deputation  from  Women's  Meeting,  presented  a  con- 
cern as  embraced  in  the  following  minute  from  their 
Meeting,  which  is  referred  to  the  consideration  of  a  com- 
mittee to  report  thereon  to  a  future  sitting : 
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"  A  concern  was  introduced  into  this  Meeting  relative 
to  the  proposed  military  display  at  the  coming  '  Bi-Cen- 
tennial '  celebration  in  commemoration  of  the  landing  of 
William  Penn  upon  our  shores.  Our  Meeting  was  fully 
united  in  proposing  to  yours  that  we,  as  a  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, present  a  remonstrance  to  the  proper  authorities 
against  a  proceeding  so  inconsistent  with  the  principles 
upon  which  our  Commonwealth  was  founded." 

As  the  Meeting  Houses  of  Friends  in  this  city  will  be 
open  for  Divine  Worship  to-morrow  morning,  the  Meet- 
ing concludes  to  meet  at  3  o'clock  to-morrow  afternoon.

The  joint  Committee  on  Education  and  Schools  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  their  labors 
approved.  They  are  continued,  and  desired  to  give  fur- 
ther attention  thereto,  as  way  may  open : 

Report  of  the  Educational  Cobimitteb. 
To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  condition  of  Friend's  Schools  throughout  the  year- 
ly meeting  has  not  much  changed  since  our  last  report : 
but  the  object,  and  the  importance  of  good  schools  under 
the  care  of  meetings  are,  we  hope,  becoming  better  under- 
stood and  more  highly  appreciated. 

The  demand  for  really  good  and  concerned  teachers, 
members  of  our  society,  seems  to  be  increasing,  and  we 
trust  there  is  a  corresponding  willingness  to  remunerate 
them  properly  for  their  services. 

Without  efficient,  consistent  teachers,  schools  cannot 
prosper,  and  the  school  is  truly  a  Friends'  School  in  pro- 
portion as  the  teacher  values  and  upholds  our  testimonies. 
Whilst  in  past  years  the  committee  have  worked  earnestly 
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to  aid  in  establishing  schools,  and  in  encouraging  those  al- 
ready established,  they  have  felt  the  need  of  more  sys- 
tematic attention  to  the  work  than  they  were  able  to  give ; 
and  in  Seventh  month  last,  they  called  to  their  aid  George 
L.  Maris,  of  West  Chester.  Pennsylvania,  a  friend  femi- 
liar  with  school  work  and  well  qualified  to  assist  in  the  selec- 
tion of  teachers,  and  in  the  organization  and  management 
of  schools.    He  was  employed  for  one  year  at  a  salary 
of  five  hundred  dollars  and  travelling  expenses,  and  was 
to  give  to  the  service  such  time  as  might  be  required  by 
this  committee.     Since  his  appointment,  he  has  visited 
with  one  exception,  all  the  schools  under  the  care  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.    Many  of  these  visits 
have  been  repeated,  and  the  suggestions  made  by  him  to 
the  teachers  and  committees  have  been  kindly  received, 
and  many  of  them  acted  upon.     Believing  that  advantages 
would  arise  from  holding  a  series  of  meetings  of  teachers 
of  Friends'  Schools,  school  committees  and  others  inter- 
ested, to  enable  them  to  compare  methods  of  imparting 
instruction,  and  of  conducting  schools,  three  conferences 
were  held  under  the  care  of  this  committee  during  the 
winter,  in  the  meeting  house  at  15th  and  Race  st.,  Phila. 
They   were  largely  attended,   and  we   feel  they   were 
interesting  and  profitable  occasions.     The  committee  real- 
ize that  they  have  not  accomplished  all  they  have  de- 
sired, but  they  believe  there  is  cause  for  encouragement 
and  much  room  yet  for  profitable  labor. 

This  concern  for  the  careful  training  and  guarded  edu- 
cation of  our  youth  is  a  living  one,  and  will  prosper  in 
proportion  as  we  are  made  to  feel  our  individual  responsi- 
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bilities  in  the  maintenance  of  our  schools,  and  become 
willing  to  make  real  sacrifices  of  time  and  means  for  their 
support. 

Orders  have  been  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  in  aid  of  schools  and  for  other  expenses  to  the 
amount  of  Seven  Hundred  and  Fifty-eight  -^  dollars, 
($758.89.)

The  following  report  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  In- 
dian Affairs  was  read,  and  their  labors  approved. 

They  Are  continued  and  encouraged  to  give  renewed 
care  to  this  interesting  concern  as  best  wisdom  may 
direct 

Report  op  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs. 

To  the  Yearly  Meetiny. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  reports  that  in 
the  5th  month  last  a  sub-committee  appointed  to  select  a 
proper  person  as  successor  to  Mahlon  B.  Kent,  U.  S.  In- 
dian Agent  at  Great  Nemaha,  suggested  Augustus  Brosius, 
of  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  who  they  believed  was 
suited  to  the  position,  but  that  his  services  could  not  be 
procured  for  less  than  $1500  per  annum. 

Upon  seriously  considering  our  present  condition  in  the 
Indian  work,  we  believed  it  best  and  have  decided  to  sup- 
plement the  Government  Salary  of  $1000  per  annum,  by 
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the  payment  of  $500,  for  one  year,  to  an  Indian  Agent 
whom  we  deem  suitable. 

The  Committee  united  in  nominating  Augustus  Brosius, 
who  was  appointed,  commissioned  and  commenced  ser- 
vice as  XT.  S.  Indian  Agent  at  Great  Nemaha,  Seventh 
month,  1st,  1881. 

The  Iowa  Industrial  Home  and  School  building  having 
been  completed,  was  formally  opened  Fifth  month,  Oth, 
1881.  It  has  a  regular  attendance  of  24  Iowa  children. 
The  corps  of  employes,  are  teacher  of  Industry,  teacher 
of  School,  Matron,  Seamstress,  and  Cook. 

In  the  Sixth  month,  the  retiring  Agent  reported,  that 
'*  all  the  grain  and  meat  required  for  the  Home  is  raised 
on  the  farm,  in  fact  more  than  can  be  used,  issues  to  the 
Indians  being  sometimes  made  from  the  surplus,  there  are 
about  20  cattle  and  60  swine  belonging  to  the  Home." 

Considering  the  employes  and  accommodations  at  the 
Iowa  Industrial  Home  amply  sufficient  for  the  education 
of  all  the  Indian  children  at  the  Agency,  the  Committee 
suggested  to  Agent  Brosius  the  propriety  of  sending  the 
Sac  and  Fox  children  there,  and  closing  the  Sac  Boarding 
School.  In  reply  he  stated  that  he  was  awaiting  a  favor- 
able opportunity  for  such  a  change,  so  as  to  encounter  as 
little  opposition  as  possible  from  the  Sac  and  Fox  Indians^ 
the  chiefs  of  said  tribe  having  taken  a  stand  in  opposition 
to  the  consolidation,  although  it  would  be  a  financial  sav- 
ing, and  the  results  more  satisfactory  to  the  children. 
The  matter  was  precipitated  by  a  want  of  harmony 
among  those  having  charge  of  the  Sac  School,  and  it  was 
closed  with  the  year  1881. 
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In  this  emergency  Agent  Brosius  asked  the  Committee 
for  any  advice  likely  to  relieve  him  from  the  diflScuIty, 
which  was  given  him.  Under  date  of  Second  month,  16th, 
1882,  he  writes,  "  The  Committee's  suggestion  for  placing 
the  Sac  and  Fox  children  in  the  Iowa  School  was  acted 
upon,  with  results  beyond  what  we  had  anticipated,  there 
have  been  more  of  them  in  attendance  than  when  the 
school  was  on  their  own  reserve." 

Information  being  received,  that  a  delegation  of  Indians 
from  the  tribes  composing  Great  Nemaha  Agency  was 
about  to  visit  Washington,  with  reference  to  their  desires 
for  removal  to  Indian  Territory,  allotment  of  lands  and 
sale  of  reservation  lands,  the  subject  <!laimed  our  careful 
attention,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  ascertain 
when  the  delegation  would  counsel  with  heads  of  the  De- 
partment, and  to  represent  the  Society  of  Friends  therein, 
with  the  view  of  aiding  in  a  proper  solution  of  those 
matters,  if  opportunity  oflTers.  The  following  address 
was  also  considered,  approved  and  directed  to  be  forwarded. 

"  To  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs. 

**The  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  of  Philadelphia 
Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends,  respectfully  represents. — That 
by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  In- 
dians of  the  Great  Nemaha  Agency,  were,  early  in  the 
year  1869  assigned  to  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  since 
that  period  of  time  this  Committee  has  under  direction 
of  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  had  special  charge  of 
them. 

"  That  under  our  care  said  Indians  have  advanced  in 
the  habits  and  customs  of  civilized  life,  almost  every  head 
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of  a  familj  has  a  comfortable  house  and  cultivated  farm, 
Bome  have  barns,  orchards,  vines,  herds  of  cattle,  sewing 
machine  and  carpeted  floors,  some  heads  of  families  are 
women. 

"  Their  subsistence  is  chiefly  derived  from  farm  crops 
grown  by  their  own  labor,  the  children  of  school  ages  are 
provided  with  schools,  and  nearly  all  attend  them. 

"  That  the  reservations  are  healthful,  have  fertile  soil 
well  watered  and  wooded,  with  beds  of  coal  and  coal 
mines  beneath  their  surface. 

"  That  we  have  received  reliable  information  that  a  dele- 
gation of  Indians  from  said  agency  will  probably  soon 
visit  Washington  to  confer  with  proper  authorities  there, 
upon  the  propriety  of  removing  said  tribes  to  the  Indian 
Territory,  and  selling  their  present  homes  in  Nebraska 
and  Kansas. 

"That during  the  entire  time  of  our  charge  of  said. 
Indians,  we  have  encountered  an  outside  pressure  seek- 
ing to  remove  them,  also,  a  dissatisfied  element  within 
the  tribes  desiring  to  remove,  the  latter  being  a  minority 
of  the  population,  composed  principally  of  those  desiring 
to  adhere  to  Indian  habits  and  customs. 

"  That  if  any  delegation  from  said  tribes  expresses  the 
sentiment  and  voice  of  their  people,  as  in  favor  of  aban- 
doning their  homes  and  again  commencing  civilization 
and  agriculture  in  a  malarious  country,  on  a  reservation 
inferior  to  their  own  in  all  things  tending  to  their  im- 
provement, it  is  so  adverse  to  their  conclusion  upon  that 
subject,  ofttimes  expressed  to  our  representatives  in 
council  and  by  their  firesides,  that  we  request  care  may 
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be  observed  to  obtain  decision  upon  that  point  from  each 
adalt  member  of  the  tribes. 

"That  we  have  for  years  labored  for  the  passage  through 
Congress  of  an  Indian  Homestead  Bill  to  meet  emergen- 
cies of  this  kind,  and  prevent  Indians  from  being  deprived 
of  their  homes  under  the  decisions  of  chiefs,  delegations  or 
headmen ;  that  the  advocates  and  supporters  of  such  a 
bill  are  increasing  in  number  and  strength,  and  public 
sentiment  would  suggest  caution  in  Indian  removals. 

"  Peeling  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  those  with 
whose  care  we  have  been  so  long  identified,  we  would 
respectfully  ask  that  no  Indian  be  removed  from  his  or 
her  home  without  a  full,  free  and  unbiassed  assent  being 
first  obtained,  expressed  by  written  mark  or  signature, 
witnessed  by  two  disinterested  persons,  certified  to  by 
XJ.  S.  Inspector,  Agent  and  Interpreter,  and  subject  in  all 
respects  applicable,  to  the  same  rules  of  the  office  of  Indian 
Affairs,  as  is  contained  in  its  instructions  for  the  signing 
of  receipts  for  monies  on  annuity  pay  rolls." 

Upon  the  29th  and  30th  of  Third  month  last,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  and  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs, 
held  interviews  in  the  Secretary's  office  with  delegations 
of  Indians  from  Great  Nemaha  Agency,  and  Sac  and 
Pox  of  Mississippi  tribe  from  Indian  Territory,  who  had 
been  brought  to  Washington  by  U.  S.  Inspector  Ha  worth 
to  state  the  views  and  conclusions  of  their  people  regard- 
ing a  removal  of  the  Great  Nemaha  Indians  to  the  Sac  and 
Pox  reservation  in  Indian  Territory. 

A  representative  of  this  committee  attended  the  meet- 
ings, and  has  made  report  in  writing,  from  which  it  ap- 
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pears  that  no  definite  conclusion  upon  the  subject  was 
arrived  at.  The  Indians  were  directed  by  the  Commisr 
sioner  to  return  home  and  ascertain  First,  whether  anj  or 
all  of  the  Indians  at  Great  Nemaha  Agency  desire  to  re- 
move to  the  Indian  Territory. 

Second.  If  any,  how  many  desire  to  remove  ? 

Third.  What  land  in  the  Indian  Territory  they  desire 
to  locate  upon.. 

Fourth.  Are  the  Sac  and  Foxes  of  Indian  Territory 
willing  to  dispose  of  land  to  the  Indians  of  the  Great 
Nemaha  Agency  ? 

Communications  dated  Fourth  Month  16th  and  28thy 
1882,  received  from  Agent  Brosius,  "  state  that  there  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  much  accomplished  by  the  visit 
of  the  Indians  to  Washington ;  ♦  *  *  but  it  is  their 
design  to  go  to  the  Indian  Territory  during  the  season 
and  see  if  suitable  land  can  be  found.  There  are  many 
who  do  not  desire  a  change,  who  are  not  willing  the  ex- 
pense should  be  paid  from  tribal  funds.  The  delegation 
has  returned  home  with  the  impression,  that  it  is  the  wish 
of  the  Department  that  they  should  remove  to  the  Terri- 
tory, and  those  Indians  who  advocate  removal,  feel 
strengthened. 

"  The  uncertainty  as  to  their  future  home  is  already 
making  itself  manifest  in  the  want  of  energy  displayed 
in  the  planting  of  crops  and  the  postponement  of  improve- 
ments that  have  been  contemplated. 

"The  Department  during  the  last  two  quarters  has 
refused  to  allow  funds  for  permanent  improvements  until 
the  question  of  removal  is  settled.     It  is  difficult  to  tell 
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what  the  final  result  will  be ;  most  of  the  working  element 
desires  to  remain  here,  and  if  I  can  judge  from  their  con- 
verse while  in  my  presence,  they  are  nearly  equally  di- 
vided on  the  subject." 

The  Indian  population  of  Great  Nemaha  Agency  as 
reported  one  year  ago  was  lowas,  176 ;  Sacs  and  Foxes, 
75;  total,  251. 

The  present  population  is  lowas,  138 ;  Sacs  and  Foxes, 
€6;  total,  204,  a  loss  of  47  Indians  at  the  Agency  during 
the  year.  The  lowas  have  gained  9  by  birth  during  the 
year,  and  lost  by  death,  10 ;  by  removal,  37  ;  net  loss,  88. 

The  Sacs  and  Foxes  during  the  same  period  have  gained 
6  by  birth,  lost  by  death,  3  ;  by  removal,  11 ;  net  loss,  9. 
The  removals  have  been  voluntary  and  to  Indian  Territory. 

"  Agricultural  results  during  the  year  have  not  been 
satisfactory,  owing  principally  to  the  severity  of  winter 
of  1880-81,  and  drought  of  summer  of  1881.  The  wheat 
harvested  was  not  sufficient  to  supply  the  tribe  with  flour 
and  seed,  amount  of  corn  gathered  not  adequate  to  the 
proper  keeping  of  the  stock  of  animals,  the  growth  of 
grass  has  proved  short,  and  but  little  hay  was  sold ; 
hence,  it  will  be  seen  the  Indians'  revenue  from  agricul- 
tural industry  has  been  almost  entirely  cut  off. 

The  wheat  sown  last  autumn  and  this  spring  is  look- 
ing well,  and  a  large  acreage  has  been  sown. 

The  lowas  have  built  one  new  house  and  repaired  five, 
the  Sacs  and  Foxes  built  one,  repaired  two  houses,  have 
dug  two  wells  for  water,  and  used  5,000  pounds  of  wire 
for  fencing. 

Products  of  the  Home  Farm  furnish  all  the  flour,  feed. 
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and  meats  necessary  for  the  Home,  with  a  bank  account 
from  surplus. 

At  this  time  there  is  growing  on  the  Home  Farm 
wheat  on  twenty-five  acres,  and  oats  on  twelve  acres  of 
land  ;  about  forty  acres  of  land  will  be  planted  with  corn. 
During  the  working  season  the  larger  boys  assist  their 
parents  at  home  in  farm  labor,  and  those  who  remain  per- 
form such  labor  as  is  adapted  to  them,  while  the  girls  are 
instructed  in  all  the  departments  of  housekeeping,  having 
different  weeks  assigned  them  for  laundry,  kitchen,  and 
sewing-room  work  ;  girls  twelve  years  of  age  being  able 
to  cook,  bake,  and  make  their  own  dresses. 

Six  Indian  children  from  this  Agency  are  in  school  at 
Carlisle,  Pa.  We  receive  monthly  encouraging  reports  of 
their  progress  and  deportment,  and  they  seem  to  "be  entirely 
satisfied  with  their  home.  A  desire  has  been  expressed 
by  those  here,  that  more  of  the  children  have  the  privilege 
of  such  schools,  where  they  might  be  away  from  Indian 
influences. 

During  the  past  year,  orders  amounting  to  $4t1i^f^ 
have  been  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing upon  Indian  account. 

The  Indian  Appropriation  Bill  for  the  fiscal  year  com- 
mencing Seventh  month  1st,  1882,  as  recently  passed  by 
Congress,  consolidates  the  Great  Nemaha  Agency  with 
the  Pottowatomie  Agency,  which  action  ends  the  Great 
Nemaha  as  a  distinct  agency,  and  necessarily  terminates 
the  official  service  of  Augustus  Brosius  as  its  Agent,  with 
the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  viz..  Sixth  month  30th, 
1882.     The  Government  title  for  the  new  Agency  will  be 
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*  The  Great  Nemaha  and  Potto watomie  Agency.'  It  will 
include  fragments  of  four  Indian  tribes  in  addition  to 
those  we  have  care  of,  residing  mostiy  on  four  reserva- 
tions, their  extreme  distance  apart  being  about  one  hun- 
dred miles. 

Under  this  condition  of  affairs,  it  is  our  judgment  that 
the  Indian  service  be  continued  under  the  care  of  a  com- 
mittee to  labor  therein  as  best  wisdom  may  direct."

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend  Lucy  Ann 
Evans  prepared  by  Mount  Holly  Monthly  Meeting,  ap- 
proved by  Burlington  Quarterly  Meeting  and  introduced 
by  the  Representative  Committee,  was  read,  approved, 
and  directed  to  be  recorded. 

Nineteenth  of  the  Month  and  Sixth  of  the  Week, 

By  reports  received,  it  appears  that  Correspondents 
have  been  appointed  by  all  the  Subordinate  Meetings. 
Their  names  and  addresses  are  directed  to  be  published  in 
the  Extracts. 

The  Meeting  was  introduced  into  exercise  during  the 
consideration  of  the  reports  from  the  Subordinate  Meet- 
ings in  relation  to  the  neglect  apparent  in  the  due  attend- 
ance of  all  our  religious  meetings.  It  was  again  intro- 
duced at  this  time  and  claiming  the  solid  consideration  of 
the  meeting,  it  was  concluded  to  present  to  our  respective 
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Quarterly  Meetings  and  Half  Year's  Meeting  the  import- 
ance of  care  on  this  important  subject,  and  if  way  should 
open  in  the  Truth  to  extend  labor  and  care  to  the  Subordi- 
nate Meetings  and  the  members  composing  them  to  re- 
newed diligence  in  this  respect;  women's  meeting  uniting. 
The  Joint  Committee  appointed  at  our  last  Yearly 
Meeting  on  intoxicating  beyerages,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  read,  and  their  labors  approved.  They 
are  continued  and  encouraged  to  give  flirther  attention 
thereto  as  way  may  open  : 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

With  a  feeling  of  deep  responsibility,  and  a  prayerful 
desire  for  Divine  guidance,  the  Joint  Committee  of  Phila. 
Yearly  Meeting  on  the  subject  of  Temperance,  appointed 
last  year,  organized  by  the  selection  of  two  friends  to  act 
as  clerks,  also  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  24 
friends,  and  laid  out  the  following  plan  of  action,  "  That 
Quarterly  Meetings  be  requested  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  co-operate  with  the  members  of  the  general  committee 
of  that  quarter,  and  recommend  such  committees  to  diffuse 
information  bearing  upon  the  subject  by  introducing  Tem- 
perance lesson  books  into  schools  under  our  care,  and  that 
Conferences  be  held."  Acting  upon  this,  a  minute  of  ad- 
dress was  prepared  and  forwarded  to  each  of  our  Quarter- 
ly Meetings,  suggesting  the  propriety  of  appointing  a 
few  friends  from  each  monthly  meeting  to  co-operate  with 
the  members  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Committee  on  that 
subject,  within  their  border. 

The  Committee  on  Literature  appointed  by  the  Execu-

tive  Committee  have  examined  a  number  of  books  and 
pamphlets,  and  especially  recommended  as  text  books. 
Dr.  Richardson's  Lesson  Book  on  Alcohol,  Julia  Col- 
man's  Alcohol  and  Hygiene,  and  Catechism  for  schools, 
also  a  number  suitable  for  libraries,  though  in  some  of 
these  we  find  some  expressions  of  religious  thought  at 
variance  with  our  own,  they  yet  contain  many  lessons  of 
moral  truth  too  valuable  to  be  lost  or  overlooked.  They 
also  examined  and  with  the  approval  of  the  general  com- 
mittee had  printed  8000  copies  in  leaflet  form,  of  a  manu- 
script by  Dr.  Ezra  Michener  on  the  "  Cider  Question." 
We  have  purchased  5000  tracts,  recommended  by  the  above 
committee,  and  50  copies  of  the  "  Beer  Question "  by 
Aaron  M.  Powell,  which  have  been  generally  distributed 
throughout  the  different  quarters. 

Your  committee  held  six  meetings  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  58  members,  all  of  which  have  been  held  in 
harmony,  and  we  believe  in  the  authority  of  truth. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  general 
committee,  all  of  our  Quarterly  Meetings,  except  South- 
em  and  the  Men's  branch  of  Abingtun,  appointed  co- 
operative committees,  and  the  following  is  a  summary  of 
the  work  done  by  these  committees  : 

In  Philadelphia  Quarter,  regular  monthly  meetings  of 
both  Yearly  and  Quarterly  Meeting's  committees  were 
held  with  a  good  average  attendance.  Two  addresses 
were  prepared,  and  sent  to  those  in  charge  of  all  of  our 
meetings  and  First  Day  Schools  and  to  six  private  schools, 
recommending  the  introduction  of  Temperance  Lesson 
Books.     They  were  also  published.     One  thousand  tracts 
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and  a  few  booka  have  been  distributed.  To  further  pro- 
mote the  cause,  in  which  there  is  need  of  so  much  labor^ 
and  to  bring  it  more  forcibly  before  Friends,  five  public 
conferences  have  been  held,  at  as  many  different  meeting 
houses,  at  which  excellent  written  and  spoken  addresses 
were  given.  In  all  of  these  meetings  interesting  discus- 
sions, well  calculated  to  awaken  thought  on  this  important 
subject,  followed  the  address. 

From  Abington  Quarter,  individual  members  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting's  committee  have  been  active  in  distribut- 
ing Temperance  literature,  and  one  satisfactory  conference 
has  been  held. 

In  Bucks  a  Joint  Committee  was  appointed  with  great 
unanimity  in  the  Secondmonth.  In  the  meantime  the  Year- 
ly Meeting's  committee  did  not  remain  inactive,  but  insti- 
tuted a  series  of  monthly  conferences ;  seven  in  alL  These 
were  well  attended,  held  in  an  informal  manner,  trusting 
to  the  evidence  of  the  spirit  when  assembled,  and  the  life 
was  manifest  by  a  general  expression  of  interest.  Much 
Temperance  literature  has  been  distributed,  and  with  the 
efficient  aid  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting's  committee,  the 
field  of  future  effort  looks  broader  and  we  trust  will 
be  more  fruitful  for  good. 

Concord  Quarter  at  once  appointed  faithful  workers  to 
co-operate  and  their  counsel  and  advice  have  been  wise 
and  salutary.  The  committee  meetings  have  been  favored 
seasons,  wherein  many  were  strengthened  for  the  work 
opening  before  them.  Conferences  have  been  held  at 
every  one  of  our  thirteen  meeting  houses.  These  have 
been  well  attended  by  Friends  and  others,  the  latter  often 
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encoaragiDg  by  giving  in  their  experiences  and  expressing 
thankfulness  that  Friends  were  actively  working  in  the 
cause.  In  almost  every  instance  additional  meetings 
were  desired,  tracts  and  leaflets  have  been  distributed,  and 
some  efforts  have  been  proved  successflil  in  introducing 
Temperance  lesson  books  into  schools.  It  has  been  ac- 
knowledged that  the  goodness  and  love  of  the  Divine 
Father  have  been  near  to  support  and  open  the  way  for 
work  among  the  people. 

Cain  began  work  by  holding  a  series  of  meetings  to  en* 
deavor  to  inculcate  more  correct  views  on  Temperance  in 
their  respective  neighborhoods,  and  six  interesting  meet- 
ings have  been  held. 

Western  Quarter,  with  a  previously  appointed  standing 
committee  on  Temperance,  have  been  active  in  distribut- 
ing literature,  including  the  lesson  books,  introducing 
them  into  all  of  their  schools,  except  one,  and  into  several 
public  schools.  Six  conferences  have  been  held,  and  de- 
sires for  earnest  work  expressed.  A  concern  originated 
in  the  committee  that  Friends  exercise  a  closer  examina- 
tion, in  order  to  know  whether  the  Fourth  Query  is 
truthfully  answered,  and  it  was  thought  right  to  suggest 
to  the  Quarterly  Meeting  that  it  recommend  such  investi- 
gation. The  suggestion  was  accepted,  and  the  recom- 
mendation sent  to  each  Monthly  Meeting.  At  the  winter 
quarter,  a  recommendation  to  appeal  to  the  Judge  of  the 
County  Court  to  withold  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cants within  the  county,  was  approved  without  a  dissent- 
ing voice.  Such  a  petition  was  presented,  read  in  open 
court,  and  directed  to  be  placed  on  its  minutes.     From 
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all  of  these  efforts  it  is  hoped  a  more  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  causes  and  effects  of  the  prevalent  appetite  for 
alcoholic  beverages  may  result,  and  that  this  may  lead  to 
a  resistance  of  its  growth,  and  enable  as  to  battle  its 
etongholds ;  and  to  awaken  Friends  to  a  keener  sense  of 
individual  responsibility  both  in  families  and  neighbor- 
hoods, has  been  the  earnest  desire  of  this  committee. 

Burlington  reports  active  work  by  holding  nine  confer- 
ferences,  publishing  and  distributing  tracts,  Ac.  They 
have  resolved  to  work  at  home  first,  feeling  there  is  neces- 
sity for  such  labor,  to  teach  all  to  avoid  intoxicants  and  to 
keep  to  moderation  in  all  things.  We  have  endeavored 
to  introduce  Temperance  books  and  literature  by  getting 
the  consent  of  the  Trustees  and  Superintendents  of  Public 
Schools,  and  have  introduced  much  Temperance  litera- 
ture into  our  Firstday  Schools,  thus  hoping  to  reach  the 
youth. 

Haddonfield  has  held  two  conferences  and  six  com- 
mittee meetings,  all  of  which  have  been  profitable.  Their 
Quarter  granted  the  use  of  funds,  and  much  Temperance 
literature  has  been  distributed;  the  lesson-books  have 
been  introduced  into  the  Meeting,  and  our  Public  Schools. 

Within  the  limits  of  Salem  Quarter,  funds  were  raised 
and  literature  distributed  and  text-books  introduced  both 
in  Friends*  and  Public  Schools,  and  the  committee  have 
given  that  attention  to  their  appointment  as  in  their 
judgment  would  advance  the  cause,  holding  several  Meet- 
ings. 

Fishing  Creek  appropriated  funds  for  distributing  litera- 
ture, and  did  such  work  as  was  thought  needful  to  create 
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a  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  prohibition,  they  thinking^ 
the  ballot  as  well  as  other  means  necessary  to  check  the 
evil. 

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  that  fifty  public  conferences  have 
been  held,  and  a  large  number  of  committee  meetings. 
Much  literature  has  been  scattered  broadcast,  and  we 
trust  good  will  result  from  the  work.  Great  need  still 
exists  for  labor  both  within  and  without  our  religious 
organization.  In  conclusion,  we  can  express  our  grati- 
tude that  ability  has  been  given  to  go  forth  by  the  author- 
ity of  Him  who  rules  in  the  hearts  of  men,  and  to  whom 
reverence  and  all  the  praise  is  due.

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend,  Joseph 
Davis,  prepared  by  Radnor  Monthly  Meeting,  approved 
by  Philadelphia  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  introduced  by 
the  Representative  Committee,  was  read,  approved,  and 
directed  to  be  recorded. 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend,  Lucretia 
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Mott,  prepared  by  Philadelphia  Monthly  Meeting,  ap- 
proved by  Philadelphia  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  intro- 
duced by  the  Representative  Committee,  was  read, 
approved,  and  directed  to  be  recorded ;  which,  with  the 
memorials  previously  read,  is  directed  to  be  published  with 
the  Extracts. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  a  former  sitting  on  the 
concern  introduced  by  Women  Friends,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read;  approved,  and  Women '& 
Meeting  informed  thereof. 

Report. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration 
of  the  proposition  from  Women^s  Meeting,  on  the  mili- 
tary display  at  the  Bi-Centennial,  would  propose  that  the 
Yearly  Meeting  adopt  the  following  minute  in  reference 
thereto : 

We  desire  to  present  an  earnest  caution  to  our  members 
that  they  be  careful  of  compromising  our  testimonies  by 
taking  part  in,  or  giving  encouragement  to  any  military 
display  at  the  Bi-Centennial  of  the  landing  of  William 
Penn,  as  being  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  peace, 
upon  which  he  founded  this  government.

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The  following  minute  embracing  some  of  the  exercises  of 
the  Meeting  was  read  and  adopted^  and  directed  to  he 
printed,  with  the  Extracts : 

In  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  Society,  as  brought 
before  us  by  answers  to  the  Qaeries,  we  were  made  sen- 
sible of  the  deficiencies  which  exist  among  us  in  regard  to 
the  attendance  of  our  Week-day  Meetings ;  yet  we  were 
encouraged  in  the  evidence  furnished  by  the  reports,  that 
Friends  are  in  a  good  degree  preserved  in  love  and  unity. 

It  was  shown  that  the  First  and  Second  Queries  were 
similar  to  the  first  great  Commandments  on  which  it  was 
declared  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets.  If  love  to 
God  prevailed  as  it  should  amongst  us,  we  would  not  be 
willing  to  neglect  the  attendance  of  our  religious  Meet- 
ings, but  show  our  love  to  our  fellow-men  by  meeting  in 
the  power  which  God  alone  can  give  us. 

The  view  was  presented  that  there  were  two  objects  in 
answering  our  Queries ;  First,  for  the  body,  that  it  may 
have  general  information  of  the  state  of  Society;  and 
secondly,  that  we  may  individually  inquire  whether  we 
come  up  to  the  requirements  that  are  laid  upon  us  by  our 
Heavenly  Father.  There  is  a  necessity  for  each  one  to 
come  to  a  knowledge  of  "  the  Grace  of  God  that  bringeth 
Salvation,  and  hath  appeared  unto  all  men,"  before  we 
can  occupy  our  appropriate  positions  in  our  society  wd 
in  the  world  at  large. 

We  were  encouraged  by  the  evidence  given  in  the  re- 
ports,  that  there  is  an  advance  in  our  testimony  against 
the  manufacture,  sale  and  use  of  all  intoxicating  bever-

sges,  and  Friends  were  encouraged  to  embrace  eyery 
right  opportunity  to  labor  therein ;  that  by  our  sobriety 
and  temperance  in  all  things,  our  example  may  be  a  bless- 
ing to  the  world. 

A  lively  exercise  was  also  felt  that  we  might  bear  a 
faithful  testimony  against  the  spirit  of  war,  and  thus  be- 
come the  recipients  of  the  blessing  that  was  pronounced 
upon  the  •* peace  makers."  The  subject  of  a  "gospel 
ministry  "  was  livingly  presented,  and  the  hope  was  ex- 
pressed that  all  who  engage  in  public  testimony  may  care- 
fully wait  until  they  receive  the  only  qualification  for  this 
important  work,  knowing  that  "  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is 
upon  them,  because  He  hath  anointed  them  to  preach  the 
Gospel" 

Our  testimony  to  silent  spiritual  introversion  was  pre- 
sented as  a  preparation  in  which  this  qualification  may  be 
received. 

Many  of  our  fathers  have  been  removed  from  our  midst, 
but  we  are  encouraged  in  the  feeling,  that  there  are  those 
in  the  younger  walks  of  life,  who  are  under  the  preparing 
hand  for  the  Lord's  work,  and  the  hope  is  presented  that 
a  succession  of  standard  bearers  will  be  raised  up  to  carry 
on  the  work  which  has  been  laid  upon  our  religious 
Society  in  upholding  the  testimonies  of  Truth. 

Our  Meetings  have  been  more  largely  attended  than 
usual,  and  the  interest  manifested  by  the  younger  Friends 
was  encouraging. 

The  Committee  on  Epistles  produced  an  Essay,  which 
was  read,  approved,  and  a  copy  thereof  directed  to  ba 
signed  by  the  Clerk  and  forwarded  to  each  of  the  Yearly 
Meetings  with  which  we  correspond. 
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We  have  to  acknowledge  the  overshadowing  influence 
and  power  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  during  the 
several  sittings  of  this,  our  annual  assembly,  enabling  us 
to  transact  the  business  that  has  claimed  our  attention,  in 
much  condescension. 

With  thankful  hearts  for  the  blessings  bestowed,  we  now 
conclude,  to  meet  again  at  the  usual  time  next  year,  if  con- 
sistent with  the  Divine  will.

The  memorial  concerning  our 
deceased  Friend,  Lucy  Ann  Evans,  returned  to  this  meet- 
ing by  Burlington  Quarterly  Meeting  of  Friends,  held 
Sixth  month  1st,  184T,  with  a  minute  of  the  Representa- 
tive Committee  or  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  Fifth 
month  10th,  184T,  stating  as  its  judgment  "  that  although 
containing  valuable  matter  which  the  Committee  desires 
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may  not  be  lost,  it  required  more  abridgement  and  altera- 
tion than  the  Committee  would  feel  authorized  to  make," 
has  again  claimed  our  attention  under  a  concern  which 
introduced  the  subject  into  the  meeting,  and  after  a  care- 
ful revision  of  the  memorial  by  a  committee  appointed 
for  the  purpose,  we  again  forward  it  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Quarterly  Meeting.

Memorial  concerning  Lucy  Ann  Evans,  deceased. 

Notwithstanding  years  have  elapsed  since  the  decease 
of  our  beloved  Friend,  Lucy  Ann  Evans,  yet  as  she  by 
her  upright  life  and  conversation,  her  practical  benevo- 
lence and  charity,  was  truly  a  preacher  of  righteousness, 
the  remembrance  of  which  still  lives  in  our  minds,  a  con- 
cern has  arisen  that  it  might  be  profitable  to  give  our  tes- 
timony concerning  her. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Lucy  Kellum, 
and  born  at  Beverly,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  in 
the  year  1769.  Her  mother  died  while  Lucy  was  young, 
and  she  was  placed  with  a  relative  in  Boston,  who  after- 
wards removed  with  her  to  Philadelphia. 

The  benevolence  of  her  disposition  was  early  manifested 
in  acts  of  kindness  and  charity  to  such  as  were  needy  and 
afflicted,  without  liberty  (as  she  expressed  it),  to  inquire 
whether  they  were  worthy  or  not. 

At  this  time  she  followed  working  with  her  needle,  and 
fipom  her  own  account,  it  appears  that  frequently  a  large 
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portion  of  her  earnings  was  devoted  to  the  relief  of  the 
poor  whom  she  often  visited. 

She  has  been  heard  to  speak  of  one  of  these  cases  that 
came  under  her  notice ;  an  aged  Catholic  woman  lan- 
guishing in  extreme  poverty,  who  often  preached  to  her 
Quaker  doctrine  long  before  she  knew  any  of  the  Society 
of  Friends,  and  the  instruction  she  received  from  her  ex- 
ceeded anything  she  had  before  met  with. 

In  the  year  1795  she  was  married  to  Jesse  Evans,  with 
whom  she  lived  in  great  harmony  during  the  remainder  of 
her  life.  They  removed  to  New  Jersey,  and  afterwards 
to  Martha  Furnace,  in  Burlington  County,  where  an  ex- 
tensive field  presented  for  the  exercise  of  those  acts  of 
benevolence  and  charity  which  ever  adorned  her  character. 

At  this  time,  she  was  in  the  gay  walks  of  life,  but  her 
meekness  and  engaging  manners  gained  for  her  the  esteem 
of  all  with  whom  she  had  intercourse. 

She  had  long  indulged  in  the  habit  of  using  snuff,  but 
about  the  forty -fifth  year  of  her  age,  she  felt  it  to  be  a  duty 
required  of  her  to  abandon  the  practice.  This  appears  to 
have  been  the  first  important  sacrifice  she  was  called  upon 
to  make  in  obedience  to  Divine  requirement,  and  it  so 
wrought  upon  her  as  to  confine  her  to  the  room  for  some 
weeks,  during  which  time,  as  she  afterwards  expressed  it, 
the  pernicious  effects  resulting  from  the  use  of  tobacco  to 
both  mind  and  body  were  made  clearly  manifest  to  her, 
and  she  ever  afterwards  bore  a  faithful  testimony  against 
its  use,  and  frequently  in  after  life,  in  select  opportunities, 
has  felt  herself  called  upon  to  state  her  convictions  respect- 
ing it. 
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Having  thus  been  made  to  yield  up  her  own  will,  and 
enabled  to  obtain  the  victory,  under  a  humbling  sense  of 
the  mercy  and  love  of  her  Heavenly  Father,  she  was  led 
to  seek  in  retirement  for  the  bread  of  eternal  life,  and  in 
obedience  to  Divine  manifestations  of  duty,  laid  aside 
many  of  her  former  habits,  manifesting  to  the  world  that 
she  was  willing  to  appear  in  great  simplicity  for  Christ's 
sake,  whom  she  said  she  had  found  to  be  the  light  within, 
the  anchor  of  hope  and  source  of  consolation  amid  all  her 
conflicts,  and  in  the  clear  evidence  now  afforded  her,  saw 
it  was  the  same  that  had  been  with  her  from  her  youth  up, 
though  she  knew  it  not  until  it  broke  in  upon  her  under- 
standing and  became  the  day  star  to  her. 

Being  remotely  situated,  she  had  but  little  intercourse 
with  any  religious  denomination,  until  she  became  im- 
pressed with  the  belief,  that  it  would  be  right  for  her  to 
join  in  membership'with  the  religious  Society  of  Friends. 
Under  this  impression  she  regularly  attended  their  meet- 
ings twelve  miles  distant,J[and  in  process  of  time  was  re- 
ceived a  member  of  Little  Egg  Harbor  Monthly  Meeting. 

She  was  much  concerned  for  the  promotion  of  Truth 
and  Righteousness  among  men,  evincing  by  her  life  and 
conversation,  an  earnest  desire  that  all-  might  become 
partakers  of  that  inward  peace  and  enjoyment  that  is 
experienced  where  Christ  is  suffered  to  arise  in  Power  and 
Dominion  over  all. 

She  was  appointed  to  the  station  of  an  elder  by  Little 
Egg  Harbor  Monthly  Meeting,  and  subsequently  by 
Mount  Holly  Monthly  Meeting,  of  which  she  became  a 
member,  and  being  endowed  with  the  spirit  of  judgment 
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was  eminently  qualified  to  fill  that  station,  and  to  admin- 
ister a  word  of  caution  or  encouragement  in  due  season. 
She  made  several  extensive  journeys  in  Truth's  service  as 
companion  to  those  called  in  the  line  of  the  ministry,  to 
whom  she  was  a  true  helpmate,  proving  herself  worthy 
of  the  appellation  of  a  mother  in  Israel. 

She  was  favored  in  a  remarkable  manner  with  the  spirit 
of  discernment  or  prophecy,  two  instances  of  which  we 
deem  worthy  of  reccfrd. 

At  the  Preparative  Meeting,  of  which  she  was  a  mem- 
ber, she  once  spoke  as  follows :  "  It  is  with  trembling  and 
great  weakness  that  I  arise  to  break  the  silence  of  this 
Meeting,  but  the  fear  of  offending  my  God  causes  me  to 
stand  upon  my  feet. 

There  is  something  rests  upon  my  mind  to  communi- 
cate to  some  one  now  present,  *'  Set  thine  house  in  order 
for  thou  shalt  die  and  not  live,"  and  I  also  believe  there 
are  those  present  who  are  under  the  preparing  hand  of 
the  Lord  for  deep  trials  and  tribulations  that  await  them 
ere  long,  but  fear  not  for  thou  shalt  have  joy  and  rejoic- 
ing in  the  end."  The  Meeting  separated  as  usual,  and  an 
aged  Friend,  after  participating  in  the  business  Meeting, 
died  before  it  closed. 

Rising  early  one  morning,  Lucy  Ann  Evans  said  to 
her  family,  "  If  ever  I  see  my  dear  H.,  I  must  go  to-day." 
The  prospect  was  gloomy,  as  the  day  was  dark  and 
stormy ;  but  her  belief  was  strong  that  it  would  be  right 
for  her  to  proceed.  She  and  a  female  friend  started  by 
themselves,  and  riding  nearly  forty  miles,  arrived  at  the 
place  near  the  close  of  the  day.     The  result  proved  the 
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truth  of  her  impression,  as  her  friend  deceased  in  a  short 
time  after  they  arrived. 

Although  of  a  slender  constitution,  she  was  enabled  to 
endure  many  severe  hardships  and  privations  by  day  and 
by  night,  in  the  prosecution  of  her  various  benevolent 
purposes,  visiting  in  the  most  inclement  season,  without 
regard  to  nation  or  color,  the  sick  and  afflicted  in  their 
comfortless  habitations. 

Her  storehouse  was  ever  open  to  feed  the  hungry, 
clothe  the  naked,  and  the  stranger  was  not  sent  empty 
away.  The  orphan  found  in  her  a  tender  mother's  cart% 
and  her  house  was  an  asylum  for  many.  Of  a  strong  and 
persevering  mind,  she  shrank  not  from  the  performance 
of  what  she  believed  to  be  her  duty  to  the  close  of  her  life. 

In  the  fall  of  1834,  she  was  attacked  with  sicknesn, 
which  she  bore  with  Christian  patience  and  resignation , 
and  which  terminated  her  valuable  life  in  the  sixty-sixth 
year  of  her  age.

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Testimony  of  Mount  Holly  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends, 
concerning  Bhoda  Osbom  Lamb,  deceased, 

A  worker  in  the  Lord's  vineyard  for  more  than  half  a 
century  has  been  removed  from  our  midst  and  gone  to 
her  reward.  We  deem  it  proper  that  a  brief  record  be 
made  of  some  of  her  labors  performed  in  the  service 
of  Truth. 

Rhoda  Osborn  Lamb,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Rhoda 
Osborn,  was  born  near  Woodstown,  New  Jersey,  where 
her  mother  died  when  Rhoda  was  eighteen  months  old. 
Soon  after  her  mother's  death,  the  surviving  members  of 
the  family  returned  to  their  former  residence,  Tuckerton^ 
New  Jersey. 

As  she  advanced  in  years,  she  became  thoughtful  and 
fond  of  the  company  and  conversation  of  older  Friends, 
she  would  frequently  watch  the  coming  of  boats  from 
Leeds'  Point,  hoping  they  might  bring  Friends  travelling 
in  the  ministry.  On  one  occasion  such  a  Friend  being 
with  the  family,  placed  his  hand  upon  her  head,  sayings 
"If  thou  art  a  good  little  girl,  good  people  will  love 
thee."  This  simple  expression  in  love  appears  to  have 
made  a  lasting  impression  upon  her  youthful  mind. 
When  of  older  growth,  circumstances  sometimes  prevent- 
ing the  family  from  riding  to  the  Meeting-house,  she  pre- 
ferred at  such  times  walking  the  ten  miles  to  and  from 
meeting  rather  than  remain  at  home,  and  have  the  reward 
of  peace  of  mind  for  faithful  performance  of  what  she  con- 
sidered to  be  her  duty. 

During  the  year  1828,  she  first  appeared  in  the  ministry

under  the  following  circumstances :  In  a  week-day  meet- 
ing at  Tuckerton,  to  which  she  had  accompanied  her 
father  in  apparently  his  usual  health,  Lucy  Ann  Evans, 
an  elder,  in  a  solemn  and  impressive  manner,  delivered 
this  prophetic  communication.  "  It  is  with  trembling  and 
great  weakness  that  I  arise  to  break  the  silence  of  this 
meeting ;  but  the  fear  of  offending  my  God  causes  me  to 
stand  upon  my  feet,  there  is  something  that  rests  upon 
my  mind  to  communicate  to  some  one  now  present.  '  Set 
thine  house  in  order,  for  thou  shalt  die  and  not  live,'  and 
I  also  believe  there  are  those  present  who  are  under  the 
preparing  hand  of  the  Lord  for  deep  trials  that  await 
them  ere  long ;  but  fear  not,  for  thou  shalt  have  joy  and 
rejoicing  in  the  end."  At  the  termination  of  the  meet- 
ing for  worship  one  followed  for  business,  in  its  affairs 
Thomas  Osborn  participated  and  died  before  its  close. 
Rhoda  was  brought  under  deep  conflict  of  mind  after  the 
occurrence  of  that  trying  event,  but  having  a  natural  and 
painfhl  hesitancy  and  impediment  in  her  speech,  felt  it 
could  not  be  required  of  her  to  bear  any  public  testimony, 
but  at  the  open  grave  of  het  father,  she  was  favored  to 
bear  witness  to  his  worth  and  her  own  resignation  under 
the  bereavement,  her  stammering  tongue  was  relieved 
and  she  was  enabled  to  speak  clearly  and  distinctly,  which 
continued  to  be  the  case  in  her  public  communications 
daring  her  life.  Soon  after  the  death  of  her  father,  she, 
with  an  unmarried  sister,  removed  to  Mount  Holly,  and 
in  the  year  1829,  her  gift  in  the  ministry  was  acknowl- 
edged by  Mount  Holly  Monthly  Meeting. 
Her  home  was  ever  open  for  large  hospitality,  not  only 
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to  members  of  her  own  religious  society,  but  to  others,  ad- 
hering to  the  injunction,  "  Be  not  forgetful  to  entertain 
strangers."  She  felt  it  to  be  a  duty  to  visit  the  sick  and 
afflicted,  speaking  words  of  comfort  and  encouragement, 
and  when  proper  administer  to  their  necessities. 

In  the  year  1846  she  married  Restore  S.  Lamb,  a  min- 
ister and  member  of  Mount  Holly  Monthly  Meeting. 
Together  they  made  many  journeys  in  Truth's  service,  as 
appears  by  the  record  of  twenty-nine  minutes  upon  our 
books  (after  the  period  of  her  marriage),  granting  her 
permission  to  travel  under  religious  concern.  Some  of 
her  most  extended  journeys  were  as  follows : 

In  1851  "to  attend  Indiana  Yearly  Meeting,  and  meet- 
ings going  and  returning.  " 

In  1863  "  to  visit  some  of  the  families  in  some  of  the 
Southern  States,  and  to  appoint  meetings  among  them." 
This  journey  extended  to  New  Orleans.  Many  prisons 
were  visited,  and  she  with  her  husband  appears  to  have 
been  deeply  impressed  with  what  their  inquiries  led  them 
to  believe  was  the  fact,  that  nine-tenths  of  the  crimes  for 
which  the  visited  prisoners  were  confined  were  committed 
while  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors.  Whilst 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  she  was  prostrated  on  a  bed  of  sick- 
ness for  three  weeks,  and  upon  recovery  returned  in  peace 
of  mind  to  their  home. 

In  1857  "  to  visit  some  of  the  inhabitants  and  prisons 
in  the  Eastern  States  and  Canada,  and  appoint  some  meet- 
ings for  worship." 

In  1859  "to  visit  the  Cattaraugus  Tribe,  and  other 
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Indians,   and  attend  New  York  and   Genesee   Yearly 
Meetings." 

As  late  as  187 9,  when  in  the  86th  year  of  her  age,  she 
attended  New  York  Yearly  Meeting  under  a  religious 
concern.  Not  long  before  her  decease,  while  visiting  a 
friend,  she  remarked,  **  this  is  my  last  visit  to  thee."  Her 
friend  replied,  "  We  are  both  in  usual  health,  and  our  visits 
may  yet  be  exchanged  many  times."  She  said,  "  No,  this 
is  my  last  to  thee,"  which  proved  to  be  the  case.  During 
her  last  illness,  she  said,  "  Nothing  intervenes  between  my 
Heavenly  Father  and  myself,  and  I  feel  that  I  am  ac- 
cepted of  Him." 

She  departed  this  life  Fifth  month  19th,  1880,  in  the 
8Yth  year  of  her  age.

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Memorial  of  Radnor  Monthly  Meeting^  concerning  our 
deceased  Friend,  Joseph  Davis, 

Having  felt  that  a  memorial  of  our  deceased  Friend, 
Joseph  Davis,  might  be  useful  to  survivors,  we  feel  con- 
strained to  set  forth  his  consistent  life  and  example,  trust- 
ing it  may  be  an  incentive  to  others  to  walk  in  that  "  light 
that  lighteth  every  man  that  cometh  into  the  world,"  obe- 
dience to  which  made  him  a  bright  example  to  those  with 
whom  he  mingled,  and  when  the  summons  came,  enabled 
him  to  render  his  account  with  joy. 

He  was  the  son  of  Mordecai  and  Gennis  Davis,  of 
Easttown  township,  Chester  County,  Pa.,  and  was  born 
Eleventh  month  22d,  1790.  His  parents,  although  not 
members  of  any  religious  denomination,  encouraged  their 
children  to  attend  some  place  of  worship. 

In  his  young  life,  he  was  of  a  volatile  disposition,  but 
was  often  heard  to  say  he  felt  the  reproofs  of  instruction 
from  the  love  of  his  Heavenly  Father  very  early  in  life, 
and  as  he  yielded  to  them  was  preserve/!  from  many  of 
the  temptations  that  surrounded  him. 

In  1821  his  father  purchased  a  farm  for  him  about  one 
mile  from  Valley  Friends'  Meeting,  Chester  Co.,  Fa., 
where  he  resided  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

In  Tenth  month,  1824,  he  was  married  to  Ellen, 
daughter  of  Stephen  and  Sarah  Stephens.  Soon  after 
their  marriage,  he  was  brought  under  religious  conviction 
and  felt  called  to  yield  implicit  obedience  to  the  pointings 
of  Truth  in  his  own  mind,  which  led  him  under  the  cross; 
this  he  resisted,  until  he  was  brought  into  much  suffering. 
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and  was  made  willing  to  yield,  peace  coming  thereby  to 
his  troubled  mind ;  the  first  requirement  he  said,  "  was  to 
attend  mid-week  meetings."  He  was  not  then  a  member, 
and  the  cross  was  great,  for  he  would  look  around  and  see 
members  of  meeting  who  did  not  attend ;  thus  he  rea- 
soned, but  found  nothing  else  would  bring  peace.  Soon 
after  he  felt  it  right  to  make  request  to  be  received  in  mem* 
bership  with  the  religious  Society  of  Friends.  He  had  at 
this  time  two  daughters,  who  were  also  united  to  the 
Society,  and  his  family  was  afterwards  increased  by  the 
birth  of  two  sons ;  of  these  four  children,  one  daughter 
and  one  son  survived  him. 

In  the  spring  of  1846  he  met  with  a  close  trial  in  the 
death  of  his  beloved  wife,  who  had  been  a  true  helpmate 
to  him,  who  was  loved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew 
her,  being  like  him  a  true  friend  to  the  poor  and  friend- 
less ;  their  door  was  ever  open  to  this  class,  and  their  mem- 
ory lives  in  the  hearts  of  many  who  yet  survive  them. 

He  valued  the  Scriptures  of  Truth,  feeling  them  to  be  a 
strength  to  him  in  his  spiritual  travel,  and  was  often  con- 
cerned to  have  them  read  aloud  in  his  family. 

He  also  felt  called  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  which 
was  very  acceptable  to  his  friends.  His  communications 
were  not  lengthy,  but  ofttimes  strengthening  and  encour- 
aging to  the  humble  spiritual  traveller. 

His  ministry  was  acknowledged  by  Radnor  Monthly 
Meeting,  First  month  11th,  1844. 

He  did  not  travel  much  from  home  on  his  own  account, 
bat  was  ever  ready  to  assist  others  who  felt  called  to  this 
duty,  and  thus  travelled  considerably  and  acceptably. 
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When  sorrow  and  affliction  visited  his  neighbors,  there 
he  was  found,  cheering  and  strengthening  them  by  his 
presence. 

In  the  year  1848  he  was  again  married  to  Elizabeth  M. 
widow  of  Thomas  Peart,  and  daughter  of  Joshua  and 
Rebecca  Maule,  with  whom  he  lived  in  near  affection  four 
years  and  seven  months,  when  she  was  removed  by  death, 
leaving  two  daughters  by  her  former  marriage,  his  kind- 
ness to  whom  caused  them  to  feel  true  affection  for  him. 
Some  of  us  as  neighbors  or  members  of  his  family,  can 
call  to  mind  many  acts  of  kindness  the  world  knew  not  of. 

About  six  years  before  his  death,  while  on  his  way  to 
a  Circular  Meeting  held  at  Reading,  he  was  attacked  with 
paralysis,  from  which  he  never  fully  recovered,  and  the 
last  year  of  his  life  was  very  feeble.  He  is  much  missed 
in  the  little  meeting  of  which  he  was  so  many  years  a  con- 
sistent and  faithful  attender,  even  after  the  weakness  of 
age  and  disease  was  upon  him. 

About  5  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  the  day  of  his  death, 
two  friends  called  to  see  him.  He  was  then  sitting  in  his 
yard,  glad  to  see  and  converse  with  them  cheerfully,  and 
about  11  o'clock  he  quietly  and  peacefully  breathed  his 
last  on  the  4th  of  Eighth  month,  1879,  in  the  89th  year 
of  his  age.

A  Memorial  from  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  of 
Philadelphia,  concerning  Lucretia  Mott,  who  departed 
this  life  on  the  11th  of  the  Eleventh  month,  1880,  in 
the  eighty-eighth  year  of  her  age. 

Many  have  been  the  public  tributes  of  love  and  respect 
to  our  dear  friend  Lucretia  Mott,  and  to  her  active  inter- 
est and  co-operation  in  measures  having  for  their  object 
the  good  of  her  fellow-beings.  It  remains  for  her  own 
Monthly  Meeting,  whose  members  were  so  long  associ- 
ated with  her  in  religious  fellowship,  to  hold  up  as  an 
example,  one  who  during  a  long  life  bore  testimony  to  the 
indwelling  of  that  Divine  Spirit,  by  which  she  was  enabled 
to  bring  forth  the  peaceable  fruits  of  righteousness. 

This  memorial  of  our  friend  affords  also  a  fitting  occa- 
sion to  revive  in  our  remembrance  some  of  those  testimo- 
nies, with  the  importance  of  which  her  own  mind  was  so 
impressed,  that  she  was  constrained  from  time  to  time  to 
give  them  earnest  utterance. 

Lucretia  Mott  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Anna 
Coffin,  and  was  born  on  the  Island  of  Nantucket,  Massa- 
chusetts, on  the  3d  of  First  month,  1793.  At  that  time 
the  island  was  largely  inhabited  by  Friends,  many  of 
whom  were  engaged  in  the  whaling  business,  and  some 
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often  absent  on  long  voyages.  Among  these  was  Thomas 
Coffin,  leaving  his  family  in  care  of  his  excellent  wife, 
who  in  his  absence  conducted  a  small  store,  in  which  their 
daughters  assisted,  and  thus  contributed  to  the  support  of 
the  household.  During  this  time,  Lucretia  obtained  the 
rudiments  of  such  education  as  the  schools  on  the  island 
afforded,  and  no  doubt  acquired  those  habits  of  industry 
and  thrift  which  continued  with  her  through  life.  A 
remarkable  balance  of  mind  and  tendency  of  the  will 
toward  what  was  right  were  developed  at  a  very  early 
age,  and  it  was  remarked  that  when  but  twelve  years  old, 
she  had  the  discretion  of  a  woman.  She  had  been  heard 
to  say  that  the  love  of  approbation  was  so  strong  a  trait 
in  her  character  that  she  was  always  obliged  to  keep  a 
watch  over  it,  yet  it  is  believed  she  did  not  allow  it  to 
interfere  with  the  performance  of  duty. 

When  about  fourteen  years  old  she  was  sent  to  Nine 
Partners  Boarding  School,  an  institution  under  the  care 
of  New  York  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends.  By  assiduoos 
application,  she  prepared  herself  to  become  a  teacher,  and 
was  for  a  time  an  assistant  in  the  school.  The  superin- 
tendent, James  Mott  (grandfather  of  her  future  husband), 
appears  to  have  been  remarkably  qualified  as  an  instructor 
of  youth,  and  his  pupil  in  after  life  often  spoke  of  his  in- 
fluence for  good,  and  especially  of  the  impression  upon 
her  youthful  mind  of  the  horrors  of  the  slave  trade  and 
the  middle  passage,  from  hearing  him  read  and  comment 
upon  them.  May  we  not  believe  that  the  testimony 
against  slavery  which  she  so  conspicuously  bore  in  ma- 
ture life  was  the  growth  of  the  seed  then  sown  ? 
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In  the  year  1811,  her  parents  removed  to  Philadelphia, 
where  they  were  joined  by  their  daughter  on  her  leaving 
Nine  Partners.  She  now  became  a  teacher  of  Friends' 
School  under  the  care  of  the  Southern  District  Monthly 
Meeting.  One  of  her  pupils  now  living  describes  her 
mode  of  government  as  one  of  ''  love  and  kindness,  which 
attracted  the  children  to  her,  instilling  into  their  tender 
minds  a  reverence  for  the  good ;  and  under  this  influence 
the  strong,  wayward  will  of  the  child  was  subdued.  A 
look  of  disapprobation  with  the  earnest  expression,  *  I  am 
sorry,'  would  often  be  a  sufficient  rebuke." 

In  the  year  1811,  she  was  married  to  our  beloved  friend 
James  Mott.  This  connection  was  richly  blessed.  Con- 
geniality of  thought  and  feeling,  with  a  deep  sense  of 
religious  obligation,  united  them  in  the  closest  bonds,  and 
enabled  them  through  a  long  life  to  labor  in  harmony  for 
the  advancement  of  truth  and  righteousness  in  the  earth. 

She  began  her  public  ministry  at  the  "  Southern  Dis- 
trict"  Meeting  in  1818,  when  she  was  about  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  and  her  gift  was  acknowledged  about  two 
years  later  by  the  "  Western  District "  Monthly  Meeting, 
to  which  her  certificate  had  been  removed.  Her  ministry 
at  that  early  period,  as  well  as  afterward,  was  character- 
ized by  the  stress  laid  upon  practical  righteousness — as 
the  fruit  of  obedience  to  the  *'law  written  in  the  heart." 
As  she  advanced  in  years  and  experience,  her  testimony 
to  the  sufficiency  of  this  Divine  law  was  more  and  more 
clear  and  emphatic.  She  watched  with  a  "  godly  jealousy  " 
over  any  departure  from  this  simple  faith  in  the  Society 
she  loved,  feeling  that  its  emancipation  from  theological 
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trammels  had  been  too  dearly  bought  to  be  parted  with. 
Her  retentive  memory  was  stored  with  the  truths  re- 
corded in  the  Scriptures,  and  her  quotations  from  them 
were  copious  and  accurate,  finding  in  them  throughout 
abundant  testimony  to  that  righteousness  which  it  was 
her  mission  to  uphold. 

In  1828  James  and  Lucretia  Mott  became  members  of 
this  Monthly  Meeting,  and  in  the  same  year  she  obtained 
a  minute  to  unite  with  John  Comly,  of  Byberry,  in  a  re- 
ligious visit  to  the  families  of  its  members.  A  friend,  who 
was  one  of  those  visited  on  this  occasion,  says,  "  In  this 
visit  our  dear  friend  was  often  brought  into  close  sym- 
pathy with  individuals,  and  the  words  of  encouragement 
offered  to  them,  in  much  tenderness  of  feeling,  were  as 
balm  to  the  sorrowing  heart."  Since  that  time,  as  appears 
by  our  records,  she  travelled  extensively  in  religious  ser- 
vice within  the  limits  of  her  own  Yearly  Meeting  and 
those  of  New  York,  Baltimore  and  Genesee,  besides  twice 
visiting  her  native  island. 

She  and  her  husband  visited  England  in  the  year  1840, 
as  delegates  to  the  World's  Anti-Slavery  Convention,  held 
in  London.  James  Mott  published  an  account  of  this  visit 
on  their  return. 

When  our  beloved  friend  felt  called  upon  to  leave  home 
on  religious  visits,  she  was  generally  accompanied  by  her 
husband.  His  calm  dignity,  sound  judgment,  and  relig- 
ious experience,  and  his  full  sympathy  with  the  service  to 
which  she  was  called,  made  him  a  wise  counselor  and 
sympathetic  companion.  He  was  an  Elder  highly  esteemed 
by  us,  as  was  expressed  in  a  record  made  in  our  Monthly 
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Meeting  on  the  occasion  of  his  death.  About  two  years 
before  that  event,  he  expressed  to  his  friends  a  prospect  of 
visiting  the  Monthly  Meetings  belonging  to  our  Yearly 
Meeting,  in  which  he  was  encouraged  by  their  sympathy 
and  concurrence.  On  returning  the  minute  furnished  him, 
he  stated  that  the  service  had  been  accomplished  to 
satisfaction. 

The  name  of  Lucretia  Mott  is  so  identified  with  that 
movement  which  had  for  its  object  the  abolition  of  slavery 
in  our  country,  that  it  is  not  needful  for  us  to  trace  her 
labors  in  this  direction.  Her  eloquent  appeals  on  this 
subject,  especially  in  our  Yearly  Meetings,  will  long  be 
remembered.  Deeply  impressed  with  the  necessity  of 
arousing  public  sentiment  to  the  importance  of  this  ques- 
tion, it  is  not  strange  that  she  desired  to  encourage,  by 
her  presence  and  her  voice,  associations  having  this  object, 
whose  methods  she  could  approve.  While  thus  lending  a 
helping  hand  outside,  she  maintained  an  unwavering  at- 
tachment to  the  religious  organization  of  which  she  was  a 
member. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  our  Society,  in  common  with  the 
community  around  it,  had  too  much  slidden  into  apathy 
in  regard  to  the  active  support  of  our  testimony  against 
slavery, — standing  still  at  the  advanced  post  attained  by 
our  predecessors,  much  uneasiness  was  often  felt  at  the 
introduction  of  this  subject  among  us  by  the  public  min- 
istry of  our  friend.  The  ground  on  which  she  stood,  was 
shown,  however,  by  the  patience  and  forbearance  with 
which  she  bore  the  expression  of  the  sincere  fears  of  some 
of  her  fellow  members,  that  she  was  too  much  influenced 
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by  the  excitement  then  agitating  the  community.  Feeling 
that  she  was  called  to  be  "  mouth  for  the  dumb,"  and 
having  the  sympathy  of  some  who  felt  with  her,  her  quiet 
persistence  and  pure  example  made  way  for  her,  and  she 
lived  to  "  see  the  desire  of  her  soul  and  was  satisfied." 

After  the  abolition  of  slavery  she  felt  that  carnal  war- 
fare, against  which  she  had  always  borne  a  living  testi- 
mony, was  the  greatest  evil  under  which  our  country 
suffered,  and  she  bent  the  energies  of  her  mind  with 
increased  earnestness  to  the  public  advocacy  of  our  testi- 
mony to  Peace.  In  this  cause,  as  in  that  of  human  free- 
dom, she  gave  her  approval  and  aid  to  those  public  efforts 
by  which  it  could  be  advanced. 

In  1870,  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  she  felt  that  a 
visit  of  love  and  interest  was  due  from  her  to  the  colored 
people,  in  whose  behalf  she  had  so  long  labored.  Their 
houses  of  worship  were  freely  opened  to  her,  and  accom- 
panied by  a  few  friends,  she  attended  about  twenty  of 
their  meetings  in  this  city,  where  she  congratulated  them 
on  the  opportunities  for  advancement  which  were  opening 
before  them,  and  held  forth  the  language  of  encouragement. 

Her  appreciation  of  the  excellence  of  our  discipline,  and 
her  thorough  acquaintance  with  it,  caused  her  to  be  re- 
garded in  our  business  meetings  as  an  authority  on  the 
subject.  Believing  that  the  minds  of  its  framers  were 
enlightened  by  Divine  wisdom  to  advance  beyond  their 
age,  she  also  believed  that  while  the  principles  of  righte- 
ousness are  unchangeable,  the  same  enlightening  power 
would  dictate  such  changes  and  modifications  in  the  appli- 
cation of  these  principles  as  were  suited  to  the  needs  of 
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the  present  time.  In  advocating  some  of  these  changes, 
she  was  more  desirous  to  convince  her  friends  of  their 
rectitude  than  to  carry  any  measure.  Hence,  though  per- 
severing, she  was  gentle,  patient  and  forbearing,  willing 
to  wait  for  the  hindmost  of  the  flock. 

Fully  appreciating  the  advance  made  by  the  early  mem- 
bers of  our  Society  in  regard  to  the  position  of  women  in 
the  Church,  she  yet  believed  that  further  steps  were 
needed  in  view  of  greater  light  in  regard  to  the  occupancy 
of  their  gifts,  and  she  labored  to  bring  about  that  equality 
in  our  discipline  which  now  exists.  On  this  subject,  as  on 
others,  her  active  interest  was  not  confined  to  her  own 
Society,  but  was  exerted  in  encouragement  and  aid  to 
those  associations  which  had  for  their  object  the  emanci- 
pation of  women  from  those  disabilities  which  prevent  the 
full  exercise  of  the  powers  with  which  they  are  endowed 
by  their  Creator.  She  sometimes  availed  herself  of  occa- 
sions at  marriages,  where  the  company  was  a  mixed  one, 
to  commend  the  beautiful  equality  in  the  marriage  cove- 
nant which  is  recognized  by  Friends. 

Her  appeals  to  her  own  sex  on  suitable  occasions  in 
regard  to  the  bondage  imposed  by  fashion  were  given 
with  earnest  plainness.  She  deplored  those  extravagances 
in  dress  and  adornment  which  consume  time  and  money, 
and  often  sacrifice  that  modesty  of  appearance  which 
should  characterize  a  dignified  and  true  woman. 

Her  comprehensive  mind  embraced  most  subjects  con- 
nected with  human  welfare,  and  she  was  often  constrained 
to  bear  her  testimony  against  those  large  monopolies  which 
she  believed  had  a  tendency  to  make  the  rich  richer,  and 
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the  poor  poorer.  The  unnecessary  expense  in  the  prepa- 
ration for  funerals  was  to  her  a  cause  of  much  concern, 
and  she  was  moved  on  suitable  occasions  to  call  upon  her 
fellow-members  to  observe  that  moderation  which  our  dis- 
cipline enjoins.  In  regard  to  her  own  burial,  she  gave 
directions  that  the  greatest  simplicity  should  be  observed. 

Industry  and  economy  had  become  habitual  to  her; 
but  she  economized  that  she  might  give.  Her  active 
mind  seemed  ever  devising  ways  by  which  the  comforts 
she  possessed  would  be  shared  with  others  less  privileged. 
Her  appeals  for  a  wise  discrimination  in  our  gifts  at  sea- 
sons when  they  are  most  common  will,  we  hope,  be  re- 
membered;  she  desired  that  instead  of  making  costly 
gifts  to  those  who  can  make  return,  we  should  seek  out 
those  to  whom  even  a  small  addition  to  the  comforts  of 
life  would  be  a  blessing ;  and  that  our  children  should  be 
taught  not  to  destroy  or  throw  away  the  toys  they  no 
longer  value,  but  to  distribute  them  among  those  whose 
sources  of  childish  enjoyment  are  few. 

She  was  much  interested  in  the  children  belonging  to 
our  schools  who  attend  the  mid-week  meetings  at  Race 
Street.  Her  addresses  to  them  were  short  and  simple, 
persuasively  calling  them  to  the  swift  witness  in  their 
own  hearts ;  sometimes  quoting  the  language  of  William 
Penn  to  his  children  :  **  My  dear  children,  eschew  the  ap- 
pearance of  evil  and  love  and  cleave  to  that  in  your  hearts 
which  shows  you  evil  from  good,  and  tells  you  when  you 
do  amiss  and  reproves  you  for  it.  It  is  the  light  of  Christ 
that  He  has  given  you  for  your  salvation.  If  you  do  this 
and  follow  my  counsel,  God  will  bless  you  in  this  world 
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and  give  you  an  inheritance  in  that  which  shall  never 
have  an  end." 

As  advancing  years  brought  wasting  and  feebleness  to 
a  frame  that  was  never  robust,  her  vigorous  disciplined 
mind  seemed  to  triumph  over  the  weakness  of  the  body* 
She  continued  to  attend  our  meetings  and  to  utter  with 
feeble  voice  her  earnest  appeals,  while  physical  ability 
remained. 

For  several  weeks  previous  to  the  close  of  her  life  she 
was  confined  mostly  to  bed,  her  mind  remaining  clear  to 
the  last.  She  quietly  and  peacefully  departed  on  the  11th 
of  the  Eleventh  month,  1880,  in  the  88th  year  of  her  age, 
leaving  to  h^r  family  and  friends  the  comforting  assurance 
that  she  had  entered  into  the  rest  prepared  for  the  righte- 
ous from  the  foundation  of  the  world.

absence  of  four  of  whom,  satisfactory  reasons  were  given. 

A  minute  for  our  friend  Ann  Packer,  a  minister,  in 
attendance  with  us  from  Green  Plain  Monthly  Meeting 
of  Friends,  Clark  county,  Ohio,  was  read. 

Also  one  for  Elizabeth  T.  Brown,  an  elder  from  Goose 
Creek  Monthly  Meeting,  Loudoun  county,  Va. 

Epistles  from  our  sisters  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  of 
Ohio  and  Indiana,  were  read. 

Minutes  were  forwarded  from  Men's  Meeting  for 
Friends  in  attendance  from  other  Yearly  Meetings,  and 
read,  as  follows :

Canada. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Meeting,  and  report  to  a  friture  session,  a  committee 
was  appointed. 

To  assist  the  Clerks  in  collecting  the  exercises  of  this 
Meeting,  a  committee  was  appointed. 

The  representatives  were  requested  to  confer  together 
at  the  close  of  this  session,  and  report  to  the  afternoon 
Meeting,  the  name  of  a  friend  to  serve  this  Meeting  as 
Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk. 

Afternoon, 

Louisa  J.  Roberts,  on  behalf  of  the  representatives, 
reported  that  they  had  conferred  together  as  directed,  and 
were  united  in  proposing  the  re-appointment  of  Phebe  W. 
Foulke  as  Clerk.  They  were  also  united  in  oflfering  the 
name  of  Margaretta  Walton  for  Assistant  Clerk.  The 
Meeting  united  with  the  report  of  the  committee,  and 
they  were  appointed  to  those  services  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  remaining  Epistles  addressed  to  this  Meeting  by 
our  sisters  at  their  respective  Yearly  Meetings  of  New 
York,  Genesee,  Illinois  and  Baltimore,  were  read.     To 
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respond  to  them,  and  also  to  those  read  in  the  morning 
session,  as  way  opens,  a  committee  was  appointed. 

The  joint  Standing  Committee  of  this  Yearly  Meeting 
on  Education  and  Schools,  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  united  with,  and  the  labors  of  the 
committee  approved. 

This  Meeting  united  also  with  the  continuance  of  the 
committee  another  year.  The  concurrent  judgment  of 
Men  Friends  having  been  received,  the  committee  was 
re<appointed. 

Third  Day,  16th  instant. 
Morning, 

We  had  a  visit  in  Gospel  Love  from  our  friends  Perry 
John  and  Ellison  Newport. 

A  comprehensive  and  satisfactory  report  from  the  joint 
committee  of  this  Yearly  Meeting  on  the  subject  of  Tem- 
perance, was  read  and  united  with.  A  general  expression 
of  appreciation  and  encouragement  was  given  to  the  com- 
mittee in  this  Meeting,  and  its  continuance  another  year 
was  also  fiilly  united  with.  It  was  also  agreed  to  author- 
ize the  committee  to  draw  upon  the  funds  of  the  Women's 
Yearly  Meeting  for  an  amount  not  exceeding  $100,  for 
the  payment  of  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  furnishing 
and  distributing  Temperance  literature.  Subsequently, 
Men  Friends  informed  us  that  they  united  with  us  in 
judgment,  and  the  committee  was  continued  another  year. 

The  names  of  Louisa  J.  Roberts,  Margaret  S.  Powell, 
Elizabeth  E.  Smith  and  Sarah  H.  Peirce,  were  added  to 
the  Standing  Committee. 
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Afternoon 

The  consideration  of  the  state  of  our  Society  was 
entered  upon  by  the  reading  of  the  First,  Second,  Third 
and  Fourth  Queries,  and  the  answers  to  them  from  all 
our  constituent  branches. 

Tender  appeals  were  made  to  the  young,  asking  them 
to  consider  that  a  share  of  the  responsibility  of  uphold- 
ing the  various  testimonies  comprised  in  those  Queries, 
devolves  upon  them.  They  were  not  only  invited,  but 
urged  to  associate  themselves  with  their  older  friends  in 
our  religious  gatherings,  and  give  them  the  help  and  cheer 
which,  under  the  influence  of  their  Heavenly  Father's 
love,  they  are  capable  of  giving. 

Fourth  Daxfy  17th  instant. 
Morning, 

The  Fifth  and  Sixth  Queries  and  the  answers  to  them 
were  read  and  considered. 

A  concern  was  introduced  into  this  Meeting  relative  to 
the  proposed  military  display  at  the  coming  **  Bi-Centen- 
nial  Celebration,"  in  commemoration  of  the  landing  of 
William  Penn  upon  our  shores.  Our  Meeting  was  fully 
united  in  proposing  to  the  Men's  Meeting  that  we,  as  a 
Yearly  Meeting,  present  a  remonstrance  to  the  proper 
authorities,  against  a  proceeding  so  inconsistent  with  the 
principles  upon  which  our  Commonwealth  was  founded. 

It  was  proposed,  and  the  proposition  united  with,  to 
send  the  above  minute  to  Men's  Meeting  at  the  opening 
of  the  afternoon  session. 
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Aftey^noon. 

The  remaining  Queries  and  their  answers  were  read 
and  considered. 

The  committee  appointed  at  a  former  session  to  examine 
and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Meeting 
presented  a  report,  which  was  read  and  approved. 

Fifth  Day,  18th  instant. 
Afternoon, 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  friend  Rhoda 
Osborn  Lamb,  prepared  by  Mount  Holly  Monthly  Meet- 
ing of  Friends,  New  Jersey,  was  read. 

The  committee  appointed  at  a  former  session  to  respond 
to  the  Epistles  received  ftom  our  sisters  of  other  Yearly 
Meetings,  produced  an  essay  addressed  to  the  respective 
Meetings,  which  was  read  and  united  with. 

The  Clerk  was  directed  to  have  copies  of  the  essay 
engrossed,  sign  them  on  behalf  of  the  Meeting,  and  for- 
ward them.  The  committee  also  recommended  the  print- 
ing of  the  Epistles  received  from  other  Yearly  Meetings 
with  the  Extracts  of  this  Meeting. 

Extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  Representative  Com- 
mittee were  read.  The  names  of  friends  appointed  by 
the  Quarterly  Meetings  to  serve  on  that  committee  for 
the  ensuing  year  were  also  read. 
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Sixth  Day  J  19th  instant. 
Morning, 

An  interesting  report  from  the  joint  committee  having 
charge  of  Indian  affairs  was  read  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  its  consideration  deferred  until  this  morning. 

Men  friends  having  read  the  report  and  united  with  it, 
and  also  with  the  continuance  of  the  committee  another 
year,  the  committee  met  and  re-organized,  without  realiz- 
ing that  it  was,  so  far  as  the  action  of  Women's  Meeting 
was  concerned,  not  official. 

This  Meeting  sanctioned  the  seeming  premature  action 
of  the  committee,  and  expressed  its  unity  with  the  report, 
also  with  the  labors  of  the  committee,  and  with  its  con- 
tinuance another  year. 

The  following  minute,  introduced  by  Men  friends, 
claimed  the  weighty  consideration  of  this  Meeting,  and  we 
were  united  in  forwarding  to  our  constituent  Quarterly 
Meetings  the  recommendation  therein  contained ; 

"  The  Meeting  was  introduced  into  exercise  during  the 
consideration  of  the  reports  from  the  subordinate  Meetings 
in  relation  to  the  neglect  apparent  in  the  due  attendance 
of  our  religious  Meetings.  It  was  again  introduced  at 
this  time,  and  claimed  the  solid  consideration  of  the  Meet- 
ing ;  it  was  concluded  to  present  to  our  respective  Quar- 
terly Meetings  and  Half  Year's  Meeting  the  importance 
of  care  in  this  important  subject,  and  if  way  should  open 
in  the  Truth,  to  extend  labor  and  care  to  these  subor- 
dinate Meetings  and  the  members  composing  them  to 
renewed  diligence  in  this  respect." 
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We  recommended  also  that  the  representatives  to  this 
Meeting,  on  their  return  home,  endeavor  to  spread  before 
their  respective  Meetings  some  of  the  concern  and  exer- 
cise which  have  been  before  us.  Many  are  discouraged 
from  giving  expression  to  what  they  feel  through  diffi- 
dence or  fear.  These  were  encouraged  to  remember  that 
there  is  a  Power  ever  ready  and  near  to  help,  which  will 
be  "mouth  and  wisdom,  tongue  and  utterance,"  if  simple 
trust  is  reposed  in  it.  Let  us  keep  before  us  the  fact  that 
we  are  sisters  working  together  in  a  common  cause ;  and 
also  that  "  whether  we  eat, 'or  whether  we  drink,  or  what- 
soever we  do,  let  us  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God,"  without 
fear  of  one  another. 

Afternoon. 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Mend,  Lucy  Ann 
Evans,  prepared  by  Mount  Holly  Monthly  Meeting  of 
Friends,  New  Jersey,  was  read.  Also  one  concerning 
our  deceased  friend,  Joseph  Davis,  prepared  by  Radnor 
Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends. 

The  following  minute,  expressive  of  the  judgment  of 
Men's  Meeting,  upon  the  subject  referred  to  them  by  this 
Meeting  relative  to  the  military  display  at  the  coming 
Bi-Oentennial  was  read  and  united  with : 

"  The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  considera- 
tion of  the  proposition  from  Women's  Meeting  on  the 
military  display  at  the  Bi-Gentennial,  would  propose  that 
the  Yearly  Meeting  adopt  the  following  minute  in  refer- 
ence thereto : 
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**  We  desire  to  present  an  earnest  caution  to  our  mem- 
bers that  they  be  careful  of  compromising  our  testimonies 
by  taking  part  in,  or  giving  encouragement  to  any  military 
display  at  the  Bi-Centennial  of  the  landing  of  William 
Penn,  as  being  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  peace 
upon  which  he  founded  this  government." 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  friend,  Lucretia 
Mott,  prepared  by  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  of 
Philadelphia,  was  read. 

The  following  minute  embracing  some  of  the  exercises  of 
the  Meeting  was  read  and  adopted,  and  directed  to  be 
printed  f  with  the  extracts  from  the  minutes. 

As  we  have  gathered  into  silence  from  time  to  time,  we 
have  felt  the  overshadowing  of  our  Father's  love,  and 
realized  tliat 

"  Thought  is  deeper  than  all  speech ; 
Feeling  deeper  than  all  thought ; 
Souls  to  souls  can  never  teach 
What  unto  themselves  was  taught.** 

Yet  our  ministering  Friends  come  to  us  as  did  John  the 
Baptist  formerly,  preparing  the  way  of  the  Lord,  who  is 
greater  than  any  earthly  messenger,  and  who  will  teach 
us  all  things.  Again,  the  labors  of  those  who  have  the 
gospel  to  preach,  were  likened  to  the  labors  of  the  hus- 
bandman, who  carefully  prepares  the  soil  in  which  the 
seed  is  to  be  deposited ;  and  the  young  were  entreated  to 
resist  not  the  tendering  influences  of  our  Father's  love, 
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which  works  by  many  means  to  bring  the  hearts  of  His 
children  into  closer  communion  with  Himself.  From 
yoath  to  old  age  this  power  of  God  within  us  will  be  the 
sure  support  in  every  time  of  trouble,  and  as  the  things 
of  earth  lose  their  hold  upon  us,  the  heavenly  joy  will 
grow  brighter  and  more  certain. 

A  feeling  of  sadness  seemed  to  spread  over  the  meet- 
ing in  the  consideration  of  our  deficiencies,  in  regard  to 
the  important  duty  of  assembling  ourselves  together  for 
Divine  worship.  As  the  brown  and  withered  branches  of 
the  trees  in  winter  show  no  sign  of  life,  yet  in  the  fullness 
of  time  the  rich  foliage  appears,  so,  if  we  as  branches  abide 
in  the  true  vine,  there  may,  out  of  our  apparent  lifelessness, 
spring  fruit  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God. 

As  impressions  made  upon  the  childish  mind  often  re- 
main to  old  age,  mothers  were  tenderly  urged  to  bring 
their  children  with  them  to  meeting,  and  to  show  by 
their  conduct  and  conversation  that  on  these  occasions 
they  had  been  with  the  Father,  and  had  been  strength- 
ened by  this  communion  with  Him, — for  though  His 
presence  is  not  confined  to  places,  it  is  they  who  seek  that 
find,  and  those  who  ask  that  receive.  And  while  to  some 
minds  the  spoken  word  in  our  meetings  seems  necessary, 
we  were  lovingly  reminded  that  we  cannot  receive  grace 
one  from  another.  The  Great  Teacher  is  to  be  found  in 
the  stillness  of  our  own  hearts,  and  to  Him  who  is  an 
ever-present  help,  must  we  turn  for  spiritual  strength  and 
guidance. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  having  charge  of  Indian 
affairs,   introduced  the  meeting  into  a  feeling  of  deep 
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interest  in  this  work.  The  discouraging  circumstances  of 
the  past  year,  which  have  prevented  the  Committee  as  a 
body  from  doing  all  they  could  wish,  have  led  us  to  put 
the  question,  What  can  we  do  individually  to  relieve  the 
suffering  of  this  injured  people  f  If  no  active  service 
opens  to  us,  we  can  enter  into  the  spirit  of  prayer,  asking 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers 
qualified  for  the  work.  Who  can  measure  the  effect  of  the 
fervent  petitions  of  a  single  earnest  spirit  ? 

Many  appeals  were  made  to  us  on  the  subject  of 
temperance,  and  it  was  felt  that  though  we  may  be 
clear  of  its  grosser  forms,  yet  there  is  room  for  a  more 
guarded  care  in  administering  intoxicants  as  medicine^ 
and  we  were  admonished  to  be  watchful  that  we  do  not 
cultivate  at  our  own  tables  a  taste  for  stimulants  by  their 
use  in  culinary  preparations. 

We  have  been  called  to  make  a  wise  discrimination  be- 
tween needful  recreation  and  that  which  blunts  our  finer 
sensibilities. 

The  frivolous  and  dwarfing  character  of  many  of  the 
popular  diversions  of  our  time,  was  forcibly  presented  to 
our  view.  We  were  shown  that  in  the  childhood  of  the 
race  where  woman  was  almost  or  quite  the  slave  of  man, 
her  narrow  intellect  found  pleasure  in  the  barbaric  and 
the  emotional.  Her  contracted  outlook  could  not  reach 
far  beyond  the  domestic  circle.  Books  and  the  wonders 
of  science  had  not  been  opened  to  her ;  but  the  centuries 
have  brought  development,  as  well  as  responsibilities,  and 
having  emerged  from  the  dark  period  of  her  history,  with 
the  powers  of  her  mind  cultivated,  the  quick  sympathies 
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of  her  heart  recognized,  and  her  equality  acknowledged, 
shall  she  continue  to  eiyoy  the  lower  pleasures  of  the 
senses  ?  Is  it  not  better  to  reserve  the  tears  of  pity  for 
real  sufferers,  our  indignation  for  the  real  outrages,  and 
our  sympathy  for  the  true  heroes  of  life,  rather  than  waste 
them  upon  the  mock  tragedies  of  the  stage  ?  Fiction  too, 
calls  forth  feelings  which  should  be  reserved  for  the  holiest 
seasons  of  life,  and  true  courage  to  meet  its  emergencies 
cannot  be  gained  from  its  perusal.  In  the  place  of  this, 
we  were  earnestly  advised  to  read  the  Scriptures  of  Truth 
with  a  prayerful  desire  to  understand  them  aright.  Thus 
will  we  find  them  to  comfort  and  strengthen  us  in  daily 
life,  and  direct  us  to  the  fountain  of  Eternal  Truth. 

The  presence  of  the  Father  was  devoutly  and  earnestly 
invoked  to  guide  and  direct,  that  the  weak  might  look  to 
Him  for  strength,  and  the  strong  might  keep  fast  hold  of 
His  hand,  and  prayerfully  go  onward  faithfully  doing  the 
work  required. 

The  subject  of  Peace  among  the  nations,  to  be  pro- 
moted by  the  substitution  of  arbitration  for  war  as  a 
means  of  adjusting  international  differences,  has  come 
before  us ;  and  we  have  been  encouraged  to  embrace  every 
right  opening  for  practical  effort  in  this  concern.  The 
signs  of  the  times  are  hopeful,  and  Christian  hearts  are 
lifted  up  in  thankfulness,  that  so  many  advocates  of  the 
blessed  principles  of  peace  and  love  are  coming  forth  in 
the  earth. 

A  measure  of  the  same  love  of  the  Father,  which  char- 
acterized our  opening  session,  and  which  we  have  felt  from 
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day  to  day,  enabling  ns  to  transact  the  businees  which  has 
come  before  us  with  harmony  and  sisterly  condescension, 
we  humbly  acknowledge  still  to  be  with  ns — grateful  for 
this  and  for  all  the  favors  which  Divine  Goodness  has  so 
graciously  dispensed,  we  conclude  to  meet  at  the  usual  time 
next  year,  if  so  permitted.

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends. 

Dear  Sisters. — With  spirits  cheered  and  strengthened 
anew  by  the  unity  expressed  and  words  of  counsel  received 
at  this  time  from  those  Yearly  Meetings  with  which  we 
are  in  correspondence,  we  desire  to  extend  to  you,  as  co- 
workers with  us  in  the  Father's  service,  our  warm  feelings 
of  love  and  Christian  sympathy,  trusting  that  He  will  bless 
your  efforts  in  the  cause  of  truth  and  holiness,  together 
with  our  own,  and  those  of  all  who  are  endeavoring  to 
serve  Him,  and  extend  His  kingdom  in  the  earth  by  words 
and  deeds  of  righteousness,  believing  that  he  is  no  re- 
specter of  persons,  but  that  they  who  do  His  will  are 
accepted  of  Him. 

Whenever  we  extend  the  deeds  of  kindness  and  love  we 
serve  and  glorify  Ood,  become  his  ministering  spirits  and 
instruments  for  good.  The  blessed  Master  declared.  In- 
asmuch as  ye  have  done  the  deeds  of  kindness  and  loveth 
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one  of  the  leaet  of  these  laj  bretbven,  je  have  done  them 
unto  me. 

It  is  the  hadge  of  true  diecipleship  that  we  love  <me 
another.  Then  how  important  that  Divine  love  shaU  aa 
pervade  the  innermost  reeessesof  the  soul,  that  all  hatred 
will  be  cast  out,  and  prejudice,  jealousy  and  a  fiml^finding 
spirit  find  no  resting  place  in  our  hearts. 

We  earnestly  deaire  that  more  faithfulness  be  -vdtnessed 
in  the  attendance  of  our  religious  meetings.  Alttough 
they  be  small,  yet  if  the  mind  is  properly  centered  on  the 
Light  within,  our  growth  in  spiritual  things  will  be  in* 
creased,  according  to  the  Scripture  promise,  and  we  become 
more  united  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  hence 
to  one  another.

Dear  Sisters. — It  is  with  hearts  overflowing  with  that 
love  which  we  feel  to  emanate  from  the  blessed  Fountain, 
that  we  address  you.  It  is  our  desire  that  you,  with  us, 
may  be  baptised  with  that  true  and  holy  baptism,  which 
alone  is  received  from  God,  the  Eternal  One.

Dear  Sisters. — We  are  again  permitted  to  gather  in 
solemn  assembly,  and  we,  at  this  time,  address  you  as 
fellow-laborers  in  the  Master's  vineyard,  desiring  that  we 
may  aid  one  another  in  strengthening  the  cords  of  our 
Zion,  so  that  the  enemy  shall  find  no  place  of  entrance, 
and  the  lambs  of  the  fold  may  feed  securely,  being  nour- 
ished by  the  hidden  manna  of  life,  even  Christ  Jesus. 

As  individuals  compose  society,  individual  labor  to 
cleanse  from  all  impurity  in  thought,  word  and  deed,  that 
each  successive  morning  shall  witness  renewed  dedica- 
tion, and  each  returning  evening  bring  the  sweet  reward 
of  peace,  seems  the  only  way  to  become  fit  for  the 
Master's  use.

The  command  of  Christ  to  Peter,  on  a  memorable  occa- 
sion, "Feed  my  lambs,"  still  has  important  significance, 
stimulating  those  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  First-day 
Schools,  and  as  the  subject,  so  dear  to  many  of  us,  was 
revived,  the  admonition  was  extended  to  mothers,  that 
they  should  not  feel  excused  from  labor  also ;  but,  laying 
the  foundation  early  in  life  for  the  temple  of  Truth  by 
simplicity,  forbearance  and  love,  they  should  co-operat6 
with  outside  laborers  in  imparting  to  the  infant  mind  the 
benefits  of  our  testimonies.  May  they  learn  the  blessings 
of  silence,  for  in  silence  the  deep  emotions  of  the  heart 
find  room  for  exercise,  and  the  noBlest  and  purest  thoughts 
come  with  mysterious  power,  showing  "  this  is  the  way ; 
walk  thou  in  it." 

Dear  sisters,  we  feel  with  you,  the  desolating  eflfects  of 
intemperance,  and  its  co-worker  tobacco.  These  evils 
have  long  been  the  subjects  of  anxious  solicitude  with  us, 
and  here  also  is  a  field  for  devoted  labor  on  the  part  of 
the  mother,  in  portraying  to  the  youthful  mind  the  devas- 
tations of  the  former,  and  the  insidious  and  demoralizing 
power  of  the  latter,  so  calculated  to  paralyze  the  noble 
powers  of  true  manhood. 

May  we,  with  you,  labor  in  love  to  eradicate  these 
great  evils.  We  feel  that  until  prohibition  of  the  manu- 
facture, as  well  as  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  shall 
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become  the  law  of  the  land,  we  should  spare  no  effort  to 
Inflaence  legislation  to  that  end. 

In  our  annual  report  from  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs,  we  were  encouraged  still  to  continue  our  labors 
in  behalf  of  this  deeply  injured  race,  even  though  they 
are  restricted  by  the  government ;  for  we  believe  there  is 
still  work  for  us  to  do  in  a  cause  in  which  our  Society  has 
80  long  and  faithfully  labored.  In  our  daily  paths,  in  our 
active  duties,  may  we  experience  that  the  Master  walks 
with  us  by  the  way,  blessing  also  the  tried,  and  breathing 
upon  the  devoted  soul  that,  when  life's  burden  is  laid 
down,  we  may  be  gathered  with  Him  in  endless  rest

From  Genesee  Yearly  Meeting  of  Wonxen  FriendSj  held 
by  adjournments  from  the  18th  of  Sixth  month  to  the 
16th  of  sam^f  inclusivey  1881, 

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  op  Women  Friends: 

Dear  Sisters. — We  are  again  reminded  by  reading  the 
Epistles  sent  us  from  the  Yearly  Meetings  with  which 
we  correspond,  that  those  of  the  same  household  of  Faith 
should  be  sisters  in  Spirit,  desiring  ever  to  work  for  the 
good  of  the  whole. 

Dear  Friends  are  with  us  from  distant  parts  of  the  vine- 
yard, sitting,  as  it  were,  at  the  feet  of  the  Master,  willing 
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to  be  cup  bearers  from  the  Fountain  to  the  weary  and 
thirsty  ones.  They  have  encouraged  us  to  hold  fast  our 
feith  without  wavering,  remembering  the  promise,  "  that 
they  who  go  forth  weeping,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall 
doubtless  return  again,  rejoicing,  bringing  their  sheaves 
of  peace  with  them." 

Our  gathering  at  this  time  is  larger  than  usual,  which 
causes  us  to  hope  for  a  brighter  future,  as  many  of  the 
younger  sisters  seem  to  be  awakened  to  the  necessity  of 
assisting  in  carrying  on  the  work,  and  of  bearing  some  of 
the  burdens  of  the  Society.  The  business  has  been  con- 
ducted with  condescension,  and  we  have  felt  that  it  was 
good  to  be  here.  The  beauty  of  holiness,  and  the  peace 
and  comfort  found  in  yielding  obedience  to  the  light  with- 
in, have  been  held  up  to  the  view  of  the  younger  mem- 
bers, and  they  were  lovingly  invited  to  partake  of  the 
Lord's  bounties.  We  were  encouraged  to  go  deep,  that 
we  might  reach  a  living  Fountain,  as  water  from  a  shallow 
well  is  easily  reached,  but  to  draw  from  a  deep  one  re- 
quired much  labor. 

The  consistency  in  plainness  of  dress  and  address  were 
set  before  us,  and  all  exhorted  to  consider  for  themselves 
that  all  might  grow  in  a  knowledge  of  the  Truth.  The 
simplicity  of  the  way  and  the  straight  path  of  the  righte- 
ous have  been  presented  in  very  feeling  language,  and  all 
were  encouraged  to  give  themselves  wholly  up  to  the 
Father's  will. 

The  First  day  School  Association  held  their  annual 
conference,  and  although  our  work  in  this  direction  is  far 
less  than  that  of  other  Yearly  Meetings,  there  was  more 
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than  usual  interest  manifested.  A  Friend  from  another 
Yearly  Meeting,  gave  an  account  of  some  of  those  who 
labored  in  the  rise  of  these  schools,  nearly  all  of  whom 
have  been  called  from  works  to  rewards,  also,  of  what  had 
been  accomplished  by  continuous  and  persistent  effort  in 
this  commendable  field  of  labor,  in  different  localities,  en- 
couraging us  to  continue  to  labor  in  the  work. 

The  Indian  Committee  reported  they  had  found  but 
little  to  do  in  the  past  year,  but  felt  best  to  continue  their 
efforts,  hoping  the  time  will  come  when  help  and  encour- 
agement can  again  be  given  the  poor  Indians. 

The  subject  of  intemperance  claimed  the  attention  of  the 
Meeting ;  much  exercise  was  felt  on  the  account,  and 
desires  expressed,  that  a  more  definite  action  should  be 
taken  by  the  Meeting  than  has  been  heretofore.  The 
young  mothers  felt  that  we  should  be  in  earnest  in  the 
work,  believing  the  youth  of  the  present  generation  have 
greater  temptations  than  their  parents  had,  the  enemy 
leaving  no  stone  unturned  to  win  our  dear  ones  from  the 
paths  of  sobriety  and  virtue.  To  whom  hath  been  given 
more  power  than  our  own  Society  to  hurl  the  pebble  from 
the  sling,  that  shall  slay  this  great  destroyer  of  peace  and 
happiness  ?  A  standing  committee  was  appointed  to  take 
such  action  in  this  subject  as  in  their  united  judgment 
may  seem  best.  In  allusion  to  the  need  of  a  guarded  care 
in  the  selection  of  literature,  our  hearts  respond  to  the 
remark  that  scientific  investigation  opens  a  wide  field  of 
healthful  enjoyment;  and  we  may  bear  in  mind  that  He 
who  has  fashioned  the  flower  by  the  wayside,  and  written 
the  history  of  our  earth  upon  the  rocks,  also  imprints  His 
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law  upon  oar  thoughts,  and  ministers  to  the  spirit  life  of 
His  children  according  to  their  individual  requirements, 
gathering  all  who  will  be  gathered  under  the  canopy  of 
His  love. 

In  conclusion  we  bid  you  an  affectionate  farewell,  and 
remain  your  sisters.

The  Epistles  received  this  year  from  the  various  Yearly 
Meetings  have  seemed  to  us  to  come  from  fresh  springs 
of  living  water,  meeting  a  response  in  our  own  hearts, 
renewing  the  bond  of  love  and  fellowship,  and  manifesting 
concern  and  interest  in  those  things  which  pertain  to  our 
spiritual  welfare  and  the  good  of  mankind.  The  attend- 
ance of  our  own  members  is  not  so  great  as  at  former 
meetings,  but  we  are  assured  that  it  is  not  occasioned  by 
want  of  interest,  but  by  causes  which  could  not  be  re- 
moved. We  have  the  company,  however,  of  many  dear 
friends  from  other  Yearly  Meetings,  j||ho8e  presence  and 
spiritual  travail  with  us,  in  the  various  exercises  and 
concerns  coming  before  us,  are  strengthening,  and  their 
ministry  fresh  and  inspiring.  Truly,  the  fellowship  of 
the  Gospel  is  a  priceless  favor.     The  First  Day  School 
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(general  Conference  met  with  us  this  year,  and  has  been 
an  occasion  of  deep  interest  and  earnest  striving  to  dis- 
cover what  is  needed  in  this  work.  Endeavors  have  been 
made  to  supply,  so  far  as  possible,  such  aids  and  firesh 
lights,  founded  upon  experience,  as  could  be  obtained. 
We  have  felt  our  interest  and  courage  renewed,  and  have 
realized  that  without  effort  and  faithfulness  our  better 
natures  degenerate,  and  the  cause  of  truth  and  righteous- 
ness makes  slow  progress.  The  intercourse  of  our  religi- 
ous gatherings,  the  inspiration  of  numbers  united  in  the 
same  endeavors,  gives  fresh  incentive  to  strive  on.  It 
encourages  the  despondent,  and  renews  the  strength  of 
those  who  are  tempted  to  yield  to  weariness  in  well- 
doing, because  the  apparent  result  has  seemed  so  dis- 
proportionate to  the  struggle  and  effort  expended. 

Many  mothers,  with  their  little  children,  have  been  in 
attendance,  feeling  that  the  opportunity  was  too  precious 
to  be  lost  They  have  been  counseled  to  patience  and 
gentleness,  and  to  be  careful  and  faithful  in  the  perform- 
ance of  duty  to  the  young  committed  to  their  keeping, 
meeting  their  little  wants  and  questions  when  they  arise, 
not  turning  them  away  until  some  more  convenient 
season,  thus  losing,  perhaps,  the  one  opportunity  for  the 
especial  culture  needed.  Wives  were  exhorted  to  streng- 
then the  better  life  in  their  husbands,  speaking  the  word 
in  season,  observing  silence  when  it  is  stronger  than 
speech,  to  be  patient  and  forbearing,  and  courteous  in 
demeanor,  seeking  grace  and  power  from  the  Divine  and 
never-failing  Source.  Daughters  were  urged  to  be  tender 
toward  their  mothers,  their  thoughtful,  affectionate  regard 
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and  loving  services  being  very  precious.  The  aged 
mothers  were  desired  not  to  withhold  counsel,  and  their 
tender  advice  has  fallen  upon  appreciative  hearts.  The 
importance  of  individual  faithfulness  in  the  attendance  of 
our  meetings  was  impressed  upon  us,  for  our  own  growth 
and  benefit,  because  social  worship  is  among  the  strong 
influences  for  the  advancement  of  mankind.  The  various 
subjects  of  Temperance,  Peace,  Prison  Beform,  and  Mis- 
sion Work  have  had  our  thoughtfal  consideration. 

It  has  been  said  that — ''  The  mission  spirit  is  the  life  of 
the  Church."  As  we  become  Christ-like,  our  hands,  as 
well  as  our  hearts,  will  go  out  toward  the  restoring  of 
those  who  are  hungry  and  naked  and  in  prison,  spiritually 
as  well  as  literally.  To  do  this  we  need  not  neglect  the 
duties  that  lie  nearest  us,  for  these  are  included,  but  we 
should  discriminate  between  the  important  and  iinimpor- 
tant,  giving  each  its  due  weight.  Especially  let  those  of 
us  who  are  parents  guard  well  our  own  hearts,  and 
cherish  the  seed  of  good  in  the  hearts  of  our  children,  so 
that  in  time  the  wheat  will  outgrow  the  tares,  and  evil  be 
overcome  by  good,  remembering  for  our  encouragement 
the  helpful  lines  of  the  inspired  poetess,  Elizabeth  Brown- 
ing: 

"  God's  completeness,  flows  around  our  incompleteness  ; 

Round  our  restlessness,  His  rest."

Once  more,  dear  sisters,  we  have  been  permitted  to 
meet  and  mingle  together,  to  look  into  the  condition  of 
our  household  of  faith,  to  enquire  of  each  other,  "  Art 
thou  in  health?"  **Do  the  waters  of  life  flow  in  and 
around  thy  habitation?"  and  **Are  the  plants  of  the 
vineyard  growing  strong  under  the  nourishment  they 
receive  ?" 

Our  Heavenly  Father,  in  His  goodness,  has  seen  meet  to 
send  unto  us  message-bearers,  clad  in  the  armor  and  might 
of  His  power,  who  have  been  enabled  to  proclaim  glad 
tidings  of  great  joy  awaiting  the  seeking  and  obedient 
soul ;  pouring  out  as  they  received  the  oil  and  the  wine 
into  the  bruised  and  bereaved  hearts ;  encouraging  those 
who  are  faint  and  weary,  sometimes  almost  ready  to  give 
out,  feeling  they  cannot  sing  the  Lord's  song  in  a  strange 
land,  as  though  they  could  ''Hang  their  harps  upon  the 
willows,  and  weep,  as  they  remember  Zion,"  feeling  the

imposes  no  burden  we  cannot  bear,  nor  asks  for  any 
sacrifice  but  of  that  which  interferes  with  His  right  to 
reign. 

The  young  have  been  affectionately  called  to  an  early 
surrender  unto  His  will,  who  knows  all  the  needs  of  His 
children,  and  dispenses  according  to  their  necessities. 

Much  concern  has  been  expressed  for  the  dear  children. 
A  mother's  influence,  when  fightly  exercised,  is  more 
restraining  and  enduring  than  any  other,  and  she  cannot 
too  early  begin  to  exert  that  influence  in  the  way  of  truth 
and  love.  They  have  enquiring  minds,  their  questions 
are  many,  which  should  be  listened  to  with  interest,  and 
answered  truthfully. 

Let  our  selection  of  books  for  their  perusal,  be  such  as 
will  be  profitable  in  their  effect  on  the  mind  in  after  life, 
encouraging  the  frequent  reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 
And  we  should  not  fail  to  strive  to  impress  upon  their 
minds  that  the  spiritual  is  of  more  importance  than  the 
material. 

The  usual  routine  of  business  has  been  pursued,  elicit- 
ing many  instructive  remarks.  The  reading  of  Epistles 
from  other  Yearly  Meetings  was  listened  to  with  much 
interest,  seeming  to  draw  us  nearer  in  Christian  fellow- 
ship and  love,  encouraging  and  strengthening  each  other 
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to  bear  a  foithfal  testimony  to  the  vital  principles  which 
we  profess. 

The  duty  of  woman,  and  the  influence  she  exerts  in 
society,  especially  over  her  ovni  household,  have  been 
brought  before  us.  The  degrading  effects  of  the  use  of 
liquor  and  tobacco  have  been  feelingly  portrayed.  Mothers 
have  been  admonished  to  greater  care,  lest  they  thought- 
lessly create  a  taste  for  intoxicants  in  their  tender  off- 
spring; and  also  that  they  endeavor  to  simplify  their 
household  duties,  so  that  they  may  preserve  their  own 
physical  and  mental  strength,  thus  making  them  worthy 
counselors  and  companions  to  their  children  in  whom 
they  can  safely  confide. 

We  have  the  company  t^f  dear  Friends  from  other  parte 
of  the  heritage,  whose  presence  has  been  very  precious. 
And  we  have  felt  a  ministry  to  flow  into  our  hearts  firom 
theirs,  by  the  tender  pressure  of  the  hand,  and  loving 
expression  of  the  eye,  which  has  been  as  "  deep  answer- 
ing to  deep." 

We  have  been  entreated  to  be  very  watchful,  lest  we 
go  before  our  Guide  in  this  day  of  great  activity,  when 
wave  after  wave  of  humanitarian  reform  and  benevolent 
work  is  flowing  in  upon  us,  that  we  may  not,  through 
fear  of  apparent  indifference  to  the  good  of  mankind,  be 
too  eager  to  keep  up  with  the  spirit  that  is  in  the  world, 
and  thus  float  vvith  the  current,  until  we  find  ourselves 
getting  out  of  reach  of  the  Father's  voice,  and  following 
the  voice  of  the  world,  and  we  become  identified  vdth  it, 
until  we  are  in  danger  of  forgetting  the  ''rock  from 
whence  we  were  hevm,  or  the  hole  of  the  pit  from  whence 
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we  were  digged."  "  Be  still,  and  know  that  I  am  God  1" 
is  a  most  important  command  for  us  to  heed  in  the  pre- 
sent daj ;  and  our  desire  is,  that  in  all  parts  of  the  vine- 
yard, we  may  be  brought  to  feel  after,  to  know,  and  com- 
prehend this  stillness,  this  waiting  in  humility  at  the 
Master's  feet  for  holy  orders.  Then  shall  we  go  forth,  at 
the  voice  of  command,  clad  in  the  armor  of  the  living 
God,  to  do  His  service,  in  the  dignity  of  truth  in  society, 
in  the  .home  and  in  the  church.  Then  will  His  work 
flourish  in  the  earth;  nothing  will  be  lost  by  abiding 
under  His  restraining  power ;  but  the  wilderness  would 
again  blossom  as  the  rose, — ^the  waste  places  in  Zion  be 
rebuilt — and  joy  and  rejoicing  swell  the  anthem  of  "Glory 
to  God  in  the  highest,  peace  on  earth,  and  good-will  to 
all  men  I"

The  Representatives  are  desired  to  confer  together,  and 
propose  to  our  next  sitting  a  Friend  to  serve  the  Meeting 
as  Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk,  for  the  present 
-year;  also,  the  name  of  a  Friend  from  each  of  the 
Quarterly  Meetings,  and  Fishing  Creek  Half  Tear's 
Meeting,  to  aid  the  Committee  appointed  by  Philadelphia 
Monthly  Meeting,  in  preserving  order  in  and  about  the 
Jieeting  House  during  the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Second  Day — Afternoon. 

John  Saunders,  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives,  made 
report  that  they  had  conferred  together  at  the  rise  of  the 
morning  sitting,  and  were  united  in  offering  the  name  of 
Benjamin  G.  Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  Evan  T.  Swayne  for 
Assistant  Clerk,  the  present  year.  On  separate  consider- 
ation thereof,  they  were  united  with  by  the  Meeting,  and 
accordingly  appointed. 
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They  also  proposed  the  names  of  a  Committee  to  aid  in 
preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House  during 
the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  subject  of  a  minute  of  the  exercises  of  the  Meeting 
as  they  may  occur,  to  be  published  and  go  down  to  our 
members  in  the  Extracts,  was  introduced  by  the  Clerks. 
On  consideration  thereof,  the  Committee  on  Epistles, 
appointed  at  the  morning  sitting,  are  desired  to  aid  the 
Clerks  in  that  service. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  report 
the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treasurer, 
a  Committee  was  appointed.  They  are  also  desired  to 
bring  forward  the  names  of  two  Friends  as  Correspon- 
dents of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  attention  of  the  Meeting  was  called  to  the  exercise 
of  our  last  Yearly  Meeting,  in  relation  to  the  apparent 
neglect  in  the  attendance  of  our  religious  meetings.

The  infor- 
mation received  of  the  care  thus  extended  was  satisfactory 
to  the  Meeting,  and  our  respective  Quarterly  Meetings 
were  again  encouraged  to  give  further  and  renewed  care 
and  concern  to  this  subject,  and  report  to  our  next  Yearly 
Meeting,  as  way  may  open. 

To  assist  the  Clerks  in  preparing  and  publishing  the 
Extracts,  transcribing  and  forwarding  the  Epistles,  a 
Committee  was  appointed. 
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Fifteenth  of  the  Month  and  Third  of  the  Week. 

The  First  Query  was  read,  with  the  answers  thereto 
from  our  constituent  branches,  and  a  summary  thereof, 
adopted. 

The  Meeting  was  introduced  into  exercise  on  account  of 
many  deficiencies  acknowledged  in  the  reports,  and  a  con- 
cern prevailed  that  the  help  and  assistance  of  the  body 
should  be  extended  to  our  members. 

The  Clerks  were  desired  to  produce  to  our  next  sitting 
a  minute  embracing  this  concern. 

Third  Day — Afternoon, 

The  following  minute,  embracing  the  exercise  and  con- 
cern of  the  Meeting  at  the  morning  session,  was  read  and 
approved,  and  forwarded  to  Women's  Meeting  for  their 
consideration  :— 

During  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  society,  as 
brought  to  view  by  the  reading  of  the  reports  from  our 
subordinate  branches,  the  meeting  was  introduced  into 
much  exercise  in  regard  to  the  weakness  apparent  amongst 
us,  and  on  account  of  the  call  coming  from  many  direc- 
tions, for  aid  and  assistance  in  the  maintenance  of  our 
testimonies,  it  was,  upon  consideration  thereof,  concluded 
to  appoint  a  Committee  to  consider  of,  and  bring  forward 
to  a  future  sitting  of  this  Meeting,  the  names  of  a  suitable 
number  of  Friends,  to  take  into  consideration  the  defi- 
ciencies thus  introduced,  to  inquire  into  the  causes  thereof^ 
and  to  extend  labor  as  way  may  open  in  the  Truth,  and 
report  thereon  lo  our  next  Yearly  Meeting. 
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The  Second  and  Third  Queries  were  read,  with  the  an- 
swers thereto,  and  smnmarj  answers  adopted. 

The  interesting  subjects  embraced  in  these  Queries 
claimed  the  deliberate  consideration  of  Friends,  and  all  our 
members,  were  encouraged  to  increased  diligence  and  labor 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  important  testimonies  contained 
therein. 

Sixteenth  of  the  Month  and  Fourth  of  the  Week, 

Information  was  received  from  Women's  Meeting  that 
they  had  united  in  the  concern  introduced  by  minute  to 
their  attention  at  a  former  sitting. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  unite  with  a  Committee 
of  Women  Friends,  to  consider  of  and  propose  to  a  future 
sitting  the  names  of  a  suitable  number  of  Friends  to  take 
charge  of  this  concern. 

The  Fourth  Query  was  read,  with  the  replies  thereto, 
ftom  our  constituent  branches,  and  a  summary  thereof 
was  adopted. 

Fourth  Day — Afternoon. 

The  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  and  Eighth  Queries  were 
read,  with  the  replies  thereto,  and  summary  answers 
adopted.  The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  the  sitting 
in  the  consideration  of  the  several  subjects  embraced  in 
these  Queries. 

As  the  Meeting  Houses  of  Friends  in  this  city  will  be

The  Ninth  Query  was  read,  with  the  replies  thereto, 
and  a  summary  adopted. 

The  summary  answers  to  all  the  Queries,  as  approved 
and  adopted,  are  directed  to  be  recorded. 

The  Three  Annual  Queries  were  read,  with  the  answers 
thereto,  and  the  following  summaries,  compiled  from  the 
reports,  were  adopted. 

Answer  to  First  Annual  Query, — Philadelphia  reports 
the  time  of  holding  Germantown  Preparative  Meeting 
has  been  changed  from  Fourth  Day  to  First  Day,  pre- 
ceding their  Monthly  Meeting,  at  a  quarter  before  10  o'clock. 

An  Indulged  Meeting,  under  the  care  of  Green  Street 
Monthly  Meeting,  is  held  at  3  o'clock  on  First  Day  after- 
noon, in  the  neighborhood  of  Fair  Hill. 

E4idnor  Preparative  Meeting  is  laid  down,  and  its 
members  attached  to  Valley  Preparative  Meeting. 

Bucks. — The  time  of  holding  the  Monthly  Meeting  at 
Bristol  has  been  changed  to  the  First  Day  following  the 
first  Second  Day  in  the  month ;  and  the  time  of  holding 
the  Preparative  Meeting  has  been  changed  to  the  First 
Day  preceding  the  first  First  Day  in  the  month  ;  both  at 
the  close  of  the  Meeting  for  worship. 

Concord. — The  Week-day  Meeting  at  Concord,  during 
the  week  of  Yearly  Meeting,  has  been  discontinued. 

Western. — The  Mid-week  Meeting  at  Unionville  has 
been  discontinued ;  also,  the  Mid-week  Meeting  at 
Centre. 
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Burlington, — The  time  of  holding  Trenton  Preparative 
Meeting  has  been  changed  from  the  third  Fifth  Day  of 
the  month  to  the  third  First  Day  of  the  month,  at  the 
close  of  the  morning  meeting. 

Upper  Springfield  Mid-week  Meeting  has  changed 
the  hour  of  gathering  from  11  to  10  o'clock.

Summary  Answer  to  Second  Annual  Query, — We  have 
thirty-nine  schools  reported,  superintended  by  committees 
appointed  either  in  the  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meeting, 
employing  eighty-four  teachers,  sixty-eight  of  whom  are 
in  membership  wifli  us ;  the  pupils  of  thirty  of  these 
schools  attend  Mid-week  Meetings  with  their  teachers. 
Reports,  so  far  as  received,  indicate  that  these  schools  are 
attended  by  2482  pupils,  566  of  whom  are  in  membership 
with  us,  and  250  where  one  parent  is  a  na^.^j^rQ^^^i^ 
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Answer  to  Third  Annual  Query. — They  are. 

The  joint  Committee  on  Education  and  Schools  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  their  labors 
approved.  They  are  continued,  and  desired  to  give  fur- 
ther attention  to  this  interesting  concern,  as  way  may 
open: 

Report  of  thb  Joint  Combottse  on  Education  and 
Schools. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

In  making  this,  the  Ninth  Annual  Report,  we  are  im- 
pressed with  the  feeling  that  Friends  are  increasingly  alive 
to  the  advantages  of  a  guarded  religious  education  for 
their  chUdren,  and  are  more  thoughtful  in  selecting  suit- 
able teachers,  members  of  our  Society,  to  have  charge  of 
their  schools;  though  there  is  room  for  improvement, 
and  for  the  exercise  of  greater  care  in  this  last  respect 

If  the  efforts  of  concerned  parents  in  the  training  of 
their  children  are  supplemented  in  the  school-room,  as  our 
discipline  enjoins,  by  the  care  of  "  tutors  of  our  own  re- 
ligious persuasion,  capable  of  not  only  instructiog  them 
in  useful  learning,  to  fit  them  for  the  business  of  this  life, 
but  to  train  them  in  the  knowledge  of  their  duty  to  God, 
and  one  towards  another,''  we  may  be  able  to  witness  a 
greater  manifestation  of  love  for  the  principles  we  profess. 

Though  this  high  standard  for  a  teacher  may  not  always 
be  reached,  we  trust  that  our  School  Committees,  whilst 
requiring  good  intellectual  attainments,  will  fully  realize 
the  importance  of  correct  moral  and  religious  sensibilities 
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in  their  teachers,  and  of  their  having  sympathy  with  the 
views  of  Friends. 

During  the  year  nearly*  all  of  the  schools  within  the 
limits  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  have  been  visited,  either  by 
fiub-committees  or  by  George  L.  Maris,  who  continues  to 
give  acceptable  assistance  to  the  Committee ;  advice  and 
encouragement  have  been  given  in  the  conducting  of 
schools,  and  in  the  establishment  of  new  ones. 

Aid  has  been  furnished  seven  schools  to  the  amount  of 
$214^^.  In  some  cases  books  have  been  transferred 
from  places  where  not  used,  to  schools  needing  them. 

Since  our  last  report.  Friends  at  Medford,  N.  J.,  and  at 
Sugartown,  Pa.  (the  latter  under  the  care  of  Goshen 
Monthly  Meeting),  have  repaired  and  improved  their 
school-houses,  and  in  Ninth  Month  last  started  schools 
under  favorable  conditions  and  with  encouraging  success. 

During  the  winter  three  Conferences  were  held  at  Race 
Street  Meeting  House,  with  the  teachers,  school  com- 
mittees of  Friends'  Schools,  and  others,  which  were 
largely  attended. 

The  questions  considered  were  of  a  character  to  illus- 
trate the  different  methods  of  teaching,  and  to  call  forth 
an  expression  of  views  relating  to  our  duties  to  the  schools, 
and  to  the  children  of  our  Society. 

Including  the  aid  to  schools  above  mentioned,  we  have 
expended  during  the  year  $574^^. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year,  the  Committee 
feels  strengthened  and  encouraged.

.The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  reports  that  the 
labors  of  the  committee  have  been  greatly  curtailed  since 
last  year.   - 

The  great  Nemaha  Agency,  consisting  of  the  lowas 
and  Sacs  and  Foxes,  of  Missouri,  has  been  united  with  the 
Pottowatamie  Agency  under  the  care  of  the  agent  of  the 
latter,  without  consultation  or  conference  with  Friends, 
thus  taking  from  them,  all  responsibility  or  oversight  of 
said  Agency  since  Sixth  month,  30th,  1882. 

When  Friends,  at  the  request  of  President  Grant,  ac- 
cepted the  care  of  these  Tribes,  the  Indians  live^  mostly 
in  tents,  the  women  doing  the  outside  drudgery,  and  very 
few  spoke  English.  "We  leave  them  nearly  self-supporting. 
Almost  every  family  has  a  house  with  fenced  fields,  grape 
vines  and  orchards.     They  have  a  number  ^f  sewing 
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machines,  and  many  rooms  are  covered  with  rag  carpeting 
made  by  the  women  and  girls.  It  is  with  regret  that  the 
Committee  finds  itself  obliged  to  withdraw  from  its  labors 
among  these  Indians,  believing  that  they  are  not  yet  able 
to  stand  alone. 

The  subject  of  establishing  an  Industrial  School  on  the 
Otoe  Agency  was  feelingly  brought  before  the  Committee 
by  a  member  of  the  Convention  held  in  Baltimore,  in 
Tenth  month  last,  and  by  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Convention.  While  much  interest  was  expressed  in  the 
Committee,  way  did  not  open  to  recommend  any  action 
by  the  Yearly  Meeting,  but  in  view  of  the  importance  of 
the  education  and  elevation  of  this  injured  race,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  Indian  service  be  continued  under 
the  care  of  a  Committee  to  labor  therein  as  way  may  open* 

The  Central  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  IT.  S.  Senate  Bill,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
allotments  of  lands  in  severalty  to  Indians  upon  various 
reservations,  and  to  extend  the  protection  of  the  laws  of 
the  States  and  Territories  over  the  Indians,"  has  succeeded 
in  having  inserted  in  the  Indian  Appropriation  Bill  the 
following  proviso,  which  is  now  the  law  of  the  land 
and  secures  to  the  Santee  Sioux  their  long 
delayed  rights,  viz :  "  Provided,  that  the  patents 
authorized  to  be  issued  to  certain  individual 
Indians,  by  the  concluding  paragraph,  of  Article  Six  of 
the  Treaty  with  the  Sioux  Indians,  proclaimed  the  24th 
day  of  February,  1869,  shall  be  of  the  effect  and  declare, 
that  the  United  States  does  and  will  hold  the  land  thus 
allotted  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years,  in  trust  for  the 
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sole  aae  and  benefit  of  the  Indian  to  whom  such  allotment 
shall  have  been  made,  or  in  case  of  his  decease,  of  his 
heirs,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  or  Territory 
whore  such  land  is  located,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said 
period,  the  United  States  will  convey  the  same  by  patent 
to  the  said  Indian  or  his  heirs  as  aforesaid,  in  fee 
discharged  of  said  trust,  and  firee  of  all  incumbrance 
whatsoever,  and  no  contract  by  any  such  Indian,  creating 
any  charge  or  incumbrance  thereon,  or  liability  of  said 
land  for  payment  thereof  shall  be  valid." 

From  recent  reports  from  Agent  Lightner,  it  appears 
that  the  Indians  are  gladly  availing  th^nselves  of  the  law. 

The  only  remaining  Indian  Agency  under  the  care  of  our 
Friends,  is  the  combinod  Santee  and  Flandreau  Indian 
Agency  in  Nebraska  (which  is  under  the  special  care  of 
Baltimore,  Ohio,  and  Illinois  Yearly  Meetings)  which 
Agency  appears,  from  the  last  report  of  the  Agent,  to  be 
making  satiiifactory  progress. 

During  the  past  year,  $250.00  have  been  drawn  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Indian  account

The  Joint  Committee  on  Intoxicating  Beverages  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  very  generally 
united  with.  They  are  continued  and  encouraged  to 
bestow  further  attention  to  this  concern  as  Divine  wisdom 
may  direct.  They  are  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Meeting  for  the  expense  they  may  incur  in  their 
attention  to  this  concern. 
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To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

The  Stated  Meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Intoxicating 
Beverages  have  been  reghlarly  held,  having  a  fair  average 
attendance.  Increased  acquaintance  with  the  subject 
before  as,  brings  an  enlarged  perception  of  its  importance 
and  renews  the  desire  to  be  found  doing  our  whole  duty 
therein;  feeling  as  we  do,  that  religious  organizations 
roust  be  held  responsible,  if  failing  to  exert  an  influence 
upon  the  evils  of  society  around  them. 

A  paper  prepared  by  a  Friend,  entitled  "  The  Mischief 
Cider  Does,"  was  offered  for  publication.  It  was  read  and 
approved  by  the  General  Committee,  who  directed  that  six 
thousand  copies  should  be  printed  for  distribution  among 
our  own  members.  Selected  leaflets  issued  by  the  National 
Temperance  Association  have  been  procured  for  gratuitous 
circulation.  These  contained  advanced  thought  with 
regard  to  the  nature  and  effect  of  alcoholic  poisons,  as 
expressed  by  the  best  medical  and  scientific  authoritiea 

Temperance  lesson  books  for  schools  have  been  placed  on 
the  shelves  at  Friends'  Book  Association,  No.  1020  Arch 
Street,  and  they  are  offered  on  the  same  terms  to  any 
member  of  the  Committee  who  may  find  a  suitable  open- 
ing for  their  reception.  The  Committee  feel  it  important 
that  no  pecuniary  consideration  should  interfere  with  the 
instruction  of  the  children  on  this  subject. 

Appropriate  books  have  been  forwarded  to  each  of  the 
correspondents  of  the  Temperance  Committee,  asking  that 
brief  extracts  might  be  made  therefrom,  and  forwarded  to 
the  editors  of  city  and  country  papers,  believing  that  these 
extracts  bearing  upon  the  importance  of  abstinence  from 
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all  intoxicants,  might  arrest  the  attention  and  lead  to 
further  inquiry. 

In  a  few  instances  this  work  has  met  with  succeas. 
Experience  teaches  us  that  this  labor  must  be  limited,  as 
few  editors  have  the  courage  to  meet  the  pecuniary  risk  of 
unpopular  expression. 

All  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  Committees  except  one 
have  forwarded  interesting  reports,  showing  an  increasing 
field  of  labor.  82  conferences  have  been  held  as  hereto- 
fore, and  in  most  instances  have  met  with  a  cordial 
reception.  A  few  report  the  satisfactory  attendance  of 
gifted  public  speakers,  whose  information  enables  them  to 
Airnish  impressive  and  startling  statistics  with  regard  to 
the  extent  and  effect  of  this  ruinous  traffic.  The  majority 
have  found,  however,  that  the  written  and  oral  expression 
of  sincere  and  earnest  thought  oommands  attention,  and 
seems  to  meet  the  "  witness  for  truth  "  in  many  minds. 

It  is  on  this  witness  we  must  rely  for  a  conviction  that 
will  lead  to  Judicious  and  effective  labor  in  the  work  of 
reform.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  evidences  of 
increased  interest  among  our  younger  members,  for  while 
it  helps  to  secure  them  f^om  the  formation  of  the  habit  of 
drinking,  it  also  brings  to  the  work,  the  influence  of  intelli- 
gent  and  vigorous  minds.  So  large  a  Yearly  Meeting 
must  represent  various  phases  of  society.  In  one  neigh- 
borhood the  social  custom  of  "Treating  "  claimed  especial 
condemnation  of  many  as  leading  the  young  and  thought- 
less into  the  strong  toils  of  intemperance  before  they  are 
aware.  Let  us  hope  that  an  enlightened  sentiment  will  soon 
lead  to  its  suppression. 
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In  some  meetings  FirslMiay  Schools  have  directed  their 
attention  to  Temperance  Educational  work,  and  by  inter- 
esting the  children  have  promoted  a  corresponding  interest 
in  the  minds  of  the  parent.  The  literatnre  examined  and 
recommended  by  the  Execntive  Committee  for  the  school 
libraries  has  found  ready  acceptance.  Several  thousand 
pages  of  Temperance  leaflets  have  been  distributed,  and  in 
some  schools  in  the  rural  districts,  lesson  books  have  been 
introduced  with  good  effect. 

While  some  gain  has  been  made  in  this  way,  we  must 
acknowledge  that  a  greater  willingness  on  the  part  of 
School  Committees  and  teachers,  to  further  this  important 
work  is  still  wanting. 

In  a  few  instances  where  this  cannot  be  done,  illustrated 
physiological  lectures  have  been  delivered  to  good  audi- 
ences. This  needed  acquaintance  with  the  developments 
of  scientific  investigation,  may  avert  much  suffering, 
resulting  from  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  health. 

Friends  in  one  section  are  reported  as  an  influential 
body  of  citizens,  and  the  work  they  are  doing  is  making  a 
mark  beyond  the  limits  of  their  own  society. 

The  newspapers  watch  and  report  their  proceedings,  and 
the  general  effect  has  been  to  add  weight  and  importance 
to  the  work. 

In  some  places  it  has  assumed  a  political  aspect,  and  many 
believe  that  the  shield  and  protection  of  law  should  be 
taken  from  a  traffic  that  pauperizes  and  degrades  the 
people.  Hence  courts  have  been  petitioned  to  refuse  all 
license,  and  it  is  believed  the  efforts  thus  made  will  have 
a  restraining  influence. 
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While  there  are  many  views  with  regard  to  the  wisdom 
and  efficiency  of  prohibitory  law,  all  must  unite  in  feeling 
that  an  undivided  responsibility  rests  upon  every  ballot 
that  is  cast  for  the  protection  of  the  people,  and  that  those 
only,  who  are  free  from  the  slavery  of  their  own  appetites 
are  competent  to  administer  the  law  in  a  free  government. 

While  embracing  every  right  opening  for  the  safety  and 
elevation  of  our  fellow  men,  we  cannot  forget,  that  all 
religious  societies  have  a  mission  superior  to  civil  law,  a 
mission  in  which  the  moral  and  spiritual  perceptions  are 
elevated,  the  windows  of  the  soul  thrown  open  and  in  the 
silence  of  the  spirit  may  be  heard  the  voice  of  the  Divine 
Teacher,  saying,  "thus  hast  thou  done,  it  were  better 
thus." 

Friends  desire  to  emphasize  among  other  means  the 
potency  of  home  influence  and  the  proper  training  of  the 
young,  as  the  sure  foundation  on  which  to  build  true 
temperance  among  the  people. 

Parents  are  entreated  to  awaken  to  the  proper  safety  of 
their  children,  endeavoring  to  keep  their  young  appetites 
free  from  everything  that  can  mar  the  intellectual  and 
spiritual  beauty  of  their  lives.  Individual  responsibility 
at  the  fireside,  in  the  nursery,  the  school  room  and  the  lee* 
ture  room,  has  been  vividly  presented ;  every  avenue  and 
department  of  life  is  weighted  with  a  sense  of  ita 
importance. 

This  presentation  of  the  year's  work,  shows  that  much 
time,  labor  and  means  have  been  expended.  More  will  be 
required  before  the  end  is  attained,  but  may  ^e  not  look 
forward  hopefully  to  the  time  when  Friends  will  be  a 
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united  people  in  bearing  a  faithfol  testimony  in  favor  of 
entire  abstinence  from  the  use  of  all  intoxicating  beverages. 

The  money  expended  for  the  work  throughout  the 
Yearly  Meeting  has  been  $235.33,  (irrespective  of  indi- 
vidual outlays),  of  this,  $40.33  was  furnished  by  a  draft 
on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Women's  Branch  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  the  balance  being  contributed  by  individuals  and 
Quarterly  Meetings.

The  Friends  appointed  at  a  former  sitting  reported  the 
names  of  a  Joint  Committee  of  men  and  women  Friends 
to  take  charge  of  the  concern  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  and 
extend  help  to  our  members.  Upon  consideration  thereof 
they  were  approved  and  accordingly  appointed. 

They  are  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  this 
meeting  for  such  funds  as  they  may  require  in  the  prosecu* 
tion  of  the  service. 

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  friend,  Maria 
Kirby,  prepared  by  Upper  Springfield  Monthly  Meeting, 
approved  by  Burlington  Quarterly  meeting,  and  introduced 
by  the  Representative  Committee,  or  Meeting  for  Suffer- 
ings was  read,  approved,  directed  to  be  recorded,  and  pub- 
lished in  the  Extracts. 

The  following  minute,  embracing  some  of  the  exercises 
of  the  Meeting,  was  read  and  directed  to  be  published 
with  the  Extracts. 
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Minute  of  Exebgises. 

In  the  several  sittings  of  this  Meeting  we  have  realized 
the  precious  influence  of  Love  binding  us  together  under 
the  baptizing  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  This  feeling  has 
extended  toward  our  brethren  in  their  smaller  Meetings, 
who  feel  at  times  that  their  hands  are  ready  to  hang  down 
with  weakness. 

In  considering  the  state  of  Society,  as  brought  into 
view  by  the  answers  to  the  Queries,  we  were  made  sensible, 
that  while  there  are  many  deficiencies,  especially  in  the 
attendance  of  our  religious  meetings,  we  are  not  a  for- 
saken people,  and  were  reminded  that  we  should  look  to 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to  preside  over  all  our 
assemblies. 

Our  attention  was  called  to  the  faithfulness  of  our  fore* 
fathers  in  bearing  the  testimonies  of  Truth  to  the  world, 
as  they  were  opened  to  their  minds  in  the  rise  of  this 
Society,  and  that  it  was  our  duty  faithfully  to  uphold  and 
maintain  them  in  this  our  generation.  The  same  leaven 
that  worked  in  their  minds,  and  led  to  a  conviction  of  the 
requirements  of  Truth,  is  working  now  in  the  minda  of 
the  people. 

Every  sacrifice  that  is  made  to  the  requisitions  of  the 
Spirit  of  Truth  will  be  one  step  forward,  and  we  shall 
then  be  ready  to  take  another. 

We  were  feelingly  reminded  that  the  qualification  for  a 
living  Gospel  ministry  is  only  to  be  realized  by  waiting  on 
the  Lord,  and  by  yielding  obedience  to  every  manifestation 
of  duty,  then  we  shall  be  enabled  to  hand  forth  the  bread 
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of  life  and  the  waters  thereof  fresh  from  the  Divine 
Fountain. 

We  are  not  all  called  to  the  same  work,  but,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Head  of  the  Ohurch,  each  one  will  find 
his  appropriate  sphere ;  and,  as  we  are  enabled  through 
Diyine  grace  to  do  this,  there  will  be  no  halting,  for  it 
will  be  the  work  of  God. 

We  were  led  to  see  the  devastating  influences  of  war, 
and  its  attendant  evils,  and  were  counselled  to  instil  into 
the  minds  of  our  youth  a  proper  estimate  of  its  incon- 
sistency with  the  precepts  taught  by  the  meek  and  lowly 
Jesos. 

Our  Meeting  has  been  large,  and,  although  we  have 
been  made  sensible  that  some  of  those  who  have  long  filled 
a  place  in  our  Society  have  been  removed  from  works  to 
rewards,  yet  we  realize  that,  instead  of  the  fathers  there 
are  the  sons,  and,  as  these  follow  the  same  rule  and  mind 
the  same  thing,  they  will  be  enabled  to  walk  in  their  foot- 
steps and  maintain  the  righteous  testimonies  which  have 
been  given  to  this  people  to  bear  to  the  world. 


The  Oommittee  on  Epistles  produced  an  Essay  which 
was  read,  approved,  and  a  copy  thereof  directed  to  be 
signed  by  the  Clerk  and  forwarded  to  each  Yearly  Meeting 
with  which  we  correspond. 

We  do  acknowledge  the  goodness  andmercy  of  Almighty 
Ood  in  again  permitting  us  to  meet  together,  and  for  the 
overshadowing-influence  of  His  Holy  Power  during  the 
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fiesaions  of  this,  our  Annual  Assembly,  enabling  us  to 
transact  the  business  that  has  claimed  our  attention  in 
much  brotherly  love  and  condescension. 

With  thankful  hearts  for  the  favors  bestowed,  we  now 
conclude,  to  meet  again  at  the  usual  time  next  year  if  con- 
Bistent  with  His  Holy  will.

Memorial  concerning  Mary  Levis,  deceased. 

The  memory  of  our  friend  Mary  Levis  is  precious  to 
many  with  whom  she  was  associated  in  religious  fellow- 
ship, we  therefore  feel  constrained  to  prepare  a  testimony 
concerning  her,  that  the  faith  of  others  maybe  strengthened 
in  the  same  dependence  upon  the  Divine  Power  which  was 
her  support  through  life. 
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She  was  the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Mary  Llo  jd  and 
was  bom  at  Darby,  Pennsylyania,  Eighth  month,  Ist, 
1798. 

As  her  parents  were  not  at  that  time  members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  she  had  not  the  privilege  of  a  birthright. 

She  was  naturally  fond  of  Society,  and  the  attractions  of 
the  world,  but  in  her  childhood  was  impressed  with  the 
feeling  that  it  was  her  Heavenly  Father's  will  that  she 
should  walk  in  the  narrow  path  of  self-denial. 

In  the  eighteenth  year  of  her  age,  she  experienced  a 
severe  trial  in  the  sickness  and  death  of  her  father,  to 
whom  she  was  devotedly  attached.  Her  mind  became 
seriously  engaged  in  reflection  upon  her  condition  and  her 
accountabUity  to  God  for  the  use  of  the  time  allotted  her. 
She  clearly  saw  that  the  natural  desires  must  be  subjected 
to  the  Divine  government  before  the  promised  blessing  of 
Peace  could  be  received. 

She  sought  spiritual  instruction  among  other  denomina- 
tions ;  and  longed  to  feel  at  liberty  to  become  a  member 
with  the  Methodists,  but  as  she  was  often  heard  to  remark  : 
"  Her  Master  made  the  way  He  had  prepared  for  her  so 
clear  to  her  spiritual  eye,  that  she  could  not  mistake  His 
will,"  and  she  was  obliged,  although  greatly  in  the  cross, 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  Friends,  and  worship  God  in 
their  qniet  manner,  to  obtain  the  peace  she  desired. 

On  the  11th  of  Third  month,  1824,  she  was  married  to 
liOvis  Levis,  soon  after  they  came  to  reside  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Abington  Monthly  Meeting;  and  by  request, 
both  became  members  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends. 

In  iTusting  childlike  faith,  our  dear  friend  asked  for 
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grace  and  ability,  to  follow  the  leadings  of  her  Divine 
Master,  and  in  humble  submission  to  His  baptising  power* 
her  testimony  was  publicly  given  to  his  work  in  her  soul 

In  the  year  1848,  her  gift  in  the  ministry  was  acknowl- 
edged by  the  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings  of  Abing- 
ton. 

When  required  to  communicate  the  Word  unto  the  peo- 
ple, she  was  prayerfully  desirous  to  wait  for  qualification 
for  service  ;  and  not  to  continue  expression  when  this  was 
withdrawn. 

Simplicity  and  humility  were  prominent  in  her  character 
and  marked  features  in  her  ministry.  She  has  frequently 
given  utterance  to  the  feeling  of  being  "  One  of  the  little 
children  in  her  Heavenly  Father's  family,  also  the  desire 
that  she  might  ever  be  like  Mary  of  old,  who  sat  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus,  waiting  to  hear  His  words." 

Thiscondition  of  mind  was  manifested  in  her  countenance 
and  gave  impressive  force  to  her  language,  which  was  at 
times,  eloquent  with  the  fervor  of  Divine  love,  although 
plain  and  simple  in  expression. 

As  she  was  a  prayerful  reader  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
much  therein  was  revealed  which  cannot  be  understood 
by  the  carnal  mind  ;  they  had  been  her  chart  through  life, 
and  in  her  declining  years,  her  comfort  and  daily  com- 
panion. 

In  the  exercise  of  her  gift  in  the  ministry,  she  visited 
most  of  the  meetings  composing  Philadelphia  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  some  others  in  a<yacent  localities,  where  her 
labors  of  Gospel  love  found  grateful  acceptance. 
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In  her  public  ministrations,  the  subject  upon  her  mind 
was  frequently  illustrated  in  allegory,  which  she  termed, 
^'Visions  or  sights^"  The  impressive  teaching  thus  given 
should  not  be  forgotten.  She  beheld  a  beautiful  temple  of 
pure  white  marble,  enclosed  by  a  railing,  within  which 
large  numbers  of  people  were  standing  looking  for  an 
entrance.  She  observed  that  the  only  passage  to  the 
temple  was  one  narrow  door,  so  low  as  only  to  be  noticed 
by  a  few;  within  she  saw  all  was  clean  and  beautiful, 
peace  and  rest  were  there,  but  only  those  clothed  with  the 
^rment  of  humility,  were  permitted  to  enter. 

Another  lesson  of  spiritual  instruction  is  preserved  in  a 
letter  to  one  of  her  friends.  "  A  path  was  opened  to  my 
mental  vision.  It  appeared  to  be  raised  above  the  surface 
of  the  earth  and  walled  on  both  sides.  There  was  no  way 
to  get  thereon,  but  through  a  narrow  door,  over  which  was 
the  cross.  There  was  no  such  thing  as  climbing  up.  I 
was  permitted  to  see  the  beauty  of  this  path.  It  was 
very  clean  and  narrow,  and  nothing  to  obstruct  the  trav- 
eler in  his  way.  I  beheld  at  some  distance  a  bright  star, 
which  gave  light  to  the  path  and  had  guided  the  prophets, 
apostles  and  martyrs,  and  all  the  Holy  men  of  Gh>d.  This 
was  the  Kings'  highway  of  holiness.  I  also  beheld  several 
other  paths,  which  appeared  pleasant ;  at  the  end  of  each, 
was  a  blazing  torch.  I  discovered  these  had  been  placed 
there  by  man,  and  could  be  taken  away  by  the  same. 
Many  things  were  continually  seen  which  appeared  to  be 
^od.  I  was  shown,  that  the  only  way  to  be  preserved 
in  the  narrow  path,  was  to  keep  my  eye  upon  the  light  of 
Christ. 
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I  have  had  many  instractive  sights  presented  to  my 
mental  eye,  that  I  have  termed  Heavenly  yisions,  and 
have  ever  believed  that  they  were  visitations  from  the 
Lord." 

Daring  the  latter  part  of  her  life,  she  was  prevented,  by 
feeble  health,  from  attending  meeting — ^but'was  frequently 
heard  to  say,  she  was  there  in  spirit,  and  saluted  all  in 
Gospel  love. 

Her  physical  strength  gradually  failed,  and  near  the 
close,  she  gave  this  encouraging  testimony :  "  My  feith 
continues,  and  all  is  Peace."  Her  spirit  was  releaised  on 
the  nineteenth  of  the  Eleventh  month,  1880,  in  her  eighty- 
third  year,  and  doubtless  was  received  into  the  rest  pre- 
pared for  the  righteous.

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A  Memorial  of  Upper  Springfield  Monthly  Meeting  ton- 
cerning  our  deceased  friend  Maria  Kirhy. 
We  believe  a  brief  memorial  of  our  beloved  friend  Maria 
Kirbj,  who  has  recently  passed  from  earth  maj  be  in 
season,  while  the  impression  of  her  gentle  spirit  and 
unassuming  goodness  remains  in  our  hearts.  Those  who 
were  ^miliar  with  her  daily  walking,  can  bear  testimony 
to  the  blessed  influence  of  her  quiet,  peaceful  consistent 
life. 

With  the  spiritual  eye  directed  to  the  Great  Leader,  and 
with  her  dependence  upon  the  one  source  of  wisdom  and 
strength,  she  gave  evidence  that  He  to  whom  she  had  dedi- 
cated her  heart  in  early  life,  was  still  with  her  to  sustain 
under  whatever  trials  or  provings  might  come  upon  her. 
Maria  Kirby  was  born  near  Orosswicks,  Burlington 
County,  New  Jersey,  on  the  13th  of  Sixth  Month,  1804. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Jediah  and  Anna  Middleton  who 
were  valuable  members  of  the  religious  Society  of  Friends, 
and  who  trained  their  family  of  sons  and  daughters  "  in 
the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord."  In  conversa- 
tion with  her  friends  she  would  occasionally  refer  with 
grateful  emotion,  to  the  parental  care  bestowed  in  early 
years.  She  was  united  in  marriage  with  Robert  Kirby, 
in  the  year  1823,  and  removed  to  reside  within  the  limits 
of  Upper  Freehold  Preparative  Meeting  of  which  she 
remained  a  member  fifty-seven  years,  until  the  time  of 
her  death. 

She  was  an  earnest  advocate  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
order  and  discipline  of  our  Society,  and  by  example 
encouraged  others  in  the  support  of  Truth's  testimonies, 
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believing  them  to  be  a  hedge  of  safety,  guarding  from  anj 
encroachments  of  a  hurtful  tendency. 

She  was  sereral  times  brought  under  deep  suffering  on 
account  of  the  death  of  her  children,  but  she  was 
strengthened  to  bear  these  bereavements  with  Christian 
fortitude  and  endurance,  evincing  her  reliance  upon  Him 
who  sustains  in  times  of  trial  and  affliction. 

She  was  faithAil  to  the  Divine  promptings,  and  careful 
to  attend  to  the  convictions  of  right  as  they  were  mani- 
fested to  her,  and  was  favored  to  live  in  close  communion 
with  her  Maker.  After  the  decease  of  her  husband,  which 
occurred  in  the  Ninth  Month,  1874,  she  continued  to  re- 
side in  the  same  rural  quiet  home  with  her  youngest  son, 
whose  filial  kindness  and  attentions  were  a  solace  in  her 
remaining  years,  which  were  marked  by  a  gentle  decline 
of  physical  strength,  but  so  gradual  that  she  was  able  to 
attend  her  religious  meetings  until  the  close  of  her  long, 
useful,  and  beautiful  life ; — beautiful  because  adorned  with 
the  Christian  graces  of  meekness,  gentleness,  and  love. 

It  was  during  this  long  period  of  faithful  and  useful 
service,  that  those  graces  and  gifts  which  marked  her 
career  were  more  fully  developed  and  applied,  and  in  which 
her  strength  and  dignity  of  character  became  so  con- 
spicuous. 

She  had  a  deep  and  abiding  interest  in  all  that  concerned 
the  welfare  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  its  testimonies 
were  particularly  dear  to  her.  Maria  Kirby  will  long  be 
remembered  in  connection  with  her  own  meeting,  which 
she  served  as  clerk  with  dignity  and  amiability  a  period  of 
thirty-three  years,  her  amiable  deference,  impartiality,  and 
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aprightness,  peculiarly  qualifying  her  for  the  service. 
Those  who  knew  the  strength  and  firmness  of  her  con- 
victions, could  best  appreciate  the  habitual  self-control,  that 
enabled  her  to  give  due  regard  to  the  sentiments  of  those 
whose  opinions  were  adverse  to  her  own.  She  also  served 
the  Meeting  in  the  capacity  of  Elder  for  many  years. 
She  was  a  great  dispenser  of  good  in  her  immediate 
neighborhood,  often  administering  with  superior  skill  and 
judgment  to  the  suffering  and  sick,  being  peculiarly  adapted 
by  her  loving  disposition  to  attend  at  the  bedside  of  those 
visited  with  disease,  feeling  drawn  towards  them  by 
Christian  sympathy. 

Her  extreme  sufifering  and  unexpected  death  left  no 
room  for  the  expression  of  those  tender  feelings  and 
peaceful  assurances  so  satisfying  to  survivors;  but  they 
feel  no  fear  for  her  whose  life  was  the  best  evidence  that 
she  had  not  been  unmindful  of  the  injunction  :  "  There- 
fore, be  ye  also  ready ;  for,  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think 
not,  the  Son  of  Man  cometh." 

She  was  released  from  the  claims  of  mortality  after  an 
illness  of  about  two  hours,  on  the  11th  day  of  the  Sixth 
Month,  1881,  aged  IT  years,  and  was  interred  in  Friends' 
burying  ground  at  Ameytown.

Third  Day,  16th  instant — Morning, 

A  report  from  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  of  this 
Yearly  Meeting  on  Education  and  Schools  was  read,  con- 
taining that  which  was  interesting  and  encoaraging. 
Heads  of  families,  and  those  who  are  teachers  of  the  chil- 
dren, were  feelingly  advised  to  adhere  to  our  testimonies, 
and  by  precept  and  example  endeavor  to  keep  them  in  the 
simplicity  of  our  profession.  The  committee  was  con- 
tinued to  pursue  the  work  as  way  may  open. 

From  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Temperance  a 
report  was  read,  giving  evidence  of  an  increasing  interest 
in  the  cause.  The  committee  was  encouraged  to  continue 
its  labors,  relying  alone  on  that  indwelling  Power,  which 
will  enable  them'  to  do  the  work  availingly.  The  younger 
members  were  reminded  how  much  they  may  influence 
their  associates  by  abstaining  from  the  use,  in  any  way, 
of  all  that  will  intoxicate.  Housekeepers  were  earnestly 
advised  to  refrain  from  its  introduction  into  their  food,  as 
by  this  means  an  appetite  therefore  may  be  created. 

Afternoon. 

A  report  was  presented  from  the  committee  appointed 
at  a  former  session  to  examine  and  settle  the  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Meeting,  which  was  read  and 
approved.  The  name  of  Mary  P.  Saunders,  453  No. 
Seventh  Street,  Philadelphia,  was  proposed  as  Treasurer, 
which  was  united  with. 

To  adjust  the  Quotas,  a  committee  was  appointed. 
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The  consideration  of  the  state  of  our  Society  was  en- 
tered into  by  reading  the  First  Query,  with  answers  from 
all  our  constituent  meetings.  The  deficiencies  apparent 
in  the  answers  in  regard  to  the  attendance  of  our  religious 
meetings,  introduced  us  into  deep  feeling,  and  much 
earnest  expression  followed.  The  appeal  went  forth  to 
mothers,  wives,  sisters,  and  daughters  for  increased  dili- 
gence in  this  important  duty.  However  much  we  may 
be  engaged  in  the  performance  of  good  works,  and  the 
fulfilment  of  the  moral  law,  yet  these  will  not  supply  the 
necessity  there  is  for  Divine  social  worship.  The  young 
were  feelingly  appealed  to,  that  their  places  in  our  religious 
meetings  shall  not  be  vacant.  We  need  the  presence  and 
help  of  all,  that  our  hearts  may  be  refreshed  unitedly  by 
the  cementing  love  of.  God.  We  have  been  cheered  by 
the  assurance  given,  that  in  some  places  there  is  an  in- 
creased concern  manifested  in  this  respect. 

An  aged  mother  gave  the  encouraging  expression  that 
there  are  evidences  that  the  anointing  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  is  upon  some  of  the  young,  tenderly  inviting 
them  to  abide  under  His  teachings,  not  running  before 
His  guidance,  but  waiting  for  Him  to  bring  forth  His  will 
in  them.  Then  from  their  ranks  there  will  be  those  pre- 
pared to  fill  the  places  of  these  aged  ones  who  have  almost 
reached  the  close  of  their  earthly  labors. 

The  following  minute  was  introduced  from  Men's  Meet- 
ing, which,  being  weightily  considered,  was  united  with, 
and  a  committee  appointed  to  join  men  Friends  in  nomi- 
nating a  Committee  to  extend  labor,  as  set  forth  in  the 
minute : — 
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Minute. 

"  Daring  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  our  Society, 
as  brought  to  view  by  the  reading  of  the  reports  from  our 
constituent  branches,  the  Meeting  was  introduced  into 
much  exercise  in  regard  to  the  many  weaknesses  apparent 
amongst  us,  and  on  account  of  the  call  coming  up  from 
many  directions  for  aid  and  assistance  in  the  maintenance 
of  our  testimonies.  It  was,  upon  consideration  thereof, 
concluded  by  the  Meeting  to  appoint  a  committee  to  con- 
sider of  and  propose  to  a  future  sitting  of  this  Meeting  a 
suitable  number  of  Friends  to  take  into  consideration  the 
deficiencies  thus  introduced ;  to  inquire  into  the  cause 
thereof;  to  extend  labor  as  way  may  open  in  the  Truth, 
and  report  thereon  to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting." 

Elizabeth  W.  Thistlethwaite  laid  before  us  a  concern 
she  felt  to  visit  Men's  Meeting.  Unity  was  expressed 
therewith,  and  she  set  at  liberty  to  perform  the  visit. 
Susan  Carrall  was  named  to  inform  men  Friends,  and,  if 
united  with,  accompany  her  and  her  companion  at  the 
opening  of  the  morning  session. 

Fourth  Day,  16th  instant — Morning. 

Susan  Carrall  informed  the  Meeting  that  men  Friends 
were  prepared  to  receive  a  visit  from  Elizabeth  W.  Thistle- 
thwaite at  the  present  time. 

The  state  of  our  Society  was  further  entered  upon  by 
reading  the  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  and  Fifth  Queries^ 
and  the  answers  to  them  from  all  our  branches.  In  con- 
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sidering  the  Second  Query  we  were  advised  to  remember 
the  importance  of  dwelling  near  the  Fountain  of  Divine 
Love,  that  from  it  we  may  receive  strength  to  fulfil  the 
law  of  love  one  unto  another,  so  that  when  we  bring  our 
"gifts  to  the  altar  "  there  may  be  no  unkind  feeling,  no 
spirit  of  detraction,  to  interfere  with  their  acceptance. 

The  testimonies  contained  in  the  Third,  Fourth,  and 
Fifth  Queries  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Meeting. 
Parents  were  encouraged  to  remember  the  spirit  which 
actuated  Hannah  of  old  when  she  dedicated  her  child  to 
the  Lord.  Unless  parents  feel  the  necessity  of  training 
their  children  to  deny  themselves  many  of  the  indulgences 
in  dress,  amusements,  reading,  and  improper  occupations, 
there  is  great  danger  they  may  be  led  away  from  the  pre- 
serving influence  which  these  testimonies  were  intended 
to  throw  around  them. 

Indiscriminate  reading  was  especially  dwelt  upon,  with 
a  concern  that  mothers  should  be  watchful,  and  know  what 
the  youthful  minds  are  absorbing,  that  they  may  be  pre- 
served in  healthful  desires  in  this  particular.  The  young 
were  feelingly  entreated  to  co-operate  with  their  parents 
in  the  formation  of  correct  tastes  in  literature,  for  the 
promotion  of  their  best  welfare. 

The  attention  of  mothers  and  daughters  was  feelingly 
called  to  the  evil  of  card-playing  as  an  amusement. 
While  it  may  be  seemingly  harmless,  it  familiarizes  with 
that  which  may  conduct  into  the  "  broad  way  "  that  leads 
to  greater  evils.  Earnestly  were  we  desired  to  form 
resolutions  to  refrain  from  everything  that  may  mar  the 
purity  of  the  life  to  which  our  blessed  Pattern  called  the 
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people :  "  Be  ye,  therefore,  perfect,  even  as  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect." 

It  was  feared  that  even  within  the  enclosure  of  our  re- 
ligious Society,  there  is  need  of  greater  care  in  regard  to 
alcoholic  stimulants.  Earnest  appeals  were  made  that  we 
be  individually  careful  to  faithfiiUy  exert  an  influence 
against  the  evils  of  alcohol,  tobacco,  and  narcotics. 

Our  attention  was  very  feelingly  called  to  the  subject 
contained  in  the  Fifth  Query,  that  we  should  search  out 
those  who  are  in  need  of  assistance,  and  give  substantial 
aid.  This  may  often  be  done  by  curtailing  personal 
gratifications,  and  thus  we  may  be  enabled  to  give  of  our 
substance  to  alleviate  some  of  the  hardships  in  the  path- 
way of  many. 

Fourth  Day,  16th  instant — Afternoon. 

The  Sixth,  Seventh,  and  Eighth  Queries  were  read  and 
answered.  Excellent  counsel  was  handed  forth,  which, 
with  the  silent  labor  we  believe  is  in  our  midst,  we  trust 
may  strengthen  us  to  be  earnest,  watchful  and  prayerful. 

Fifth  Day,  17th  instant — Afternoon. 

Words  of  consolation  were  spoken  to  those  who  are 
passing  through  affliction,  caused  by  the  sundering  of  the 
tenderest  ties.  They  were  called  to  place  their  depend- 
ence upon  Him  who  marks  the  fall  of  the  sparrow,  and 
who  will  much  more  t>e  with  the  afflicted  ones,  to  sustain 
them  in  their  loneliness,  and  give  that  resignation  that  can 
bow  with  the  feeling,  "Not  as  I  will,  but  as  Thou  wilt." 
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The  annual  Queries  with  their  answers  were  read.  The 
large  number  of  children  in  attendance  at  our  schools  was 
gratifying,  and  we  were  encouraged  to  increase  our  dili- 
gence in  disseminating  useful  knowledge,  and  thus  keep 
up  the  standard  of  our  schools. 

The  Committee  to  essay  replies  to  the  epistles  from  our 
sisters  of  other  Yearly  Meetings,  produced  one  for 
Ohio,  and  one  for  Illinois  Yearly  Meeting,  which  were 
read  and  united  with. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Representative  Committee  or  Meet- 
ing for  SufiTerings  were  read  and  approved. 

Sixth  Day,  18th  instant — Morning, 

An  interesting  Report  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Affairs  was  read.  The  Meeting  united 
in  the  continuance  of  the  Committee,  men  Friends  concur- 
ring in  judgment.  Men  Friends  also  inform  us  they 
united  with  the  Report  from  the  Temperance  Committee^ 
and  instructed  them  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  of  Men's 
Yearly  Meeting  for  such  funds  as  they  need  in  the  further- 
ance of  the  work. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  adjust  the  Quotas  made 
the  following  Report,  which  was  adopted : 

REPORT. 

They  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $350  be  annually 
raised  for  the  use  of  Women's  Yearly  Meeting. 

This  amount  to  be  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  the  cen- 
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8H8  taken  in  1881,  which  reported  a  membership  of  5781 
adult  women.

Essays  of  replies  to  the  Epistles  from  our  sisters  of 
Baltimore,  Indiana,  and  Genesee  Yearly  Meetings  were 
read  and  approved. 

The  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  an  increasing  extent  of 
the  productive  soil  of  our  country  is  being  planted  with 
tobacco,  has  introduced  us  into  a  feeling  of  deep  lamenta- 
tion. The  plea  is  often  made  that  it  is  the  only  way  in 
which  the  head  of  the  family  can  meet  the  expenses 
thereof.  As  population  increases  the  soil  is  more  and  more 
needed  for  producing  the  absolute  necessaries  of  life.  It  has 
been  feelingly  urged  that  if  any  such  cases  should  exist 
among  us,  that  we  should  appeal  to  them  in  a  loving 
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spirit,  asking  whether  some  curtailing  of  their  expenses 
might  not  make  it  possible  to  discontinue  the  cultivation 
of  the  plant,  the  efiTects  of  which  are  so  pernicious. 

Sixth  Day,  18th  instant — Afternoon. 

We  have  had  at  this  time  a  visit  in  Gospel  love  from 
our  Friend  Amos  Jones. 

The  Joint  Committee  to  nominate  suitable  Friends  to 
serve  on  the  Committee  in  reference  to  the  deficiencies  in 
our  Society,  as  shown  by  the  reports  from  our  constituent 
branches,  &c.,  brought  forward  a  report  which  was  read 
and  united  with. 

An  Epistle  addressed  to  our  sisters  of  New  York  Yearly 
Meeting  was  read  and  approved.  The  Clerk  was  directed 
to  sign  all  the  Epistles  on  behalf  of  the  Meeting,  and  for- 
ward them  to  the  Yearly  Meetings  to  which  they  are  ad- 
dressed. 

A  Memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend,  Mary 
Levis,  prepared  by  Abington  Monthly  Meeting,  was  read. 
Also  one  concerning  our  deceased  Friend,  Maria  Kirby, 
prepared  by  Upper  Springfield  Monthly  Meeting,  N.  J. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  Memorials,  and  also  the 
Epistles  addressed  to  us  from  other  Yearly  Meetings  be 
printed  with  the  Extracts  of  this  Meeting. 

As  the  close  of  the  Meeting  approaches,  we  gratefiiUy 
acknowledge  that  the  covering  of  Divine  Love  which  was 
over  us  in  the  beginning,  has  continued  to  the  end.  Al- 
though we  may  have  different  views  on  the  many  sub- 
jects that  have  claimed  our   attention,   yet  the   "One

Spirit"  has  been  over  all,  and  under  its  influence  we  have 
been  encoaraged  to  renew  oar  diligence  in  the  attendance 
of  oar  religions  meetings ;  not  becoming  discouraged  by 
the  many  cares  that  claim  our  attention,  neither  diverted 
from  this  reasonable  service  by  that  which  is  of  less  value. 

May  we  so  watch  over  our  hearts  that  the  Spirit  of 
Truth  may  govern  our  words  and  deeds ;  that  faithfulness 
and  obedience  to  its  pointing  may  enable  us  to  maintain 
the  excellent  testimonies  that  have  come  to  us  as  an  inher* 
itance,  and  may  close  attention  to  it  point  out  our  field  of 
labor  in  aU  good  works. 

It  is,  we  trust,  in  the  spirit  of  true  humility,  that  we 
acknowledge  we  have  been  favored  throughout  the  ses- 
sions of  this  Yearly  Meeting,  with  renewed  evidences  of 
the  Father's  love,  enabling  us  to  transact  the  business 
which  has  come  before  us  with  sisterly  sympathy  and  con- 
descension. 

Grateful  for  all  the  favors  we  have  received,  we  con- 
clude to  meet  at  the  usual  time  next  year,  if  permitted.

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From  New  York  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friend$, 
held  by  adjournments  from  the  29th  of  Fifth  Month 
to  the  1st  of  Sixth  Months  inclusive,  1882,  to  the  next 
Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  to  be  held  in 
Philadelphia, 

Dear  Sisters, — ^As  "  out  of  the  fullness  of  the  heart 
the  mouth  speaketh,"  so  from  a  depth  of  sympathy 
and  love,  we  transmit  words  of  cheer  to  our  sisters. 

Your  message,  which  covered  so  much  ground,  breath- 
ing a  spirit  of  earnestness  in  all  good  works,  was  thank- 
fully received  ;  and  called  forth  the  appreciative  language 
of  recognition  of  your  fervent  desires  on  our  behalf. 

Our  sisters,  who  are  so  acceptably  with  us,  some  of 
them  coming  from  distant  meetings,  have  labored  earnestly 
in  much  friendly  counsel,  inciting  us  to  be  renewedly 
mindful  of  the  importance  of  living  up  to  the  standard  of 
our  faith,  that  by  our  works  we  may  be  recognized  as 
faithful  laborers  in  the  Lord's  vineyard. 

While  considering  the  condition  of  our  Society,  as  por- 
trayed in  the  answer  to  the  Queries,  we  have  been  feelingly 
reminded  of  the  importance  of  attending  our  little  meetings, 
and  of  being  willing  to  make  sacrifices  that  this  duty  may 
not  be  so  often  neglected,  as  is  now  the  case,  and  that  in 
the  performance  of  it  the  reward  is  sure. 

The  influence  of  mothers  who  enter  upon  life's  work 
with  full  dedication  of  heart,  remembering  that  the  duties 
of  this  world  are  better  performed  when  comprehended  in 
the  discharge  of  duties  to  God,  has  been  forcibly  dwelt 
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upon ;  and  we  have  been  reminded  of  the  importance  of 
educating  our  children  under  the  care  of  our  own  Society, 
that  their  young  minds  may  not  be  drawn  from  the  centre 
of  our  own  faith,  believing  that  the  impressions  there  re- 
ceived remain  with  the  children  in  after  years,  and  that 
they,  being  thus  educated,  will  be  more  apt  to  become 
workers  in  our  own  household,  ready  to  follow  the  bright 
example  and  to  wear  the  mantles  of  our  worthy  prede- 
cessors. 

We  have  been  entreated  to  dwell  more  entirely  in  the 
love  of  the  Father,  that  more  perfect  love  and  unity  may 
exist  between  us  as  individuals. 

Our  young  Friends  have  been  reminded  of  the  inex- 
pediency of  bestowing  too  much  thought  on  outward 
adorning,  as  a  simple  mode  of  dressing  leaves  time  and 
thought  for  good  deeds,  by  which  we  may  aid  our  fellow- 
men. 

The  First-Day  School  work  has  claimed  the  attention 
of  many  interested  minds :  and,  if  the  labor  of  these  is 
kept  within  due  limits,  we  hope  that  the  affection  and  in- 
terest of  the  children  may  be  fostered,  and,  as  time  ad- 
vances, they  will  find  their  spiritual  needs  to  be  met  in 
living  membership  within  its  borders. 

Although  but  little  has  been  accomplished  in  our  work 
for  the  Indians,  our  interest  in  them  still  continues,  and 
the  committee  is  re-appointed  in  the  hope  that  something 
may  be  accomplished  by  labor  in  the  Industrial  Schools. 

Earnest  effort  as  to  ways  and  means  of  lessening  that 
monster  evil,  Intemperance,  has  been  exerted,  and  we  are 
admonished  not  to  be  discouraged  by  the  slight  visible  re* 
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suits  of  the  labor,  but^to  work  by  faith  rather  than  by 
sight,  feeling  assured  that  a  little  good  accomplished  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction,  and,  judging  by  the  past,  that 
the  future  will  show  still  larger  gain.  We  desire  not  to 
labor  in  this,  or  in  any  other  cause,  in  our  own  strength, 
but  earnestly  to  seek  from  the  Father  that  guidance  which 
we  so  need  in  all  our  efforts,  asking  that  by  His  holy  in- 
spiration we  may  think  those  things  that  are  good,  and 
by  His  merciful  guiding  may  perform  the  same.

From  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends^ 
held  by  adjournment  from  the  30th  of  Tenth  Month  to 
the  2d  of  Eleventh  Months  inclusive^  1882,  to  the  next 
Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  to  be  held  in 
Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sisters, — Your  epistle  of  affectionate  counsel  has 
been  gratefully  received,  and  we  trust  that  an  abundant 
harvest  of  good  thoughts  and  deeds  may  be  reaped  there- 
from through  all  the  coming  years. 

We  miss  from  our  galleries  the  placid  faces  of  some  who 
have  heard  the  call  to  "  come  up  higher ; "  but,  though  gone, 
they  yet  speak  to  us  in  the  chambers  of  memory. 

The  eternal  law  is  unchangeable  that,  while  evil  often 
stops  short  at  itself,  and  dies  with  the  doer  of  it,  the  good 
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achieved  by  men  lives  after  they  have  passed  from  mortal 
sight. 

The  love  of  God  has  been  so  bountifully  manifested  in 
our  midst,  that  our  hearts  have  been  bowed  in  adoration 
and  praise,  humbly  thankful  that  He  still  deems  us  worthy 
of  the  labor  of  His  servants,  whom  He  has  sent  amongst 
us,  and  enabled  to  give  utterance  to  His  words,  admon- 
ishing us  when  we  descend  from  the  mount  to  build 
according  to  the  pattern  there  laid  down. 

The  beautiful  simplicity  of  our  faith  has  been  very 
apparent  during  our  short  mingling  together  here.  We 
feel  that  His  Spirit  has  been  poured  out  upon  us  until 
vessel  after  vessel  has  been  filled  to  overflowing.  The 
desire  has  been  raised  in  many  hearts  that  we  may  be 
more  fully  dedicated  to  His  work,  that  we  may  perform 
the  part  of  the  good  Samaritan  unto  the  many  we  find 
by  the  way.  We  see  around  us  such  broad  fields  of  labor, 
already  white  unto  the  harvest,  that  there  may  be  a 
danger  of  going  too  fast,  forgetting  sometimes  to  inquire : 
"  What  wilt  Thou  have  me  to  do  ?  " 

We  have  been  made  to  feel  our  deficiencies,  and  we 
trust  renewedly  our  individual  responsibility  as  members 
of  our  religious  organization,  that  we  do  not  permit  the 
various  cares  of  life  to  encroach  upon  the  time  for  meet- 
ing together  for  the  sacred  duty  of  Divine  worship,  and 
that  mothers  be  not  satisfied  to  seek  the  ''  bread  of  life  " 
for  themselves,  but  gather  their  children  with  them,  that 
if  heavenly  nourishment  is  to  be  received,  their  yOung 
hearts  may  also  partake  with  them. 

We  are  advised  to  make  religion  a  practical  thing,  by 
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bringing  it  into  our  daily  lives,  not  using  it  as  a  garment 
for  especial  occasions,  to  be  afterward  folded  and  laid  away, 
but  rather  as  a  mantle  to  cover  us  in  every  department  of 
work  and  recreation. 

Much  concern  has  been  felt  that  the  younger  members 
would  more  actively  engage  in  the  business  of  the  meet- 
ing, for,  as  was  remarked,  our  Friends  are  rapidly  passing 
away — have  gone  from  works  to  rewards,  and  their  places 
should  be  filled.  An  expression  of  approval  or  dissent  is 
just  as  valuable  from  one  part  of  the  meeting-house  as 
fVom  another. 

In  the  cause  of  Temperance,  which  now  claims  the 
attention  of  all  religious  bodies,  and  every  earnest  Chris- 
tian mind,  we  desire  to  labor  earnestly,  leaving  no  stone 
unturned  and  no  word  unspoken  that  may. advance  the 
cause ;  yet,  we  wish  to  speak  the  truth  only,  and  that  in 
love,  casting  not  one  straw  in  the  way  of  its  progress. 
We  are  admonished  to  be  temperate  in  all  things.  Parents 
are  earnestly  desired  to  fill  the  measure  of  their  children's 
appetites  and  cravings  with  wheat,  and  then  there  will  be 
no  room  for  the  chaff  of  strong  drink,  tobacco,  pernicious 
reading,  and  unprofitable  amusements.  The  old  prayer, 
'1  Feed  me  with  food  convenient  for  me,"  is  too  often  ig- 
nored. The  child  whose  body  is  nourished  with  good 
food,  will  not  be  likely  to  wish  for  hurtful  condiments ; 
and,  if  we  are  just  as  careful  to  provide  for  the  require- 
ments of  his  mind  a  taste  for  the  best  class  of  literature, 
there  may  be  formed  in  early  life  that  which  will  grow 
with  his  growth  and  strengthen  with  his  strength. 

We  trust  that  our  assembling  together  may  prove  both 
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pleasant  and  profitable,  and  that  these  yearly  communi- 
cations of  love  and  fellowship  may  deepen  our  work  in 
every  effort  for  the  advancement  of  the  human  race  to- 
ward the  goal  of  a  pure  and  noble  life.

From  Ohio  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  held  at 
Mt.  Pleasant^  by  adjournments  from  the  28th  of  the 
Eighth  Month  to  the  81st  of  same,  inelvsivef  1882,  to 
Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends. 

Dear  Sisters, — It  is,  we  trust,  in  a  deep  measure  of  that 
love  and  exercise  for  growth  in  all  that  promotes  spiritual 
life  pervading  your  epistle  addressed  to  us,  that  we  reply. 

Assured  that  not  a  sparrow  falls  to  the  ground  unnoticed 
by  God,  how  much  more  are  we,  individually,  the  objects 
of  His  compassion,  and,  if  susceptible  to  them,  the  re- 
cipients of  His  intimations.  It  is  in  silence  that  we  may 
learn  of  God,  and  what  His  teachings  are  to  the  children 
of  men.

these  threatening  inroads  ? 
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Our  hearts  hare  been  saddened  by  the  rienewed  realiza- 
tion of  the  loss  of  some  yerj  dear  ones  since  we  last  met 
together.  We  trust  that  our  loving  Father  has  called 
them  from  this  world  of  trial  to  their  sure  reward. 

We  have  the  acceptable  company  of  ministering  Friends 
from  other  Yearly  Meetings,  whose  words,  fitly  spoken, 
have  reached  the  inner  sanctuary  of  the  soul,  and  the  cry 
has  gone  up  from  burdened  ones,  "  Father,  what  wilt 
Thou  have  me  do  ?  "  The  interest  and  earnestness  shown 
by  many  lead  us  to  hope  that,  though  not  great  in  num- 
bers, the  Spirit  of  God  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  will 
enable  us,  as  humble  instruments,  to  do  the  work  required 
of  us.

And  the  blessings  of  well-spent  lives  will  be  plentifully 
difiTused  all  over  the  land,  bearing  fruit  to  the  glory  and 
honor  of  God. 

The  absence  of  a  number  of  burden-bearers,  who  have 
been  wont  to  assemble  with  us,  forcibly  reminds  those 
that  are  gathered  here  that  one  after  another  is  passing 
away,  and  that  there  is  a  great  necessity  for  all  to  seek  to 
know  and  do  the  Father's  bidding,  that  the  cause  of  truth 
and  righteousness  may  more  abound. 

With  an  earnest  prayer  that  our  Society  may  ever  be 
found  in  the  foremost  ranks,  working  for  the  uplifting  of 
the  masses  to  a  higher  plane,  and  in  that  love  that  knows 
no  bounds,  we  are,  your  sisters.

Friends. 

Dear  Sisters. — ^Belng  again  assembled  in  a  Yearly 
Meeting  capacity,  and  feeling  the  canopy  of  Divine  love 
spread  over  us,  we  were  sensibly  drawn  in  sisterly  affec- 
tion towards  you  through  the  reading  of  your  edifying 
and  encouraging  social  greeting.  ''Words  fitly  spoken 
are,  indeed,  like  apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  silver,"  or 
as  waves  extending  far  out  into  *the  ocean  of  humanity, 
carrying  their  influence  beyond  the  present  time,  for  we 
may  each  remember  in  our  individual  experience  that 
kind  words  can  never  die,  also,  how  a  word  in  season 
cheers  the  drooping  spirit. 

We  are  favored  with  the  company  of  a  few  Friends 
from  other  Yearly  Meetings,  whose  presence  is  strength- 
ening and  encouraging  to  us,  for  the  fellowship  of  kindred 
minds  is  felt  to  be  precious  and  inspiring.

The  time  of  holding  Spruce  Street  Monthly  Meeting  has 
been  changed  from  Sixth  to  Fifth-day  morning  before  the 
last  Sixth-day  but  one  in  the  month. 

In  Radnor  Monthly  Meeting  when  a  Preparative  Meeting 
occurs  the  same  week  as  the  Quarterly  Meeting  it  is  held  the 
preceding  week. 

AbingUm, — Abington  Monthly  Meeting  reports  that  the 
time  for  holding  its  meeting  has  been  changed  to  10  o'clock 
the  year  round. 

Ccmcord. — The  Week-day  Meeting  at  Birmingham  during 
the  week  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  has  been  discontinued.

A  memorial  concerning  our  deceased  Friend,  Ann  A.  Town-

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Representative  Committee,  was  read,  approved,  and  directed 
to  be  recorded  and  published  with  the  Extracts.* 

The  following  report  from  the  Joint  Committee  appointed 
at  our  last  Yearly  Meeting  on  the  deficiencies  apparent 
amongst  us  was  read  and  accepted.  After  some  consideration 
thereof,  it  was  concluded  to  publish  it,  with  the  Extracts,  for 
the  use  of  our  members,  and  refer  the  Report  for  further  con- 
sideration at  our  next  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Committee  are  continued  and  encouraged  to  extend 
further  enquiry  into  the  caases  of  the  deficiencies  apparent 
amongst  us  and  to  labor  therein  as  the  wisdom  of  Divine 
truth  may  open  the  way,  and  to  report  to  our  next  Yearly 
Meeting. 

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  last  Yearly  Meeting  to  take 
into  consideration  the  deficiencies  apparent  amongst  us,  to  in- 
quire into  the  causes  thereof,  and  to  extend  labor  as  way  may 
open  in  the  Truth ;  report. 

That  they  have  held  All-Day  Meetings  in  Philadelphia 
about  once  a  month,  with  an  average  attendance  of  sixty-eight. 
Whilst  the  character  of  the  investigation  into  the  causes  of 
weakness  has  been  thorough,  and  a  variety  of  views  earnestly 
expressed,  the  feeling  throughout  has  been  harmonious  and 
sympathetic,  with  no  desire  for  anything  but  the  best  welfare 
of  Society.  It  is  believed  that  this  free  interchange  of  senti- 
ment, and  the  spirit  of  love  and  forbearance  manifested,  will

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strengthen  the  hands  of  those  who  have  witnessed  it^  and 
through  them  encourage  others,  in  the  several  neighborhoods 
where  they  reside,  to  renewed  diligence  in  the  observance  of 
religious  obligations. 

We  believe  if  our  Religious  Society  is  to  continue  as  an 
organized  body,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  revived  among 
us  that  dedication  and  deep  religious  concern  to  spread  the 
Truth  that  animated  the  early  Friends.  It  will  not  do  to 
expect  to  fulfill  our  mission  by  a  reliance  on  birthright  mem- 
bership alone,  however  good  in  itself.  And  for  the  perpetua- 
tion of  the  Society  individual  inquiry  may  well  be  made,  how 
is  it  with  us  who  are  now  on  the  stage  of  action  and  promi- 
nently identified  with  the  interests  of  the  Society  ?  Are  we 
deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  our  position,  and 
sufficiently  concerned  to  bear  witness  to  the  Truth  as  it  may 
be  made  known  to  us,  looking  to  the  Head  of  the  Church  for 
aid  and  direction  ?  Whilst  we  admit  the  great  value  of  indi- 
vidual fitithfulness,  we  also  feel  that  there  is  a  service  due 
from  the  Meeting  in  its  organized  capacity  to  its  individual 
families  and  members. 

Parents  are  supposed  to  be  concerned  for  their  children, 
and  to  give  them  counsel  on  religious  subjects,  but  find  at 
times  that  they  need  outward  assistance. 

Without  relieving  parents  of  their  responsibilities,  or  over- 
seers from  a  diligent  performance  of  their  duties,  we  believe 
much  good  would  result  from  the  appointment  by  Monthly 
Meetings,  of  standing  committees,  to  report  annually,  com- 
posed of  persons  who  are  alive  to  the  importance  of  their 
appointment,  to  visit  in  the  spirit  of  love  their  members  from 
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time  to  time ;  to  correspond  with  those  who  are  abeait,  and 
encourage  all  to  the  performance  of  their  religions  duties. 
And  who  shall  be  expected  to  look  after  the  children  as  the^ 
are  growing  up  to  maturity  and  manifest  an  interest  in  their 
welfare,  thus  endeavoring  to  aid  parents  in  bringing  their 
children  to  feel  an  increased  interest  in  our  Religious  Society 
and  its  important  testimonies. 

We  would  desire  the  attention  of  all  parents  called  to  the 
importance  of  a  loving  home  control  over  their  children,  and 
the  education  of  them  in  a  knowledge  of  our  fundamental 
principles  and  its  resulting  testimonies.  And  in  order  to  assist 
the  parents  in  the  proper  discharge  of  their  religious  obliga- 
tions and  interest,  and  instruct  the  children  in  the  exercise  of 
their  gifts,  it  is  suggested  that  First-day  Schools  througboat 
the  Society,  be  encouraged,  and  that  Monthly  and  Preparative 
Meetings  join  in  the  care  and  management  of  these,  and  also 
of  any  classes  that  may  be  held  at  the  close  of  meetings,  or 
other  suitable  opportunities,  for  Friends  who  feel  it  right,  to 
express  their  thoughts  or  views  on  religious  subjects,  or  read 
from  such  writings  as  may  be  of  interest  and  tend  to  the 
spread  of  our  principles.  The  Committee  find  a  call  coming 
up  from  many  inquiring  minds  to  have  selections  from  ap- 
proved writings  of  Friends,  respecting  our  important  testi- 
monies, in  convenient  form  for  distribution  among  seeking 
minds. 

Various  propositions  in  reference  to  birthright  membership 
have  claimed  our  attention,  and  it  was  generally  united  upon 
to  recommend  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  provide  that  children 
born  after  the  adoption  of  this  rule,  with  one  parent  only  t 
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Hiember  of  our  Religious  Society,  be  recorded  as  mepibers,  if 
both  parents  give  their  written  consent  thereto. 

Our  present  system  of  acknowledged  ministry,  and  the  cus- 
toms that  have  grown  up  under  it,  came  under  serious  and 
searching  review.  No  change  is  proposed  in  the  order  of  our 
Society  in  this  respect,  but  we  would  advise  that  all  concerned 
Friends  be  encouraged,  in  their  several  callings,  to  increased 
fiiithfulne&s  to  manifested  duty,  and  that  Monthly  Meetings 
closely  r^ard  the  recommendations  of  our  Discipline  on  this 
subject,  and  endeavor  to  carry  cut  the  true  spirit  thereof,  by 
the  preservation  of  a  living  eldership,  in  care  of  the  ministry 
offered  in  our  public  meetings.* 

Since  Twelfth  month  first,  when  thirty-five  Friends  were 
separated  for  that  service,  a  portion  of  these  have  been  en- 
gaged in  visiting  Meetings  and  conferring  with  Friends  in 
various  sections,  as  way  seemed  to  open  therefor.  The  places 
visited  thus  far  are  as  follows :  Wilmington,  Delaware;  Tren- 
ton, Woodbury,  Upper  Greenwich,  Mullica  Hill,  Woodstown, 
Salem,  Moorestown,  Camden,  Mount  Holly,  and  Westfield,  in 
New  Jersey ;  and  Norristown,  Plymouth,  Gwynedd,  Horsham, 
Richland,  and  Stroudsburg,  in  Pennsylvania. 

Most  ol  these  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  it  is 
believed  that  they  were  satisfactory  and  encouraging  oppor- 
tunities. The  Committee  have  invariably  been  received  with 
great  kindness,  and  their  labors  seem  to  have  been  appreciated. 

The  service,  we  trust,  has  been  fruitful  of  good,  by  pro- 
moting a  better  understanding  and  a  livelier  inter€8t  in  each

The  Joint  Committee  on  Intoxicating  Beverages  made  a 
report,  which  was  read  and  accepted.  They  are  continued 
and  encouraged  to  bestow  fm-ther  attention  to  this  concern  as 
Divine  wisdom  may  direct.     (See  page  24.) 

The  Committre  appointed  at  a  former  sitting  on  the  nomi- 
nation of  a  suitable  number  of  Friends  for  the  care  of  the 
Indian  Concern,  reported  that  they  had  conferred  with  a  like 
Committee  of  Women^s  Meeting,  and  proposed  the  names  of 
fourteen  Friends  for  that  service,  who,  on  consideration,  were 
united  with.  Information  was  received  from  Women's  Meet- 
ing that  they  also  had  united  therewith.  They  are  accordingly 
appointed  to  the  service. 

The  Committee  on  Epistles  produced  an  Essay  which  was 
read,  approved,  and  a  copy  thereof  directed  to  be  signed  by 
the  Clerk  and  forwarded  to  each  Yearly  Meeting,  with  which 
we  correspond. 

The  following  minute,  embracing  some  of  the  exercises  of 
the  Meeting,  was  read  and  directed  to  be  published  with  the 
Extracts. 
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Minute  op  Exercises. 

We  have  been  favored  during  the  sittings  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting  with  a  renewed  evidence  of  the  overshadowing  pre- 
sence of  that  Power  that  can  alone  cement  our  hearts  in  love 
to  God  and  to  the  brethren. 

We  were  early  cited  to  that  qualifying  influence  which 
would  enable  us  to  hold  all  our  meetings  in  the  power  of 
God,  and  under  the  guidance  of  which,  each  occupying  his 
gift,  our  business  would  be  transacted  in  harmony  and  order 
to  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church. 

Living  testimonies  have  been  borne  to  the  importance  of 
great  care  in  the  education  and  training  of  our  children,  that 
their  youthful  minds  might  be  preserved  from  the  seductive 
influences  and  many  snares  calculated  to  mislaid  and  ruin  the 
unwary. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  Society,  as  brought  to 
view  in  the  answers  to  the  Queries,  we  were  encouraged  to 
believe  there  is  an  increase  of  love  and  unity  among  us, 
although  evidences  of  deficiencies  exist,  especially  in  i^ard 
to  the  attendance  of  our  Mid-Week  Meetings.  We  feel  hope- 
ful there  is  some  improvement. 

To  be  brought  to  understand  the  ground  of  true  worship, 
and  qualified  to  worship  God  aright,  we  must  know  Him  in 
His  majesty,  in  His  omnipotence  and  goodness. 

The  answers  to  the  Fourth  Query  introduced  a  lively  exer- 
cise, and  much  encouragement  was  felt  in  view  of  the  progress 
made  on  the  subject  of  Temperance.  Friends  were  earnestly 
entreated  to  be  watchful  and  attentive  to  the  pointings  of 
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Divine  Truth,  that  in  the  light  thereof  we  might  be  enabled 
to  know  that  wisdom  that  is  promised  to  all  that  seek,  and 
which  is  so  important  in  overcoming  all  evil. 

A  caution  was  extended  that  we  guard  against  the  use  of 
all  narcotic  stimulants,  and  we  were  exhorted  not  to  defile 
these  bodies,  and  to  remember  the  ancient  declaration,  "  Ye 
are  the  temple  of  God/' 

We  were  encouraged  to  be  faithful  in  our  testimony  against 
oaths,  and  cited  to  the  injunction  of  our  Divine  Master,  "Let 
your  yea,  be  yea;  and  your  nay,  nay." 

We  were  renewedly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  a 
free  Groepel  Ministry,  that  no  words  can  bear  this  high  title 
that  are  not  spoken  under  the  quickening  influence  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  God  being  the  teacher  of  His  people  Himself, 
a  revelation  from  Him  which  still  remains  to  be  the  rock 
upon  which  the  Church  is  built,  is  the  alone  qualifying  power. 

The  feeling  of  brotherly  love  that  has  covered  our  assembly 
was  encouraging,  giving  evidence  we  are  seeking  that  condi- 
tion which  our  Heavenly  Father  designs  His  children  to 
reach,  wherein  we  shall  know  "  that  nothing  can  hurt  or  de- 
stroy in  all  God's  Holy  Mountain." 


We  have  been  encouraged  during  the  several  sittings  of 
this  our  Annual  Assembly,  with  the  prevalence  of  the  love 
of  God  amongst  us,  and  with  its  cementing  influence  and 
power  uniting  us  tc^ther  in  the  bonds  of  brotherly  feeling 
and  sympathy  with  each  other. 
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Grateful  for  the  favor  bestowed,  we  now  conclude,  to  me^ 
again  at  the  usual  time  next  year  if  consistent  with  the  Divine 
will.

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Report  of  the  Jowt  Ck>MMiTTEE  on  Editcation  and 

Schools. 

To  Philaddphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends : 

The  number  of  schools  ander  the  care  of  the  Meetiugs  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting  remains  nearly  the  same  as  last  year, 
being  thirty-seven. 

Whilst  the  C>)mmittee  have  endeavored  to  embrace  every 
right  opportunity  to  encourage  the  establishing  of  schools 
within  our  limits,  their  work  for  the  past  year  has  been 
directed  mostly  to  increasing  the  effidency  of  those  already 
in  existence. 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  Friends  in  many  places 
in  the  interest  of  their  schools,  and  nearly  all  of  the  schools 
have  been  visited,  some  of  them  more  than  once,  by  members 
of  the  Committee,  or  on  their  behalf,  by  George  L.  Maris, 
who  has  continued  to  give  acceptable  aid  during  the  past 
year. 

The  Meetings  of  the  Teachers,  School  Committees  and 
others  for  considering  questions  of  practical  value  relating  to 
educational  work,  were  resumed  at  Race  Street  Meeting- 
house, and  held  at  intervals  during  the  winter;  they  were 
larjrely  attended  and  thought  to  be  opportunities  of  much 
value  and  interest. 

The  subject  of  aiding  and  encouraging  the  teachers  engaged 
with  us,  to  visit  other  schools,  to  see  ibe  di&rent  methods  of 
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teaching  and  of  school  management^  claimed  onr  attention , 
and  circulars  were  addressed  to  the  different  local  committees, 
asking  them  to  give  the  subject  their  consideration,  and  offer- 
ing the  services  of  this  Committee  in  forwarding  the  work. 
This  was  responded  to  by  eleven  schools,  whose  teachers,  at 
three  different  times,  visited  prominent  schools  in  Philadel- 
phia in  company  with  members  of  this  Committee,  The 
teachers  expressed  themselves  gratified,  and  it  is  believed 
much  good  may  result  from  such  visits. 

Our  expenses  for  the  year,  including  the  aid  to  schools, 
have  been  $357.9». 

There  are  3,054  children  reported  as  members  with  us,  of 
whom  about  2,200  are  of  suitable  age  to  attend  school. 

Our  reports  from  the  different  schools  give  716  as  the 
number  of  children  in  attendance  who  are  members,  leaving 
the  large  number  of  1,485  children  who  are  not  reported  as 
attending  Friends'  schools.  This  should  claim  our  thought- 
ful attention. 

In  the  earlier  history  of  our  Society  the  subject  of  educa- 
tion always  claimed  the  earnest  and  serious  attention  of 
Friends.  Many  of  the  most  prominent  members  were  en- 
gaged in  teaching,  and  their  schools  were  generally  the  best 
schools  in  each  community  in  which  they  existed ;  to  preserve 
the  excellent  reputation  we  have  so  long  held  as  educators, 
and  to  keep  our  hold  on  the  children  of  our  Society,  we  must 
continue  to  be  alive  to  the  importance  of  making  our  schools 
the  best  schools.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs. 
To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  report  that  there 
has  been  very  little  labor  to  engage  their  attention  the  past 
year. 

The  policy  of  the  Indian  Department  has  changed,  so  that 
Friends  are  no  longer  invited  to  assist  in  the  selection  of  In- 
dian Agents,  and  all  the  Indians  originally  under  the  care  of 
our  Friends  have  been  placed  under  the  care  of  others,  except 
the  Santee  and  Flandreau  Indian  Agency,  which  is  under  the 
care  of  Baltimore,  Ohio  and  Illinois  Yearly  Meetings,  as 
reported  last  year. 

Although  we  have  no  Indians  under  our  special  care,  we 
have  been  represented  at  the  meetings  of  the  Delegates  of  the 
Seven  Yearly  Meetings  of  Friends,  and  have  given  some 
attention  to  subjects  of  l^islation  when  the  interest  of  the 
Indian  was  concerned. 

In  reviewing  our  labors  in  the  cause  of  the  Indian,  we  be- 
lieve that  they  have  not  been  without  beneiSt  to  that  wronged 
people,  and  we  hope  that  a  continued  concern  will  be  mani- 
fested to  assist  in  having  justice  done  them,  as  way  may  open. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  now  no  Indians  under  the 
special  care  of  this  meeting,  we  recommend  that  the  present 
large  Committee  be  released,  and  that  a  smaller  one,  consist- 
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ing  of  active  and  judicious  Friends,  be  appointed  to  give  such 
further  attention  to  this  interesting  subject  as  may  appear 
desirable  and  proper.

Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Temperance  and 
Intoxicating  Beverageb. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting  *• 

The  Joint  Committee  of  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  on 
the  subjects  of  Temperance  and  Intoxicating  Beverages,  in 
making  its  third  annual  report,  presents  no  new  methods  in 
its  field  of  labor.  Meetings  have  been  regularly  held  and 
generally  well  attended. 

The  Literature  Committee  has  endeavored  to  secure,  for 
gratuitous  circulation,  the  best  thought  as  it  came  from  the 
press.  They  are  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  later  publica- 
tions give  evidence  of  an  increase  of  interest  in  the  medical 
aspect  of  the  Temperance  question.  From  this  source  we 
hope  to  arrive  at  some  of  the  causes  of  the  present  destmctive 
appetite  for  alcoholic  poisons.  This  Committee  has  given 
attention  to  a  careful  selection  of  books  for  First-day  School 
libraries.  School  books  have  been  supplied  to  Friends' 
schools  as  occasion  demanded.  , 

When  introduced  into  public  schools,  the  expense  has  been 
met  by  individuals.     An  appeal  to  Friends  by  one  of  our 
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own  members  was  offered  for  approval  to  the  Greneral  Com- 
mittee^ and  by  its  order  8,000  copies  were  printed  for  distri- 
bution. 

The  Executive  Committee  were  authorized  to  make  further 
eflFort  to  introduce  Temperance  Literature  into  the  schools, 
and  at  a  special  meeting  of  that  body,  held  during  Tenth 
month,  1883,  a  form  of  appeal  was  adopted  and  directed  to  be 
addressed  to  the  Superintendents  of  County  Schools  and  to 
the  Teachers  and  Directors  of  Schools  assembled  at  Cjunty 
Institutes.  These  appeals  asked  for  the  instruction  of  the 
children  with  reference  to  the  physiological  and  hygienic 
effect  of  alcoholic  stimulants  upon  the  human  system  as  set 
forth  by  modem  science.  One  hundred  and  sixty-four  of 
these  have  been  written,  signed  by  the  Clerk,  and  forwarded 
each  to  its  place  of  destination.  Some  instances  are  reported  of 
their  having  been  acted  upon,  and  we  hopefully  believe  they 
may  be  instrumental  in  preparing  the  soil  for  better  culture. 

Satisfactory  reports  from  eight  Quarterly  Meetings  have 
been  received. 

Philadelphia  says:  '^Stated  Monthly  Meetings  and  four- 
teen Conferences  have  been  held  in  the  different  meeting- 
houses, most  of  them  larger  than  on  previous  occasions.'^ 
They  report  a  larger  distribution  of  Temperance  literature, 
and  an  appropriation  by  the  Quarterly  Meeting  of  $50  for 
Temperance  purposes. 

Abington  reports  '*  three  Conferences,  at  which  considerable 
interest  was  manifested.  Temperance  lesson  books  introduced 
into  two  schools.    The  teachers  faithful  in  their  instructions." 

Bucks  reports  ''  five  public  meetings,  excellent  in  character 
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and  aiding  materially  in  moulding  public  sentiment  to  a  Tem- 
perance standard/' 

An  effort  has  been  made  in  some  instances  to  adapt  the 
work  to  youthful  minds,  trusting  that  seed  thus  planted  will 
germinate  and  bring  forth  good  fruit.  Much  individual  labor 
has  been  expended,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Concord  reports  "  four  Committee  Meetings,  and  six  Con- 
ferences.^'  They  have  labored  in  great  harmony  in  the  effort 
to  impress  on  the  minds  of  the  children  the  necessity  for  total 
and  entire  abstinence  from  all  intoxicants.  More  instruction 
is  needed  in  the  day  schools,  which  the  Committee  feel  would 
be  of  lasting  benefit  to  those  who  are  to  be  the  men  and 
women  of  the  future. 

Western  reports  "eleven  Conferences  and  one  all-day  meet- 
ing, held  in  the  Eighth  month,  at  London  Grove."  A  grow- 
ing interest  is  manifested  in  these  monthly  gatherings,  indi- 
cating a  more  healthy  public  sentiment. 

In  the  consideration  of  moral  questions,  wherein  all  are 
invited  to  participate,  political  barriers  are  broken  down  and 
sectarian  prejudices  dissipated. 

A  renewed  effort  has  been  made  to  arrest  the  granting  of 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicants,  but  so  surrounded  are  we  by 
the  legalized  liquor  traffic,  that  the  united  energies  of  those 
engaged  in  it  are  difficult  to  overcome.  Wealth  and  power 
are  increasingly  employed  for  its  preservation.  Hence  we  are 
convinced  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  all  friends  of  the 
cause  must  adhere  firmly  to  their  principles  in  the  exercise  ot 
the  ballot,  that  no  unworthy  representative  may  have  a  plaoe 
in  our  State  or  National  Councils.     Cider  making  and  drink- 
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ing  have  awakened  a  lively  concern.  Physiological  teaching 
with  reference  to  the  use  of  stimulants  has  been  introduced 
into  the  schools.  Various  methods  have  been  adopted  for  the 
circulation  of  Temperance  literature,  in  which  they  have  been 
aided  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Burlington  reports  "eight  Conferences,  with  an  evident 
increase  of  interest  in  the  subjects  considered.^'  The  power 
of  consistent  personal  influence,  and  the  exercise  of  care  in 
training  the  children  to  save  them  from  the  indulgence  of  an 
appetite  for  alcoholic  stimulants,  is  forcibly  presented.  Ex- 
pression is  given  to  the  dangers  of  the  license  system,  and 
formulated  in  a  petition  to  the  Judges  of  the  County  Court, 
asking  that  the  license  may  be  withheld  whenever  practicable, 
also  to  the  importance  of  the  right  use  of  the  ballot,  that 
through  it  this  fruitful  cause  of  degradation  and  crime  may 
be  removed. 

Haddonfield  reports  ten  Stated  Meetings  and  six  Confer- 
ences, all  well  attended,  marking  an  awakened  interest,  in 
which  they  see  among  their  younger  members  an  extended 
field  for  future  usefulness. .  A  caution  is  extended  to  those 
who  are  older  not  to  close  up  the  avenues  of  knowledge  and 
continue  in  practices  whereby  "  a  brother  stumbleth."  They 
have  made  use  of  the  literature  furnished  by  the  Committee. 

Salem  reports  "  four  Stated  Committee  Meetings  and  nine 
Public  Meetings,  well  attended  and  satisfactory  in  result.'' 
They  also  look  hopefully  forward  when  the  influence  of  the 
ballot  will  provide  a  constitutional  amendment  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  State.    Digitized  by  Google 

Fishing  Creek  reports  the  Committee  appointed  to  oo-oper- 
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In  ooDclusioii,  the  Committee  desire  to  call  the  attention  of 
our  members  to  the  importance  of  great  care  in  forming 
answers  to  our  Fourth  Query.  Can  we  say  we  are  clear  of 
the  manufacture,  sale  and  use  of  all  intoxicating  beverages  so 
long  as  wines,  etc.,  are  sold  by  our  members,  whether  for 
culinary  or  other  purposes ;  so  long  as  our  members  engage 
in  the  preparation  of  malt  for  brewing,  or  so  long  as  any  pro- 
perty owned  or  controlled  by  a  member  of  our  meeting  is 
rented  to  be  used  as  a  liquor  store  or  saloon ;  or  if  any  of  our 
members  are  in  the  habit  of  using  any  intoxicating  liquors  as 
a  beverage ;  or  the  granting  of  tavern  licenses,  or  the  signing 
of  applications  for  the  same? 

All  of  these  things  exist  in  our  membership,  and  in  prepar- 
ing the  answers  to  the  Fourth  Query  they  should  be  included ; 
for  the  cause  of  truth  can  be  advanced  only  by  an  honest 
presentation  of  the  facts  with  regard  to  the  matters  queried 
after. 

We  must  urge  upon  our  members  the  importance  of  con- 
sistent personal  example,  endeavoring  to  lay  aside  our  precon- 
ceived opinions  with  reference  to  the  need  of  alcoholic  stimu- 
lants, and,  looking  facts  firmly  in  the  face,  be  willing  to  make 
a  personal  sacrifice  for  the  overthrow  of  a  gigantic  evil. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  our  last  Yearly 
Meeting,  orders  have  been  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  to  the 
amount  of  $102.79.

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A  Testimony  of  Oreen  Street  Monthly  Meeting  to  Ann  A. 

Townsend. 

When  those  have  passed  from  our  midst  who,  by  obedience 
to  the  revelations  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  hearts,  have 
witnessed  preservation  from  the  temptations  of  life,  and  have 
been  enabled  to  show  forth  the  "  fruits  of  the  Spirit "  in  their 
daily  lives,  and  to  receive  an  assurance  of  a  crown  everlasting, 
we  believe  there  is  an  advantage  in  holding  up  such  as  exam- 
ples to  those  who  remain,  that  they  may  be  encouraged  to 
trust  in  the  same  Power,  and  mind  the  same  light  which 
illuminated  the  pathway  of  these  and  gave  to  them  the 
victory.  Under  this  feeling  we  are  concerned  to  bear  our 
testimony  to  the  beautiful  and  exemplary  life  of  our  dear 
friend  Ann  A.  Townsend. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Hannah  Townsend,  and 
was  bom  at  Port  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey,  the  16th  of  Third 
month  1809.  The  careful  nurture  of  affectionate  concerned 
parents,  in  her  early  years,  was  blessed  to  her  sensitive  mind 
and  aided  in  the  development  of  a  lovely,  energetic,  yet  docile 
spirit.  In  the  maturity  of  womanhood  she  was  made  willing 
to  yield  all  her  powers  to  the  guidance  of  Him  to  whom  alone 
was  due  the  dedication  of  her  heart  and  of  the  talents 
entrusted  to  her. 

Gifted  with  superior  mental  abilities,  she  was  favored  to 
exercise  these  with  humility,  and  to  hold  them  subservient  to 
the  higher  spiritual  gifts.  Thus,  with  capabilities  for  useful- 
ness in  the  militant  church,  she  became  a  bright  example  of 
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steadfastness  and  consistency,  giving  evidence  that  the  shep- 
herd of  Israel  was  her  guide  and  support. 

She  was  married  to  Edward  Townsend  in  the  year  1833, 
when  they  came  to  this  city  to  live,  and  where,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two  brief  residences  in  the  country,  they  remained 
during  her  life,  and  were  members  of  this  meeting  most  of 
the  time. 

Feeling  that  a  dispensation  of  the  gospel  ministry  was  com- 
mitted to  her,  as  she  yielded  obedience  to  the  requirements  of 
her  heavenly  Father,  the  exercise  of  this  precious  gift  was 
enlarged,  and  in  the  year  1850  was  duly  acknowledged  bv 
this  Monthly  Meeting. 

Her  ministry  bore  evidence  that  it  was  not  with  "enticing 
words  of  man's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration  of  the  Spirit," 
and  there  was  a  care  to  keep  closely  to  the  requisition  pre- 
sented, and  to  dose  in  the  life.  Very  frequently  was  the  atten- 
tion of  her  hearers  called  to  the  importance  of  having /ai^  in 
Ood,  she  having  felt  the  efficacy  thereof  in  her  daily  life. 
Many  who  have  heard  her  tender  counsel  and  exhortations, 
will  long  remember  the  solemnity  attending  the  occasions, 
wherein  she  fully  realized  and  inculcated  the  simplicity  of 
true  worship. 

In  the  view  that  it  may  be  helpful  to  some,  and  also  to 
show  her  simple  obedience  to  what  she  believed  to  be  the  re- 
vealingH  of  her  Divine  Master,  the  following  incident  is 
narrated.  At  one  time  when  very  much  of  an  invalid,  she 
stated  in  a  Monthly  Meeting  held  shortly  before  Baltimore 
Yearly  Meeting,  that  she  felt  an  obligation  resting  with  her 
to  attend  that  meeting,  and  lefl  it  for  the  consideration  of

Friends.  Unity  and  encouragement  were  expressed  therewith 
in  the  Women's  Meeting,  but  men  Friends  being  otherwise 
engaged,  it  was  left  until  a  messenger  announced  they  were 
prepared  for  a  visit  from  her,  when  she  informed  the  meeting 
that  she  now  felt  entirely  released  from  the  service,  and  that 
the  offering  had  been  accepted  without  the  sacrifice ;  adding, 
while  to  some  this  might  seem  vacillating  and  not  properly 
considered,  she  was  willing  to  appear  "  as  a  fool  for  Christ's 
sake."  She  afterwards  remarked  she  left  the  meeting  with 
great  peace  of  mind. 

For  the  encouragement  of  some  who  may  have  the  care  of 
the  young,  we  refer  to  an  exercise  in  one  of  our  Monthly 
Meetings,  in  which  she  desired  to  impress  that  class  with  the 
importance  of  striving  to  train  their  children  in  the  **  nurture 
and  admonition  of  the  Ix)rd/'  remarking  in  reference  to  her 
eflTorts  for  her  own,  then  young  in  life :  "  1  know  not  whether 
the  result  of  this  care  will  be  such  as  I  crave,  but  for  myself, 
I  desire  to  be  in  the  condition  to  receive  the  language, '  let  her 
alone,  she  hath  done  what  she  couldJ  "  With  the  unity  of  her 
Monthly  Meeting  she  visited  many  others  outside  of  the  limits 
of  her  own  at  different  times,  in  which  her  labors  were  accept- 
able. 

She  was  much  interested  in  the  guarded  education  of 
Friends'  children,  and  desiring  they  should  have  suitable  lite- 
rature she  prepared  a  book  entitled  Biblical  History,  written 
in  a  style  to  interest  them  in  the  Scriptures,  which  is  used  in 
many  of  our  First-day  schools. 

Grentleness,  sympathy  and  love,  characterized  our  dear 
friend  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  and  she  met  her  trials  and 
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vicissitudes  with  an  unwavering  trust  in  tite  goodness  of  an 
overruling  Providence,  who  upholds  his  dependent  children 
through  all  conflicts,  and  from  tlie  depth  of  her  confiding 
spirit  she  was  enabled  to  give  strength  and  comfort  to  others. 

Her  health  was  never  very  robust,  and  the  latter  part  of  her 
life  she  was  much  of  an  invalid,  which  very  often  prevented  her 
from  attending  meetings;  this  she  felt  to  be  much  of  a  priva- 
tion, but  when  able  loved  to  meet  with  her  friends  when 
assembled  on  such  occasions. 

A  short  and  painful  illness  terminated  her  earthly  pilgrim- 
age, on  the  22d  of  Second  month  1882,  in  the  seventy-third 
year  of  her  age.  But  death  could  have  for  her  no  terrors, 
and  to  her  purified  spirit  the  language  of  the  Psalmist  was 
applicable,  *'  Though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow 
of  death  I  will  fear  no  evil ;  for  thou  art  with  me ;  Thy  rod 
and  Thy  staflF  they  comfort  me."

At  a  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  held  in  Philadel- 
phia, bj  adjoamments  from  the  12th  of  Fifth  Month  to  the 
16tfa  of  the  same^  inclusive,  1884. 

Reports  were  received  from  all  our  constituent  Quarterly 
Meetings;  also  from  the  Half- Year's  Meeting  of  Fishing 
CSreek,  and  the  Representatives  named  therein  were  all  pres- 
ent except  six,  most  of  whom  were  prevented  by  indisposition 
of  diemselves  or  families ;  one  of  the  number,  Patience  M. 
Jenkins,  having  deceased  since  her  appointment 

The  quotas  have  been  received. 

A  minute  was  read  for  Martha  S.  Townsend,  a  minister 
from  Baltimore  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends. 

Epistles  from  our  sisters  of  New  York,  Baltimore,  and 
G^iesee  Yearly  Meetings  were  read,  proving  afresh  the  value 
of  such  correspondence,  it  having  a  tendency  to  cement  us  as 
a  band  of  sisters,  working  together  for  the  promotion  of  truth 
and  righteousness  in  the  earth ;  stimulating  us  to  do  the  will 
of  our  Father  in  all  humility.

To  examine  the  Treasurer's  account,  also  to  bring  forward 
the  name  of  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treasurer,  and  report  to  a 
future  sitting,  a  Committee  was  appointed. 

The  Representatives  were  requested  to  confer  together  at 
the  close  of  this  session,  and  bring  forward  the  name  oi  a 
Friend  to  serve  as  Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk  the  ensuing  year. 

Afternoon, 

A  Friend,  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives,  reported  they 
had  conferred  together,  and  were  united  in  proposing  the 
name  of  Margaretta  Walton  for  Clerk,  and  Matilda  Garrir 
gues  for  Assistant  Clerk,  with  which  the  Meeting  united,  and 
they  were  appointed  to  those  services  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Minutes  were  read  for  ministers  in  attendance  from  other 
Yearly  Meetings,  as  follows : 

For  Thoipas  Foulke,  from  New  York  Monthly  Meeting. 

For  Isaac  Hicks,  from  Westbuiy  Monthly  Meeting,  Long 
Island. 

For  John  J.  Cornell,  from  Rochester  Monthly  Meeting, 
held  at  Mendon,  New  York. 

The  remaining  epistles  from  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois 
were  read,  and  as  we  listened  to  the  earnest,  practical  words 
of  our  distant  sisters,  we  felt  the  oil  of  Divine  Love  was  not 
yet  stayed,  but  continued  to  flow  from'vessel  to  vessel. 

To  essay  replies,  as  way  opens,  a  committee  was  appointed. 
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To  assist  the  Clerks  in  gathering  the  exercises  of  the  Meet- 
ingy  a  committee  was  appointed. 

An  interesting  rei)ort  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion was  read  and  united  with.  It  was  the  judgment  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  that  the  committee  be  continued.  Phebe  W. 
Woolman  and  Elizabeth  P.  Comly  desiring  to  be  released 
from  this  committee^  their  request  was  granted.  Rachel  W. 
Hillborn,  Lydia  C.  Biddle,  and  Sarah  Ann  Wilkinson  were 
added  thereto. 

Third  Day,  13ih  inetant — Morning, 

We  had  at  this  time  a  visit  from  our  friend  John  J.  Cor- 
nell, and  as  the  Gospel  message  flowed  forth  to  those  who 
have  long  borne  the  "  burden  and  heat  of  the  day,"  they  were 
urged  to  enter  into  feeling  with  the  young  in  the  Master's 
work,  who  are  passing  through  the  preparation  of  the  Lord. 
Though  these  may  not  outwardly  appear  to  have  owned  His 
power,  the  mothers  in  Israel  were  asked  to  wait  in  patience, 
and  be  very  careful  in  their  concern  for  them  not  to  cause 
discouragement  by  criticising  their  conduct,  but  tenderly  to 
encourage,  thus  drawing  them  in  love,  and  helping  them  to 
obey  "  the  still,  small  voice.*' 

The  mothers  who  are  heavy-hearted  because  their  children 
do  not  come  up  and  fill  the  places  their  love  desires  for  them, 
were  entreated  not  to  lose  their  faith,  but  to  keep  even  more 
close  to  the  Divine  Father ;  and  remembering  the  influence  of 
smother's  love  and  prayers,  they  were  ^o^^ured^i^^g^would 
be  as  "  bread  cast  upon  the  waters." 
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Am  the  young  were  earnestly  solicited  to  come  up  to  the  re- 
qairings  of  the  Heavenly  'Fs&etf  and  aH  conditions  wm9 
encouraged  and  comforted,  we  felt  we  could  thank  GUid  and 
take  courage. 

The  state  of  our  Society  was  altered  upon  as  fiir  as  the 
reading  and  answering  of  the  First  Qu^.  Our  fiuthful  and 
aged  mothers  presented  to  us  the  importance  ai  this  reason- 
able service  of  assembling  ourselves  together  for  the  worship 
of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  the  attention  of  the  young  was 
earnestly  directed  to  the  enjoyment  and  strength  experienced 
as  we  gather  in  the  middle  of  the  wedc. 


JJiemoon, 

The  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  SixOi,  and  Seventh 
Queries  were  read,  and  much  excellent  counsel  given. 

In  considering  the  Third  Query,  it  was  felt  to  be  one  of 
vital  importance  to  women,  for  in  the  rearing  and  home  edu- 
cation of  children,  the  mother  has  an  opportunity  to  show 
whether  her  control  be  of  that  wise  nature  which  leads  those 
committed  to  her  care  into  paths  of  usefulness.  She  must 
remember,  too,  that  as  she  would  have  her  children,  so  must 
she  be  herself;  and  she  must  strive  to  be  to  them  the  ideal 
which  shall  stimulate  the  growth  of  their  spiritual  life.  Let 
her  remember  that  if  she  makes  of  paramount  importance  the 
dress,  the  pleasures,  or  the  vanities  of  life,  she  is  sowing  to 
the  flesh,  and  must,  in  accordance  with  an  unalterable  law, 
reap  the  harvest  thereof;  but,  if  making  these  things  second- 
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ary^  in  ihe  training  of  her  ohildren,  she  wisely  brings  into 
prominence  the  enduring  graces  of  the  moral  and  spiritual 
nature,  she  may  expect  in  their  maturity  to  find  the  fruits  of 
Ihe  spirit. 

In  considering  the  Fourth  Query,  it  is  a  cause  for  thank- 
ftilness  that  we  can  answer  it  so  fully,  but  we  need  to  remem- 
ber that  our  whole  duty  has  not  been  performed  when  we  find 
our  own  Society  generally  dear.  The  question  may  be  asked 
of  us,  "  Who  is  our  neighbor?''  and,  as  of  old,  we  shall  find 
it  is  not  he,  who  feeling  himself  whole,  passes  by  on  the  other 
side.  It  is  our  duty  io  remember  that  we  are  all,  both  the 
just  and  the  unjiist^  children  of  our  loving  Father,  and  that 
we  are  bound  by  the  ties  of  humanity  to  those  whose  weak- 
ness makes  them  all  the  more  in  need  of  our  sympathy. 

The  spirit  of  the  Fifth  Query  requires  that  the  necessities 
of  those  needing  aid  should  be  inspected ;  it  is  not  merely 
giving  pecuniary  aid  when  such  is  applied  f or ,  but  it  is  to  enter 
into  that  sympathy  with  the  needy  which  shall  reveal  how 
the  best  help  can  be  given ;  it  is  to  help  by  giving  counsel ; 
it  is  to  cheer  by  the  kindly  presence,  as  well  as  to  relieve  by 
handing  forth  money.  We  should  remember  that  the  compe- 
tition of  the  present  day  falls  upon  women  with  especial 
severity,  because  with  the  small  capital  which  they  usually 
have,  they  cannot  ofier  great  inducements  to  buyers,  and  we 
were  cautioned  against  seeking  to  obtain  our  goods  at  prices 
which  will  not  afford  a  living  profit  to  those  engaged  in  busi- 
jiess. 

An  appeal  was  made  to  us  to  consider  whether  we  are 
entirely  cleat  on  the  subject  of  lotteries  when  some  of  our 
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youDger  members  are^  thoughtlessly  perhaps,  eiiteriDg  into  the 
same  spirit  by  giving  encouragement  to  the  plan  for  raising 
money  for  benevolent  purposes,  by  buying  chances  at  fairs^ 
forgetting  that  we  must  not  seek,  even  to  do  good,  by  question-^ 
able  means. 

Fourth  Day^  14Jlh  instofnt — Morning. 

The  Eighth  and  Ninth  Queries,  also  the  Annual  Queries 
and  their  answers  were  read  and  considered  at  this  session,  and 
the  Summaries  united  with. 

Three  Reports  mention  the  reception  of  the  Extracts. 

The  Eighth  Query  was  felt  to  be  one  of  great  importance 
to  our  organization.  We  were  urged  to  be  faithful  in  inquiring 
after  those  of  our  members  who.  absent  themselves  from  our 
meetings.  Let  us  not  suffer  time  to  psss  by  without  making 
an  effort  to  discover  the  cause,  and  to  offer  such  encourage- 
ment as  we  can  to  these,  to  be  &ithful  in  this  reasonable 
service. 

Some  of  our  dear  sisters  who  are  in  the  evening  of  life  dis- 
cover that  "Joseph  is  still  alive;"  that  the  prison  bars  have 
been  broken,  and  that  he  will  come  forth  prepared  to  feed  the 
hungry  from  his  abundant  storehouses.  As  the  elder  brother 
represents  the  first  or  natural  man,  so  the  younger  typifies  the 
spiritual;  and  in  this  view  it  is  meet  that  the  blessing  should 
rest  upon  him.  It  is  the  spiritual  power  of  this  Society  upon 
which  the  Lord's  blessing  is  bestowed. 

We  feel  the  spirit  of  sympathetic  love  has  been  exercised 
among  us  for  the  help  of  those  who  are  tremblers  in  our  midst. 
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and  feelingly  have  all  been  encouraged  to  fear  not,  but  be 
fiiithful  in  every  little  requiring,  and  thus  shall  they  know  the 
language  verified,  *'  Obey,  and  thy  soul  shall  live." 


Aftemoaa. 

A  report  from  the  Committee  to  settle  the  Treasurer's  ac- 
count was  read  and  approved.  They  proposed  Mary  F, 
Saunders,  No.  463  North  Seventh  Street,  Philadelphia,  for 
Treasurer  the  present  year,  which  was  also  united  with,  and 
she  appointed  to  that  service. 

An  appeal  was  made  for  more  of  the  old  time  loving  inter- 
course between  us  as  brothers  and  sisters  in  one  common 
faith;  and  the  belief  expressed  that  by  a  free  social  com- 
mingling the  encouragement  which  the  younger  portion  of 
our  Society  might  thus  receive  from  those  more  experienced 
in  spiritual  things,  would  tend  to  draw  them  to  meet  us  in  our 
religious  assemblies. 

A  report  from  the  Committee  on  Defidences  was  read  and 
partially  considered,  but  it  was  thought  best  to  refer  it  to  a 
future  session. 

Mph  Day  J  16th  instant — Aftemoaix. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Deficiencies  was  further 
considered,  and  it  seemed  to  be  the  judgment  of  this  Meeting 
to  accept  the  Report,  and  direct  it  to  the  attentiongtm^rj  sub- 
ordinate meetings,  through  the  Extracts. 
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An  essay  of  an  epistle  to  our  sisters  of  New  York  was  read, 
and  with  some  alteration  approved. 

A  deep  oonoem  was  expressed,  warning  us  against  an  un- 
kind criticism  of  the  ministry.  This  is  felt  to  have  a  tendency 
to  discourage  and  destroy  one  means  for  the  edification  of  the 
church,  which  nothing  else  can  replace.  Our  meeting  has 
been  deeply  impressed  with  the  serious  caution  extended  by 
concerned  Friends,  and  we  desire  that  it  may  be  transmitted 
to  the  limits  of  our  organisation.  The  true  minidtty  of  the 
€k)Bpel  is  not  in  '^  the  enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom,"  but 
in  the  outpouring  of  the  Divine  Life  which  animates  the 
humble  instrument  of  the  Highest. 


Sixth  Day,  16th  inatant — Morning. 

The  minutes  of  the  Representative  Committee  were  read 
and  approved. 

A  Report  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Afikirs  was 
read  and  united  with  by  this  and  Men's  Meeting.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  we  now  have  no  Indians  under  our  special  care, 
it  was  thought  best  to  release  the  present  committee,  and 
appoint  a  small  one  to  take  charge  of  the  Indian  work.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  nominate  suitable  Friends  for  this 
purpose. 

It  is  cause  of  regret  that  Friends  have  been  pressed  out  of 
their  service  to  the  Indians,  and  it  is  now  believed  all  that  is 
left  for  us  is  to  seek  opportunities  of  doing  a  small  measure  of 
justice  to  this  much  abused  people.     We  fear  they  will  be 
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placed  entirely  under  militaiy  rule^  and  it  behooves  us  to  be 
watchful  that  measures  inimical  to  their  interests  be  not  suffered 
to  become  laws  without  our  earnest  protest. 

An  essay  of  an  epistle  to  our  sisters  of  Ohio  Yearly  Meet- 
ing was  read  and  approved. 

An  encouraging  rqK>rt  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Tem- 
perance was  read  and  united  with.  The  Committee  was 
continued. 

We  bad  at  this  time  a  visit  in  gospel  love  from  our  Friends 
Caleb  E.  Shreve  and  Joseph  Homer. 

A  book  containing  the  minutes  of  this  Yearly  Meetings 
from  1855  to  1882  has  been  placed  in  the  fire-proof. 

The  Friends  nominated  to  serve  on  the  Committee  on 
Indian  Affitirs  were  united  with. 

Essays  of  Epistles  to  our  sisters  of  Genesee^  Indiana^  Illi- 
nois and  Baltimore  were  read  and  approved.  The  clerk  was 
directed  to  sign  all  the  Epistles  on  behalf  of  the  meeting  and 
forward  them. 

A  memorial,  prepared  by  Green  Street  Monthly  Meeting, 
for  Ann  A.  Townsend  was  read.  It  tenderly  recalled  her 
useful  life,  her  pure  and  upright  example  and  her  loving 
spirit. 

The  prevailing  spirit  of  our  various  sessions  has  been  that 
of  loving  unity,  giving  evidence,  we  believe,  that  the  gathering 
Power,  which  aforetime  called  our  fathers  to  be  a  people  has 
drawn  us  heart  to  heai*t  in  that  cementing  love  which  gives 
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strength  for  thoee  services  which  our  beloved  Society  calls  for» 
As  each  sister  has  been  true  to  the  gifl  committed  to  her^  she 
has  been  sensible  of  a  growth,  and  the  church  made  more 
strong  by  such  individual  faithfulness.  No  member,  however 
humble,  should  feel  that  another  may  do  her  work,  for  the 
growth  and  strength  of  the  body  depend,  with  the  Divine 
blessing,  upon  the  living  condition  of  its  members. 

As  we  have  been  concerned  for  the  welfare  of  our  churchy 
gratitude  has  filled  our  hearts  for  the  blessed  privilege  of  thus 
mingling  and  laboring  for  its  welfare.  Deeply  thankful  for 
the  cementing  influence  of  Divine  love,  which  has  bound  us 
to  one  another  and  to  our  absent  sisters  whom  we  have  had  in 
near  remembrance,  we  conclude  to  meet  at  the  usual  time  next 
year,  if  so  permitted.

EXTRACTS. 


At  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends,  held  in  Philadel- 
phia, by  adjournments  from  the  11th  day  of  the  Fifth 
month,  to  the  15th  of  the  same  inclusive,  1885. 

Reports  from  all  our  constituent  branches  were  pro- 
duced, and  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  Friends  therein 
named  have  been  appointed  lepresentatives  to  attend  the 
service  of  this  meeting,  who,  on  being  called,  were  present 
except  six.  For  the  absence  of  two  of  them  sufficient 
reasons  were  assigned,  but  for  the  absence  of  the  others 
no  information  was  received. 

Minutes  of  Friends  in  attendance  from  other  Yearly 
Meetings  were  produced,  and  read  as  follows : 

For  Sunderland  P.  Gardner,  a  minister  from  Farm- 
ington  Monthly  Meeting,  New  York,  held  the  26th  of 
First  month,  endorsed  by  Farmington  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing, held  6th  inst. 

For  Abel  A.  Hull,  a  minister  from  Little  Falls 
Monthly  Meeting,  Maryland,  held  the  5th  of  this  month. 

For  Edward  Eldridge,  an  Elder  and  companion  of 
Sunderland  P.  Grardner,  from  Scipio  Monthly  Meeting, 
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New  York,  held  the  16th  of  last  month;  endorsed  by 
Scipio  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  the  25th  of  the  same 
month. 

For  John  Ij,  Griffen,  an  Elder  from  the  Monthly 
Meeting  of  Friends  of  New  York,  held  the  6th  of  this 
month. 

For  Joseph  S.  Cohu,  from  the  Monthly  Meeting  of 
Friends  of  New  York,  held  the  6th  of  Fifth  month,  he 
being  a  member  in  unity. 

Epistles  were  produced  and  read  from  our  brethren  of 
the  Yearly  Meetings  of  New  York,  Baltimore,  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Genesee,  and  Illinois.  To  respond  to  the 
renewed  evidences  thus  furnished  of  brotherly  fellowship 
as  way  may  open  and  repoii;  to  a  future  sitting,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed. 

Minutes  produced  by  Women's  Meeting  for  Friends 
in  attendance  were  read  as  follows  : 

For  Ann  Packer,  a  minister  from  Green  Plain  Monthly 
Meeting,  Ohio,  held  First  month,  4th,  1885,  endorsed 
by  Miami  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  the  1 4th  of  Second 
month  last. 

For  Almira  A.  Hull,  an  Elder  and  companion  of  her 
husband,  Abel  A.  Hull,  from  Little  Falls  Monthly 
Meeting,  held  5th  inst. 

For  Elizabeth  A.  Davis,  an  Elder  and  companion  of 
Ann  Packer,  from  Miami  Monthly  Meeting,  Ohio,  hfeld 
25th  of  Third  month  last. 
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For  Rebecca  M.  Thomas,  an  Elder  from  Sandy  Spring 
Monthly  Meeting,  Maryland,  held  the  6th  of  Fifth 
month,  1885. 

The  Representatives  are  desired  to  confer  together, 
and  propose  to  our  next  sitting  a  Friend  to  serve  the 
Meeting  as  Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk  for  the 
present  year.  Also,  the  name  of  a  Friend  from  each  of 
the  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  Fishing  Creek  Half  Year's 
Meeting,  to  aid  the  Committee  appointed  by  Philadel- 
phia Monthly  Meeting,  in  preserving  order  in  and  about 
the  Meeting  House,  during  the  sittings  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

Second  Day — Afternoon. 

Dillwyn  Parrish,  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives 
made  report  that  they  conferred  together  at  the  rise  of 
the  morning  session,  and  were  unite<l  in  offering  the 
names  of  Benjamin  G.  Foulke  for  Clerk,  and  Evan  T. 
Swayne  for  Assistant  Clerk,  for  the  present  year.  On 
separate  consideration  thereof  they  were  united  with  by 
the  Meeting,  and  accordingly  appointed. 

They  also  reported  that  the  subject  of  an  additional 
Assistant  Clerk  for  the  Yearly  Meeting  had  claimal 
their  attention,  and  they  were  united  in  sentiment  that 
the  amount  of  labor  and  care  devolving  upon  the  Clerks 
render  it  necessary  that  another  Friend  should  be  called 
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to  the  table  as  an  assistant,  and  they  were  united  in  offer- 
ing the  name  of  Alfred  Moore. 

Upon  consideration  thereof  by  the  Meeting  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Representatives  was  united  with,  and  Alfred 
Moore  appointed  to  the  service  indicated. 

They  also  proposed  the  names  of  a  Committee  to  aid 
in  preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  report 
the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  for  Treasurer,  a 
Committee  was  appointed.  They  are  also  desired  to 
bring  forward  tlie  names  of  two  Friends  as  Correspon- 
dents of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  following  proposition  for  an  alteration  of  Disci- 
pline contamed  in  the  report  from  Philadelphia  Quar- 
terly Meeting,  was  read  and  referred  to  a  Committee  to 
unite  with  a  Committee  of  Women  Friends  in  th^  con- 
sideration thereof,  and  report  to  a  future  sitting. 

First  Proposed  Change. — On  page  48,  of  the  Book  of 
Discipline,  substitute  the  word  "  discourage  "  for  "  dis- 
countenance ''  in  the  first  line  of  the  paragraph  marked 
Thirdly. 

Second  Proposed  Change, — On  page  48,  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  modify  the  paragraph  marked  Fourthly, 
to  read  as  follows :  Fourthly,  "  To  maintain  our  testi- 
mony for  the  free  ministry  of  the  Grospel,  by  avoiding 
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the  assistance  of  priest  or  minister  in  aooomplishing  this 
solemn  engagement." 

Third  Proposed  Change. — On  page  53,  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  strike  out  the  whole  of  the  third  paragraph 
which  is  as  follows : 

"  Let  those  of  our  members  be  admonished  who  keep 
company  with  persons  not  of  our  Society  in  order  for 
marriage,  or  who  are  present  themselves  or  consent  to 
their  children  being  present  at  marriages  of  those  not  in 
membership,  which  are  accomplished  by  the  assistance 
of  a  priest  or  hireling  minister." 

Fourth  Proposed  Change.  —  Modify  the  paragraph 
commencing  at  the  bottom  of  page  53  and  ending  on 
page  54,  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  to  read  as  follows : 
"  When  any  of  our  members  accomplish  their  marriage 
with  those  not  in  membership  with  us,  by  the  assistance 
of  a  priest  or  minister,  they  should  be  treated  with  for 
the  violation  of  our  testimonies.  If  it  shall  appear, 
from  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, that  the  party  sympathizes  with  Friends  in  their 
testimonies,  expects  to  attend  our  meetings,  and  is  desir- 
ous of  retaining  a  right  of  membership.  Monthly  Meet- 
ings may  be  at  liberty  to  retain  such  members  on  a  satis- 
factory report  from  the  committee. 

"If,  however,  the  report  of  the  committee  does  not 
satisfy  the  meeting  they  may  be  released  from  member- 
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ship,  and  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  minute  releasing 
them  and  informe<l  of  their  right  of  appeal," 

Fifth  Proposed  Change. — Modify  the  second  para- 
graph on  page  54,  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  to  read  as 
follows :  "  If  any  member  of  our  Society  accomplish 
his  or  her  marriage  without  the  approbation  of  the 
Monthly  Meeting,  and  it  shall  appear  by  a  report  from 
the  overseers  tfiat  no  improper  conduct  or  breach  of  our 
testimonies  has  taken  place,  and  that  the  party  expects 
to  attend  our  meetings  and  is  desirous  of  retaining  a  right 
of  membership.  Monthly  Meetings  may  be  at  liberty  to 
retain  such  member  without  requiring  a  written  acknowl- 
edgment. But  when  it  is  found  that  any  who  have 
married  out  of  our  order  do  not  expect  to  attend  our 
meetings,  they  may  be  released  from  membership  and 
furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  minute  releasing  them ; 
or,  when  lx)th  parties  are  amenable  to  our  Discipline, 
and,  after  care  has  been  extended,  they  are  not  prepared 
to  make  satisfactory  explanation  in  writing,  they  are  to 
be  released  from  membership." 

Sixth  Proposed  Change, — Modify  the  last  paragraph 
of  the  article  on  marriages,  beginning  at  the  bottom  of 
page  54,  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  to  read  as  follows : 
*'  If  any  person  not  a  member  of  any  religious  society 
proposes  to  marry  one  in  membership  with  us,  he  or  she 
may  make  application  to  the  men  and  women  overseers 
of  the  Monthly  Meeting  to  which  the  member  belongs, 
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when,  if  the  overseers  are  satisfied,  the  prt)posals  of  mar- 
riage may  be  laid  before  the  meeting  in  the  usual  form, 
and  the  meeting  shall  make  inquiry,  and  have  the  same 
care  and  oversight  of  the  marriage,  and  j>roeeed  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  Discipline  where  both  are  members 
of  the  same  Monthly  Meeting.  But  these  proceedings 
shall  not  give  a  right  of  membership  to  such  persons 
or  to  their  offspring.'' 

Seventh  Proposed  Change, — Change  the  first  paragraph 
on  page  108,  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  to  read  as 
follows :  "  In  all  cases  where  a  meeting  is  about  to  re- 
lease or  disown  a  member,  let  such  member,  if  the  occa- 
sion and  his  or  her  situation  will  admit  of  it,  be  previously 
informed  thereof,  and  when  the  judgment  of  the  meeting 
is  issued  let  a  copy  thereof  be  delivered  to  the  party 
released  or  testified  against,  with  notification  of  his  or 
her  right  of  appeal." 

Eighth  Proposed  Change, — On  page  91,  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  strike  out  the  words,  "  Priest's  Wages  or 
Hireling  Ministry,"  and  substitute  therefor  the  words, 
"  Free  Ministry  of  the  Gospel." 

Ninth  Proposed  Change, — On  page  9',  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  change  the  last  paragraph  to  read  as 
follows :  '^And  it  is  advised  that  when  any  of  our  mem- 
bers contribute  to  the  support  of  a  ministry  at  variantje 
with  this  testimony,  and  vindicate  their  conduct,  they  be 
tenderly  laboral  with  to  convince  them  of  their  error, 
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such  conduct  being  opposed  to  the  free  ministry  of  the 
Gospel,  which  is  '  without  money  and  without  price/  " 

Tenth  Proposed  Change, — Modify  the  First  Query  by 
striking  out  the  words,  "sleeping  and  of  other,"  so  that 
the  last  clause  thereof  will  read  as  follows:  "And  are 
Friends  clear  of  all  unbecoming  behavior  therein  ?" 

Elei'enth  Proposed  Change. — Change  the  8ixth  Query 
so  that  the  first  two  paragraphs  shall  read  as  follows: 
"  Do  you  maintain  a  faithful  testimony  for  the  free  min- 
istry of  the  Gospel ;  against  oaths,  etc  ?" 

The  following  proposition  contained  in  the  Report 
from  Bucks  Quarterly  Meeting  was  read,  and  it  was  con- 
cluded on  consideration  thereof  to  refer  the  subject  as 
therein  expressed  to  the  same  Friends  appointed  on  the 
proposition  from  Philadelphia  Quarterly  Meeting. 

"  The  joint  Committee  of  men  and  women  Friends, 
appointed  at  last  meeting,  to  whom  was  referred  the  sub- 
ject of  an  addition  to  our  Discipline  as  brought  up  from 
Bristol  and  Makefield  Monthly  Meetings,  recently  met, 
and  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  whole  subject, 
and  a  free  interchange  of  sentiment,  were  very  generally 
united  in  proposing  the  following  to  be  added  to  the 
paragraph  on  page  21  of  our  present  book  of  Discipline 
either  in  this  language  or  such  form  as  may  be  thought 
proper  or  applicable. 

"  But  if  any  of  our  members  go  beyond  the  limits  of 
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all  Monthly  Meetings  and  remain  away  for  a  period  of 
three  years  without  keeping  up  any  correspondence  with 
the  Meetings  they  are  members  of,  or  in  any  way  show- 
ing an  interest  in  the  Society,  Monthly  Meetings  are  at 
liberty  after  report  has  been  made  by  the  overseers  that 
due  care  has  been  taken  in  their  cases,  to  make  a  minute 
stating  that  such  persons  are  not  to  be  considered  mem- 
bers until  they  make  application  and  are  received  as 
convinced  persons/^ 

The  following  proposition  contained  in  the  report  from 
Burlington  Quarterly  Meeting  was  read  and  referred  to 
the  same  Friends  appointed  on  the  propositions  from 
Philadelphia,  and  one  from  each  of  our  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings was  added  to  that  Committee : 

"  In  pursuance  of  suggestions  by  the  Committee  on 
Deficiencies,  as  shown  in  the  report  to  our  late  Yearly 
Meeting,  this  Meeting  with  the  view  of  incorporating 
some  of  said  suggestions  in  our  Discipline  is  united  in 
proposing  that  such  change  or  addition  shall  be  made  to 
it  as  will  permit  Preparative  and  Monthly  Meetings  to 
recognize  and  as  way  may  open  extend  a  guarded  care 
over  the  First-day  schools  within  their  limits ;  also  to 
regulate  the  holding  of  meetings  for  religious  improve- 
ment, that  may  be  held  at  the  close  of  meetings  for  wor- 
ship or  by  appointment. 

"  Also  to  provide  that  children,  when  one  parent  is  a 
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member,  shall,  if  both  parents  consent  thereto,  be  recorded 
as  members  of  our  religious  Society." 

Twdfih  of  the  Month  and  Third  of  the  Week. 

The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  this  sitting  in  the 
consideration  of  the  First  and  Second  Queries  and  (he 
replies  thereto  as  furnished  by  our  several  subordinate 
meetings.     Summary  answers  were  adopted. 

A  deep  exercise  prevailed  on  account  of  the  con- 
dition amongst  us  in  relation  to  the  due  maintenance 
of  the  important  testimonies  embraced  therein.  Much 
encouragement  was  extended  for  the  more  faith  fill 
attendance  of  our  religious  meetings,  and  to  seek  prayer- 
fully, when  thus  assembled,  for  that  condition  in  which 
they  may  be  held  in  the  power  of  God. 


Third  Day  —Afternoon. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Queries  were  read  and  con- 
sidered, together  with  the  answers  thereto,  from  the 
several  subordinate  meetings,  and  Summary  answers  were 
adopted. 

The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  this  sitting  in  the 
considemtion  of  the  interesting  subjects  embraced  in 
these  Queries. 
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Thirteenth  of  the  Month  and  Fourth  of  the  Week. 

The  Meeting  was  engaged  during  this  sitting  in  the 
consideration  of  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Queries,  and  the 
replies  thereto  from  our  respective  constituent  branches. 
Summary  answers  were  adopted. 

Fourth  Day — Afteimoon, 

The  Seventh,  Eighth  and  Ninth  Queries  were  read 
and  considered  together  with  the  answers  thereto,  from 
the  respective  Quarterly  and  Half  Year's  Meetings. 
Summary  answers  were  adopted. 

The  Summary  answers  to  all  the  Queries  as  adopted 
by  the  Meeting,  were  directed  to  be  recorded. 

The  Three  Annual  Queries  were  read,  with  the 
answers  thereto,  and  the  following  Summaries,  compiled 
from  the  reports,  were  adopted. 

An>iwei'  to  First  Annual  Query. — Concord  informs 
that  the  time  of  meeting  at  Wilmington  on  First-day 
mornings  has  been  changed  from  10  to  11  o'clock. 

Cain. — The  Mid-week  meeting  at  Cain  has  been  dis- 
continued from  First  month,  Ist,  to  Fiftli  month,  1st, 
except  Preparative  Meeting  week. 
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H^es^em.— Centre  Monthly  Meeting  is  now  held  at 
Hockessin  instead  of  alternating  between  Centre  and 
Hockessin,  as  heretofore. 

Burlington  informs  that  Chesterfield  Monthly  Meet- 
ing, formerly  held  alternately  at  Crosswicks  and  Trenton 
has  been  changed  to  meet  alternately  at  Crosswicks, 
Trenton  and  Bordentown.  At  Crosswicks  in  the  First^ 
Fourth,  Seventh  and  Tenth  months;  at  Trenton  in 
Second,  Fifth,  Eighth  and  Eleventh  months,  and  at  Bor- 
dentown in  Third,  Sixth,  Ninth  and  Twelfth  months. 

The  hour  for  gathering  at  the  indulged  Meeting  held 
at  Burlington  has  been  changed  from  10  A.  M.  to  2^ 
o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Mid-week  meeting  at  Mount  Holly  the  week  of 
the  Quarterly  Meeting  has  been  omitted,  holding  the 
Preparative  Meeting  that  would  occur  at  that  time  the 
preceding  week. 

Hdddonfield. — All  the  meetings  at  Evesham  have 
been  discontinued,  and  the  Quarterly  Meeting  formerly 
held  at  that  place  in  the  Ninth  month  will  hereafter  be 
held  at  Moorestown, 

ScUeni. — The  Mid-week  Meeting  at  AUoways  Creek 
has  been  discontinued  except  on  Preparative  and  Monthly 
Meeting  days. 
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Fishing  Creek, — The  hour  for  gathering  at  Fishing 
Creek  has  been  changed  from  11  to  10  o'clock,  at  all 
our  meetings.  The  meetings  for  worship  at  Bear  Gap 
are  now  held  at  the  house  of  Perry  John,  from  Tenth 
month  1st,  to  Fourth  month  1st,  at  11  o'clock.  Those 
for  discipline  at  the  same  place  from  the  Twelfth  to  the 
Fourth  month,  inclusive. 

The  title  of  the  Meeting  known  by  the  name  of 
Shamokin  has  been  changed  to  Bear  Gap. 

Answer  to  Second  Annual  Query. — We  have  39 
schools  reported,  superintended  by  Committees  appointed 
either  in  the  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meetings,  employ- 
ing 119  teachers,  89  of  whom  are  in  membership  with 
us.  The  pupils  of  35  of  these  schools  attend  Mid- 
week meeting  with  their  teachers.  Reports  so  far  as 
received  indicate  that  they  are  attended  by  2,697  pupils, 
689  of  whom  ar«  in  membership  with  us,  and  293  have 
one  parent  a  member. 

An^swer  to  Tlurd  Annual  Query. — They  are. 

During  the  (K)nsideration  of  the  Second  Annual  Query 
and  the  answers  thereto,  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Education  and  Schools  was  read  and  their  labors 
approved. 

They  are  continued  and  encouraged  to  extend  further 
labor  in  this  interesting  concern  as  way  may  open. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  and 

SCHOOUB. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

It  has  been  the  effort  of  this  Committee  during  the 
past  year,  as  heretofore,  to  endeavor  to  awaken  in  the 
minds  of  Friends  a  true  estimate  of  the  value  of  a 
guarded  religious  education  for  their  children.  This 
has  been  done  by  the  visits  of  committees  to  the  schools, 
by  meetings  held  with  the  School  Committees  and  with 
parents  and  concerned  Friends,  and  by  the  holding  of 
conferences  with  teachers.  School  Committees  and  others. 

Teachers,  as  substitutes  or  assistants,  have  been  sup- 
plied when  wanted,  and  lectures  on  scientific  and  kin- 
dred subjects  have  been  delivered  at  stated  times  to 
nearly  all  of  the  schools;  and  a  series  of  twelve  "Talks 
for  Teachers,'*  each  an  hour  in  length,  were  given  in  the 
Central  School  Building,  and  were  well  attended. 

We  are  led  to  believe  the  interest  in  the  subject  is  • 
increasing;  one  gratifying  evidence  of  this,  being  the 
continued  large  attendance  at  the  conferences  and  lec- 
tures held  at  Fifteenth  and  Race  streets,  Philadelphia, 
where  the  different  methods  of  good  school  work  and 
school  ethics  have  been  considered. 

The  schools  under  the  care  of  Monthly  and  Prepara- 
tive  Meetings    number    thirty-nine,   one   new   School 
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having  been  started  since  our  last  report ;  these  are  in  a 
good  degree  satisfactory. 

There  are  twenty-nine  Monthly  Meetings  out  of  a 
total  of  fifty-one,  and  sixty-eight  Preparative  Meetings 
out  of  a  total  of  ninety-one,  that  have  no  schools  within 
their  limits.  Whilst  this  may  to  some  present  a  discour- 
aging aspect,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  in  many  of  the 
Meetings  the  very  small  number  of  children  of  school 
age,  will  not  justify  the  opening  of  a  school ;  in  such 
cases  the  query  naturally  arises  and  has  been  a  subject 
of  living  concern  whether  Quarterly  Meetings  should 
not  in  some  way  supply  the  deficiency,  either  by  encour- 
aging home  or  family  schools,  or  by  establishing  a  board- 
ing school  for  one  or  more  Quarterly  Meetings,  or  by 
assisting  the  members  of  these  small  Meetings  to  send 
their  children  to  some  well-conducted  day  school  among 
Friends,  where  board  could  be  Had  with  Friends  of  the 
locality. 

In  the  selection  of  teachers,  there  is  need,  we  think 
for  increased  care  that  those  only  should  be  employed 
who,  in  a  good  measure,  sympathize  with  the  views  we 
profess,  and  understand  and  value  our  important  tes- 
timonies. To  such  teachers  we  would  ask  Friends  to 
manifest  a  greater  liberality  in  their  compensation. 

We  sincerely  believe  that  upon  the  careful  training 
and  guarded  religious  education  of  our  youth,  both  in 
the  home  and  in  the  school- room,  depends  not  only  the 
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best  welfare  of  the  children,  but  largely  the  future 
growth  and  strength  of  our  Society. 

Next  in  importance  to  the  selection  of  teachers,  is  tlie 
appointment  by  the  Meetings  of  intelligent,  harmoni- 
ously working  School  Committees;  they  should  be 
(chosen  for  their  fitnass  for  the  j)osition,  and  be  asked 
and  exi>ected  to  attend  to  their  appointment  with  regu- 
larity and  diligence. 

We  also  think  it  a  matter  of  the  highest  importance 
that  parents  and  guardians  should  carefully  watch  over 
their  children  while  attending  school,  to  see  that  no 
improper  influences  are  operating  to  undo  the  work  of 
the  school-room ;  unprofitable  reading,  late  hours  and 
exciting  entertainments  are  to  be  avoided,  to  enable  both 
the  body  and  the  mind  of  the  child  to  properly  develop. 

The  importance  of  industrial  education  is  claiming 
the  serious  attention  of  prominent  educators  of  the 
present  day,  and  we  find  there  is  much  in  the  subject 
worthy  of  the  notice  of  Friends ;  by  the  above  title  we 
do  not  understand  that  trades  are  to  be  learned,  but 
that  the  children,  both  girls  and  boys,  should,  as  a 
part  of  their  school  education,  be  taught  the  form  and 
construction  of  ordinary  tools,  how  to  keep  them  in 
order,  and  how  to  use  them  with  judgment ;  this  would 
serve  the  double  purpose  of  giving  valuable  training  to 
the  muscles  and  a  knowledge  of  mechanical  appliances 
which  would  continue  with  them  through  life,  and  in 
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many  ways  serve  to  increase  their  usefulness  and  self- 
reliance,  as  well  as  to  aid  in  \:heir  intellectual  develop- 
ment; it  might  also  be  the  means  of  relieving,  in  a 
measure,  the  strain  on  the  physical  system  and  promote 
the  betler  health  of  tlie  pupils.  To  inaugurate  these  new 
methods  will  no  doubt  be  attended  with  some  difficulty, 
but  we  ask  for  them  thoughtful  consideration. 

It  may  be  worth  while  here  to  add  that  in  the  report 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting^s  Committee  on  Education  in 
the  year  1834  (more  than  fifty  years  ago)  occurs  the 
following  passage,  viz. :  "  Some  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  subject  of  manual  labor  in  literary  institu- 
tions, and  it  is  believed  that  this  system  possesses  many 
advantages  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  simplicity  of 
our  religious  profession ;  the  tendency  thereof  is  to  pre- 
serve the  health  of  the  students  *  *  *  by 
forming  habits  of  industry  and  regularity  which  are 
applied  to  their  studies." 

Orders  have  been  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  for  our  expenses  for  the  year  to  the 
amount  of  $1,858.60.

The  attention  of  the  Meeting  was  called  to  the  report 
of  the  "Committee  on  Deficiencies,"  referred  by  minute  of 
last  year  to  our  attention.  After  some  time  spent 
thereon,  it  was  concluded  to  defer  the  further  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  thus  introduced  until  our  next  sitting. 

Fifteenth  of  the  Month  and  Sixth  of  the  Week, 

The  report  of  the  "Committeeon  Deficiencies,"  referred 
by  minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting  to  the  attention  of 
this,  was  read,  and  claimed  the  attention  of  the  meeting. 
During  the  consideration  thereof  the  meeting  was  intro- 
duced into  a  concern  on  account  of  the  existence  and 
organization  of  First-day  schools  amongst  us,  and  the 
advan*age  that  might  be  expected  to  accrue  to  the  young 
and  rising  generation  from  the  efforts  of  concerned 
Friends  in  this  direction. 

The  following  minute  was  read,  approved  and  directed 
to  be  published  in  the  Extracts : 

"  The  subject  of  the  guarded  religious  education  of 
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our  youth  having  claimed  the  attention  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting,  for  many  years  past,  in  conmection  with  the 
ordinary  school  education  so  important  in  the  afiairs  of 
life,  it  has  been  deemed  of  great  impoVtance  by  many  of 
our  members,  in  different  parts  of  our  Yearly  Meeting, 
to  gather  the  children  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  to 
train  them,  as  expressed  in  our  Discipline,  ^  in  the  know- 
ledge of  their  duty  to  God  and  on(i  toward  another/ 

"  Friends  are  encouraged  to  embrace  every  right  open- 
ing that  may  be  presented  to  gather  the  children  as  well 
on  the  first  day  of  the  week  as  at  other  times,  to  pre- 
serve them  in  the  simplicity  of  our  religious  profession, 
and  instil  into  their  tender  minds,  step  by  step  as  they 
mature  in  years,  the  testimonies  of  Divine  Truth  as  held 
by  us.  Monthly  Meetings  are  encouraged,  as  way  may 
open,  to  give  attention  and  judicious  care  to  this  concern, 
so  apparent  amongst  us,  and,  by  the  appointment  of  suit- 
able committees,  or  otherwise,  to  extend  aid  and  encour- 
agement thereto/' 

The  following  report  from  the  same  Committee,  of 
their  labors  during  the  past  year,  was  read,  accepted, 
directed  to  be  published  with  the  Extracts,  and  referred 
to  the  consideration  of  our  members : 
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To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
the  deficiencies  apparent  amongst  us,  to  inquire  into  the 
causes  thereof,  and  to  extend  labor  as  way  may  open  in 
the  Truth,  report  that  they  have  lield  six  meetings 
during  the  year,  each  consisting  of  a  morning  and  after- 
noon session.  The  average  attendance  has  been  fifty-five. 

The  deliberations  of  the  Committee  have  but  confirmed 
the  views  and  suggestions  presented  in  their  last  year's 
report 

Considerable  time  has  been  devoted  to  further  inquiry 
into  the  causes  of  deficiencies  apparent  amongst  us. 

Some  of  the  more  prominent  of  these  causes  we  find 
to  be: 

A  lack  of  faithfulness,  as  manifested  both  in  an  indi- 
vidual and  collective  capacity ;  a  want  of  a  greater  mani- 
festation of  spiritual  life  in  expression  and  sympathy, 
and  resting  too  often  in  a  dead  formality. 

A  lack  of  brotherly  interest  and  parental  oversight 
on  the  part  of  our  Society  concerning  its  members  for 
their  best  welfare. 

Insufficient  home  instruction  in  the  principles  and  tes- 
timonies of  our  Religious  Society. 

A  manifest  want  of  a  proper  recognition  of  our  obli- 
gations to  each  other  as  members  of  an  organization, 
and  of  the  duty  which  each  member  owes  to  every  other 
member  and  to  the  whole  body,  as  well  as  of  the  care 
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and  tender  regard  which  our  Society  should  exercise  for 
the  welfare  of  every  individual  member. 

The  idea  of  subjection  to  our  written  law,  and  to  the 
administration  thereof,  has  in  many  instances  been  sup- 
planted by  independent  thought  and  action,  which  the 
public  sentiment  of  this  day  does  much  to  encourage, 
and  the  well-known  liberality  and  patience  of  Friends 
does  little  to  restrain.  Amusements  and  customs  not  in 
accordant  e  with  the  spirit  of  our  Discipline  cause  those 
who  indulge  in  them  to  lose  their  taste  for  the  plain  truths 
which  God  reveals  unto  us  by  His  Spirit,  and  weakens  the 
desire  to  wait  upon  the  I^rd  for  a  renewal  of  strength. 

The  absence  of  religious  concern  and  a  disposition  to 
l>e  critical  only  results  in  weakness  and  declension, 
which  can  only  be  arrested  by  lending  a  loving,  helping 
hand  in  building  up  the  waste  places. 

Through  a  sub-Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
twenty-eight  meetings  have  been  visited  since  last  report, 
as  follows:  at  Catawissa  (including  Roaring  Creek 
Monthly  Meeting  and  an  appointed  evening  meeting);  at 
Fishing  Creek  (including  the  Monthly  Meeting,  Half- 
Year's  Meeting,  Youth's  Meeting  and  an  evening  meet- 
ing); at  Alloway's  Creek  and  Greenwich,  in  Salem 
Quarterly  Meeting,  besides  visiting  nearly  all  the  families 
l)elonging  thereto,  completing  the  work  in  Salem  Quar- 
ter; Abington,  Byl>erry,  Warminster  and  Upper  Dub- 
lin, completing  the  work  in  Abington  Quarter ;  all  the 
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meetings  and  a  number  of  the  families  in  Southern  Quar- 
terly Meeting;  West  Chester,  Birmingham,  Goshen, 
Willistown,  Newtown  and  Providence,  in  Concord  Quar- 
ter; Race  Street,  Green  Street,  German  town,  Valley,  and 
Reading,  in  Philadelphia  Quarter;  and  Croeswicks,  in 
Burlington  Quarter.  These  with  the  seventeen  previ- 
ously reported  make  forty-five  meetings  attended  by 
rmilarly  organized  appointment,  and  many  others  by 

^Hpridual  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

▼^Many  members  of  the  Committee  feeling  it  was  not 
within  our  province  to  take  up  questions  in  reference  to 
change  of  discipline,  we  have  not  united  on  any  new 
l>roposition8  requiring  action  of  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
except  to  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following,  as 
recommendations  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Feeling  the  importance  of  the  advice  in  our  Disci- 
pline that,  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  our  meetings. 
Friends  should  endeavor  to  manage  them  with  forbear- 
ance and  love  of  each  other,  we  believe  it  right  to 
recommend  that  those  who  may  feel  a  concern  for  the 
adoption  of  any  measure,  after  having  fully  expressed 
their  views,  should  not  manifest  an  over  anxious  care 
whether  they  prevail,  and  that  those  who  may  not  feci  pre- 
pared for  the  adoption  of  a  proposition  shall  not  endea- 
vor to  prevent  its  success  by  undue  opposition,  but  after 
having  spoken,  submit  to  the  generally  expressed  views 
of  the  Meeting. 
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As  many  of  our  members  may  be  r^arded  as  nominal 
members  only,  never  having  adopted  by  conviction  the 
important  testimonies  Friends  have  been  called  upon  to 
uphold,  a  concern  rests  with  us  to  advise  Friends  not  to 
be  unduly  discouraged  by  the  deficiencies  in  the  answers 
to  the  queries,  but  rather  be  incited  to  increased  endea- 
vors to  awaken  an  interest  in  those  who  have  not  as  yet 
felt  it  their  duty  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
our  Society  in  these  respects. 

We  believe  Friends  are  not  sufficiently  alive  to  the 
importance  of  furnishing  such  books  to  the  young  as 
will  be  interesting  and  at  the  same  time  instruct  them 
in  Friends'  views. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  declare  our  belief  that  commu- 
nion with  God,  and  the  realization  of  our  dependence 
upon  Divine  assistance,  together  with  a  full  conviction 
of  the  value  of  our  important  testimonies,  is  necessary 
to  enable  any  to  become  living  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends. 

The  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and 
sixty-six  cents  has  been  received  from  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting  to  meet  expenses  incident  to  the 
services  of  the  Committee.

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The  attention  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  was  called  to  the 
following  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee  to  our  last  Yearly  Meeting : 

"  Parents  are  supposed  to  be  concerned  for  their  chil- 
dren, and  to  give  them  counsel  on  religious  subjects,  but 
find  at  times  that  they  need  outward  assistance. 

"  Without  relieving  parents  of  their  responsibilhies, 
or  overseers  from  a  diligent  performance  of  their  duties, 
we  believe  much  good  would  result  from  the  appoint- 
ment by  Monthly  Meetings  of  standing  committees  to 
report  annually,  composed  of  persons  who  are  alive  to 
the  importance  of  their  appointment  to  visit  in  the  spirit 
of  love  their  members  from  time  to  time ;  to  correspond 
with  those  who  are  absent  and  encourage  all  to  the  per- 
formance of  their  religious  duties.  And  who  shall  be 
expected  to  look  after  the  children  as  they  are  growing 
up  to  maturity  and  manifest  an  interest  in  their  welfare, 
thus  endeavoring  to  aid  parents  in  bringing  their  chil- 
dren to  feel  an  increased  interest  in  our  religious  Society 
and  its  important  testimonies." 

Also  the  following  recommendation  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  same  Committee  to  this  Meeting: 

"Feeling  the  importance  of  the  advice  in  our  Disci- 
pline, that  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  our  Meeting, 
Friends  should  endeavor  to  manage  them  with  forbear- 
ance and  love  of  each  other,  we  believe  it  right  to  recom- 
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mend  that  those  who  may  feel  a  concern  for  the  adoption 
of  any  measure,  after  having  fully  expressed  their  views, 
should  not  manifest  an  over-anxious  care  whether  they 
prevail,  and  that  those  who  may  not  feel  prepared  for 
the  adoption  of  a  proposition  shall  not  endeavor  to  pre- 
vent its  success  by  undue  opfwsition,  but  after  having 
spoken  submit  to  the  generally  expressed  vie^vs  of  the 
Meeting." 

On  consideration  thereof  by  the  Meeting,  it  concluded 
to  adopt  these  two  recommendations  and  refer  the  same 
to  the  careful  attention  of  our  subordinate  meetings. 

The  concern  and  labors  of  this  Committee  have  been 
satisfactory  to  the  Meeting,  and  they  are  released  from 
further  care  in  relation  to  the  deficiencies  amongst  us, 
but  continued  for  the  purpose  of  considering  and  pro- 
])osing  to  our  next  sitting  the  names  of  a  suitable  com- 
mittee to  have  the  care  of  visiting  the  branches  of  this 
Yearly  Meeting  and  encouraging  Friends  in  a  more 
faithful  attention  to  the  requirements  of  our  Discipline 
and  upholding  and  sustaining  the  testimonies  of  our 
religious  Society. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  and  their  labors  ap- 
proved. They  are  continued  and  encouraged  to  further 
attention  to  this  concern  as  way  opens. 
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To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian 'Afiairs  reports  that 
there  has  been  but  little  for  it  to  do  during  the  past  year. 

Isaiah  Lightner,  the  last  of  the  Indian  Agents  ap- 
pointed by  Friends,  has  tendered  his  resignation,  to  take 
effect  upon  the  appointment  of  his  successor. 

An  Act  has  been  passed  by  Congress  providing  for  a 
sale  of  the  lands  of  the  Sac  and  Fox  and  Iowa  tribes  of 
Indians  in  Nebraska  if  they  shall  assent  thereto. 

The  Sacs  and  Foxes  have  almost  unanimously  voted 
against  a  sale.  The  lowas  in  Nebraska  are  nearly 
equally  divided  upon  the  question,  but  it  is  believed 
that  those  in  the  Indian  Territory  will  probably  cause 
a  majority  in  its  favor. 

Should  a  sale  take  place  some  action  may  be  necesary 
to  protect  the  rights  of  these  Indians,  and  it  is  therefore 
suggested  that  the  Committee  be  continued  for  another 
year  to  give  such  attention  to  the  matter  as  may  be 
required.

The  Joint  Committee  on  Intoxicating  Beverages  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  accepted. 
They  are  continued  and  encouraged  to  extend  further 
labor  therein  as  way  may  open. 
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Report  op  the  Joint  Committee  on  Temperance 
AND  Intoxicating  Beverages. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  Joint  Committee  of  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meet- 
ing on  the  subjects  of  Temperance  and  Intoxicating 
Beverages,  in  presenting  this  their  fourth  annual  report, 
feel  the  deep  responsibility  of  the  work  assigned  them, 
and  have  endeavored  to  perform  it  as  the  light  of  truth 
directed. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  committee  have  been  regularly 
held,  with  a  fair  average  attendance. 

Much  valuable  literature  on  the  subject  of  Temperance 
has  been  purchased,  under  the  care  of  an  examining 
committee,  and  placed  at  Friends'  Book  Store  for 
gratuitous  circulation  by  Friends. 

The  Committee  on  Legislative  Work  prepared  and 
forwarded  an  appeal  to  the  Legislatures  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  Jersey  and  Delaware,  asking  the  passage  of 
a  bill  requiring  instruction  in  the  Public  Schools  as  to 
the  physiological  and  hygienic  effect  of  stimulants  and 
narcotics  on  the  human  system,  and  that  no  certificate 
shall  be  granted  after  Ninth  month  1st,  1885,  to  any 
person  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  the  Commonwealth  or 
State,  who  shall  not  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
physiology  and  hygiene,  with  particular  reference  to  the 
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effect  of  alcoholic  drinks  and  narcotics  upon  the  human 
system.  This  bill,  greatly  to  our  encouragement,  has 
become  a  law  in  Pennsylvania;  it  failed  to  pass  in  New 
Jersey  and  Delaware.  An  appeal  was  prepared,  urging 
the  submitting  to  the  voters  of  Pennsylvania  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution,  in  prohibiting  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages.  While  meet- 
ing our  full  approval,  it  was  not  thought  to  be  within 
the  limits  of  our  appointment  to  act  thereon,  and  it  is 
decided  to  leave  it  to  the  coming  Yearly  Meeting  for  its 
action. 

The  sub-committees,  assisted  by  co-operative  com- 
mittees in  eight  Quarterly  Meetings,  have  given  faithful 
attention  to  the  work  in  its  various  branches.  Fifty 
public  conferences  and  two  all-day  meetings  have  been 
held  under  the  care  of  these,  and  a  large  number  of 
committee  meetings. 

An  out-door  children's  meeting  was  held  within  the 
limits  of  one  of  our  Quarters,  in  which  all  the  First-day 
schools  belonging  thereto  participated.  It  was  very 
largely  attended  by  those  of  all  ages,  and  was  a  deeply 
interesting  and  instructive  occasion. 

Temperance  literature  and  illustrated  charts  have  been 
widely  distributed ;  one  report  states  having  circulated 
over  twenty-two  thousand  (22,958)  pages.  Much  labor 
has  been  performed  in  this  branch  throughout  our  limits. 
We  believe  these  silent  but  potent  messengers  have 
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readied  many  whose  attention  might  not  otherwise  have 
been  drawn  to  this  subject. 

We  have  encouraging  reports  of  increased  work  on 
Temperance  in  the  First-day  schools,  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  charts  and  lesson-books  in  many  day  schools 
relative  to  the  subject. 

The  political  aspect  of  this  question  has  received  calm 
attention.  Many  feel  that  while  our  Grovernraent  is  a 
ready  recipient  of  the  enormous  profits  of  the  liquor 
traffic,  that  the  Temperance  question  cannot  be  fairly 
considenxl  without  this  phase;  but  in  so  doin^  charity 
and  Christian  forbearance  one  toward  another  must  be 
observcil. 

We  earnestly  discourage  the  custom  of  drinking  beer, 
cider  and  other  fermented  liquors,  believing  it  to  be  a 
primary  cause  leading  to  intemperance.  The  complete 
success  of  the  righteous  cause  of  Temperance  will  only 
l>e  realized  by  total  abstinence  in  the  individual,  and 
absolute  prohibition  by  the  State. 

The  prevalent  use  of  tobacco,  especially  among  the 
young,  has  l)een  a  cause  of  concern  with  many  Friends, 
and  we  have  labored  to  discourage  it,  as  we  believe  it  to 
be  injurious  in  itself,  dwarfing  the  moral,  intellectual 
and  physical  growth,  and  to  have  a  tendency  to  promote 
a  thirst  for  strong  drink;  it  is  difficult  to  separate  the 
two  evils  without  obstructing  the  progress  of  our  work. 

Orders  have  been  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  to  the 
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amount  of  $137.63,  which  has  been  largely  supplemented 
in  some  Quarters  by  funds  raised  within  their  own 
limits. 

We  pause  at  the  close  of  another  year,  looking  back- 
ward with  gratitude,  and  forward  with  hope  that  through 
the  righteousne^  of  tlis  work,  and  under  the  guidance 
of  our  Heaven'y  Father,  we  may  go  on  with  renewed 
strength  of  purpcse  to  overcome  this  great  evil,  and, 
putting  "on  the  whole  armor  of  God,^'  become  His 
laborers  in  &ithful  service  in  this  important  work.

correspond. 

The  "  Committee  on  Deficiencies,"  continued  at  our  last 
sitting  to  consider  of  and  propose  the  names  of  a  suit- 
able number  of  Friends  to  take  charge  of  the  concern, 
to  visit  some  of  the  branches  of  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
and  to  encourage  Friends  in  the  more  faithful  attention 
to  the  requirements  of  our  Discipline,  and  upholding 
and  sustaining  the  testimonies  of  our  religious  Society, 
reported  the  names  of  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  who 
were  accordingly  appointed. 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  a  former  sitting,  to  con- 
sider the  propositions  brought  up  from  Philadelphia, 
Bucks  and  Burlington  Quarterly  Meetings,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  and,  upon  considera- 
tion thereof,  it  was  concluded  to  print  the  same  with  the 
Extracts,  and  to  refer  the  subject  to  the  consideration  of 
our  next  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  proposition  from  Burlington  Quarterly  Meeting 
was  returned  for  the  reason  stated  in  the  report. 
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To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends : 

The  joint  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  pro- 
posed changes  of  Discipline,  as  brought  forward  in  the 
reports  from  Philadelphia,  Bucks  and  Burlington  Quar- 
terly Meetings,  held  several  sessions  attended  by  nearly 
all  its  members. 

The  first,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eightli 
and  tenth  clauses  in  the  proposition  from  Philadelphia 
were  very  generally  united  with. 

The  second  and  eleventh  clauses  of  the  same  proposi- 
tion were  generally  united  with,  but  many  Friends 
feeling  unprepared  to  adopt  them  at  this  time,  the  sub- 
jects were  referred  for  the  further  consideration  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting. 

The  ninth  clause  of  the  same  proposition  was  con- 
sidered, but  not  united  with. 

The  proposition  from  Bucks  Quarterly  Meeting  was 
read  and  considered,  but  way  did  not  open  for  its  adop- 
tion at  this  time. 

The  propositions  from  Burlington  were  read  and  fa- 
vorably considered,  but  were  not  regarded  as  Ixjing  in 
the  proper  form  ibr  adoption.

The  following  minute,  embracing  some  of  the  exer- 
cises of  the  Meeting,  was  read  and  approved,  and  di- 
rected to  be  published  with  the  Extracts. 

Very  early  was  presented  the  declaration  "The 
name  of  the  Ix>rd  is  a  strong  tower,  the  righteous  run- 
neth unto  it  and  is  safe,"  and  the  earnest  desire  ex- 
pressed that  each  might  gather  to  this  name,  the  life  of 
Grod  in  the  soul,  that  we  might  be  enabled  to  realize 
that  state  to  which  the  prophet  adverted  "  I  will  get  me 
to  my  watch  tower  and  wait  and  hearken  and  hear  what 
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the  Lord  God  shall  say  unto  me,  in  order  that  I  may 
know  what  to  answer  when  I  am  reproved." 

In  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  Society,  we  were 
tenderly  exhorted  to  show  our  allegiance  to  our  Hea- 
venly Father  by  assembling  ourselves  together  for  the 
purpose  of  social  Divine  Worship,  which  was  declared 
by  the  eminent  Apostle  Paul  as  our  reasonable  service ; 
ever  remembering  "  it  is  not  by  might  nor  by  power  but 
by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts." 

That  only  as  this  Spirit  hath  i)lace  and  worketh  in  us 
shall  we  be  favored  to  realize  the  ability  to  fulfill  the 
exhortation  of  George  Fox  '*  hold  all  your  Meetings  in 
the  power  of  God." 

We  were  earnestly  called  to  that  exercise  of  spirit 
which  can  alone  lift  above  a  dead  formal  offering  and 
prepare  the  heart  for  the  inflow  of  that  wonderful  love 
that  can  truly  refresh  the  soul. 

The  subject  of  the  guarded  education  of  our  chil- 
dren was  impressively  introduced  and,  in  this  connec- 
tion, the  demoralizing  influence  of  a  corrupting  litera- 
ture was  feelingly  adverted  to.  A  deep  solicitude  prevailed 
that  the  principles  of  virtue  might  be  so  engrafted  in 
their  tender  minds  that  the  poison  of  vice  in  this  allur- 
ing form  may  not  be  instilled.  We  were  warned  of  the 
necessity  of  care  that  no  overweening  desire  for  great 
things  in  mental  attainments  should  lead  us  to  sacrifice 
the  physical  health  of  our  children.

An  exercise  prevailed  on  the  subject  of  the  use  of 
stimulants  and  narcotics.  We  were  exhorted  to  be 
faithful  to  our  testimonies  in  these  particulars,  that  no 
stumbling  blocks  be  placed  in  the  way  of  honest  in- 
quirers. 

We  were  feelingly  reminded  that,  although  there  is 
a  growth  in  religious  experience,  the  truth  of  God  ever 
remains  the  same :  it  is  only  by  obedience  to  our  Head 
and  Teacher,  Jesus  Christ,  "  the  Light  of  the  world,^' 
that  we  will  be  enabled  to  maintain  our  principles  and 
testimonies  and  become  living  members  of  the  true 
Church. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  assist  the  Clerks  in 
preparing  and  publishing  the  Extracts,  and  transcribing 
and  forwarding  the  epistles. 

During  the  several  sittings  of  this  our  Annual  As- 
sembly, the  precious  covering  of  Divine  love  and  power 
was  felt  to  be  around  us,  and  under  the  influence  thereof 
we  have  been  enabled  to  transact  the  business  that  has 
claimed  our  attention  in  brotherly  love. 

With  thankful  hearts  for  the  many  blessings  bestowed, 
we  now  conclude  to  meet  again  at  the  usual  time  next 
year,  if  consistent  with  the  Divine  will.

During  the  year  from  Fifth  month  1884,  to  Fifth 
month  11th,  1885,  1418  books  and  pamphlets  have 
been  distributed. 
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Memorial  Concerning  Patience  H.  Jenkins, 

Deceased. 
"  Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart  for  they  shall  see  God." 

Patience  H.  Jenkins,  the  subject  of  this  memorial, 
was  the  daughter  of  Ezekiel  Hunn  and  Tabitha  Newell 
his  wife,  of  Kent  County,  Delaware.  She  was  born  on 
the  23d  day  of  the  Eighth  month  1806. 

Her  parents  were  exemplary  members  of  the  religious 
Society  of  Friends,  and  by  precept  and  example  taught 
their  children  the  beauty  of  holiness. 

At  an  early  age  they  were  deprived  by  death  of  a 
mother's  tender  care,  whose  place  was  in  a  measure  sup- 
plied by  a  maternal  aunt  to  whom  the  children  were 
closely  bound. 

The  seeds  of  truth  and  righteousness,  sown  in  early 
life  in  the  heart  of  our  friend,  were  destined  to  grow  and 
bring  forth  abundant  fruit. 

Fragile  in  constitution  and  affectionate  in  di8|K)sition, 
the  death  of  a  beloved  father,  as  she  was  merging  into 
womanhood,  caused  grief  which  almost  overwhelmed 
her. 

In  a  short  account  of  her  life,  written  by  herself,  she 
says :  "In  my  loneliness  I  often  prayed  to  die  and  join 
my  precious  father." 

After  her  earthly  prop  had  been  removed,  she  felt 
more  the  need  of  strength  from  an  all-sustaining  Ebtnd, 
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and  with  meekness  and  faith  submitted  to  its  guidance, 
which  leads  unerringly  to  peace. 

In  eariy  life  she  was  united  in  marriage  to  Greorge 
W.  Jenkins  of  Camden,  Delaware,  with  whom  she  lived 
in  much  unity  until  he  was  removed  by  death  in  1833, 
leaving  her  with  two  little  daughters. 

In  1835  she  was  united  in  marriage  with  Jabez  Jen- 
kins, of  Camden,  Delaware,  a  widower  with  four  chil- 
dren. The  joint  families  increased  the  care  and  responsi- 
bility of  the  mother,  still  comparatively  young  in  years, 
but  love  was  the  household  government,  and  ever  and 
always  were  the  interests  of  her  adopted  children  con- 
sidered as  those  of  her  own. 

Obedience  to  the  Divine  will,  brought  to  her  increased 
spiritual  strength  to  follow  the  leadings  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  which  was  her  souls'  desire.  But  when  the 
command  was  given  her  to  preach  the  glad  tidings  of 
salvation  to  the  children  of  men,  frail  humanity  shrank 
from  it ;  again  and  again  the  visitations  came,  when  she 
yielded  all  to  the  Father's  requirements  and  went  forth 
most  truly  a  messenger  of  "  Peace  on  earth,  good  will  to 
men.'' 

Her  first  appearance  in  the  ministry  was  very  im- 
pressive ;  with  a  countenance  almost  angelic,  she  solemnly 
said :  "  It  hath  been  shown  to  thee,  oh,  man !  what  the 
Lord,  thy  God  requireth  of  thee,  to  do  justly,  to  love 
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mercy,  and  walk  humbly  before  him;"  such  was  her 
aim  in  life. 

To  justice,  mercy  and  humility,  she  added  charity  that 
thinketh  no  evil,  forbearance  and  benevolence,  while  her 
heart  overflowed  with  love  to  the  whole  human  family. 

In  1844  her  gift  in  the  ministry  was  acknowledged 
by  Camden  Monthly  Meeting  of  which  she  was  a  mem- 
ber. With  a  firm  reliance  on  the  Inward  Light,  the 
voice  of  God  in  the  soul,  she  calleil  us  to  follow  the 
Divine  Guidance;  to  feel  no  sacrifice  too  great  for  the 
peace  which  obedience  brings. 

Her  labors  seldom  extended  beyond  the  limits  of 
Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting,  but  for  more  than  forty 
years  she  ministered  most  acceptably  in  tlie  meetings 
composing  the  Southern  Quarterly  Meeting,  feeling 
there  was  more  need  for  her  in  the  places  where  "  the 
two  or  three  were  gathered  together." 

She  often  appointed  meetings  amongst  those  not  in 
membership  with  Friends  to  their  satisfaction  as  well  as 
to  her  own  peace.  Friends  as  well  as  those  not  of  her 
own  household  of  faith  always  found  comfort  and  hospi- 
tality beneath  the  roof  of  her  husband  and  herself,  and 
during  her  second  widowhood  the  same  genial  kindness 
was  extended  to  all.  The  sick  and  tlie  needy  were  her 
especial  care. 

Two  years  before  her  close  a  dearly  beloved  daughter 
was  removed  by  death.   The  trial  was  great  indeed ;  but 
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with  sweet  resignation  and  unwavering  faith  she  accepted 
it  from  the  hand  of  her  heavenly  Father,  and  the  re- 
sponse was,  "  Thy  will  be  done." 

Her  useful  life  closed  on  the  27th  day  of  the  Fourth 
month  1884,  in  the  seventy-ninth  year  of  her  age. 

During  the  two  weeks'  illness  which  preceded  it, 
spiritually  all  was  peace,  words  of  love  and  encourage- 
ment were  given  to  all.  When  the  summons  came, 
calmly  she  closed  her  eyes  on  earth,  and  we  doubt  not 
was  gathered  into  the  joy  of  her  Lord. 

On  the  30th  a  large  concourse  of  relatives  and  friends 
assembled  at  her  late  residence  to  pay  the  last  tribute. 
There  a  solemn  meeting  was  held,  and  fitting  words 
were  spoken  telling  of  the  usefulness  and  worth  of  her 
who  was  truly  "  a  mother  in  Israel.^'

The  propriety  of  this  Meeting  bearing  testimony  to 
the  humble  and  upright  life  of  one  who  for  half  a  century 
has  ^v^lked  in  and  out  before  us  will  not  be  questioned, 
for  "  the  path  of  the  just  is  as  a  shining  light." 

Caleb  Clothier,  the  son  of  Caleb  and  EUzabeth  J. 
Clothier,  was  born  near  Mount  Holly,  N.  J.,  on  the  8th 
day  of  the  Tenth  month,  1806. 

His  parents  were  consistent  members  of  our  religious 
Society,  and  were  concerned  to  bring  up  their  children 
in  accordance  with  our  profession.  His  mother  dying 
in  his  infancy,  he  was  placed  with  his  maternal  grand- 
mother until  he  was  four  years  of  age,  when  his  father 
married  again  and  he  returned  home. 

He  attended  the  schools  in  the  neighborhood,  but  at 
an  early  age  he  was  obliged  to  forego  the  advantages  of 
school  training  to  assist  his  father  in  business. 

At  about  the  age  of  sixteen  years  he  came  to  Phila- 
delphia and  was  apprenticed  to  Samuel  Shinn,  in  the 
building  and  bricklaying  business,  residing  with  him 
for  several  years.  He  always  referred  to  the  time  spent 
in  the  family  of  this  friend  with  great  satisfaction. 

By  his  industry  and  faithfulness  to  the  interests  of  his 
employer  and  his  correct  and  exemplary  life,  he  gained 
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the  respect  and  affection  of  those  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact.  Daring  his  boyhood  and  through  his  youth 
and  early  manhood  he  was  remarkably  preserved  from 
the  temptations  that  too  often  beset  the  young.  As  an 
instance  of  the  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  by  those 
who  knew  him  well,  his  employer  remarked  of  him  to  a 
firiend  on  one  occasion,  "  Behold  an  Israelite  indeed  in 
whom  is  no  guile." 

About  the  year  1830  he  entered  into  business  on  his 
own  account,  and  in  1832  he  married  Hannah  F., 
daughter  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth  Hallowell,  of  Abington, 
Montgomery  County,  Pa.  They  had  nine  children, 
seven  of  whom  survived  their  parents. 

He  was  early  interested  in  the  testimonies  of  our 
Society  and  took  an  active  part  in  Meetings  for  Dis- 
cipline. For  fifteen  years  he  served  our  Monthly  Meet- 
ing as  an  overseer,  and  in  1854  was  appointed  an  Elder, 
which  office  he  held  during  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
His  devotion  to  the  Society  he  loved  so  well,  his  gentle 
spirit  and  regard  for  the  feelings  of  others  mingled  with 
natural  dignity  and  firmness  of  character  eminently 
fitted  him  for  these  positions.  Thase  who  came  undei* 
his  mild  and  parental  discipline  felt  the  love  which  he 
always  manifested  and  the  gentleness  with  which  reproof 
when  necessary,  was  administered.  He  was  careful  not 
to  wound  the  feelings  of  his  friends  preferring  others  to 
himself.

In  1855  he  suffered  a  severe  domestic  affliction  in  the 
death  of  his  beloved  wife. 

He  was  early  an  earnest  worker  in  the  Anti-Slaveiy 
cause,  and  many  a  poor  fugitive  from  bondage  received 
his  active  and  material  aid. 

Although  his  circumstances  were  moderate  and  the 
expense  of  a  large  family  required  close  attention  to 
business,  he  was  seldom  absent  from  Meeting  when  it 
was  possible  to  attend,  not  sacrificing  religious  duties  for 
the  accumulation  of  wealth. 

In  1860  he  united  in  marriage  with  Anne  S.  Hunt, 
widow  of  John  J.  Hunt. 

For  fifty  years  he  had  never  missed  a  sitting  of  our 
Yearly  Meeting,  and  never  in  that  time  had  failed  to  be 
in  his  seat  before  the  opening  minute  was  read  nor  had 
he  left  until  the  clase. 

For  several  years  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  visiting 
neighboring  Meetings,  and  as  companion  for  his  wife 
(an  approved  minister)  he  attended  the  Yearly  Meetings 
of  Baltimore,  Indiana  and  Ohio. 

Few  Friends  throughout  the  Society  were  more  widely 
known.  He  served  the  Representative  Committee  as 
clerk  for  several  years,  and  at  different  times  was  clerk 
of  the  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings,  occupying  the 
latter  position  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 

His  genial  social  temperament  made  him  everywhere 
welcome  both  to  old  and  young. 
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In  the  latter  years  of  his  life  he  was  concerned  to 
speak  occasionally  in  our  Meetings  for  worship.  His 
communications  were  always  brief,  practical  and  attended 
with  much  feeling  and  found  a  response  in  the  minds  of 
many. 

He  strove  through  his  whole  life  to  live  in  humble 
imitation  of  his  Divine  Master  so  as  to  be  ready  for  the 
final  summons  whenever  it  might  come.  His  memory 
is  fragrant  and  precious  in  the  privacy  of  home  life  as 
well  as  in  the  large  circle  of  friends  with  whom  he 
associated. 

His  death  occurred  First  month  13th,  1881,  after 
some  weeks  of  intense  suffering.  The  funeral  took  place 
at  Fairhill,  First  month  1 6th,  after  a  solemn  Meeting 
at  Race  Street  Meeting-house,  where  testimony  was 
borne  to  the  purity  of  his  life.  "  Mark  the  perfect  man 
and  behold  the  upright  for  the  end  of  that  man  is  peace."

Monthly  Meeting. 

The  Epistles  from  our  sisters  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illi- 
nois and  Baltimore,  were  read.  These,  with  those  read 
in  the  morning  Meeting,  have  quickened  our  love  and 
sympathies  for  our  distant  sisters,  raising  the  gratitude 
of  our  hearts  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  uniting 
link  which  this  epistolary  correspondence  gives,  binding 
us  together  as  a  people.  To  essay  replies,  as  way  opens, 
to  these  epistles,  a  committee  was  appointed. 

The  word  of  counsel  has  circulated  in  our  midst,  call- 
ing us  from  a  rest  in  the  covenants  of  yesterday  to  the 
fresh  covenants  of  to-day.  That  to  be  "  a  man  of  Grod 
thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works"  there  must 
be  the  daily  drawing  of  strength  from  His  holy  foun- 
tain. Only  His  power  can  bestow  the  life-giving  germ 
that  will  produce  the  fruits  of  righteousness  and  peace. 
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Third-day  Morning,  Fifth  mo.  ISth. 

Proposed  changes  of  Discipline  have  been  received 
from  the  following  Meetings : 

From  Philadelphia  Monthly  Meeting,  approved  by 
Philadelphia  Quarterly  Meeting;  from  Chesterfield 
Monthly  Meeting,  approved  by  Burlington  Quarterly 
Meeting;  from  Bristol  and  Makefield  Monthly  Meet- 
ings, approved  by  Bucks  Quarterly  Meeting. 

It  was  the  judgment  of  this  Meeting  that  these  propo- 
sitions be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  from  each 
Quarterly  Meeting,  for  consideration,  this  committee  to 
report  to  a  future  session. 

An  interesting  and  encouraging  report  was  received 
and  read,  from  our  Educational  Committee,  which  was 
united  with  by  tliis  Meeting,  and  its  judgment  was,  to 
continue  the  Committee  for  further  labor.  Phebe  W. 
Foulke,  Elizabeth  A.  Taylor,  Abigail  R.  Paul  and 
Elizabeth  R.  Gillam  requesting  to  be  released,  their 
request  was  granted,  and  the  name  of  Cynthia  S.  Hol- 
comb  was  added  thereto. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  subject  of  education,  atten- 
tion was  called  to  the  necessity  of  careful  home  training. 
We  can  hardly  b^in  too  soon.  From  the  first  dawning 
of  the  intellect,  mothers  may  instil  and  foster  a  spirit  of 
gentleness  and  kindness  in  the  hearts  of  their  children 
by  their  manner  towards  them  and  all  others  in  their 
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presence.  Thus  they  may  grow  up  in  an  atmosphere  of 
love,  and  as  the  mind  develops  the  heart  may  expand, 
and  the  little  ones  be  early  induced  to  appreciate  the 
value  of  their  membership  among  Friends,  and  bear 
[latiently  any  restraints  that  may  be  thrown  around  them, 
l)elieving  that  it  is  for  their  own  good.  Thus  they  may 
carry  with  them  an  influence  for  good  to  those  with 
whom  they  may  come  in  contact,  and  help  to  support 
our  precious  testimonies  in  their  turn. 

Afternoon. 

The  state  of  Society  was  entered  upon  as  far  as  read- 
ing and  answering  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Queries. 
Deficiencies  are  very  apparent  amongst  us,  and  earnestly 
have  we  been  solicited  that  we  ask  individually  how 
much  we  have  increased  these  abatements  by  our  own 
unfaithfulness.  We  have  been  again  assured  that  as  we 
live  near  the  Divine  Spirit  we  will  see  and  be  qualified 
to  fill  our  places  in  the  maintenance  of  our  excellent 
testimonies,  which  are  as  a  hedge  around  the  members  of 
the  Society  of  Friends. 

Fourth-day  Morning^  Fifth  mo.  13th. 

The  Fourth  Query  and  its  answers  have  been  read 
and  considered.  Searching  appeals  were  made  to  us  to 
be  entirely  clear ;  to  have  lives  unblemished,  and  hands 
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ckan  of  any  complicity  in  the  manufacture  or  use  of 
intoxicating  liquors. 

In  connection  with  this  Query  a  comprehensive  report 
from  our  Joint  Committee  on  Temperance  was  read, 
which  claimed  our  earnest  consideration.  Much  unity 
was  expressed  with  this  report,  and  the  Committee  was 
onti  nued  for  further  service,  and  encouraged  to  labor 
faithfully  as  way  opens.  Matilda  E.  Janncy,  Elizabeth 
A.  Taylor,  Mary  T.  Watson,  Cynthia  8.  Holcomb  and 
Mary  Anna  Burrough  were  released  from  the  Committee, 
and  the  names  of  Lydia  Warrington,  Margaretta  Long- 
shore, Elizabeth  N.  Ashbridge,  Anna  K.  Way,  Matilda 
K.  Lobb,  Sarah  R.  Haines  and  Sarah  B.  Knowles  were 
added  thereto. 

The  attendance  of  places  of  diversion  has  called  forth 
a  fear  lest  such  indulgence  should  dissipate  our  religious 
impressions  and  we  lose  the  growth  of  our  best  life. 

Aftetinoon. 

We  had  a  visit  in  gospel  love  from  our  friend  Rol^ert 
Hatton. 

The  remaining  Queries  were  read,  and  answered,  and 
the  substance  of  all  the  answers  embraced  in  summaries 
which  were  approved  by  the  Meeting. 

We  were  encouraged  to  be  mindful  of  the  importance 
of  the  Fifth  Query ;  that  we  assist  those  who  desire  to 
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enter  into  business,  shielding  the  young  from  the  temp- 
tations to  which  they  are  sometimes  subjected  at  this  time. 

These  often  need  the  word  of  cheer  and  comfort,  which 
may  be  as  oil  cast  upon  the  troubled  waters. 

In  considering  the  Seventh  Query  we  were  exhorted 
not  only  to  live  within  the  bounds  of  our  circumstances, 
but  to  observe  a  true  simplicity  in  our  daily  lives. 

Men  Friends  informed  they  had  united  with  the 
report  from  the  Educational  Committee  and  continued  it. 

Fifth-day  Afternoon,  Fifth  mo,  14ih. 

The  following  report  from  our  Treasurer  was  received 
and  read,  also  a  report  from  the  Committee  to  examine 
and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  both  of  ;Rrhich  were 
satisfactory  to  the  Meeting.  They  propose  the  re-ap- 
pointment of  Mary  F.  Saunders,  453  North  Seventh 
street,  for  Treasurer,  which  was  fully  united  with,  and 
she  continued  for  that  service  the  ensuing  year.

We  were  tenderly  advised  to  bear  with  us  this  senti- 
ment, that  whatever  services  we  undertake  and  can  ask 
the  Divine  blessing  upon  may  be  considered  right,  and 
that  any  undertaking  which  seems  to  carry  with  it  the 
condemnation  of  our  Heavenly  Father  is  wrong  for  us. 
Even  very  young  children  can  understand  and  apply 
this. 

Interesting  extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  Repre- 
sentative Committee,  or  Meeting  for  Sufiferings,  were 
read. 

A  Memorial  was  read  for  our  beloved  friend.  Patience

As  we  listened  to  the  record  of  her  pure  and  faithful 
life,  the  remembrance  of  her  works  was  felt  to  be  an 
invitation  to  us  for  greater  dedication  of  heart  to  our 
Heavenly  Father's  service. 
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Sixth-day  Morning^  Fifth  mo,  15th. 

An  Epistle  to  Illinois  Yearly  Meeting  was  read  and 
united  with.  All  the  Epistles  were  directed  to  be  tran- 
scribed, signed  by  the  Clerk,  and  forwarded  to  the  sev- 
eral Yearly  Meetings  to  which  they  are  addressed. 

It  was  thought  that  the  precious  l^acy  of  birthright 
membership  has  not  been  sufficiently  prized  by  some  of 
our  members;  yet  it  has  proved  to  be  not  only  protec- 
tion in  youth,  but  also  the  joy  and  solace  of  middle  and 
advanced  life.

A  rei)ort  from  the  Joint  "Committee  on  Deficiencies" 
was  read,  considered  and  united  with  by  this  and  Men's 
Meeting.  Men  Friends  having  forwarded  to  us  their 
minute  on  this  subject,  the  Meeting  united  therewith, 
and  directed  the  Clerk  to  place  it  upon  our  Record 
Book. 
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MINUTE. 


"  The  subject  of  the  guarded  religious  education  of 
our  youth  having  claimed  the  attention  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting,  for  many  years  past,  in  connection  with  the 
ordinary  school  education,  so  important  in  the  affairs  of 
life,  it  has  been  deemed  of  great  importance  by  many  of 
our  members,  in  different  parts  of  our  Yearly  Meeting, 
to  gather  the  children  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  to 
train  them,  as  expressed  in  the  Discipline,  ^  in  the  know-' 
ledge  of  their  duty  to  God  and  one  toward  another/ 

"  Friends  are  encouraged  to  embrace  every  right  open- 
ing that  may  be  presented  to  gather  the  children,  as 
well  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  as  at  other  times,  to 
preserve  them  in  the  simplicity  of  our  religious  profes- 
sion, and  instil  into  their  tender  minds,  step  by  step  as 
they  mature  in  years,  the  testimonies  of  Divine  Truth 
as  held  by  us.  Monthly  Meetings  are  encouraged,  as 
way  may  open,  to  give  attention  and  judicious  care  to 
this  concern,  so  apparent  amongst  us,  and  by  the 
appointment  of  suitable  Committees,  or  otherwise,  to 
extend  aid  and  encouragement  thereto." 

The  labors  of  this  Committee  have  been  satisfactory 
to  the  Meeting,  and  they  are  released  from  further  care 
in  relation  to  the  deficiencies  amongst  us.  They  are 
continued  to  consider  of  and  propose  to  our  next  sitting 
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the  names  of  a  suitable  Committee  to  continue  in  the 
care  of  visiting  the  branches  of  this  Yearly  Meeting, 
and  encouraging  Friends  in  the  more  faithful  attention 
to  the  requirements  of  our  Discipline,  and  upholding 
and  sustaining  the  testimonies  of  our  Religious  Society. 

The  attention  of  the  Meeting  was  called  to  the  recom- 
mendation contained  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
our  last  Yearly  Meeting.  (See  Extracts  of  last  year, 
page  11.) 

Also  to  the  paragraph  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
same  committee,  commencing  with, "  Feeling  the  import- 
ance, etc." 

On  consideration  thereof  by  the  meeting  it  is  con- 
cluded to  adopt  these  recommendations,  and  refer  the 
same  to  the  careful  attention  of  our  subordinate  meet- 
ings. 

To  Phikuldphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
the  deficiencies  apparent  amongst  us,  to  inquire  into  the 
causes  thereof,  and  to  extend  labor  as  way  may  open  in 
the  truth,  report  that  they  have  held  six  meetings  during 
the  year,  each  consisting  of  a  morning  and  afternoon 
session.     The  average  attendance  has  been  fifty-five. 

The  deliberations  of  the  committee  have  but  con- 
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firmed  the  views  and  suggestions  presented  in  their  last 
year's  report. 

Considerable  time  has  been  devoted  to  further  inquiry 
into  the  causes  of  deficiencies  apparent  amongst  us. 
Some  of  the  more  prominent  of  these  causes  we  find  to 
be  a  lack  of  faithfulness  as  manifested  both  in  an  indi- 
vidual and  collective  capacity ;  a  want  of  greater  mani- 
festation of  spiritual  life  in  expression  and  sympathy, 
and  resting  too  often  in  a  dead  formality;  a  lack  of 
brotherly  interest  and  parental  oversight  on  the  part  of 
our  Society  concerning  its  members  for  their  best  welfare ; 
insufficient  home  instruction  in  the  principles  and  testi- 
monies of  our  religious  Society ;  a  manifest  want  of  a 
proper  recognition  of  our  obligations  to  each  other  as 
members  of  an  organization  and  of  the  duty  which  each 
member  owes  to  every  other  member  and  to  the  whole 
body ;  as  well  as  of  the  care  and  tender  regard  which 
our  Society  should  exercise  for  the  welfare  of  every 
individual  member. 

The  idea  of  subjection  to  our  written  law  and  to  the 
administration  thereof  has  in  many  instances  been  sup- 
planted by  independent  thought  and  action  which  the 
public  sentiment  of  this  day  does  much  to  encourage, 
and  the  well-known  liberality  and  patience  of  Friends 
does  little  to  restrain.  Amusements  and  customs  not  in 
accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  Discipline  cause  those 
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who  indulge  in  them  to  lose  their  taste  for  the  plain 
truths  which  God  reveals  unto  us  by  His  Spirit,  and 
weakens  the  desire  to  wait  upon  the  Lord  for  a  renewal  of 
strength.  The  absence  of  religious  concern  and  a  dis- 
position to  be  critical  only,  results  in  weakness  and 
declension  which  can  only  be  arrested  by  lending  a 
loving,  helping  hand  in  building  up  the  waste  places. 

Through  a  sub-committee  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
twenty-eight  Meetings  have  been  visited  since  last  re- 
port, as  follows:  At  Catawissa  (including  Roaring 
Creek  Monthly  Meeting  and  an  appointed  evening 
meeting);  at  Fishing  Creek  (including  the  Monthly 
Meeting,  Half- Year's  Meeting,  Youth's  Meeting,  and  an 
evening  meeting) ;  at  Alloway's  Creek  and  Greenwich, 
in  Salem  Quarterly  Meeting,  besides  visiting  nearly  all 
the  families  belonging  thereto,  completing  the  work  in 
Salem  Quarter;  Abington,  Byberry,  Warminster  and 
Upper  Dublin,  completing  the  work  in  Abington 
Quarter ;  all  the  meetings  and  a  number  of  the  families  in 
Southern  Quarterly  Meeting ;  West  Chester,  Birming- 
ham, Goshen,  Willistown,  Newtown  and  Providence  in 
Concord  Quarter ;  Race  Street,  Green  Street,  German- 
town,  Valley  and  Reading  in  Philadelphia  Quarter,  and 
Crosswicks  in  Burlington  Quarter.  These,  with  the 
seventeen  previously  reported,  make  forty-five  meet- 
ings attended  by  regularly  organized  appointment,  and 
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many  others  by  individual  members  of  the  Visiting 
Committee. 

Many  members  of  the  committee  feeling  it  was  not 
within  our  province  to  take  up  questions  in  reference  to 
change  of  discipline,  we  have  not  united  on  any  new 
propositions  requiring  action  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
except  to  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following  as 
recommendations  of  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

Feeling  the  importance  of  the  advice  in  our  discipline 
that  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  our  meetings,  Friends 
should  endeavor  to  manage  them  with  forbearance  and 
love  of  each  other,  we  believe  it  right  to  recommend 
that  tliose  who  may  feel  a  concern  for  the  adoption  of  any 
measure,  after  having  fully  expressed  their  views,  should 
not  manifest  an  over  anxious  care  whether  they  prevail, 
and  that  those  who  may  not  feel  prepared  for  the  adop- 
tion of  a  proposition  shall  not  endeavor  to  prevent  its 
success  by  undue  opposition,  but  after  having  spoken, 
submit  to  the  generally  expressed  views  of  the  meeting. 

As  many  of  our  members  may  be  r^arded  as  nominal 
members  only,  never  having  adopted  by  conviction  the 
important  testimonies  Friends  have  been  called  upon  to 
uphold,  a  concern  rests  with  us  to  advise  Friends  not  to 
be  unduly  discouraged  by  the  deficiencies  in  the  answers 
to  the  queries,  but  rather  be  incited  to  increased  endeavors 
to  awaken  an  interest  in  those  who  have  not  as  yet  felt 
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it  their  duty  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  our 
Society  in  these  respects. 

We  believe  Friends  are  not  sufficiently  alive  to  the 
importance  of  furnishing  such  books  to  the  young  as 
will  be  interesting  and  at  the  same  time  instruct  them 
in  Friends'  views. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  declare  our  belief  that  com- 
munion with  God  and  the  realization  of  our  dependence 
upon  Divine  assistance,  together  with  a  full  conviction 
of  the  value  of  our  important  testimonies  is  necessary 
to  enable  any  to  become  living  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends. 

The  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars 
and  sixty-six  cents  has  been  received  from  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  meet  expenses  incident  to  the 
services  of  the  committee.

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  changes  in  the  Discipline 
made  a  report,  which  was  considered,  and  it  was  the 
judgment  of  this  and  Men's  Meeting  that  it  be  sent 
down  in  the  Extracts  for  consideration  by  our  constitu- 
ent meetings  and  returned  to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting 
for  action.     (See  Extracts  of  Men's  Meeting.) 

A  report  from  the  Committee  to  nominate  Friends  to 
compose  a  Committee  to  visit  the  meetings  of  this 
Yearly  Meeting,  as  way  opens,  was  read  and  approved. 

Elizabeth  H.  Plummer  desiring  to  be  excused,  her  re- 
quest was  granted. 

A  Memorial  was  read  concerning  our  friend,  Caleb 
Clothier,  prepared  by  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends 
of  Philadelphia.  This  testimony  to  our  valued  friend 
was  felt  to  be  an  acceptable  offering  to  a  gentle,  upright 
life. 

Counsel  and  encouragement  have  flowed  forth  to  us 
through  our  several  sessions — from  mothers,  whose 
labors  have  long  been  given  for  the  welfare  of  our  peo- 
ple— from  sisters,  whose  hearts  have  been  trained  in  the 
school  of  experience,  and   qualified  through  obedience 
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and  sacrifice  to  call  us  to  the  Word  nigh  at  hand,  that 
can  guide  out  of  ern>r  and  into  truth. 

We  have  been  comforted  with  these  spoken  words — 
with  the  condescending  love  that  has  united  us — with 
the  silent  aspirations  which  we  have  felt  in  our  midst 
for  preservation ;  and  our  hearts  were  filled  with  desires 
that  these  blessings  shall  not  be  in  vain  but  that  we  may, 
one  and  all,  carry  home  with  us  the  impressions  for  good 
which  we  may  have  received,  and  distribute  of  this 
store  wherever  and  whenever  the  opportunity  offers  to 
do  so. 

But  most  have  we  recognized  tlie  overshadowing  love 
of  our  Heavenly  Father,  cementing  us  in  charity,  kind- 
ness and  sisterly  affection ;  under  which  feeling  the 
Meeting  concluded,  to  meet  again  next  year,  if  consist- 
ent with  the  Divine  will. 

Extracted  from  the  Minutes. 

Margaretta  Walton,  Gerk. 
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From  New  York  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends, 
held  by  adjournments,  from  the  26th  of  Fifth  month, 
to  the  29th  of  the  same,  inclusive,  1884. 

To  the  next  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  to  be  hdd 
in  Philadelphia : 

Dear  Sisters  :— In  that  love  which  knows  no  bounds, 
which  recognizes  the  Infinite  Power  alone,  as  its  source  and 
authority,  we  respond  to  yout  sisterly  salutation,  through 
which  we  feel  afresh  the  recognition  of  that  bond  of  fellow- 
ship which  touches  the  **  life  hid  with  Chrlsf  in  the  soul ; 
the  living  power  of  God  within  us,  which  grows  and 
strengthens  in  proportion  as  it  is  nourished  by  the  daily 
manna  that  comes  from  God. 

This  growth  can  be  cultivated,  but  cannot  be  destroyed 
by  outward  circumstances ;  it  rises  superior  to  earthly  diffi- 
culties, causing  us,  oftentimes,  mentally  to  exclaim :  "With- 
out Thee,  oh  Father  !  we  are  poor ;  but  with  Thee  rich,  take 
what  Thou  wilt,  away." 

The  reading  of  your  excellent  epistle  was  strengthening 
and  encouraging  to  our  spirits,  even  as  a  draught  of  cold 
water  to  the  weary  traveler,  and  we  feel  that  there  are 
among  you,  as  among  us,  those  who  are  called  upon  to  come 
away  from  the  hindering  and  besetting  allurements  of  time 
and  work  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord,  and  to  whom  has 
been  extended  the  language :  "  My  daughter,  give  me  thine 
heart." 

It  is  not  a  part  of  the  price  that  is  called  for,  but  the  whole 
heart,  or  all  that  belongs  to  the  storehouse  of  the  **  Great 
Husbandman,"  who  has  sown  in  the  soil  of  the  minds  of 
all  those  who  are  willing  to  receive  it,  the  seeds  of  love  and 
peace ;  there,  as  these  are  nurtured  and  cultivated,  in  His 
own  good  time,  to  bring  forth  the  golden  fruit,  to  His  honor 
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and  praise,  who  sends  the  dew  and  the  sunshine,  the  clouds 
and  the  rain,  to  perfect  alike  His  worlt. 

During  our  annual  mingling  together  the  precious  anoint- 
ing power  of  the  Most  High  has  heen  especially  manifest, 
and  we  have  l>een  reminded  h<5w  it  was  with  Moees  in  the 
wilderness,  when  the  Lord  smote  the  rock  and  the  water 
gushed  out,  and  the  multitude  were  strengthened,  and  the 
beasts  also. 

We  have  the  company  of  dear  sisters  from  other  parts  of 
the  heritage,  who  have  given  evidence  of  that  authority 
which  the  Truth  ever  confers— and  we  have  been  encour- 
aged and  strengthened  to  press  forward  for  **the  mark  of  the 
prize  of  the  high  calling  of  Qod  in  Christ  Jesus." 

We  greatly  feel  the  loss  of  departed  friends  who  have 
been  numbered  with  us  for  so  many  years  as  faithful  laborers 
in  the  heavenward  journey.  The  memory  of  their  tender 
words  of  counsel  and  encouragement  iS'"  as  a  nail  fastened 
in  a  sure  place ;''  lingering  with  us  still  and  raising  fresh 
desires  that  we  may  profit  by  their  admonitions,  and  imi- 
tate on  all  occasions  their  worthy  lives.  These  have  passed 
on  to  a  higher  life  and  others  have  entered  into  their  labors. 
Mothers  have  been  tenderly  advised  to  keep  very  near  to  the 
dear  children  entrusted  to  their  care ;  remembering  the  in- 
junction :  **  In  the  morning  sow  thy  seed,  and  in  the  even- 
ing withhold  not  thy  hand,"  and  the  necessity  for  the 
mother  to  seek  for  daily  strength  from  above,  in  order  that 
she  may  be  prayerful  and  watchful,  so  that  all  her  steppings 
may  have  a  salutary  influence  upon  the  young  and  suscep- 
tible mind.  Even  as  the  tender  grass  receives  nourishment 
and  beauty  from  the  rain,  so  will  the  mother  be  able  to  im- 
part strength  and  ability  to  her  child  as  she  receives  the  dew 
of  the  Heavenly  Father's  love  upon  her  own  mind.  So  only 
can  she  prepare  the  soil  to  receive  those  gentle  impressions 
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which  win  know  of  that  growth  which,  in  after  yeare,  will 
*^  rejoice  and  bloesom  as  the  roee/' 

The  doctrine  of  the  '*  inner  lighf  is  that  which  is  plain 
and  easy  to  be  understood,  even  by  the  youngest  child. 
These  can  comprehend  how  obedience  to  this,  will  give  tbeiu 
a  knowledge  of  the  Heavenly  Father^s  teachings,  and  na- 
turally lead  into  the  path  of  rectitude  and  love  to  those 
around  them ;  **  love  "  being  **  the  fulfilling  of  the  law." 

The  uniform  testimony  of  Friends,  as  expressed  in  the 
various  epistles  received,  against  the  unnecessary  use  of 
spirituous  liquors  is  very  gratifying  to  us.  That  our  Society, 
which  has  ever  stood  in  the  van  of  every  reform  sanctioned 
of  Grod  and  promotive  of  human  weal,  can  report  its  mem- 
bership, throughout  all  its  jurisdiction,  arrayed  against  the 
use  of  intoxicants  is,  indeed,  a  cause  of  thankfulness  to  uh. 
Yet  we  would  exhort  all  to  rise  still  higher  in  the  perform- 
ance of  duty  in  this  direction,  that  we  may  become  a  vital 
power  in  dispelling  the  dark  clouds  of  intemperance  wbich 
hang  so  threateningly  over  us. 

Increasing  and  more  general  interest  is  manifested  in  the 
First-day  School  movement ;  and  desires  have  been  raised 
that  those  engaged  in  the  work,  may  feel  their  responsibility 
and  deepen  in  themselves,  so  that  they  may  know  that 
•*  they  who  water,  shall  themselves  be  watered."  May  the 
good  seed  thus  sown,  bring  forth  fruit  to  the  glory  of  the 
•*  €k>od  Husbandman  "  in  after  years,  when  those  who  have 
faithfully  labored  in  these  nurseries  of  our  S<K5iety,  have 
finished  their  earthly  mission  and  have  been  called  to  give 
an  account  of  their  stewardship. 

Desiring  that  you  allow  no  hindering  things  to  interfere 
with  the  performance  of  your  highest  resolves,  and  that 
you,  with  us,  may  know  an  advance  in  the  truth,  we  remain

Dear  Bisters  :— In  that  life  which  we  trust  emanates 
from  the  fountain  of  true  Christian  love,  we  address  you. 
Your  epistle  of  last  Fifth  month  has  been  thankfully  re- 
ceived. The  words  of  sympathy  and  encouragement  con- 
tained therein,  together  with  messages  from  other  Yearly 
Meetings,  have  indeed  been  as  a  prop  and  a  stay,  strength- 
ening us  to  look  forward  with  hope  and  confidence  in  the  all

Yet  we  feel  to  take  courage  in  the  remembrance  that  the 
physician  of  value,  who  is  touched  with  a  feeling  of  our 
infirmities,  will  if  applied  unto  in  faith  and  sincerity,  con- 
descend, to  pour  out  the  balm  that  is  needful  for  our  purifi- 
cation not  only  individually  but  as  a  religious  body.  Al- 
though our  answers  attest  to  our  clearness  as  regards  the  use 
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or  sale  of  intoxicante,  we  feel  that  we  are  not  to  idly  sit  with 
folded  hands  while  there  remains  so  much  to  be  done  that 
our  fellow  beings  may  be  freed  from  the  blighting  curse  of 
intemperance.  And  may  we  not  cease  to  use  our  influence 
as  much  as  in  us  lies  to  prevent  the  beloved  youth  under  our 
care  from  forming  the  habit  of  using  tobacco.  May  none  of 
these  in  after  yeais  have  to  regret  the  thoughtlessness  of 
those  whose  duty  it  was  to  guard  and  warn  them  from  that 
which  is  so  pernicious  in  its  effects  not  only  upon  the  body 
but  mind  also. 

Our  meeting,  as  to  numbers,  has  been  larger  than  usual, 
and  in  the  important  business  that  has  claimed  our  delibera- 
tions much  love  and  entire  unity  have  prevailed.  Precious 
friends  from  each  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  are  with  us,  who 
have  come  freighted  with  a  bounteous  store  of  love,  sympa- 
thy and  good  counsel.  The  Gospel  stream  has  indeed  flowed 
livingly,  strengthening,  we  doubt  not,  the  desires  of  many 
to  be  found  walking  in  the  ranks  of  righteousness  and 
attending  to  those  things  that  make  for  peace.  We  earnestly 
crave  that  we  may  not  rest  satisfled  with  being  hearers  of 
the  word  but  be  willing  to  be  doers  also.

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends : 

Dear  Sisters  :— In  the  eternal  roll  of  time,  another  year 
has  brought  us  together  to  discharge  those  duties,  and 
transact  such  business  as  has  been  brought  together  from 
our  various  meetings,  of  which  this  may  be  considered  the 
common  receptacle. 

Our  meeting  is  quite  large,  composed  of  the  varied  classes 
of  all  ages— from  the  mothers  whose  sun  is  nearing  the 
western  horizon  ;  those  in  the  full  bloom  of  womanhood, 
and  those  in  the  morning  walks  of  life,  comparable  to  the 
bursting  bud ;  even  to  the  prattling  child. 

There  are  no  messengers  with  **  minutes"  from  other 
parts  of  the  heritage  with  us.  But  a  living  evidence  is  felt 
that  the  heavenly  Master  is  in  our  midst  handing  forth 
and  furnishing  such  food  as  will  best  promote  our  spiritual 
growth  ;  milk  for  babes,  and  meat  for  strong  ones  in  Christ 
our  Lord. 

The  vacant  seats  in  our  galleries  silently  whisper, — dear 
mothers  and  precious  who  have  so  long  met  with  us  firom 
time  to  time  and  been  co-workers  in  the  church  militant ; 
have  done  their  work— which  has  been  '*well  done,'' and 
now  passed  out  and  on  to  be  received  in  Xhe  church 
triumphant. 

The  earnest  interest  manifested  by  the  young,show  that  the

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Temperance  Committee,  to  Dot  only  think  and  speak,  but 
to  work  until  that  gigantic  evil  be  overcome  and  prohibited 
from  out  all  the  land. 

A  suggestion  was  made  to  the  effect  that  in  each  smaller 
meeting  a  committee  be  appointed  to  look  after  and  assist 
in  the  putting  down  not  only  the  sale/but  the  manufacture 
of  alcoholic  drinks.  That  the  Legislature  be  petitioned  until 
it  yield  to  the  earnest  appeal  of  those  who  would  have  the 
temptation  removed. 

Sisters  were  kindly  admonished  to  be  careful  of  their 
influence  over  their  brothers.  That  the  '^ social  glass''  be 
not  held  out  to  those  who,  were  it  not  for  that^  would  stand 
erect  in  the  full  vigor  of  manhood,  but  once  yielding 
become  an  easy  victim  to  its  prey — and  a  downward  course 
is  inevitable. 

The  First^ay  School  Conference  was  largely  attended  by 
both  old  and  young.  And  the  earnest  interest  manifested 
in  the  work  plainly  shows—*'  that  having  put  our  hands  to 
the  plow,  we  dare  not  look  back.'' 

The  steady  progress  of  those  that  have  been  engaged  in 
the  work  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period  of  time,  was  so 
encouraging;  we  were  stimulated  to  more  faithfulness  in 
the  performance  of  our  duties  in  that  direction. 

**  Like  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  prepare 
ye  the  way  of  the  Lord  make  his  paths  straight,"  we 
believe  them  to  be  stepping  stones  to  the  cause  of  Truth  and 
the  enlargement  of  the  church  in  Zion,  the  city  of  our  God. 

The  state  of  Society  as  brought  before  the  meeting  by  the 
reading  and  answering  the  queries,  show  imperfections 
everywhere,  reminding  us  of  the  necessity  of  redoubling 
our  diligence ;  and  the  more  faithfully  putting  our  trust  in 
Him  who  is  all  powerful  to  save  by  the  pulling  down  the 
strong  holds  of  Satan  who  insinuates  himself  in  various 
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ways  to  allure  and  captivate  the  unwary  one.  We  sincerely 
desire,  dear  sisters,  that  you  with  us  and  we  with  you  may 
often  seek  the  closet  of  prayer,  and  when  we  have  entered, 
pray  to  our  Father  who  seeth  in  secret  to  give  us  strength 
to  do  whatever  work  He  would  have  us  do  to  the  advance- 
men  of  His  kingdom  in  the  earth.

We  also  believe  those  Friends  who  have  charge  of  the 
selection  of  books  for  First-day  schools  have  need  of  more 
oAre  in  the  work  l^efore  them,  for  much  good  can  be  accom- 
plished by  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  youth  that  kind  of 
literature  which  will  make  them  wise  into  salvation.  The 
state  of  Society  as  brought  before  us  in  answer  to  the  queries 
from  our  subordinate  meetings  shows  many  deflcieucies  in 
their  observance,  yet  we  feel  there  is  much  to  encourage  us 
as  we  view  our  little  portion  of  the  Father's  vineyard,  many 
earnest  ones  are  doing  all  they  And  their  hands  capable  of 
in  forwarding  works  for  the  good  of  those  around  them, 
hoping  to  leave  the  world  better  for  their  having  lived. 

Trusting  that  you  may  with  us  be  favored  with  tliat 
inward  peace,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  we  remain, 
your  sisters.

An  earnest  concern  has  been  felt  by  many  Friends  relative 
to  those  amusements  which  should  be  provided  for  the 
young,  of  that  kind  which  would  keep  them  within  Ihe 
home  circle,  that  which  will  be  best  calculated  to  make  our 
young  people  noble  Christian  men  and  women.  Deep  and 
heartfelt  were  the  expressions  upon  this  important  subject, 
many  feeling  that  it  was  so  difficult  to  know  how  to  dig- 
criminate;  much  counsel  was  given,  and  these  words  uttered 
as  from  the  **  Spirit,"  must  have  found  an  echo  in  every 
heart:  **To  those  who  feel  concerned  for  the  tender  little 
lambs,  we  would  say,  wait  patiently  at  Wisdom's  feet  for 
instruction  from  above,  Just  *  Cast  thy  bread  upon  the  waters, 
and  it  may  return  after  many  days.' " 

Year  by  year,  as  we  come  together,  we  notice  the  vacant 
places  here  and  there.  Those  whose  faces  so  often  beamed 
upon  us  in  love,  have  gone,  to  be  seen  of  men  no  more ;  they 
have  passed  from  works  to  rewards,  and  although  their  ex- 
ample may  live  forever,  this  work  must  go  on,  and  it  is 
upon  the  young  that  their  mantle  will  fall,  you  must  come 
forward  and  keep  up  the  work  which  they  have  commenced. 

May  each  one  partake  freely  of  the  rich  feast  spread  before 
you,  and  sometime  you  may  exclaim,  as  have  those  aged 
mothers,  it  was  good  to  have  been  there. 

Step  by  step,  as  we  have  proceeded  with  the  business  of 
the  meeting,  new  and  varied  truths  have  been  unfolded, 
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and  all  have  been  earnestly  entreated  to  exert  their  influence 
for  good  In  whatever  position  they  may  be  placed. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  First-day  School  cause,  and 
was  truly  a  helpful  and  interesting  one.  We  were  favored 
with  interesting  reports  from  the  various  Unions  and 
Schools,  and  a  view  of  encouragement  for  the  work  in  the 
future  seemed  to  run  through  nearly  all ;  they  told,  too,  of 
an  awakened  interest  for  the  spiritual  welfare  and  growth 
of  the  lambs  of  the  Father^s  flqpk. 

.  The  Temperance  work,  too,  has  not  been  forgotten.  An 
interesting  report  from  the  Temperance  Committee  was  read, 
and  although  they  may  have  seemingly  accomplished  but 
little  in  this  direction,  yet  we  are  not  discouraged.  Although 
the  waves  of  intemperance  seem  to  be  advancing,  threaten- 
ing to  overflow  and  destroy,  yet  He  who  holds  the  waves  in 
the  hollow  of  his  hand  is  able,  and  will,  in  His  own  time, 
say  to  the  stormy  winds  and  waves,  *'  Be  still."  We  must 
only  work  and  wait. 

Now  with  grateful  hearts  to  the  Giver  of  all  for  the  good 
things  which  we  have  received,  and  with  a  heartfelt  prayer 
that  He  may  **  establish  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  ois," 
we  bid  you  fareweli.

Monthly  Meeting,  Maryland,  held  the  6th  of  last  month. 

For  Abel  Milk,  a  minister,  and  Elizabeth  Mills,  his 
wife,  an  Elder  from  Clear  Creek  Monthly  Meeting, 
Illinois,  held  the  6th  of  Second  month  last,  endorsed  by 
Blue  River  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  the  27th  of  the 
same  month. 

For  Aaron  Sutton,  an  Elder,  accompanied  by  his 
daughter  Melissa  as  companion,  from  Nine  Partners 
Monthly  Meeting,  N.  Y.,  held  the  15th  of  last  month.

John  Saunders  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives,  made 
report  that  they  conferred  together  at  the  rise  of  the 
morning  session,  and  were  united  in  proposing  the 
names  of  Eramor  Roberts  for  Clerk,  and  Evan  T. 
Swayne  for  Assistant  Clerk,  and  Alfred  Moore  as  their 
Assistant  for  the  present  year.  On  separate  considera- 
tion thereof  they  were  united  with  by  the  Meeting,  and 
accordingly  appointed. 

They  also  reported  the  names  of  a  Committee  to  aid 
in  preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  report 
the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  for  Treasurer,  a 
Committee  was  appointed.  They  are  also  desired  to 
bring  forward  the  names  of  two  Friends  for  Correspon- 
dents of  the  Yearly  Meeting.

First — To  be  inserted  in  Book  of  Discipline,  page 
104,  at  the  close  of  the  article  on  Schools : 

"  The  importance  of  training  our  children  and  youth 
in  a  knowledge  of  our  principles  being  widely  felt, 
Preparative  and  Monthly  Meetings  are  authorized  to 
encourage  and,  as  way  opens,  extend  a  guarded  care 
over  the  First-day  Schools  within  their  limits/' 

Second. — To  be  inserted  in  Book  of  Discipline,  page 
63,  ai  the  close  of  the  article  on  Meetings  for  Worship : 

"Meetings  for  religious  improvement  may  be  held  in 
connection  with  the  Firsl-day  Schools  at  the  close  of 
meetings  for  worship  or  by  appointment." 

Third. — To  be  inserted  in  Book  of  Discipline,  page 
55,  at  the  close  of  the  article  on  Marriages : 

"Children  having  one  parent  a  member,  may,  if  both 
parents  consent  thereto,  be  recorded  as  members  of  our 
Religious  Society.  This  rule  also  to  apply  to  orphans 
and  half-orphans  with  the  consent  of  their  guardians  or 
proper  care-takers." 

Fourth. — The  paragraph  under  the  head  of  Discipline, 
commencing  at  foot  of  page  39  and  finished  on  page  40 
to  be  omitted. 
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Eleventh  of  the  month  and  Third  of  (he- week. 

The  Meeting  was  engaged  in  the  consideration  of  the 
State  of  Society  as  presented  by  the  reading  and  an- 
swering of  the  First  and  Second  Queries. 

Third-day — Afternoon, 

The  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  last  year  to 
have  the  care  of  visiting  the  branches  of  this  Yearly 
Meeting,  encouraging  Friends  in  a  more  faithful  attent- 
ion to  the  requirements  of  our  Discipline,  and  uphold- 
ing and  sustaining  the  testimonies  of  our  Religious 
Society  was  read  at  this  time,  approved  by  the  Meeting 
and  the  Committee  continued  and  encouraged  in  their 
labors  as  way  may  open. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  "visit  the  branches  of 
our  Yearly  Meeting  and  encourage  Friends  in  the  more 
faithful  attention  to  the  requirements  of  our  discipline, 
and  upholding  and  sustaining  the  testimonies  of  our 
religious  Society/' 

Report, 

That  they  have  carefully  considered  the  subject  with 
which  they  were  entrusted,  and  believing  it  to  be  the

best  means 'of  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  have,  at  different  times,  set  apart  sub-commit- 
tees from  their  number  to  visit  the  meetings  composing 
the  different  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  to  mingle  reli- 
giously and  socially  with  Friends  in  their  families,  thus 
endeavoring  to  kindle  a  renewed  warmth  and  love  one 
for  another,  and  for  our  Society  and  its  testimonies. 
Following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  reports  from  these  sub- 
committees: 

For  Bucks  Quarterly  Meding. — The  services  of  the 
Committee  in  this  Quarter  covered  a  period  of  eighteen 
days;  they  had  twenty-six  public  opportunities  with 
Friends,  and  much  religious  and  social  mingling  with 
them  in  their  families;  all  of  the  meetings  of  the  Quar- 
ter were  visited,  including  all  of  the  Monthly  Meetings. 

Abinffton  Quarterly  Meeting. — TheCommitteeattended 
two  of  the  Quarterly  Meetinji^,  all  of  the  Monthly 
Meetings — five  in  number — and  eight  meetings  for 
worship.  There  were  five  Conferences,  two  Parlor  Meet- 
ings, and  one  appointed  Meeting  held. 

Concord. — ^The  Quarterly  Meetings  held  at  Concord 
and  Darby  were  visited,  also  the  Monthly  Meeting  at 
Darby  and  the  Preparative  Meeting  at  Providence. 
Conferences  were  held  with  Friends  at  Darby,  Wilming- 
ton and  West  Chester,  and  by  a  portion  of  the  commit- 
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tee  with  those  at  Media,  once  a  month  during  the  fall 
and  winter.  The  meeting  for  worship  at  Newtown 
Square  was  also  attended. 

OcUn  Quarter. — The  Committee  reported  having  at- 
tended two  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  all  of  the  Par- 
ticular Meetings,  and  visited  all  of  the  families  compris- 
ing the  Quarterly  Meeting,  with  two  or  three  exceptions. 

Wedem  Quarter. — All  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  of 
this  Quarter  were  attended,  also  three  of  the  Regular 
Meetings,  five  Appointed  Meetings  and  four  Parlor 
Meetings. 

Philadelphia  Quarter. — The  Quarterly  Meeting  was 
attended  by  the  Committee,  also  four  Monthly  Meetings 
and  eight  meetings  for  worship. 

Burlington  Quarter. — Most  of  the  meetings  of  this 
Quarter  were  reported  as  having  been  attended  by  the 
Committee,  who  also  mingled  religiously  and  socially 
with  Friends  in  their  families. 

Salem  Quarter. — Meetings  were  held  with  Friends  in 
all  their  different  places  of  worship,  with  one  exception, 
and  social  and  religious  mingling  with  them  in  their 
&milies  claimed  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Committee. 
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Haddonjield  Quarter, — ^The  Committee  attended  the 
Qaaiterly  Meeting  held  at  Haddonfield  the  17th  of 
Twelfth  month  last,  and  held  a  Conference  with  Friends 
at  the  close  of  the  meeting.  The  Quarterly  Meeting 
held  at  Moorestown  in  the  following  Third  month  was 
also  attended  by  a  part  of  the  Committee ;  the  meetings 
at  Camden,  Westfield,  Medford  and  Moorestown  were 
attended,  with  three  Conferences  and  one  Parlor  Meet* 
ing  held. 

The  meetings  composing  Southern  Quarterand  Fish- 
ing Creek  Half  Year's  Meetings  have  not  yet  been 
visited,  nor  have  a  number  of  those  in  Concord  and 
Haddonfield  Quarters. 

It  is  the  uniform  testimony  of  the  Sub-Committees 
that  Friends  in  the  different  neighborhoods  received 
their  visits  with  much  kindness,  and  gave  many  encour- 
aging evidences  of  sympathy  with  the  object  of  the 
Committee's  appointment.  The  movements  of  the  Sub- 
Committees  were  aided  and  facilitated  in  many  ways, 
and  in  a  number  of  the  Quarterly  and  Monthly  Meet- 
ings Committees  were  appointed  to  cooperate  in  the 
work ;  many  tender  loving  Friends  ^ere  also  found  in 
isolated  places,  who  were  striving  to  keep  up  their  meet^ 
ings,  and  maintain  our  testimonies,  but  who  felt  the  want 
of  that  strength  which  comes  from  mingling  together. 
There  seems  to  be  a  great  need  for  faithful,  concerned 
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standard-bearers  in  the  Churchy  around  whom  the  young 
and  inexperienced  can  gather  to  the  support  of  each 
other. 

The  Committee  feel  it  right  to  give  expression  to  the 
conviction,  that  perseverance  in  the  work  as  contem- 
plated by  the  Yearly  Meeting,  will  be  under  Divine 
approval,  strengthening  to  our  religious  body.  In  con- 
clusion, we  feel  that  it  should  be  borne  in  remembrance 
that  it  is  not  the  energy  with  which  the  seed  is  sown 
that  ensures  its  growth,  but  it  still  remains  to  be  a  truth, 
that  one  may  plant  and  another  water,  but  Grod  alone 
giveth  the  increase. 

To  meet  the  expenses  connected  with  the  services  of 
the  Committee,  the  sum  of  ninety  dollars  and  twelve 
cents  has  been  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting.

The  Third  Query  was  read  with  the  answers  as  con- 
tained in  the  reports.     A  summary  answer  was  adopted. 

Fourth-day — Morning. 

The  Fourth  Query  was  read  with  the  answers  there- 
to and  a  summary  adopted^ 
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The  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Intoxicating 
Beverages  was  read^  approved  and  the  committee  re- 
leased. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  unite  with  a  similar 
committee  of  women  Friends  and  bring  forward  to  a 
future  sitting  the  names  of  suitable  Friends  to  continue 
in  this  service. 

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends : 

In  pre|)aring  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Temperance  and  Intoxicating  Beven^es,  an 
earnest  hope  arises  that  ability  may  be  given,  not  only 
to  present  a  summary  of  the  work  done,  but  to  create 
with  all  our  members  a  desire  for  a  clearer  insight  and 
firmer  a<1herence  to  that  principle  of  temperance  which 
the  Society  of  Friends  has  so  long  professed  ;  and  that 
we  may  be  led  to  an  individual  research  that  will  enable 
us  to  go  forth  clean-handed  in  our  effort  to  eradicate 
an  evil  that  is  laying  waste  so  many  homes. 

The  Book  Committee  has  given  much  care  to  the  pur- 
chase of  Temperan(be  Literature,  that  this  Society  may 
have  the  most  enlightened  thought  for  gratuitous  dis- 
tribution. We  have,  the  past  year,  bought  to  the 
amount  of  about  $83,  and  circulated  freely,  believing 
these  silent  messengers  may  carry  light  and  hope  into 
hearts  where  darkness  and  distress  existed.  These  books 
are  in  a  case  in  room.  No.  1 ,  and  of  easy  access  to  those 
who  desire  them, 
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As  it  was  thought  the  larger  number  oould  be  readied 
through  the  public  press^  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
have  care  in  making  such  selections  as  would  bring  the 
subject  before  the  public. 

But  little  legislative  work  has  been  done  bj  the  com- 
mittee. Petitions  have  been  sent  to  the  New  Jersey 
L^islature^  asking  for  a  bill  similar  to  the  one  enacted 
in  Pennsylvania,  with  regard  to  Temperance  instruction 
in  schools,  and  a  report  from  one  Quarterly  Meeting's 
Committee  states,  four  petitions  have  been  signed  by  the 
clerks  on  behalf  of  the  conference  and  forwarded  to  their 
representatives  in  Congress. 

Feeling  that  the  spirit  of  the  Fourth  Query,  which 
covers  the  renting  of  property  for  the  sale  of  liquor,  the 
selling  of  liquor,  the  manufacture  of  home-made  wines 
and  cider  for  beverages,  the  unnecessary  use  of  stimulants 
for  cooking  and  medicine,  was  not  answered  with  the 
weight  and  care  which  the  subject  required,  a  minute 
signed  by  the  clerks  was  sent  to  each  Monthly  Meeting. 

A  Committee  of  inquiry  with  regard  to  the  sale  of 
liquor  in  Fairmount  Park,  prepared  an  appeal  to  the 
Park  Commissioners,  and  a  sub-committee  sought  an  in- 
terview to  present  it. 

This  interview  could  not  be  obtained  with  the  Greneral 
Board  of  Commissioners,  but  they  were  referred  to  a 
sub-committee  of  Park  Superintendence  and  Police. 
After    an    interview    and   correspondence    with    this 
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sub-oommittee,  it  was  found^  that  unless  Friends  would 
themselves  appear  and  prosecute  individuals  they  would 
take  no  steps  toward  carrying  out  the  law.  We  felt 
that  our  duties  had  been  performed  by  making  an  earn- 
est remonstrance  against  this  continued  violation  of  the 
law. 

The  Cooperating  Committees,  appointed  by  the  several 
Quarterly  Meetings,  have  furnished  valuable  reports, 
giving  encouraging  evidence  of  an  increased  awakening 
to  the  importance  of  this  subject  throughout  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

During  the  past  year  seventy-two  conferences  have 
been  held  and  four  all-day  meetings.  Most  of  these  have 
been  well  attended,  and  by  the  free  interchange  of  thought 
with  which  the  different  phases  of  the  liquor  traffic  have 
been  discussed,  there  has  been  an  educating  in  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  magnitude  of  the  evil ;  and  the  various 
methods  of  dealing  with  it  have  been  presented  in  a 
spirit  of  love  and  forbearance  worthy  a  truth-loving 
people.  In  the  all-day  meetings,  our  younger  members 
and  the  pupils  of  the  First-day  Schools  have  taken  an 
active  interest 

We  would  here  urge  that  the  young  people  be  called  to 
render  service  in  this  cause,  as  it  is  to  them  we  must  look 
for  fresh  thought  and  earnest,  faithful  work;  and  it  is 
they  who  must  labor  to  ward  ofi^  the  inheritance  from  the 
customs  of  a  less  enlightened  generation. 
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The  committees  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings  have  held 
freqaent  meetyigs  for  consultation^  thus  finding  strength 
for  the  work. 

From  one  Monthly  Meeting  where  they  had  not  the 
codperation  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  a  memorial 
signed  by  the  clerks  was  sent  to  the  Court,  remonstrating 
against  the  grantmg  of  a  license  to  a  tavern  within  their 
limits. 

Everywhere,  the  country  seems  alive  to  this  vital  sub- 
ject, and  we  feel  that  there  is  cause  for  great  encourage- 
ment in  the  work  that  is  being  done. 

In  the  past  year  two  important  meetings  have  marked 
the  growth  of  public  sentiment  on  this  subject — the 
first  a  convention  held  in  this  city  to  celebrate  the  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  Temperance  work,  wherein  all 
religious  denominations  were  represented,  and  to  which 
New  York,  Baltimore  and  Illinois  Yearly  Meetings  sent 
del^ates;  the  other  the  Women^s  Christian  Temper- 
ance Union,  in  which  Friends  were  represented.  The 
subjects  under  consideration  were  discussed,  with  a  for- 
bearance and  ability  that  was  instrumental  in  moulding 
public  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  higher  moral  standard. 

The  cultivation  and  use  of  tobacco  has  claimed  the 
serious  attention  of  our  committee.  Some  of  the  mem- 
bers have  labored  in  this  field,  and  we  believe  the  time 
has  come  for  us  to  lend  our  influence  against  its  culture, 
that  we  may  be  able  to  give  an  honest  disapproval  of  its 
use.     Testimony  multiplies  showing  the  injurious  effect 
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of  this  narcotic;  that  it  dwarfs  thephysical^  intellectual 
and  spiritual  growth  is  well  known;  the  nervous  system 
is  weakened^  and  thus  the  joung  are  prepared  to  receive 
the  intoxicating  draaght,  which  is  ever  ready  to  allure 
them  from  paths  of  virtue. 

Mothers^  pass  not  lightlj  these  habits  formed  in 
youth ;  guard  your  children  as  best  you  may ;  the  road 
to  virtue  is  narrow  and  rugged^  beset  on  all  sides  with 
temptation. 

Fathers,  give  not  to  your  children  an  inheritance 
which  will  be  as  a  millstone  dragging  them  to  earth,  but 
teach  by  example  the  importance  of  being  clean  handed 
and  free  from  debasing  appetites,  that  weaken  and  de- 
stroy the  spiritual  life. 

Orders  have  been  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
dollars  and  twenty-three  cents.

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The  three  Aunual  Queries  were  read,  with  the 
answers  thereto,  and  the  following  summaries  compiled 
from  the  reports  were  adopted. 

Answer  to  Firai  Annual  Quety. — Concord  reports  that 
no  week-day  meeting  will  be  held  at  Providence  during 
the  week  of  Yearly  Meeting.  When  in  the  usual  course 
the  Preparative  Meeting  would  have  been  held  at  that 
time,  the  business  will  be  attended  to  on  the  preced- 
ing Fifth-day. 

Burlington. — ^That  the  time  of  holding  Burlington 
Monthly  Meeting  has  been  changed  from  the  first  Sec- 
ond-day in  the  mouth  to  Sixth-day  following  the  first 
Second-day  in  the  month,  at  the  usual  hour. 

The  mid-week  meeting  at  Old  Springfield  has  been 
discontinued,  and  the  Preparative  Meetings  are  held  on 
the  last  First-day  of  each  month. 

Haddonfidd. — The  time  of  holding  Camden  mid- 
week meeting  has  been  changed  from  3  P.M.  to  10 
A.M. 

Salem. — An  indulged  meeting  for  worship  is  held 
during  the  summer  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  at 
10.30  A.M.,  at  the  cottage  of  Thomas  T.  Hilliard,  Cape 
May  Point. 
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Itshing  Creek, — ^All  the  meetings  at  Bear  Gap  are 
held  at  the  house  of  Perry  John. 
No  other  changes  reported. 

Anstoer  to  Second  Annual  Query. — We  have  38 
schools  reported  as  superintended  by  committees  ap- 
pointed either  in  the  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meetings, 
employing  137  teachers,  98  of  whom  are  in  membership 
with  us,  attended  by  2,707  pupils,  662  of  whom  are 
members,  and  270  have  one  parent  a  member. 

Thirty-four  of  the  schoob  attend  mid-week  meeting 
with  their  teachers. 

In  addition,  Philadelphia  and  Concord  Quarters  re- 
port six  First-day  schools  as  under  the  care  of  com- 
mittees appointed  by  the  Monthly  Meetings. 

Answer  to  Third  Annual  Query. — They  are,  except- 
ing that  Concord  reports  that  in  one  of  its  branches 
they  generally  are. 

During  the  consideration  of  the  Second  Annual 
Query  and  the  answers  thereto,  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education  and  Schools  was  read  and  their 
labors  approved. 

They  are  continued,  as  heretofore,  and  encouraged  tu 
extend  further  labor  as  way  may  open. 
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Report  op  the  Committee  on  Education  and 
Schools. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  organization  of  this  Committee  and  the  manner 
of  prosecuting  its  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  simi- 
lar to  that  of  previous  years. 

Most  of  the  members  of  our  Committee,  divided  into 
sub-committees,  have  visited  nearly  all  the  schools 
within  the  limits  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Each  sub- 
committee, consisting  of  three  or  four  Friends,  was 
assigned  to  two  schools.  The  visits  were  made  after 
advising  with  the  local  School  Committees  who  would 
in  most  cases  meet  with  them ;  in  this  way  our  Com- 
mittee has  become  in  a  good  degree  acquainted  with  Uie 
workings  of  the  different  schools,  has  seen  their  condi- 
tion and  realized  in  a  great  measure  their  wants  and 
appreciated  more  fully  their  advantages.  These  visits 
have  also  afforded  opportunity  for  comparison  and  for 
helpful  suggestion. 

"  The  Advisory  Committee"  and  its  sub-committee  on 
Systematic  Work  have  labored  to  encourage  the  estab- 
lishment of  schools  where  good  openings  have  presented 
and  have  visited  those  that  needed  help;  it  has  been 
their  constant  effort  to  supply,  or  to  aid  in  8uppl}nng, 
the  wants  of  all  of  our  schools;   permanent  teachers 
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have  been  furnislied  for  manj  of  them  and  subetitate 
teachers  have  been  supplied  for  temporary  relief.  A 
visiting  teacher  of  experience  has  rendered  valuable 
assistance  in  her  line  of  duty,  and  two  others  have  deliv- 
ered courses  of  appropriate  lectures  at  stated  times  to 
schools  desiring  them. 

We  believe  that  our  teachers  are  increasingly  alive  to 
the  importance  of  a  more  thorough  understanding  of 
the  nature  and  possibilities  of  their  work,  and  that  they 
are  not  only  willing  but  desirous  of  adopting  improved 
methods  of  teaching,  and  of  school  management,  as  they 
become  convinced  of  the  value  of  such  methods. 

A  school  for  the  systematic  training  of  teachers  who 
desire  to  prepare  themselves  more  fully  for  their  profes- 
sion, has  been  in  operation  for  the  past  year  at  Fifteenth 
and  Race  streets,  Philadelphia,  under  the  care  of  this 
Committee. 

One  new  school  at  Media,  Pa.,  has  been  added  to  the 
list  of  last  year  and  none  have  been  discontinued.  With 
the  advice  and  cooperation  of  this  Committee,  Friends 
at  Newtown  Square,  Pa.,  have  erected  a  suitable  building 
and  arranged  for  opening  a  boarding  school  at  that 
place  in  the  coming  fall  in  connection  with  their  day 
school. 

In  order  to  bring  together  the  parents,  the  teachers 
and  the  school  committees,  to  enable  them  to  consider 
the  many  topics  of  common  interest  connected  with  the 
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training  of  our  youth,  three  Conferences  were  held 
during  the  winter  at  Fifteenth  and  Race  streets,  Phila- 
delphia; the  attendance  on  each  occasion  was  large,  ex- 
ceeding that  of  last  year. 

The  subjects  considered  were: 

"  The  best  methods  of  teaching  reading/* 

"Some  criticisms  on  the  prevailing  methods  of  school 
work." 

"  The  best  methods  of  teaching  physiology  and  hy- 
giene in  our  schools." 

"To  what  extent  should  children  while  attending 
school  have  to  prepare  their  lessons  at  home." 

"  What  modifications,  if  any,  are  needed  hi  the  courses 
of  study  in  our  schools  and  how  can  the  cooperation 
of  parents  and  teachers  be  secured  to  obtain  the  best 
results  from  them?" 

"Manual  training  in  Friends'  schools." 

In  addition  to  the  carefully  prepared  essays  read,  the 
animated  and  thoughtful  remarks  drawn  out  by  tlie 
warm  interest  taken  in  the  different  subjects,  contributed 
much  to  the  educational  value  of  the  meetings.  Whilst 
in  many  respects  we  can  note  an  improvement  in  our 
schools  and  an  increased  interest  taken  in  them,  yet  we 
feel  there  is  cause  for  deep  concern  that  our  members 
throughout  the  Yearly  Meeting  are  not  all  more  alive 
to  the  advantages  of  a  guarded  religious  education  for 
their  children,  such  as  our  Discipline  enjoins.

The  importance  of  oar  children  attending  the  religi- 
ons meetings  held  in  the  middle  of  the  week^  has  long 
claimed  the  attention  of  Friends ;  should  we  not  also  be 
concerned  that  they  attend  the  meetings  for  Discipline 
that  they  may  become  fiimiliar  with  the  manner  of  con- 
ducting these  meetings  and  get  a  better  understanding 
of  our  testimonies  and  have  a  higher  appreciation  of 
them.  This  might  also  add  to  the  number  who  can 
with  ease  and  eflSciency  aid  in  the  business  affairs  of  our 
Society  and  render  an  intelligent  judgment  on  subjects 
coming  before  them. 

We  also  desire  to  encourage  Friends  to  have  a  more 
guarded  care  in  their  selection  of  reading  matter,  not 
only  for  the  children  but  for  themselves.  If  there  is 
cultivated  a  fondness  for  reading  the  best  literature,  with 
the  habit  of  thoughtfully  dwelling  on  what  is  read,  and 
digesting  it,  we  will  be  correspondingly  strengthened 
thereby. 

This  care  should  extend  to  the  children  not  at  the 
school  only,  but  at  the  fireside,  and  if  the  custom  is 
established  of  reading  aloud,  at  appropriate  times,  some 
suitable  work  with  the  family  gathered  together,  the 
beneficial  influences  resulting  may  strengthen  the  ties  of 
affection  and  establish  tastes  as  lasting  as  life.  In  this 
way  too  we  may  be  able  to  overcome  in  a  measure  the 
unhealthy  habit  of  too  much  newspaper  reading  and 
lessen  the  desire  for  the  perusal  of  the  many  corrupting 
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works  of  fictioD   so   industriously   spread    before  the 
people.

The  Committee  appointed  at  a  previous  sitting,  to 
unite  with  a  Committee  of  Women  Friends  in  bringing 
forward  the  names  of  suitable  Friends  to  serve  on  the 
Committee  on  Intoxicating  Beverages,  presented  a  re- 
port which,  being  read,  was  approved  and  the  Friends 
therein  named  appointed  and  encouraged  to  labor  in  that 
service  as  way  may  open,  and  to  draw  on  the  funds  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Fourteenth  of  the  month  and  Sixth  of  the  week. 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  a  former  sitting,  to 
which  was  referred  the  propositions  brought  up  in  the 
report  from  Burlington  Quarterly  Meeting,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  read,  considered  and 
adopted. 
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To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  : 

The  joint  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  pro- 
posed changes  of  Discipline,  as  brought  forward  in  the 
report  from  Burlington  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  two 
sessions  attended  by  nearly  all  its  members. 

The  first  clause  in  the  proposition  was  very  generally 
united  with  and  recommended  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
for  adoption^  viz : 

"To  insert  in  Book  of  Discipline,  page  104,  at  the 
close  of  the  article  on  Schools, 

"The  importance  of  training  our  children  and  youth 
in  a  knowledge  of  our  principles  being  widely  felt, 
Preparative  and  Monthly  Meetings  are  authorized  to 
encourage  and  as  way  opens  extend  a  guarded  care  over 
the  First-day  Schools  within  their  limits." 

The  second  and  third  clauses  of  the  proposition  were 
considered,  but  were  not  united  with.

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  reports  that 
way  has  not  opened  during  the  past  year  for  the  Com- 
mittee to  take  any  action  except  that  of  conferring  with 
the  del^ates  from  other  Yearly  Meetings  in  reference 
to  L^slative  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the 
Indians. 

The  resignation  of  Isaiah  Lightner,  the  last  of  the 
agents  appointed  at  the  instance  of  Friends,  has  been 
accepted,  and  there  are  now  no  Indian  Agents,  in  the 
service  of  the  Grovernment,  appointed  upon  their  recom- 
mendation. 

The  Committee  believes  that  the  time  has  not  yet 
arrived  at  which  it  should  be  finally  released,  and,  there- 
fore, suggests  that  it  be  continued  for  another  year  to 
labor  in  this  concern  as  way  may  open.

recorded,  and  published  with  the  Extracts. 

The  Committee  on  the  Treasurer's  account  produced 
the  following  report  which  was  read,  approved,  and 
Thomas  J.  Husband,  therein  named,  was  united  with 
and  appointed  Treasurer. 

Dillwyn  Parrish  and  Joseph  C.  Turnpenny  were 
united  with  as  Correspondents  of  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
and  accordingly  appointed.

By  reports  received,  it  appears  that  Correspondents 
have  been  appointed  by  all  the  subordinate  meetings. 
Their  names  and  addresses  are  directed  to  be  published 
with  the  Extracts. 

The  Committee  on  Epistles  produced  an  essay, 
which  was  read  approved,  and  a  copy  thereof,  signed 
by  the  Clerk  on  behalf  of  the  meeting,  is  directed 
to  be  forwarded  to  each  of  the  Yearly  Meetings  with 
which  we  correspond. 

The  propositions  from  Philadelphia  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing made  last  year,  for  a  change  of  Discipline,  and  re- 
ferred for  the  consideration  of  this  meeting,  being  again 
considered  at  this  time  were  referred  to  a  committee  to 
unite  with  a  committee  of  women  Friends  and  report 
to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  committee  appointed  at  a  former  sitting  reported 
the  names  of  a  committee  to  take  into  consideration 
the  subject  of  the  education  of  the  colored  people  of  the 
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Southern  States,  who  were  united  with  by  the  meet- 
ing and  appointed  to  the  service. 

The  following  minute,  embracing  some  of  the  exer- 
cises of  the  meeting,  was  read,  approved,  and  directed 
to  be  published  with  the  Extracts. 

Under  a  solemn  covering,  early  in  the  gathering  of 
our  assembly,  we  were  called  to  the  importance  of  es^h 
drawing  to  the  true  centre. 

There  was  revived  the  declaration  :  "  There  is  a  city 
whose  maker  and  builder  Grod  is;  a  city  that  hath  no 
need  of  the  light  of  the  sun  or  the  moon  to  shine  upon 
it;  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord  doth  lighten  it,  and  the 
lamp  thereof  is  the  Lamb;"  and  under  the  government 
of  the  inspeaking  word  of  Divine  Power  all  the 
polished  stones  find  their  places. 

A  deep  exercise  spread  over  the  meeting  on  the  con- 
sideration of  the  state  of  Society,  as  presented  by  the 
answers  to  the  Queries. 

In  our  associated  religious  capacity  we  were  compared 
unto  a  family  drawn  together  under  a  conviction  of  the 
saving  power  of  Love;  each  member,  bound  to  every 
other  in  a  relation  so  intimate  as  to  preclude  all  jealousy, 
all  strife,  cherishing  the  good,  forgiving  and  tender 
when  departures  occur,  that  in  the  Christian  order  every 
breach  might  be  healed. 

The  ancient  legacy  left  by  Greorge  Fox,  in  the  man- 
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ner  of  an  appeal^  was  forcibly  presented.  ''Hold  all 
your  meetings  in  the  power  of  God.''  We  were  told 
this  applies  not  only  to  those  who  occupy  the  positions 
of  Ministers  and  Elders — Fathers  in  the  Church — ^but 
was  particularly  applicable  to  each  individual  mem- 
ber; that  this  l^acy  involves  the  gathering  together  not 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  words, — not  for  ourselves  only, 
— but  as  we  unselfishly  seek  the  good  of  others  we  reap 
our  reward  and  reach  a  greater  good. 

If  all,  when  gathering  for  the  purpose  of  Divine 
Worship,  were  to  come  with  feelings  of  this  kind — with 
the  mind  brought  into  silence,  and  the  whole  will  sub- 
jected to  the  Father,  seeking  to  know  all  our  duty,  we 
would  receive  a  blessing,  and  there  would  be  realized 
the  holding  of  all  our  meetings  in  the  power  of  God, 
and  we  would  be  so  humbled  and  brought  under  the 
limitations  of  Truth  as  to  be  preserved  from  that  criti- 
cizing disposition  that  so  much  prevails. 

The  moment  we  allow  a  carping  fueling  to  enter  our 
minds,  we  turn  away  from  the  source  of  true  instruc- 
tion, and  if  there  be  that  feeling  which  ought  not  to  be 
toward  any  brother  or  sister  which  leads  to  fault-find- 
ing, we  shall  fail  in  our  efforts  to  hold  our  meetings  in 
and  under  this  blessed  power. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  visit  our 
members  and  encourage  them  to  faithfulness  in  carrying 
out  our  testimonies,  introduced  the  meeting  into  deep 
feeling  and  sympathy.    Testimony  was  borne  that  the 
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only  efficient  method  to  pursue  in  order  that  the  diseased 
members  shall  be  healed,  must  be  based  on  the  ground 
upon  which  our  Society  was  originally  brought  to  be  a 
collected  people.    It  was  because  they  loved  one  another. 

The  Apostle  declared,  "He  that  loveth  is  bom  of 
God."  We  were  commended  to  the  ancient  ground  upon 
which  all  right  labor  must  be  performed.  "When  thou 
art  converted  strengthen  the  brethren."  Before  we  en- 
ter into  the  labor  we  should  ask,  "are  we  converted?" 
The  power  of  Divine  Love  filling  the  vessel  fitted  to 
receive,  is  that  that  can  alone  sustain  the  instrument  in 
any  age,  and  qualify  to  bear  Truth's  testimonies  with  ef- 
ficacy and  power  before  the  world. 

The  body  was  called  to  and  renewedly  impressed  with 
the  necessity  of  becoming  so  purified  from  self  as  to  be 
enabled  to  love  our  enemies,  to  do  good  and  lend,  hoping 
for  nothing,  that  we  might  indeed  be  the  children  of  the 
Highest. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  assist  the  Clerks  in 
preparing  and  publishing  the  Extracts,  and  in  transcrib- 
ing and  forwarding  the  epistles. 

Sensible  and  grateful  that  the  spirit  of  brotherly 
love  and  condescension  has  been  with  us  throughout 
our  sittings,  under  its  influence  we  conclude  to  meet 
again  at  the  usual  time  next  year,  if  consistent  with  the 

Divine  will.

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A  Testimony  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  held  at 
Green  Street,  Philadelphia,  Third  month  18th,  1886, 
concerning  our  friend  Jane  Johnson. 

Blessed  is  the  memory  of  the  righteous.  While  we, 
who  knew  our  beloved  friend  Jane  Johnson,  need  not 
the  written  record  to  keep  her  excellent  example  in  en- 
during remembrance,  yet  for  those  who  may  succeed  us 
we  feel  it  right  to  give  forth  a  testimony  of  our  appre- 
ciation of  her  remarkably  consistent  life  as  a  minister 
of  the  Gospel,  and  as  a  faithful  servant  of  her  Lord,  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  and  requirements  devolving 
upon  her. 

She  was  born  on  the  17th  of  Nintli  month,  1803. 
Her  parents,  Jacob  and  Hannah  T.  Johnson,  were  val- 
ued members  of  our  Religious  Society. 

The  death  of  her  father,  about  the  16th  year  of  her 
age,  was  a  great  bereavement,  increasingly  saddened  by 
the  circumstance  of  his  being  far  from  home  at  the 
time,  an  event  to  which  she  ever  referred  with  deep 
feeling. 

She  was  the  second  in  age  of  seven  children  thus 
early  deprived  of  the  tender  care  and  counsel  of  a  be- 
loved father.  Under  the  guardianship  of  her  judicious 
mother  she  was  trained  in  a  knowledge  of  domestic  econ- 
omies, and  received  a  liberal  education. 
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Although  reared  amid  the  surroundings  of  luxury 
and  wealtliy  with  a  strong  disposition  to  indulge  in 
superfluity  of  dress,  and  vanities  incident  to  volatile 
natures,  yet  she  found  none  of  these  things  were 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  cravings  and  engage  the  noblest 
attributes  of  her  being. 

While  yet  in  early  life  she  was  gradually  brought  to 
know  of  the  restraining  hand  of  the  Heavenly  Father's 
love,  setting  before  her  the  duty  of  observing  greater 
simplicity,  which,  as  obedience  was  yielded  to,  led  her 
in  a  narrow  path  of  self-denial  and  humiliation,  wherein 
the  struggle  was  very  great  to  surrender  entirely  her 
strong  will ;  yet  she  was  enabled  to  bow  in  submission 
and  accept  the  yoke  which  bound  her  spirit  to  the 
blessed  cause  of  truth  and  righteousness. 

Many  deep  conflicts  were  her  portion  ere  she  could 
wholly  resign  and  submit  to  the  requirement  to  appear 
in  public  testimony. 

Of  this  experience  she  writes :  "  Earnest  desires  weie 
begotten  for  ability  to  cast  away  every  crown  at  my 
Fathers  footstool.  He  who  compassionates  the  weak- 
ness of  His  children  was  graciously  pleased  to  draw 
near  and  endue  me  with  strength  to  act  according  to 
apprehended  duty  by  publicly  supplicating  His  great 
name  in  our  First-<lay  morning  meeting  near  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  1830.'' 

Subsequently,  as  she  traveled  along  in  a  lonely  path- 
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way,  by  a  continued  deep  indwelling  of  spirit,  she  was 
enabled  to  bring  up  as  it  were  stones  of  memorial,  giv- 
ing evidence  that  she  had  been  taught  in  the  school  of 
Christ,  and  was  prepared  to  exercise  the  gift  entrusted 
to  her.  This  gift  was  owned  and  duly  acknowledged  by 
her  friends  in  the  Monthly  Meeting  held  First  month 
22d,  1835. 

Her  appearances  in  public  testimony  were  attended 
with  weight  and  solemnity  of  manner,  a  fulness  and 
fewness  of  words  which  was  very  impressive.  It  was 
not  her  practice  to  point  out  to  her  hearers  particular 
duties,  but  there  was  manifest  a  living  concern  to  encour- 
age them  to  taste  and  see  for  themselves  ^'  that  the  Lord 
is  good,'*  to  invite  them  to  the  feet  of  the  Master,  with 
the  injunction,  "  Whatsoever  He  biddeth  thee,  that  do.'' 

Here  was  her  resting  place — reverently  waiting  upon 
Him — a  true  example  of  that  living  silence  which  at 
times  is  more  efficacious  than  any  spoken  words.  Yet, 
when  in  obedience  to  the  command,  "  Speak  to  My  peo- 
ple," her  words  gave  forth  no  uncertain  sound. 

Her  travels  in  religious  service  beyond  the  limits  of 
our  own  Yearly  Meeting  were  not  extensive,  and,  as  in 
all  engagements  of  the  kind,  were  entered  upon  under 
great  weight  of  spirit,  feeling  her  own  littleness,  and 
the  necessity  of  applying  to  the  Fountain  of  Good  for 
help  and  strength  to  go  forth  only  under  Divine 
guidance. 
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ConversaDt  from  early  life  with  the  rules  and  asages 
of  our  Religious  Society,  she  was  a  thorough  discipli- 
narian, and  stood  as  an  upright  pillar  in  our  midst 
The  conspicuous  trait  of  order  in  hor  character  was 
manifest  in  the  deliberations  of  our  meetings  for  disci* 
pline,  as  in  all  the  transactions  of  life. 

As  we  review  the  course  of  her  more  private  walks, 
and  admire  the  loving  tenderness  of  her  spirit,  exempli- 
fied toward  all  who  sought  her  counsel  and  sympathy, 
or  who  were  drawn  around  her  for  the  enjoyment  of  her 
intellectual  and  spiritual  gifts,  we  are  impressed  with 
the  abundant  resources  for  instruction  which  she  pos- 
sessed. In  the  social  as  in  religous  duties  she  was  con- 
cerned to  move  by  the  guidance  of  best  wisdom.  An 
abiding  faith  in  the  direction  and  control  of  a  superin- 
tending Providence  in  outward  concerns  appeared  to 
r^ulate  all  her  movements,  crowning  her  with  a  dignity 
and  calmness  of  manner,  and  qualifying  her  to  be  a  wise 
counsellor  and  true  sympathizer  with  others  in  their 
varied  allotments. 

Her  deportment,  attire  and  manner  of  living  were 
marked  by  great  simplicity,  the  outgrowth  of  her  secret 
convictions  of  right,  and,  while  she  adhered  steadfastly 
to  these,  she  did  not  withdraw  from  participation  in  the 
varied  duties  surrounding  her. 

Her  interest  and  sympathy  were  often  enlisted  for  the  * 
woes  of  suffering  humanity,  ready  to  assist,  when  her 
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individual  judgment  approved,  in  those  associated  efforts 
which  tended  to  the  amelioration  and  uplifting  of  her 
fellow-creatures.  Her  ready  hand  and  heart  responded 
not  only  to  the  plea  on  behalf  of  abject  poverty,  but  she 
felt  it  ako  one  of  her  mi&sions  and  a  privilege  to  render 
help  to  those  who  were  endeavoring  to  help  themselves; 
and  many  who  had  not  otherwise  the  opportunity  were 
aided  by  her  generosity  in  acquiring  a  useful  education. 

Most  peculiarly  was  she  endowed  with  ability  to  enter 
closely  into  feeling  with  the  afflicted  and  discouraged 
ones,  visiting  the  widow  and  the  fatherless  and  many 
who  felt  themselves  as  out  of  sight,  entering  their  dwell- 
ings in  meekness,  desiring  to  search  out  the  cause  which 
she  knew  not,  distributing  comfort  and  consolation  in 
unknown  places,  wherein  the  left  hand  knew  not  the 
offering  the  right  hand  gave.  Her  benevolence  was 
seasoned  with  discretion  and  her  charity  sweetened  with 
delicacy  and  love. 

The  strength  and  clearness  of  her  judgment,  refine- 
ment of  taste,  and  readiness  in  the  use  of  the  pen,  qua- 
lified her  for  much  usefulness  in  literary  labors,  and  in 
the  services  of  her  Religious  Society.  Very  especially 
was  she  interested  for  many  years  in  the  preparation  of 
printed  matter  for  the  benefit  of  children  as  well  as 
those  of  riper  years. 

These  little  works  have  circulated  throughout  the 
limits  of  our  Society,  and  will  long  be  as  mementoes 
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of  her  love,  wisdom  and  earnest  desire  to  implant 
the  seeds  of  pure  and  virtuous  sentiments,  all 
having  a  bearing  upon  the  true  and  vital  principles 
which  lead  the  mind  higher  and  higher  toward  a  reli- 
gious life. 

Coexistent  with  this  deep  concern  and  interest,  she 
was  led  to  believe  it  right  for  her  to  gather  the  children 
around  her  on  First-day  afternoons  for  serious  instruc- 
tion. To  this  work  she  gave  a  portion  of  many  years  ' 
of  her  active  life,  entering  upon  it  in  much  humility, 
and  shrinking  from  publicity ;  yet  her  prompt  and  ear- 
nest spirit  was  as  an  inspiration  to  those  whom  she  called 
to  her  side  to  share  in  the  labor,  Her  meek  and  gentle 
manner,  her  pure  and  simple  teachings  were  adapted  to 
indelibly  impress  the  minds  of  the  children,  and  those 
who  were  permitted  to  be  associated  with  her  at  these 
times  will  not  soon  forget  the  tender  exhortations  to  duty 
which  fell  from  her  lips.  In  the  conducting  of  her  lit- 
tle First-day  school,  it  was  a  deep-felt  interest  and  con- 
cern with  our  dear  friend,  that  the  children  and  young 
people  might  more  fully  come  to  understand  the  princi- 
ples and  testimonies  held  by  our  Society,  and  be  encour- 
aged more  and  more  to  cultivate  the  devotional  feelings 
which  would  lead  them  to  place  a  firm  reliance  upon 
the  in-dwelling  Power  which  she  had  found  to  be  her 
strength  in  weakness  and  an  ever-present  help.  On  the 
occasion  of  her  retiring  from  participation  in  this  work, 
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she  makes  the  following  note:  "I  have  now  resigned 
the  position  of  superintendent.^  feeling  anable  for  the 
requisite  effort.  In  reviewing  the  feelings  under  which 
I  have  acted,  I  may  speak  of  the  engagement  as  a  ser- 
vice of  love  and  duty,  and  truly  it  has  been  a  pleasant 
service.  Again  and  again  have  our  little  gatherings 
been  blessed  with  a  covering  of  heavenly  love,  under 
which  I  fully  believe  instruction  has  been  sealed  upon 
the  young  mind,  and  the  teachers,  too,  have  felt  that 
our  sufficiency  for  the  work  is  of  God.'' 

Our  friend  was  one  of  the  little  band  of  women 
Friends  who  nobly  stepped  forward  and  volunteered 
their  services  as  an  editorial  board  to  continue  the  pub- 
lication of  Friend^  Intelligencer ^  which  in  1852  was  in 
a  languishing  state,  for  want  of  sufficient  funds  and  of 
suitable  ability  to  conduct  it  aright.  This  new  sphere 
of  action  for  those  engaging  in  it  was  entirely  a  labor  of 
love,  which  involved  much  responsibility — the  exercise 
of  literary  talent,  discriminating  judgment  and  good 
taste — but  their  united  efforts  were  successful,  and  the 
paper  duly  obtained  a  wide  circulation  throughout  our 
Society,  carrying  to  many  homes  comfort  and  refresh- 
ment in  the  pure  and  wholesome  matter  it  contained. 

In  later  years  her  mind  and  pen  were  more  particu- 
larly employed  in  writing  and  compiling  short  essays  of 
"Thought  and  Feeling,'' embracing  religious  exercises, 
which  were  published  in  pocket-volume  form,  and  have 
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been  acknowledged  by  many  as  encouraging  companions 
to  their  lonely  hours.  This  appears  to  have  been  her 
latest  literary  effort,  accomplished  during  the  yearn  of 
close  confinement  at  home,  and  sometimes  were  written 
at  her  dictation,  when  she  was  unable  to  use  the  pen  her- 
self; thus  giving  evidence  of  continued  religious  concern 
and  dedication  of  heart  to  obey  the  presentations  and 
impressions  of  duty,  even  unto  the  end. 

The  last  few  years  of  our  dear  friend's  life  were  passed 
in  the  quietness  and  blessedness  of  her  own  home,  over 
which  for  many  years  she  had  presided  with  a  welcome 
hospitality.  It  was  long  the  resort  of  valuable  Friends, 
many  of  whom  were  travelling  in  the  work  of  the  min- 
istry. Numbered  among  her  personal  friendships  were 
many  of  superior  intellectual  and  spiritual  endowments, 
yet  she  was  ever  ready  to  greet  those  less  mentally 
favored  and  share  with  them  the  riches  of  heavenly 
good,  which  she  could  own  were  as  freely  bestowed  upon 
the  one  as  upon  the  five  talents. 

In  her  temperament  were  combined  strong  points  of 
mental  qualities,  which,  however,  were  so  harmoniously 
blended  and  brought  under  the  controlling  power  of  her 
Heavenly  Instructor,  that  she  seemed  to  arrive  at  a  su- 
perior degree  of  Christian  perfectness.  Yet  she  was  not 
without  the  propensities  and  tendencies  common  to  our 
human  nature,  and  only  through  close  watchfulness  did 
she  maintain  the  high  standard  in  which  we  view  her, 
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but  which^  in  her  humility^  she  never  felt  to  hav« 
attained. 

Near  the  close  of  her  public  ministry  she  gave  forth 
the  following  in  her  own  meeting :  '^  A  testimony  rests 
with  me,  and  I  feel  it  will  be  right  to  leave  it  with  my 
friends  who  are  now  assembled.  A  testimony  to  the 
excellency  of  a  living  faith  in  the  internal  manifestations 
of  Divine  Power — Life,  Light  and  Wisdom.  Herein 
rests  my  hope;  so  far  as  I  have  walked  uprightly  while 
passing  through  time,  it  has  been  through  help  thus 
derives  I.  So  far  as  I  have  been  sustained  under  trials 
and  conflicts,  it  has  been  through  this  heavenly  compan- 
ionship. So  far  as  I  have  attained  a  knowledge  of  those 
things  that  make  for  peace,  this  has  been  my  teacher — 
yes,  my  only  teacher — and  it  has  never  failed  me,  and 
never  will  fail  any  dependent  child,  for  here  we  all  stand 
upon  equal  ground.  Even  according  to  Scripture  testi- 
mony, '  the  grace  of  Grod  that  bringeth  salvation  hath 
appeared  unto  all  men,  teaching  them  the  denial  of  all 
ungodliness.^^* 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  1880,  under  a  sense  of 
releaaement  from  further  public  service,  she  expressed 
in  our  meeting  the  following : 

"  I  feel  it  right  to  make  the  acknowledgment  before 
my  people,  the  people  whom  I  love,  that  surely  good- 
ness and  mercy  have  followed  me  all  the  days  of  my 
life,  and  now  the  language  can  be  adopted,  ^  Return,  O 
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my  soul,  to  the  place  of  thy  rest,  for  the  Lord,  thy  Qod, 
hath  dealt  bountifully  with  thee!'^' 

We  believe  that  this  was  the  closing  of  her  appearances 
in  public  testimony.  During  the  few  following  years  phy- 
sical suffering,  in  the  form  of  nervous  debility,  prevented 
her  from  mingling  with  her  friends  in  social  worship,  and 
from  participating  in  any  active  duties ;  yet  as  her  strength 
declined,  her  interest  in  her  friends  and  in  subjects  which 
had  long  engaged  her  attention  were  unabated. 

Calmly  and  patiently  was  she  sustained  through  all 
earthly  conflicts.  Her  spiritual  and  mental  powers  re- 
tained their  wonted  clearness  as  she  neared  the  close  of 
her  long  and  dedicated  life.  Peacefully,  calmly  the 
spirit  was  released  from  its  earthly  environments  on  the 
11th  of  Ninth  month,  1884,  in  the  81st  year  of  her  age. 
On  the  occasion  of  her  funeral,  hei*  strong  testimony  to 
simplicity  in  arrangements  and  against  unnecessary  ex- 
penditure was  faithfully  observed. 

Thus  has  closed  to  our  view  a  life  in  which,  we  be- 
lieve, was  verified  the  truth  of  the  declaration,  "  The 
path  of  the  just  is  as  the  shining  light  that  shineth 
more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day.'*

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EXTRACTS. 


At  a  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Fri^ids,  held  in 
Philadelphia  by  adjournments,  from  the  10th  of 
Fiflh  month  to  the  14th  of  the  same,  inclusive,  1886. 

Reports  were  received  from  all  the  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings, also  the  Half-year's  meeting  of  Fishing  Creek* 
The  representatives  therefrom  were  present,  with  nine 
exceptions,  for  the  absence  of  three  of  whom  satisfactory 
causes  were  assigned. 

Most  of  the  reports  mention  that  the  Extracts  have 
been  received  and  distributed,  and  the  quotas  for  the 
Yearly  Meeting  fund  directed  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Meeting. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  a  solemn  feel- 
ing rested  upon  the  assembly,  and  under  this  feeling  our 
hearts  were  lifted  up,  craving  from  the  Most  High,  the 
bestowal  of  wisdom  upon  Hb  children  in  the  work  before 
them. 

The  loss  felt  in  our  midst  from  the  abseiice  of  some  of 
those  who  have  long  been  standard  bearers  amongst  us, 
was  feelingly  referred  to,  and  we  were  called  to  seek  for 
qualification  to  fill  the  vacant  places  by  turning  to  that 
never-failing  Fountain  of  Wisdom,  from  which  they  had 
derived  strength  to  do  the  work  of  their  day. 
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The  following  Minutes  for  Friends  in  attendance  from 
other  Yearly  Meetings  have  been  received  and  read : —

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account  and 
propose  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treasurer  of  this  Meeting, 
a  committee  was  appointed. 

To  assist  the  Clerks  in  collecting  the  exercises  of  the 
Meeting,  a  committee  was  appointed.

county,  111.,  endorsed  by  Blue  River  Quarterly  Meeting, 
held  at  Benjaminville,  McClean  county  111.;  for  Aaron 
Sutton,  an  elder  and  Melissa,  his  daughter  and  compan- 
ion, from  Nine  Partners'  Monthly  Meeting,  New  York  ; 
for  Daniel  Zavitz  and  Susan  W.  Zavitz,  his  wife,  elders, 
from  Norwich  Monthly  Meeting,  Lobo,  Ontario;  for 
Samuel  P.  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  G.  Thomas,  his  wife, 
elders,  from  Sandy  Spring  Monthly  Meeting,  Md, 
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Epistles  were  read  from  our  sisters  of  New  York  and 
Genesee  Yearly  Meetings. 

We  were  tenderly  counseled  to  avoid  a  thoughtless 
criticism  of  the  messages  which  the  servants  of  God  have 
been  commissioned  to  offer  to  the  people,  lest  we  call  in 
question  an  offering  not  intended  for  our  use,  but  adapted 
to  that  of  another.  A  close  watchfulness  is  required 
that  we  do  not  choke  the  growth  of  the  good  seed  which 
may  have  been  planted,  by  thus  allowing  ourselves  to 
indulge  in  that  which  tends  to  scatter  the  impressions  of 
good  that  may  have  been  gained. 

The  representatives  were  requested  to  meet  at  the  close 
of  this  session,  to  nominate  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Clerk, 
and  one  for  Assistant  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
report  to  this  afternoon's  session. 

Afternoon, 

Catharine  P.  Foulke,  on  behalf  of  the  representatives, 
reported  they  met,  and  were  united  in  proposing  Mar- 
garetta  Walton  for  Clerk,  and  Matilda  Garrigues  for 
Assistant.  Unity  being  expressed  by  the  meeting,  they 
were  appointed  for  these  services. 

Epistles  from  our  sisters  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Balti- 
more, were  read.  These,  with  those  read  in  the  morn- 
ing session,  brought  us  in  feeling  near  our  absent  sisters, 
through  that  fellowship  that  causes  us  to  sympathize  with 
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those  in  lonely  situationsy  as  torejoioe  with  those  who  are 
surrounded  by  Friendly  influenoes.  To  essay  replies  to 
these  a  committee  was  appointed. 

A  proposition  for  some  changes  in  our  Discipline  firom 
fiurlington  Quarterly  Meeting,  was  read,  and  it  was  the 
judgment  of  this  meeting  that  the  same  be  committed  for 
consideration  to  a  committee,  should  men  Friends 
concur. 

Men  Friends  informed  they  had  appointed  a  commit- 
tee on  this  subject. 

An  interesting  report  from  our  Visiting  Committee 
waift  read  and  united  with.  It  was  the  judgment  of  this 
meeting  that  the  committee  be  continued — subject  to  the 
decision  of  men*s  meeting — to  pursue  their  labors  as 
truth  directs.- 

A  concern  was  expressed  in  the  meeting  that  in  the 
continuation  of  our  Committees  a  care  should  be  exer- 
cised that  they  be  not  continued  beyond  the  life ;  as  it  is 
sometimes  profitable  to  rest  from  outward  labor  and 
draw  near  to  the  still  waters  of  Life;  then  thai  will  be 
made  manifest  which  is  needed  to  reach  the  dolin- 
queuoies  among  us,  and  build  up  the  waste  places. 

Tliird-day  Morning^  Fifth  month  11th. 

A  salutation  was  received  from  a  sister  who  is  not 
able  to  be  present  with  us,  a  message  of  love  to  the 
young  sisters  that  they  come  up  higher,  and  be  found 
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among  thoee  who  have  set  their  faces  toward  the 
^^  Mountain  of  the  Ijord;"  and  to  mothers  who  have 
been  bearing  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day,  whose 
feet  have  passed  through  the  waters  of  Jordan,  bringing 
up  stones  of  memorial ;  the  breathing  prayer  of  her 
heart  was,  that  all  might  be  found  living  members  of 
the  Church  of  Christ. 

Harriet  E.  Kirk,  Rebecca  J.  Cowperthwait  and 
Mary  M.  Thomas  request  to  be  released  from  the  Visit- 
ing Committee.     The  meeting  united  with  their  release. 

The  following  report  from  the  Committee  to  examine 
and  settle  the  Treasurer's  Account  and  bring  forward 
the  name  of  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treasurer,  was  united 
with,  and  Mary  F.  Saunders  appointed  to  act  as 
Treasurer  the  ensuing  year. 

REPORT. 

^'  The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Treasu- 
rer's Account,  and  bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend 
to  serve  as  Treasurer  the  present  year,  report  they  found 
the  account  correct  with  a  balance  due  the  Yearly 
Meeting  of  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and 
twenty-nine  cents  ($922.29).

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The  Epistle  from  our  sisters  of  Illinois  was  received, 
read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Epistles. 

Catharine  P.  Foulke  and  Franoena  Briggs  were 
added  to  the  Committee  on  Discipline. 

The  consideration  of  the  state  of  our  Society  was 
entered  upon  as  far  as  reading  and  answering  the  First, 
Second  and  Third  Queries.  The  Meeting  was  exercised 
on  account  of  our  deficiencies,  and  we  were  earnestly  in- 
vited to  examine  ourselves  that  we  may  know  how 
much  each  one  of  us  adds  to  the  delinquencies  among 
U3.  We  have  also  been  comforted  by  evidences  of  an 
increased  faithfulness  in  some  respects. 

One  who  has  bad  many  years  of  religious  experience 
urged  us  to  set  a  close  guard  upon  our  words,  for  the 
tongue  is  an  unruly  member,  full  of  deadly  poison,  and 
we  cannot  indulge  in  the  habit  of  detraction  without 
injuring  ourselves  also.  It  is  a  blessed  thing  to  be 
under  the  influence  of  Divine  Love,  for  this  love  will 
root  out  all  evil-speaking  one  of  another. 

Afternoon. 

We  had  at  this  time  a  visit  in  gospel  love  from  our 
friend  Ezra  Fell,  whose  inviting  counsel  we  hope  may 
fasten  in  our  hearts,  that  our  resolutions  for  good  may 
not  falter  but  increase  through  our  obedience  to  Heavenly 
visitations.

If  under  a  proper 
feeling  of  the  dignity  of  our  Christian  profession  our 
members  will  be  faithful  to  our  excellent  testimonies, 
and  attentive  to  the  living  witness  in  the  heart,  we  will 
indeed  be  examples  imto  others  in  moderation  in  all 
things. 

Much  concern  was  expressed  and  counsel  given  on 
the  important  testimonies  contained  in  this  Query. 

Men  Friends  informed  they  had  united  with  the  re- 
port of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  continued  it. 

Fourth-day  Morning,  Fifth  month  12th. 

Sarah  J.  Ash  and  Louisa  A.  Wright  were  added  to 
the  Visiting  Committee. 

V 
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Our  young  Friends  were  tenderly  reminded  of  their 
responsibility  as  members  of  our  Religious  Society,  and 
were  encouraged  to  greater  faithfulness  in  attending  our 
week-day  meetings,  making  household  arrangements 
that  they  may  find  time  for  this  duty,  as  these  are  often 
seasons  of  sweet  spiritual  communion. 

Pertinent  counsel  was  given  in  regard  to  setting  apart 
the  First-day  of  the  week  as  a  time  for  social  visiting, 
for  by  thus  doing  we  often  prevent  those  visited  from 
attending  their  religious  meetings.  These  were  urged 
not  to  remain  at  home  but  invite  their  guests  to  accom- 
pany them. 

The  Fifth  and  Sixth  Queries  with  their  answers  were 
read,  and  in  considering  the  former  we  were  counselled 
to  remember  the  words  of  Job:  "The  cause  which  I 
knew  not  I  searched  out,*'  for  the  spirit  of  our  Discipline 
is  helpful  and  leads  to  practical  results. 

A  living  concern  was  felt  that  all  should  turn  away 
from  the  temptation  and  seductive  influences  of  card- 
playing.  The  sin  of  gambling  is  not  reached  at  once, 
but  the  fascination  comes  little  by  little. 

The  young  were  called  upon  to  be  strong  in  resisting 
this  evil  in  all  its  fomia  and  to  select  such  amusements 
as  are  improving  and  will  not  in  any  wise  detract  from 
the  moral  and  spiritual  life.  The  value  of  home  train- 
ing in  regard  to  this   was  feelingly  dwelt  upon,  and 
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parents  were  called  to  the  importance  of  instilling  right 
influences  by  example  as  well  as  precept. 

All  have  been  encouraged  to  greater  diligence  in  the 
maintenance  of  our  testimonies^  as  we  know  them  to  be 
a  preservation. 

Aflemoon, 

'The  remaining  Queries  and  answers  have  been  read 
and  considered  and  the  summaries  united  with  as  nearly 
representing  our  condition. 

In  considering  the  Seventh  Query  we  were  reminded 
of  woman's  responsibility  and  influence. in  maintaining 
the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  home,  and  called  to 
watch  over  the  inroads  made  by  indulging  our  selfish 
desires.  The  loss  of  int^rity  for  the  sake  of  gaining 
worldly  goods  is  sometimes  the  result  of  woman's  ex- 
travagance. 

In  connection  with  the  Second  Annual  Query  we  had 
a  comprehensive  report  from  the  Educational  Committee 
which  was  united  with^  and  they  continued,  should 
Men's  Meeting  unite.  Harriet  E.  Kirk  by  her  request 
is  released  from  the  Committee.  {For  repoii  see  Men^a 
Extracts.) 

It  was  urged  that  the  undue  indulgence  in  newspaper 
reading  not  only  consumes  the  time  but  has  the  effect  of 
lessening  our  interest  in  more  substantial  and  improving 
reading. 
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Three  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings  report  they  have 
First-day  schools  under  the  care  of  Monthly  Meetings, 
and  Burlington  Quarter  reports  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  advice  of  the  last  Yearly  Meeting. 

Fifih-day  Afternoon,  'Fifth  month  ISih. 

Tlie  Minutes  of  the  Representative  Committee,  or 
Meeting  for  Sufferings,  were  read  and  approved.  The 
Ck>mmittee  inform  that  much  inconvenience  has  been  ex- 
perienced by  memorials  not  being  presented  to  the  com- 
mittee in  time  togivedueconsideration  to  them,  previous 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  therefore.  Monthly  Meetings  are 
requested  to  forward  them  not  later  than  the  Twelfth 
month. 

Epistles  were  read,  directed  to  our  sisters  of  New 
York,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Indiana  and  Baltimore,  which  were 
united  with. 

A  report  from  the  Committee  to  nominate  a  joiat 
standing  Committee  on  Temperance  and  Intoxicating 
Beverages  was  read  and  united  with,  and  the  Friends 
named  were  appointed  to  that  service.  Men's  Meeting 
concurring. 

The  Committee  on  changes  in  Discipline  made  a  re- 
port which  was  accepted. 
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To  Phdladdphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  : 

The  joint  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  pro- 
posed changes  of  Discipline,  as  brought  forward  in  the 
report  from  Burlington  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  two 
sessions  attended  by  nearly  all  its  members. 

The  first  clause  in  the  proposition  was  very  generally 
united  with  and  recommended  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
for  adoption,  viz : 

"To  insert  in  Book  of  Discipline,  page  104,  at  the

"The  importance  of  training  our  children  and  youth 
in  a  knowledge  of  our  principles  being  widely  felt, 
Prej)arative  and.

The  second  and  third  clauses  of  the  proposition  were 
considered,  but  were  not  united  with.

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We  woald  affectionately  encourage  our  young  friends 
to  cherish  a  veneration  for  the  experience  of  those  who 
have  long  borne  the  responsibilities  of  our  Society.  This 
will  be  among  the  agencies  to  hold  them  steadfast  in 
every  disturbing  element ;  at  all  seasons  it  is  well  to  re- 
member the  injunction,  ^'  Be  not  ashamed  of  the  testimony 
of  our  Lord/' 

Friends  were  renewedly  encouraged  to  seek  for  the 
openings  ot  Divine  Wisdom  in  their  endeavors  to  ad- 
vance any  good  work,  and  as  these  openings  are  sub- 
mitted to  in  all  our  movements,  there  will  be  harmonious 
labor  in  the  cause  of  Truth. 

Sixth-day  Morning — Fifth  month  l^ih. 

Our  Friend,  Rachel  N.  Mather,  informed  this  meeting 
she  felt  it  required  of  her  to  visit  the  brethren.  The 
meeting  united  with  her  being  at  liberty  to  do  so. 
Elizabeth  M.  Cooper  and  Martha  Gaskill  were  named  to 
accompany  her. 

A  report  from  the  Indian  Committee  was  read  and 
united  with,  and  the  Committee  continued  for  watchful 
care  over  the  interests  of  the  Indians. — {For  report  see 
Men^s  Extracts.) 

The  changes  of  Discipline  sent  down  in  our  Extracts 
from  last  Yearly  Meeting,  were  again  considered.  WhUe 
much  unity  w^  expressed,  it  is  believed  to  be  best  not 
to  adopt  them  at  the  present  time. 
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Under  the  solemn  feeling  with  which  the  meeting 
opened,  it  was  earnestly  desired  that  we  may  know  more 
and  more  of  that  unity  of  the  spirit  which  is  the  bond  of 
peace.  We  cannot  expect  uniformity  of  sentiment  in 
this  large  body,  but  by  faithfulness  to  the  gift  of  Grod  in 
our  own  souls,  wc  may  increasingly  realize  all  differences 
in  our  sentiments,  or  prejudices  to  be  swallowed  up  in 
the  bond  of  spiritual  fellowship. 

The  subject  of  the  education  of  the  colored  people  of 
the  Southern  States  was  introduced  from  Men's  Meeting, 
abd  united  with  in  this,  and  a  committee  appointed,  to 
join  with  a  similar  committee  of  men,  to  bring  forward 
to  our  next  session  the  names  of  suitable  Friends  to  take 
the  matter  into  consideration,  which  committee  will  re- 
port to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting.

An  epistle  to  Genesee  Yearly  Meeting  was  read,  and 
this,  with  the  others  read  at  a  former  session,  were  di- 
rected to  be  signed  and  forwai-ded  by  the  Clerk  to  the 
different  Yearly  Meetings  for  which  they  are  designed. 

The  Committee  to  nominate  Friends  to  constitute  a 
standing  committee  to  take  the  condition  of  the  col- 
ored people  of  the  South  under  care  made  a  report, 
which  was  united  with  by  this  meeting,  and  those  who 
answered  to  their  names  were  appointed  for  this  service. 
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A  memorial  prepared  by  Green  Street  Monthly  Meet- 
ing for  our  friend,  Jane  Johnson,  was  read,  and  the 
memory  of  the  life  that  has  passed  from  us,  and  the 
works  which  do  follow  her,  have  spoken  to  us  in  this 
language :  ^'  Be  ye  followers  of  me,  even  as  I  also  am 
of  Christ." 

Men  Friends  informed  they  have  considered  the 
changes  of  Discipline  as  reported  from  last  year,  and 
were  united  in  appointing  a  committee  to  take  the  mat- 
ter under  care  and  report  to  our  next  Yearly  Meeting. 
This  meeting  uniting  with  their  judgment,  a  committee 
was  appointed. 

Our  meeting  has  been  large,  and  a  deep  interest  in 
all  the  business  manifested.  A  prevailing  spirit  of  re- 
ligious feeling  is  gratefully  acknowledged  to  have  been 
our  experience.  We  have  been  comforted  and  instructed 
in  the  counsel  of  those  who  have  been  led  into  expres- 
sion, as  well  as  by  the  silent  laborers  among  us,  believ- 
ing e.ach  service  has  its  part  in  strengthening  the  body, 
and  both  have  given  praise  for  the  owning  presence  of 
the  Lord.  Under  the  covering  of  His  love,  which  soft- 
ens all  diversity  of  feeling,  we  conclude  to  meet  next 
year,  if  consistent  with  the  Divine  Will.

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From  New  York  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends, 
held  by  adjournments,  from  the  25th  of  Fifth  nionth  to 
the  28th  of  the  same,  inclusive,  1885,  to  the  next  Yearly 
Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia: 
Deak  Sisters  : 

At  the  convening  of  our  Annual  Assembly,  a  covering  of 
sweet  peace  and  great  solemnity  rested  upon  us,  and  this 
language  came  to  our  spiritual  ears :  **  The  Lord  is  in  His 
holy  temple ;  let  all  the  earth  keep  silence  before  him.''  A 
fervent  supplication  arose  from  one  of  our  aged  sisters,  ask- 
ing that  the  blessing  and  the  sustaining  power  of  the  Most 
High  might  be  given  to  all  who  were  assembled ;  not  only 
to  the  active  members  of  the  Society,  but  to  the  silent  bur^ 
den-bearers ;  and  her  prayer  seems  to  have  been  answered. 
The  benediction  of  the  all-loving  Father  has  been  upon  us, 
and  we  have  been  made  to  realize  anew,  that  **  They  who 
wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  renew  their  strength." 

How  can  we  expect  to  become  strong,  unless  we  are  will- 
ing to  make  some  efibrt—using  the  best  means  in  our  power, 
and  ofTering  our  bodies  *'a  willing  sacrifice,  holy  and  ac- 
ceptable unto  the  Lord?''  Then  will  we  be  permitted  to  sit 
at  the  feet  of  the  Great  Master  and  receive  the  gracious 
words  that  proceed  out  of  His  mouth.  This  will  enable  us 
to  realize  the  Joys  of  heaven  while  yet  on  earth ;  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  within  us. 

The  law  of  progression  is  the  Divine  law;  and  there  never 
was  an  age  or  time  when  there  was  a  louder  call  for  faith ftil 
standard-bearers  to  go  boldly  forth  and  hold  up  to  the  world 
the  principles  that  distinguish  us  as  a  people.  All  such 
dedicated  spirits  will  be  qualified  by  the  baptism  of  the 
Lord,  and  will  be  enabled  to  build  an  altar  unto  Him  in  the 
holy  temple  of  the  heart,  and  He  will  enter  in  and  fill  it 
with  his  glory. 
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We  have  been  created  for  a  great  and  noble  purpose ;  that 
of  preparing  ouraelvee  for  an  eternity  which  is  as  a  day  unto 
Him  who  liveth  and  abideth  forever;  and  in  no  way  can 
we  do  this  except  by  a  faithful  performance  of  all  the  little 
duties  of  every-day  life.  We  must  l>e  willing  to  become  fit 
examples  to  our  children  and  to  others.  We  have  been  en- 
couraged by  the  dear  mothers  in  Israel  to  more  faithftdnees, 
more  watchfulneus,  more  prayerfulness.  '*  What  I  say  unto 
one,  I  say  unto  all :  *  Watch/  '^ 

We  have  been  strengthened  and  encouraged  by  your  lov- 
ing salutation.  It  is  a  tie  that  binds  us  to  one  another,  to 
know  that  the  same  hopes  and  foars,  the  same  aspirations 
arise  fh>m  the  hearts  of  our  absent  sisters  as  go  up  from  our 
own  hearts.  Words  of  sympathy  and  love  are  ever  grateful 
to  the  seeking,  hungry  soul,  and  it  is  through  this  precious 
love,  which  is  in  a  degree  like  unto  that  which  our  Heavenly 
Father  feels  for  us,  that  we  are  to  influence  and  mould  the 
lives  of  our  children.  We  must  depend  upon  the  same 
Almighty  arm— the  same  Divine  Power  that  was  given  to 
the  mother  of  Samuel,  if,  like  her,  we  would  see  them  con- 
secrated to  the  Master's  service. 

The  dear  Lord  has  said :  **  The  mother  may  forget  her 
child,  yet  will  I  not  forget  thee,''  so  strong  is  his  love  for 
us.  If  we  who  are  mothers  can  only  keep  close  to  this 
watchful  love,  we  shall  be  enabled  to  commit  our  dear  chil- 
dren to  a  prayer-hearing  Ood,  remembering  that  the  prayer 
of  a  righteous  mother  availeth  much. 

The  folly  and  wickedness  of  extravagance  have  l)een  feel- 
ingly portrayed,  and  we  have  been  forcibly  reminded  that 
the  superfluous  adornments  of  the  clothing  of  our  children 
would  go  far  toward  feeding  the  suffering,  starving  mothers 
and  cliildren  in  the  crowded  tenements  of  this  great  me 
tropolis.    • 
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O,  that  we  might  realize  that  the  most  beautiful  adorning 
is  the  **  ornament  of  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit,  which,  in  the 
sight  of  God,  is  of  great  price ! ''  If  we  could  only  come  to 
this  belief  and  practice  it,  we  should  be  enabled  to  obey  the 
injunction  of  our  Master :  '*  Feed  my  lambs/' 

Our  inmost  hearts  have  been  stirred,  and  our  sympathies 
aroused  by  a  recital  of  the  direful  effects  of  the  use  of  intox- 
icating drinks.  Sixty  thousand  newly-made  graves  each 
year  attest  the  ravages  of  the  destroyer.  Would  that  we 
might  be  enabled  to  say,  like  the  Psalmist  of  old,  '*  I  will 
not  'give  sleep  to  mine  eyes,  nor  slumber  to  mine  eyelids,' 
until  I  have  found  out  the  way  to  suppress  this  mighty 
evU." 

And  now,  with  the  hope  and  the  prayer  that  another  year 
may  find  us  all  laboring  more  earnes  ly  for  the  promotion 
of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  we  say  unto  you,  **  Farewell !  " 
and  are  affectionately  your  sisters.

Meeting,  N.  Y.,  dated  Fourth  month  20th,  1887. 

For  Isaac  Wilson,  a  minister  from  West  Lake 
Monthly  Meeting,  held  at  Bloomfield,  Ontario,  Fourth 
month  2 1  St,  1887. 

For  Joseph  M.  Spencer,  a  minister  from  West  Branch 
Monthly  Meeting,  Pennsylvania,  held  Fourth  month 
2 1  St,  1887. 
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A  Minute  was  introduced  by  women  Friends  for 
Elizabeth  T.  Brown,  an  elder  in  attendance  from  Goose 
Creek  Monthly  Meeting,  Virginia,  held  Fourth  month, 
14th,  1887,  which  was  read. 

Epistles  were  produced  and  read  from  our  Friends 
of  New  York,  Baltimore,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Genesee  and 
Illinois.

for  the  present  year.  On  separate  consideration,  the 
Friends  named  were  united  with  by  the  Meeting,  and 
accordingly  appointed. 

They  also  reported  the  names  of  Friends  to  aid  in 
preserving  order  in  and  about  the  Meeting  House  dur- 
ing the  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  re- 
port the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  the  ensuing  year, 
bring  forward  the  name  of  a  Friend  to  serve  as  Treas- 
urer, and  the  names  of  two  Friends  to  serve  as  Corres- 
pondents of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed. 

The  following  proposition  for  change  and  addition 
to  our  Book  of  Discipline,  from  Philadelphia  Quarterly 
Meeting,  was  introduced  and  read.  To  unite  with  a 
Committee  of  women  Friends  in  the  consideration 
thereof,  and  report  to  a  future  sitting,  a  committee  was 
appointed. 

Fourth  Query  to  read:  Are  Friends  clear  of  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  beverages ;  do 
they  refuse  to  rent  their  property  for  such  purposes, 
and  are  they  clear  of  signing  applications  for  licenses 
to  sell  the  same  ?  Are  they  careful  to  discourage  their 
use  as  a  drink,  and  is  due  caution  observed  in  the  use 
thereof  as  a  medicine  ?     Are  they  careful  to  discourage 
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the  attendance  of  places  of  diversion  and  the  unneces- 
sary frequenting  of  taverns,  and  do  they  keep  to  mod- 
eration and  temperance  on  account  of  marriages,  burials 
and  other  occasions  ?     Also, 

First,  that  the  following  be  inserted  on  page  96, 
after  the  paragraph  upon  the  subject  of  marriage : 

"As  we  believe  the  use  of  tobacco  is  injurious  in  its 
effects,  and  especially  upon  the  young,  it  is  earnestly 
advised  that  Friends  themselves  abstain,  and  encourage 
their  children,  and  all  youth  under  their  care,  to  abstain 
from  the  use  of  this  narcotic, in  any  of  its  various 
forms,  and  also  that  they  do  not  engage  in  the  cultiva- 
tion, manufacture  or  sale  of  the  same." 


Second,  that  the  word  "  Advices,  96-98,**  and  "  To- 
bacco (see  Advices),  96,'*  be  inserted  in  the  index  at  the 
proper  places. 

The  following  proposition  for  change  of  Discipline 
was  received  from  Bucks  Quarterly  Meeting. 

To  unite  with  a  Committee  of  women  Friends  in 
the  consideration  thereof,  and  report  to  a  future  sitting, 
a  committee  was  appointed. 
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"  How  many  members  have  been  added  to  your 
Meeting  during  the  year  ?  How  many  of  them  by 
birthright?  How  many  by  application  for  member- 
ship ?  How  many  by  certificate  from  other  meetings  ? 
How  many  members  has  the  meeting  lost  during  the 
year  ?  How  many  of  them  by  death  ?  How  many 
of  them  by  removal  of  certificates  ?  How  many  by 
disownment  How  many  by  resignation?  What  is 
the  whole  number  of  members  now  belonging  to  the 
Meeting  ?  " 

To  assist  the  Clerks  in  gathering  the  exercises  of 
the  Meeting,  preparing  and  publishing  the  extracts, 
and  in  transcribing  and  forwarding  the  Epistles,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed.

Report  of  the  Committee  to  Visit  and  Encourage 
OUR  Members. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting : 

The  Committee  to  "  visit  the  branches  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  and  encourage  Friends  to  more  faithful  atten- 
tion to  the  requirements  of  the  Discipline,  and  to  up- 
holding and  sustaining  the  testimonies  of  our  religious 
society,"  report  that  during  the  year  they  have  given 
attention  to  these  duties  as  way  seemed  to  open. 

Four  general  meetings  ofthe  Committee  have  been  held 
in  Philadelphia  in  Fifth  and  Tenth  months  1886,  and  in 
Third  month  and  Fourth  months  1 887,  at  which  there  has 
been  a  good  attendance  of  those  under  the  appointment. 
At  these  meetings  the  work  assigned  us  has  been 
weightily  considered,  and  we  believe  a  true  concern 
has  been  felt  for  its  faithful  performance.  We  have 
been  deeply  sensible  of  the  weak  condition  of  our 
Society  in  many  places,  and  have  been  impressed  with 
the  need,  which  is  presented,  for  continued  care  and 
encouragement  of  our  members  by  the  Yearly  Meeting. 
We  have  sensibly  realized,  too,  the  inadequacy  of  our 
strength  to  the  full  performance  of  this  serious  and 
weighty  labor. 
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The  visits  of  the  Committee  have  iDeen  made  by 
sub-committees,  the  members  of  these  being,  in  numer- 
ous instances,  those  who  felt  and  signified  a  concern  in 
the  particular  field  of  their  appointment  The  visits 
have  been  made  in  the  Quarterly  Meetings  of  Philadel- 
phia, Concord,  Burlington  and  Southern,  and  in  Fish- 
ing Creek  Half  Year's  Meeting ;  the  last  two  being 
those  which  the  Committee,  in  the  first  year  of  its 
appointment,  were  not  able  to  visit 

In  Philadelphia  Quarter,  a  portion  of  the  meetings 
were  attended  by  some  of  the  Committee. 

In  Concord  Quarter ,  all  of  the  meetings  were  visited 
in  Eighth  month  last,  by  Friends  who  are  members  of 
the  Committee,  and  a  large  part  of  the  families  compos- 
ing each  meeting  were  visited  at  their  homes. 

Particular  visits  have  been  made  by  sub-committees 
to  the  meetings  at  Willistown,  Middletown  and  Provid- 
ence. 

In  Burlington  Quarter,  members  of  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee attended  the  meeting  at  Trenton,  and  held  an 
appointed  meeting  at  Bordentown,  also  attended  the 
meeting  at  Burlington,  and  after  its  close  held  a  confer- 
ence with  those  present.  The  membership  at  Burling- 
ton has  become  much  reduced  in  numbers,  and  part  of 
the  time,  during  the  past  winter,  the  meeting  has  not 
been  regularly  held. 
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In  Fishing  Creek  Half  Year's  Meeting,  all  of  the 
meetings  and  many  of  the  families  have  been  visited, 
and  several  appointed  meetings  have  been  held.  The 
sitting  of  the  Half- Year's  Meeting  at  Millville,  in  Sixth 
month,  and  the  Youths'  Meeting  on  the  following  day 
were  attended,  we  believe  to  mutual  satisfaction.  The 
few  Friends  now  living  within  the  limits  of  Roaring 
Creek  Monthly  Meeting  seem  to  need  encouragement 
in  keeping  up  their  meetings  in  the  regular  places  of 
worship,  as  there  are  a  number  of  persons  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  different  Meeting  Houses,  who,  though  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  would  be  glad  to  attend  Friends' 
Meetings. 

The  meeting  at  Millville  includes  a  much  larger 
number;  their  meetings  are  well  attended,  both  by 
members  and  others,  they  have  a  large  First  Day 
School,  and  also  a  School  under  the  care  of  the  Monthly 
Meeting. 

From  the  memoranda  prepared  for  the  Committee, 
by  one  of  those  who  visited  Roaring  Creek,  we  present 
these  extracts :  * 

"  Three  of  the  Committee  attended  the  meeting  at 
Roaring  Creek  in  the  morning.  The  house  was  well 
filled,  and  the  evident  interest  with  which  the  spoken  word 
was  received,  showed  that  there  were  many  in  the 
neighborhood  not  members  with   us   who  manifested 
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a  willingness  to  sit  in  our  meetings  for  worship. 
Several  families  were  here  visited.  From  Roaring 
Creek  we  rode  to  Catawissa  and  attended  an  appointed 
meeting.  The  old  Meeting  House  was  filled  to  over- 
flowing ;  those  unable  to  find  seats  or  standing  room 
gathered  about  the  windows  to  hear.  There  seems,  in 
both  these  places,  an  open  door  for  earnest  labor  in  the 
truth,  many  expressing  their  desire  to  attend  if  meetings 
were  held  regularly.  An  appointed  meeting  was  held 
at  Bear  Gap,  with  small  attendance,  owing  to  the  busy 
harvest  time,  and  short  notice.  Here,  also,  the  desire 
was  expressed  for  a  regular  meeting  in  the  Meeting 
House,  but  Friends  are  few  in  number,  and  in  most 
cases  too  far  away  to  walk,  and  are  not  provided  with 
conveyances.  The  feeling  was,  that  they  are  doing  the 
best  they  can  to  keep  alive  their  small  meeting.  All  of 
the  families  belonging  to  Bear  Gap  were  visited,  except 
one  situated  at  a  distance.  There  are  quite  a  number 
of  children  connected  with  this  meeting,  but  it  is  the 
same  here  as  at  Millville  and  Roaring  Creek,  a  large 
part  have  no  birthright,  owing  to -one  parent  not  being 
a  member.  Visiting  Friends  are  welcomed  most 
cordially,  and  those  who  feel  the  duty  of  carrying  to 
them  the  message  of  love  and  encouragement,  will  find 
themselves  strengthened  and  refreshed  by  the  service." 
In  the  Southern  Quarter,  all  of  the  Monthly  Meet- 
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ings,  three  of  the  four  sittings  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting 
with  the  Youths'  Meeting  following,  and  all  of  the 
particular  meetings  now  maintained,  with  one  exception, 
have  been  attended  by  members  of  the  Sub-Committee 
set  apart  for  the  service,  and  two  appointed  meetings 
were  also  held.  The  Friends  belonging  to  the  one 
meeting  not  reached  by  the  Sub-Committee  were  visited 
at  their  homes.  A  number  of  different  families  in  the 
several  meetings  were  also  visited.  In  all  cases  the 
Committee  were  received  with  true  Christian  cordiality, 
and  the  encouragement  extended  was  kindly  acknowl- 
edged. The  Friends  in  this  Quarter  are  isolated  by 
their  location  from  the  other  branches  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  the  several  meetings  are  in  many  cases 
remote  from  each  other,  In  recent  years  they  have 
been  visited  by  but  few  Friends,  and  there  is  now  no 
minister  living  among  them.  The  spoken  word  seemed 
to  be  gladly  received.  Two  or  more  Meeting  Houses 
belonging  to  Friends,  which  were  formerly  attended  by 
large  congregations,  are  now  entirely  unused.  We  feel 
that  all  the  encouragement  and  support,  both  in  the 
spreading  of  our  Christian  doctrine  and  practice  and  in 
the  orderly  maintenance  of  our  disciplinary  system, 
that  can  be  extended  by  the  Yearly  Meeting,  is  justly 
due  our  brethren  and  sisters  of  Southern  Quarter.  In 
our  visits  to  them  they  were  exhorted  to  continued 
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faithfulness,  in  the  hope  that  in  the  fulness  of  time  a 
renewed  life  may  appear  amongst  them,  reviving  our 
Society  in  that  interesting  field  of  some  of  the  most 
fruitful  labors  of  George  Fox,  in  America. 

The  visits  made  by  the  Committee  in  all  cases  seemed 
to  be  appreciated,  and  their  purpose  welcomed.  Friends 
everywhere  manifested  a  regard  for  the  Society  and  a 
desire  to  see  its  strength  renewed.  They  were  not  all 
equally  consistent  and  earnest  in  the  maintenance  of  our 
testimonies,  and  the  need  of  more  standard  bearers 
among  them  was  in  many  instances  acknowledged,  yet 
the  declaration  of  continued  attachment  to  the  truth  as 
held  by  Friends,  and  the  expression  of  a  desire  that  it 
might  again  be  awakened  in  fulness,  were  hopeful  cir- 
cumstances, which,  had  they  been  absent,  would  have 
rendered  the  prospect  more  discouraging. 

There  are  to  be  noted,  in  many  localities,  increasing 
companies  of  young  people,  members  and  attenders  of 
our  meeting,  interested  in  the  Society,  who  we  trust  will 
find  their  religious  natures  sustained  and  uplifted  in  its 
Gospel  order,  and  will  help  to  preserve  it  in  years  to  come 
as  a  true  instrument  for  good.  The  nurture  of  these, 
we  believe,  must  form  a  duty  of  high  responsibility  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting,  and  to  every  truly  concerned  member 
of  Society. 
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Our  expenses  for  the  year  have  been  ^33.83,  for 
which  an  order  has  been  drawn  on  the  treasurer  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting.

— Reports  that  Bart  Preparative  Meeting, 
meets  at  ii  o'clock  from  the  1st  of  the  Eleventh  to 
the  I  St  of  the  Fourth  months;  at  ten  o'clock  the 
remainder  of  the  year. 

Southern, — ^That  Quarterly  Meetings  convene  at  ten 
o'clock  throughout  the  year.  Cecil's  meetings  for 
discipline  are  now  held  on  the  third  First  Day  of  each 
month,  at  the  close  of  meetings  for  worship.

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Answer  to  Second  Annual  Query, — It  appears  we 
have  37  schools  superintended  by  committees  appoint- 
ed either  in  the  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meetings,  taught 
by  1 24  regular  teachers,  88  of  whom  are  members,  and 
1 8  special  teachers,  8  of  whom  are  members,  attended 
by  3,024  pupils,  732  of  whom  are  members,  and  377 
having  one  parent  a  member. 

When  practicable  the  pupils  attend  mid-week  meet- 
ings with  their  teachers. 

Seventeen  First  Day  Schools  were  reported  as  sup- 
erintended by  committees  appointed  either  in  the  Pre- 
parative or  Monthly  Meetings. 

As  the  Meeting  Houses  in  this  city  will  be  open  for 
Divine  worship  to-morrow  morning,  the  meeting 
now  adjourns  until  3  o'clock  to-morrow  afternoon.

urer of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  and 
Schools. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

In  presenting  this,  our  fourteenth  Annual  Report,  it 
is  with  the  feeling  that  the  subject  of  a  guarded  relig- 
ious education  is  of  growing  importance  with  Friends, 
and  is  justly  claiming  more  and  more  of  their  attention 
and  solicitude. 

Our  committee  has  continued  its  organization  of  last 
year.  The  General  Committee  has  been  divided  into 
sub-committees  for  visiting  the  different  schools.  Most 
of  these  have  attended  to  their  appointments  and  re- 
ported thereon ;  the  practice,  we  think,  is  productive  of 
much  good. 

The  advantages  to  pupils  of  having  the  many  truths 
found  in  their  studies  in  Physics,  Chemistry,  etc.,  pro- 
perly illustrated  with  suitable  apparatus,  are  apparent, 
and  for  this  purpose  lectures  on  scientific  and  other 
subjects  to  the  number  of  eighty-one,   have  been  de- 
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livered  at  stated  times  during  the  year  to  schools  de- 
siring them. 

Feeling  the  importance.to  schools  of  teachers  suited 
to  their  wants,  we  have  continued  aid  in  this  way,  both 
in  supplying  permanent  teachers,  and  those  for  special 
wcfrk,  or  as  substitutes  in  cases  of  illness,  or  unavoid- 
able absence. 

In  three  instances,  at  the  request  or  approval  of 
monthly  or  preparative  meetings,  our  committee  has 
assumed  the  entire  responsibility  of  schools  for  the 
year,  with  the  view  of  placing  them  upon  a  firm  basis, 
and  returning  them  again  into  the  hands  of  the  local 
committees.  The  results  have  been,  in  a  good  degree, 
satisfactory. 

The  practice  of  former  years,  of  holding  conferences 
of  Parents,  Teachers,  and  School  Committees,  at 
Fifteenth  and  Race  Sts.,  Philadelphia,  has  been  con- 
tinued ;  three  having  been  held  during  the  past  winter. 
There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  abatement  of  interest. 

The  subjects  considered  were : 

1st  Teaching  as  a  profession  and  how  to  prepare  for  it. 

2d.  What  are  the  best  methods  of  cultivating  in 
children  a  taste  for  the  study  of  natural  objects  ? 

3d.  Well  equipped  schools,  their  cost  and  value. 

4th.  Methods  of  teaching  Geography  in  the  Pri- 
mary Classes. 
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5th.  What  constitutes  a  suitable  preparation  for  a 
course  of  study  in  Science  ? 

6th.  The  necessity  and  means  of  educating  the  will. 

7th.  The  first  and  last  fifteen  minutes  of  a  school 
day. 

Two  schools  have  been  discontinued  during  the 
year,  and  two  new  ones  have  been  opened,  one  at 
Gwynedd,  Pa.,  with  eighteen  pupils,  and  one  at  Mill- 
ville,  Pa.,  having  now  seventy-two  pupils  enrolled. 

The  Schools  under  the  care  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  including  the  several  departments  of 
the  schools  at  Fifteenth  and  Race  Sts.,  Philadelphia, 
now  number  forty.  There  are  about  2800  children 
attending  these  schools,  of  whom  about  690  are  mem- 
bers and  300  with  one  parent  a  member.  An  estimate 
from  a  recent  census  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  leads  us  to 
conclude  that  there  are  about  1450  children  of  school 
age  who  are  members ;  deducting  from  this  amount  the 
690  named  above,  and  we  have  left  760  children  mem- 
bers, who  are  not  reported  as  attending  Monthly  or 
Preparative  Meeting  Schools.  There  is  also  room  for 
increased  concern  and  labor  for  the  education  of  those 
children  having  but  one  parent  a  member ;  they  form 
a  very  considerable  number,  and  should  we  think,  be 
drawn  nearer  to  us,  and  claim  a  full  share  of  our  at- 
tention. 
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In  the  management  of  schools  it  should  be  the  aim 
of  Friends,  first  to  make  them  deserving  of  support, 
and  then  to  give  them  their  hearty  encouragement, 
even  should  it  involve  some  pecuniary  sacrifice.  In 
this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  comment,  that  when  a 
good  Friends*  school  is  established,  the  main  support 
of  that  school  comes  from  those  who  are  not  members, 
and  on  whom  the  Society  has  no  claim,  and  who  have 
not  the  advantages  of  reduced  rates  so  often  accorded 
to  our  own  members. 

Good  schools  are  necessarily  expensive,  and  in  many 
cases,  where  there  is  no  School  Fund,  if  the  price  of 
tuition  is  placed  so  as  to  cover  the  cost.  Friends  in 
moderate  circumstances  are  debarred  from  their  advan- 
tages ;  to  such  timely  aid  should  be  extended. 

We  have  expended  during  the  year  in  aid  of  schools 
the  sum  of  Jl2,2 5 7.48,  and  whilst  this  amount  is  greater 
than  that  of  last  year,  we  feel  that  it  has  been  for  the 
legitimate  purpose  of  advancing  the  interest  of  our  own 
members.

united  with  to  warrant  its  adoption  at  this  time.  The 
subject  is  left  for  the  consideration  of  our  next  Yearly 
Meeting. 

To  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  changes  of 
Discipline  proposed  by  Philadelphia  Quarterly  Meeting 
has  held  five  meetings,  and  recommends  that  the  fol- 
lowing alterations  be  made  in  the  Discipline  : 

First  Proposed  Change. — On  page  48,  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  substitute  the  word  "discourage"  for 
"  discountenance "  in  the  first  line  of  the  paragraph 
marked  Thirdly. 

Second  Proposed  CItange. — On  page  48,  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  modify  the  paragraph  marked  Fourthly, 
to  read  as  foliows:  Fourthly,  "To  maintain  our  testi- 
mony for  the  free  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  by  avoiding 
the  assistance  of  priest  or  minister  in  accomplishing 
this  solemn  engagement" 

TJiird  Proposed  Change. — On  page  53,  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  strike  out  the  whole  of  the  third  para- 
graph, which  is  as  follows: 
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"  Let  those  of  our  members  be  admonished  who 
keep  company  with  persons  not  of  our  Society  in  order 
for  marriage,  or  who  are  present  themselves  or  consent 
to  their  children  being  present  at  marriages  of  those 
not  in  membership,  which  are  accomplished  by  the 
assistance  of  a  priest  or  hireling  minister." 

Fourth  Proposed  Change, — Modify  the  paragraph 
commencing  at  the  bottom  of  page  53,  and  ending  on 
page  54,  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  to  read  as  follows : 

"When  one  of  our  members  accomplishes  marriage 
with  a  person  not  in  membership  with  us,  by  the  assist- 
ance of  a  priest  or  minister,  he  or  she  should  be  treated 
with  for  the  violation  of  our  testimonies*  If  it  shall 
appear,  from  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  that  the  person  sympathizes  with  Friends 
in  their  testimonies,  expects  to  attend  our  meetings, 
and  is  desirous  of  retaining  a  right  of  membership. 
Monthly  Meetings  may  be  at  liberty  to  retain  such 
member  on  a  satisfactory  report  from  the  committee. 

"  If,  however,  the  report  of  the  comnlittee  does  not 
satisfy  the  meeting,  it  may  release  the  party  and  declare 
that  he  or  she  is  no  longer  a  member  with  us.  The 
person  is  to  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  minute  of 
release  and  informed  of  the  right  of  appeal." 
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Fifth  Proposed  Qiange, — Modify  the  second  para- 
graph, on  page  54,  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  to  read 
as  follows : 

"  If  any  member  of  our  Society  accomplishes  his  or 
her  marriage  without  the  approbation  of  the  Monthly 
Meeting,  and  it  shall  appear  by  a  report  from  the  over- 
seers that  they  know  of  no  improper  conduct  or  breach 
of  our  testimonies  having  taken  place,  and  that  the 
party  expects  to  attend  our  meetings  and  is  desirous  of 
retaining  a  right  of  membership,  Monthly  Meetings 
may  be  at  liberty  to  retain  such  member  without  re- 
quiring a  written  acknowledgment  But  when  it  is 
found  that  any  who  have  married  out  of  our  order  do 
not  expect  to  attend  our  meetings,  he  or  she  may  be 
released  from  membership,  and  furnished  with  a  copy 
of  the  minute  of  release ;  or,  when  both  parties  are 
amenable  to  our  Discipline,  and,  after  care  has  been 
extended,  they  are  not  prepared  to  make  satisfactory 
explanation  in  writing,  they  are  to  be  released  from 
membership. " 

Sixth  Proposed  Change. — Modify  the  last  paragraph 
of  the  article  on  marriages,  beginning  at  the  bottom  of 
P^gc  54,  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  to  read  as  follows: 
"  If  any  person  not  a  member  of  our  religious  society 
proposes  to  marry  one  in  membership  with  us,  he  or 
she  may  make  application  to  the  men  and  women  over- 
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seers  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  to  which  the  member 
belongs,  when,  if  the  overseers  are  satisfied,  the  pro- 
posals of  marriage  may  be  laid  before  the  meeting  in 
the  usual  form,  and  the  meeting  should  make  inquiry 
and  have  the  same  care  and  oversight  of  the  marriage, 
and  proceed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Discipline 
where  both  are  members  of  the  same  Monthly  Meeting. 
But  these  proceedings  shall  not  give  a  right  of  mem- 
bership to  such  persons  or  to  their  offspring. " 

Seventh  Proposed  Change, — Change  the  first  para- 
graph, on  page  io8  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  to  read  as 
follows;  "  In  all  cases  where  a  meeting  is  about  to  re- 
lease or  disown  a  member,  let  such  member,  if  the  oc- 
casion and  his  or  her  situation  will  admit  of  it,  be  pre- 
viously informed  thereof,  and  when  the  judgment  of  the 
meeting  is  issued  let  a  copy  thereof  be  delivered  to  the 
party  released  or  testified  against,  with  notification  of 
his  or  her  right  of  appeal." 

Eighth  Proposed  Change, — On  page  91,  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  strike  out  the  words,  "  Priest's  Wages  or 
Hireling  Ministry,"  and  substitute  therefor  the  words, 
'*  Free  Ministry  of  the  Gospel." 

2 
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Ninth  Proposed  Change, — On  page  91,  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  change  the  last  paragraph  to  read  as 
follows : 

"  And  it  is  advised  that  when  any  of  our  members 
contribute  to  the  support  of  a  ministry  at  variance  with 
this  testimony,  and  vindicate  their  conduct,  they  be 
tenderly  labored  with  to  convince  them  of  their  error: 
but  if  this  proves  ineffectual,  and  they  persist  in  their 
unfaithfulness,  the  Monthly  Meetings  to  which  they  be- 
long should  proceed  to  declare  our  disunity  with  them: 
such  conduct  being  opposed  to  the  free  ministry  of  the 
gospel,  which  is,  'without  money  and  without  price.'  " 

Tenth  Proposed  Change, — Modify  the  First  Query 
by  striking  out  the  words,  "sleeping  and  of  other,"  so 
that  the  last  clause  thereof  will  read  as  follows :  "And 
are  Friends  clear  of  all  unbecoming  behavior  therein  ?" 

Eleventh  Proposed    Change, — Change     the     Sixth 
Query  so  that  the  first  paragraph  shall  read  as  follows: 
"  Do  you   maintain  a   faithful  testimony  for  the  free 
ministry  of  the  Gospel;  against  oaths,  etc?*'

essay  of  an  Epistle,  which  was  read,  united  with,  directed

The  following  minute  embracing  some  of  the  ex- 
ercises of  the  meeting  was  read,  adopted,  and  directed 
to  be  published  with  the  extracts. 

Early  in  the  gathering  of  this  mfieting  we  were  feel- 
ingly reminded  of  the  many  changes  that  have  taken 
place  among  us,  and  while  we  note  the  absence  of  those 
who  have  stood  as  counselors  and  standard-bearers,  our 
hearts  were  filled  with  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  that  there  were  those  yet  to  be  found  who, 
under  the  guidanctfe  of  His  Spirit,  were  qualified  to 
carry  on  the  work  allotted  to  us;  that  "  instead  of  the 
fathers  were  found  the  sons ; "  and  evidences  were  not 
wanting  that  so  long  as  we  are  mindful  of  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Divine  light  in  the  soul,  peace,  harmony 
and  strength  would  be  our  reward. 

Being  made  sensible  of  the  gathering  influence  of  the 
Divine  Spirit,  which  was  felt  to  be  resting  over  our 
meeting,  our  spirits  went  out  in  tender  sympathy  to- 
wards those  of  our  members  whose  lots  were  cast  in 
isolated  places,  and  an  earnest  desire  was  felt  that  there 
might  be  those  found  among  us  who  were  qualified  to 
encourage  and  strengthen  these,  and  assist  in  bringing 
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them  into  more  direct  intercourse  with  our  religious 
organization. 

As  the  state  of  Society  was  brought  to  notice  by  the 
reading  of  answers  to  the  queries,  we  were  made  sensi- 
bly to  feel  our  shortcomings,  and  were  cited  to  a  more 
earnest  dedication  of  heart  and  a  more  faithful  attend- 
ance at  our  meetin|fs :  coming  to  these  with  a  firm  re- 
liance upon  that  Being  of  whom  it  was  declared  that 
"  He  is  the  teacher  of  His  people  Himself." 

We  were  feelingly  reminded  that  in  our  assembling 
for  religious  purposes  we  should  not  look  for  outward 
entertainment,  for  that  can  only  satisfy  the  natural  man, 
and  falls  far  short  of  the  blessing  which  true  worship 
is  designed  to  confer,  and  is  of  no  real  value  in  the 
building  up  of  our  Zion,  for  we  learn  to  look  for  this 
entertainment,  and  if  it  be  not  continually  provided, 
soon  lose  interest  in  our  meetings  and  neglect  their  at- 
tendance. 

It  was  also  shown  that  this  entertainment  is  not 
true  worship,  but  that  worship  which  is  acceptable 
to  the  Father  is  performed  by  seeking  to  have  the  soul 
clothed  upon  by  His  Holy  Spirit,  which  alone  can 
admit  it  to  His  presence,  where  it  can  worship  Him  in 
fulness  of  joy;  as  it  is  written,  "In  thy  presence  is 
fulness  of  joy,  at  Thy  right  hand  there  are  pleasures 
forevermore."  And  this  joy  which  the  true  worship- 
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pers  feel  has  ever  been  the  cementing  influence  which 
binds  together  Christ's  living  Church.  "  For  the  king- 
dom of  God  is  not  meat  and  drink:  but  righteousness, 
and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost" 

The  training  of  the  young  in  the  simplicity  becoming 
our  profession  was  felt  to  be  of  the  utmost  importance, 
and  parents  and  guardians  were  encouraged  to  have  a 
tender  care  over  the  influences  to  which  they  are  ex- 
posed. 

We  were  cited  to  individual  faithfulness  in  all  the 
duties  devolving  upon  us  as  members  of  a  religious  so- 
ciety, and  encouraged  to  form  and  practice  habits  of 
prudence  and  economy. 

A  tender  sympathy  was  felt  for  those  who  are  in 
straitened  circumstances,  and  we  were  encouraged  to 
exercise  charity  towards  them,  believing  that  timely 
labor  and  assistance  might  oflen  avert  the  suffering 
and  wrong  consequent  upon  embarrassment  and  bank- 
ruptcy. This  labor  and  assistance  is  not  to  be  expected 
alone  of  those  who  may  hold  appointments,  but  each 
should  seek  to  know  the  revealings  of  God's  Spirit, 
and  under  its  leavening  influence  be  willing  to  lend  a 
helping  hand  towards  the  restoration  of  a  struggling 
brother. 

A  feeling  of  love,  forbearance  and  Christian  charity 
has  been  plainly  manifest  throughout  our  several  sit- 
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tings,  and  under  its  cementing  influence  wc  now  ad^ 
joum  to  meet  again  at  the  usual  time  next  year,  if  con- 
sistent with  the  Divine  Will.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Intoxicatii^g 
Beverages. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting', 

The  Joint  Committee,  on  the  subjects  of  Temperance 
and  Intoxicating  Beverages,  in  presenting  their  Sixth 
Annual  Report;  feel  justified  in  saying,  they  have  borne 
in  mind  the  great  importance  of  the  work  assigned 
them ;  and  have  earnestly  endeavored  faithfully  to  per- 
form it,  trusting  that  seeds  have  been  sown  that  will 
bear  fruit  towards  enlightening  us,  upon  the  evils — ^physi- 
cal, moral  and  spiritual,  that  result  from  indulgence  in 
fill  that  intoxicates. 

The  stated  meetings  have  been  regularly  held,  \vith 
an  attendance  which  manifests  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  cause. 

Impressed  with  the  responsibility  resting  upon  mem- 
bers of  the  Medical  Profession,  when  we  consider  their 
vast  influence  for  good  or  evil,  in  regard  to  the  use  of 
alcoholic  preparations  in  the  form  of  medicine,  an  address 
on  the  subject  was  prepared  and  circulated. 

Believing  that  encouragement  is  given  to  the  manu- 
facture of  home-made  wines  and  brandied  fruits  by  the 
offer  of  premiums  for  the  same  at  Agricultural  Fairs # 
and  feeling  convinced  it  is  a  practice  calculated  to  blind 
the  people  to  the  true  character  of  these  products,  we 
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issued  a  remonstrance,  asking  the  Managers  to  desist 
from  the  practice,  and  also  from  allowing  the  exhibit  or 
sale  of  any  intoxicating  beverage  oh  the  Fair  Grounds. 

Memorials  were  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Legislature  in  favor  of  submitting  to  the  voters 
an  amendment,  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  pf 
alcoholic  liquors  to  be  u?ed  as  a  beverage;  and  for  re- 
moving screens  from  before  doors  and. windows  of  sa- 
109ns.  These  memorials  were  signed  and  sent  as 
from  a  Committee  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  the  subjects 
given  to  its  care. 

■  We  also  felt  constrained  to  prepare  an  address  to 
Druggists  upon  the  sale  of  liquors,  urging  them  to  use 
due  care  in  the  matter,  and  to  sell  the  same  only  upon 
the  prescription  of  a  regular  physician.  . 

An  appeal  was  also  sent  to  some  of  our  city  Passen- 
ger Railway  Companies  to  remove  the  advertisements 
of  alcoholic  preparations  from  their  cars. 

We  have  still  continued  to  purchase  temperance  lit- 
erature approved  by  a  sub-committee,  and  during  the 
past  year  we  have  expended  jj^i  38. 16  for  the  same.  These 
tracts  and  pamphlets  to  the  extent  of  36,262  pages 
have  been  freely  circulated ;  we  trust  that  some  of  these 
will  awaken  thought  and  arouse  a  more  lively  interest 
in  the  cause  of  purer  and  healthier  living.         ^         . 
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Reports  fit>m  the  committees  laboring  within  the 
limits  of  the  several  Quarters  give  evidence  of  increased 
interest 

The  plan  of  holding  Conferences  has  largely  prevail- 
ed, and  on  these  occasions  nearly  every  phase  of  the 
subject  has  been  presented  and  considered.  A  growing 
desire  is  felt  to  have  this  monster  evil,  the  liquor  traffic, 
prohibited.  Many  of  our  active  workers  feel  that  this 
must  be  brought  about  by  the  right  use  of  the  ballot, 
one  of  the  most  sacred  of  our  rights ;  and  that  our  re- 
ligion should  go  with  us  in  all'  that  we  do,  and  be 
brought  to  control  our  vote,  as  much  as  any  other  act 
of  our  lives. 

By  the  reports  it  appears  that  38  conferences  have 
been  held,  besides  three  all-day  meetings,  and  forty-nine 
lectures  given  under  the  care  of  the  committees.  Some 
of  these  (all  day)  meetings  have  been  devoted  to  the 
work  of  interesting  and  encouraging  the  children  and 
youth  to  healthy  thought  and  active  work,  and  the 
First-day  Schools  have  cheerfully  participated  in  the 
exercises  and  rendered  efficient  aid.  The  committee  of 
one  Quarter  reports,  they  were  united  in  fevor  of  the 
establishment  of  organizations  among  the  children,  in 
which  they  would  take  an  active  part,  and  become  in- 
terested in  this  important  subject 

Parents  and  teachers  cannot  be]^jtoo  watchful  over 
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the  tender  youth  committed  to  their  care,  and  a  desire 
has  been  felt  that  the  channel  of  confidence  between 
them  may  be  kept  freely  open,  so  that  nothing  unclean 
may  be  hidden,  and  all  that  is  pure  and  strengthening 
may  flow  unhindered,  and  thus  a  true  bond  of  unity 
and  fellowship  cemented  between  both. 

In  the  abounding  of  truth,  leading  us  to  greater  love 
of  God  and  humanity,  may  we  continue  to  labor  to 
dissuade  our  fellow  man  from  the  delusion  and  the 
snare  of  strong  drink.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Education  of 
THE  Colored  People  of  the  South. 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting: 

The  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the 
education  of  the  colored  people  of  the  South  make  the 
following  report : 

The  Committee  held  a  meeting  soon  after  its  ap- 
pointment, and  organized  for  the  discharge  of  the 
service  committed  to  it  Subsequently,  not  under  its 
direction,  but  through  an  interest  in  the  subject  similar 
to  that  which  led  to  its  appointment,  an  Association 
was  formed  called  "An  Association  of  Friends  to  pro- 
mote the  Education  of  the  Colored  People  of  the 
South."  As  the  Committee  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
was  not  authorized  by  its  minute  of  appointment  to  do 
more  than  make  inquiries  as  to  the  educational  needs 
of  the  colored  peeple,  it  was  believed  that  this  voluntary 
Association,  (composed  largely  of  n^embers  of  the  Com- 
mittee), would  be  able,  before  the  close  of  the  year,  to 
be  of  essential  service  to  the  Committee  in  the  investi- 
gation of  this  subject,  and  in  collecting  the  needed 
material  for  a  report  upon  it  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  first  difficulty  which  met  the  Association  was 
the  vast  extent  of  the  field  to  be  entered  upon,  and  the 
magnitude  of  the  labor  to  be  done.     While  the  war  had 
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brought  about,  as  one  of  its  results,  the  liberation  of 
the  slaves,  it  was  obvious  that  the  great  educational 
problem,  the  proper  training  of  these  four  and  a  half 
millions  of  people  for  the  exercise  of  the  important 
duties  which  their  changed  position  imposed  upon 
them,  was  still  unsolved.  But  whsre  should  this  great 
work  be  begun,  and  how,  with  the  necessarily  limited 
means  at  our  command,  could  we  hope  to  accomplish 
a  result  which  would  not  seem,  in  comparison  with 
what  must  be  left  undone,  almost  inappreciable.  The 
sadly  impoverished  condition  in  which  the  South  had 
been  left  by  the  ravages  of  the  war,  stood  in  the  way  of  a 
successful  attempt  at  the  education  of  their  people 
from  resources  within  themselves.  This  affected  all 
classes,  but  in  an  especial  manner  the  colored  people, 
for  whom,  with  the  race  prejudice  engendered  by 
slavery  still  so  strong  against  them,  separate  schools 
must  necessarily  be  maintained.  The  educational 
status  of  the  South  may  be  better  understood  by  a 
brief  comparison  of  the  condition  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina  with  that  of  some  other  States  of  somewhat 
the  same  population.  In  1880,  with  a  population  of 
about  nine-tenths  of  that  of  South  Carolina,  California 
spent  ten  times  as  much  money  for  purposes  ol  public 
education.  In  the  same  year,  Maine,  with  but  little  more 
than  one-half  the  population,  spent  more  than  three 
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times  as  much,  and  Minnesota,  with  about  two-thirds 
the  population,  spent  more  than  four  times  as  much  as 
South  Carolina.  Yet  these  figures,  startling  as  they  are, 
express  less  than  the  whole  truth.  Old  time  preju- 
dices still  embarrass  the  work  of  educating  the  colored 
people  in  many  parts  of  the  South,  and  it  must  continue 
to  be  an  object  of  suspicion,  and  even  of  opposition, 
secret  or  open,  until,  in  the  process  of  time,  an  entirely 
just  and  Christian  feeling  shall  prevail.  The  signs  of 
the  coming  of  this  are  apparent  in  the  unselfish  work 
of  many  Southern  men  for  general  education,  regard- 
less of  race,  but  years  must  elapse  before  the  slow  pro- 
cesses of  change  among  a  conservative  people  can  be 
worked  out 

Thus  taking  a  general  survey  of  the  field  before  us, 
the  question  is  met  at  the  outset, — "  Where  shall  this 
work  be  begun  ?  and  whom  shall  we  find,  competent 
and  devoted  to  the  cause,  to  be  entrusted  with  the  im- 
mediate direction  of  it  ?"  Happily  this  most  impor- 
tant question  is  not  difficult  to  solve.  Two  schools 
have  been  started,  under  the  care  of  members  of 
our  religious  society,  and  have  been  doing  good  work, 
under  efficient  management,  for  a  number  of  years. 
Both  are  in  South  Carolina.  One  of  these,  the  Schofield 
Normal  and  Industrial  School,  at  Aiken,  has  been 
engaged  in  preparing  teachers,  and  has  sent  out  a  large 
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number,  who  have  been  doing  excellent  service  for 
several  years  in  many  of  the  schools  of  the  South.  Of 
this  school  the  principal  teacher,  (A.  A.  Sprague), 
writes : 

"We  have  six  teachers  for  regular  class  work.  They 
are  faithful,  earnest  and  successful.  The  pupils  are  re- 
markably studious.  I  never  taught  more  attentive, 
earnest  scholars  than  those  ojF  this  senior  class.  If 
people  of  means  could  see  their  eagerness  to  learn,  and 
how  they  struggle  for  it,  I  am  sure  they  would  give  of 
their  abundance,  and  feel  it  to  be  a  true  charity.  Many 
scholars  can  remain  but  a  part  of  the  year,  then  go  out 
and  work  to  return  for  another  short  period,  having 
forgotten  much  that  they  had  previously  learned. 
This  makes  a  tedious,  discouraging  course,  and  great 
credit  is  due  them  for  their  perseverance.  A  fund  to 
aid  such  is  much  needed  The  longer  I  work  with 
this  race  the  more  worthy  and  capable  I  think  them. 
The  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  the  older  pupils 
make  a  pleasant  feature  indeed." 

This  school,  under  the  general  direction  of  Martha 
Schofield,  now  numbers  nearly  300  students,  and  the 
funds  necessary  to  carry  it  on  can  only  be  obtained 
with  great  labor.  This  labor  has  fallen  chiefly  upon 
the  principal  for  a  number  of  years,  and  that  she  may 
perform  the  best  service  for  the  school,  it  is  now  abso- 
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lutely  necessary  that  this  part  of  her  arduous  duties  be 
much  lightened,  or,  if  possible,  removed  Her  letter  of 
last  year,  addressed  to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  sub- 
sequently, (after  being  read  in  the  Women's  Meeting), 
made  public,  set  forth  these  fects  feelingly  and  impres- 
sively. 

The  other  school  referred  to  is  located  at  Mt  Pleas- 
ant, near  the  city  of  Charleston,  and  is  one  of  those  es- 
tablished by  Friends  immediately  after  the  war,  when 
interest  in  the  education  of  the  freed  people  was  fresh 
and  active.  It  was  for  a  time  under  the  charge  of  a 
Freedmen's  Education  Association,  of  Philadelphia,  but 
for  several  years  past  has  been  sustained  by  the  earnest 
efforts  of  one  Friend,  a  member  of  this  Yearly  Meeting. 
Its  teacher  is  Abby  D.  Munro,  a  woman  of  large  ex- 
perience, with  remarkable  adaptation  for  this  work,  and 
deeply  interested  in  it.  Most  of  the  children  are 
younger  than  those  at  Aiken.  The  attendance  is  about 
loo,  and  two  assistant  teachers  are  now  employed 
Some  of  the  former  pupils  are  now  teachers  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  the  state.  The  industrial  department  has 
been  temporarily  suspended,  for  want  of  room,  the 
school  house  having  been  destroyed  by  the  cyclone  of 
1885.     Of  this  school  the  Principal  writes: 

"  In  age  our  pupils  range  from  6  to  18.  It  is  an  un- 
graded school.     Our  aim  is  to  give  a  good,  thorough 
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grammar  school  education.  In  the  primer  and  alphabet 
we  have  now  but  a  small  class,  as  many  of  the/^r^/^/j  can 
now  read  themselves,  and  so  are  able  to  start  their  chil- 
dren. Of  our  last  senior  class  pf  five,  four  are  now 
teaching  in  this  county,  while  the  other  has  entered 
Howard  University.  But  we  take  no  more  pride  in  these 
than  in  the  scores  who,  for  miles  through  the  country,  are 
settled  on  little  farms  of  their  own,  purchased  by  the 
labor  of  their  own  hands ;  good,  honest  citizens,  faithful 
parents,  many  of  them  holding  respectabte  positions  in 
the  community." " 

It  was  the  judgment  of  the  "Association,"  after  full 
reports  of  these  schobls  from  various  Friends  who  had 
been  themselves  witnesses  of  the  truly  missionarywork 
therein  performed,  that  the  labor  which  was  plainly  opened 
before  it,  was  the  proper  support  and  encouragement  of 
these  two  schools  already  established. 

By  the  unwearied  efforts  of  Martha  Schofield  i  prop- 
erty has  been  collected  for  the  Aiken  school  valued  at 
^20,000.  This  had  been  placed  under  the  control  of  a 
Board  of  Trustees.  This  Board  has  been  re-organized, 
and  the  majority  of  its  present  members  are  members 
of  our  religious  society.  Having  these  two  schools  al- 
ready established,  and  under  the  care  of  competent 
heads,  devoted  to  their  work,  and  laboring  under  a  * 
truly  religious  concern,  the  chief  duty  resting  upon  the 
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Association  seemed  to  be  the  securing  of  the  necessary 
funds  for  their  proper  support  An  executive  com- 
mittee was  set  apart  for  active  work  in  this  direction. 
This  committee  sent  out  subscription  books,  and  made 
appeals  through  the  press,  and  held  meetings  monthly, 
reporting  the  amount  of  subscriptions  received,  and 
authorizing  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  to  forward 
the  funds  collected  from  time  to  time,  to  the  two  schools 
named.  It  was  deemed  necessary  that  about  < 3,000 
should  be  supplied  to  the  Aiken  school,  and  about 
^1,200  to  the  Mt  Pleasant  school,  and  the  funds  which 
the  Association  has  raised  have  been  so  applied  as  to 
secure  them  support  in  about  that  proportion.  For  the 
full  amount  required  it  was  expected  that  the  schools 
would  also  depend  upon  funds  received  from  Friends  in 
New  York,  and  elsewhere.  The  amount  raised  by  the 
Association,  at  the  time  of  its  report  to  the  Committee, 
had  been  about  <  1,500,  of  which  sum  ^1,025  had  been 
sent  to  the  school  at  Aiken,  and  ^500  to  the  school  at 
Mt  Pleasant  It  was  estimated,  at  the  end  of  last  month, 
that  there  would  be  needed  about  $1,000  more  to  carry 
out  the  work,  as  contemplated,  in  the  two  schools,  to 
the  end  of  the  present  school  year,  and  it  may  be  ex- 
pected that  a  corresponding  amount  to  that  which  has 
been  named,  (i.  e.  $2,500  in  all),  will  be  needed  for  the 
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coming  y^CBT,  as  the  quota  of  Friends,  or  others,  within 
the  limits  of  this  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  committee  held  a  second  meeting  in  Fourth 
month,  and  then  received  from  the  Association  the  in- 
formation which  is  embodied  in  this  report 

In  view  of  the  various  fects  here  presented,  and  of 
the  duty  which  seems  to  rest  upon  us,  as  Friends,  to 
perform  our  part  in  the  elevatiorf  and  development  of  a 
long  oppressed'  people,  in  whose  circumstances  the  re- 
ligious society  of  Friends,  since  the  days  of  Woolman 
and  Benezet,  has  always'  manifested  a  deep  interest, 
and  believing  as  we  do  that  schools  conducted  upon 
Friends'  principles  will  be  especially  efficacious  in  this 
great  work,  we  would  recommend  that  the  Yearly 
Meeting  consider  the  propriety  of  appointing  a  com- 
mittee to  have  the  care  of  this  subject,  and  labor  as 
way  may  open  during  the  coming  year,  with  authority 
to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  for  funds,  to  a  limited 
amount,  to  be  applied  to  sustaining  the  work.

OF  Friends  concerning  George 

Webster,  Deceased. 

He  that  receiveth  a  righteous  man  in  the  name  of  a  righteous 
man  shall  receive  a  righteous  man's  reward. — Matt,  x.,  41. 

The  consistent  life  and  faithful  labors  of  an  earnest 
worker  in  the  cause  of  Truth  and  Righteousness  are 
worthy  of  our  remembrance. 

Under  this  impression,  we  have  been  induced  to  pre- 
pare a  brief  notice  of  our  deceased  friend,  George 
Webster. 

He  was  the  son  of  Jesse  and  Elizabeth  Lukens 
Webster,  and  was  bom  on  the  sixteenth  of  Fourth 
month,  1836.  His  parents  being  conscientiously  con- 
cerned for  the  welfare  of  their  children,  his  education 
was  carefully  guarded,  and  he  encouraged  to  seek  from 
a  Higher  Power  a  knowledge  of  the  way  wherein  he 
should  walk. 

Very  early  in  life  he  began  to  manifest  a  concern  to 
live  in  accordance  with  the  principles  and  testimonies 
of  Friends.  Some  who  knew  him  in  his  early  man- 
hood, at  the  time  our  country  was  convulsed  with 
strife,  and  passing  through  the  fearful  ordeal  of  civil 
war,  remember  how  dauntless  and  unflinching  he  stood, 
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by.  word  and  deed,  in  the  espousal. pf  our  testimony  to 
the  principle  of  Peace. 

Being  possessed  of  unusual  physical  strength,  and  a 
strong  will,  whatever  he  took  hold  of,  either  physical 
or  mental,  was  with  a  vigorous  grasp.  He  was  pro- 
verbially a  worker,  hence  he  was  in  danger  of  exer- 
cising these  faculties  beyond  his  power  of  endurance. 

In  his  business  relations  he  was  eminently  practical, 
preferring  to  deny  himself  any  offered  advantages  whefi 
he  had  not  the  means  at  hand  to  procure  them. 

He  was  not  learned,. neither  wise  in  the  wisdom  of 
this  world,  but  he  had  that  which  is  of  more  value. 
He  was  honest,  and  alike  just  unto  others  and. to  him- 
self; was  faithful  to  his  convictions  of  manifested  duty, 
either  to  encourage  or  dissuade,  to  justify  or  reprova 

He  was  united  in  marriage  with  Phebe,  daughter  of 
Ezra  and  Sarah  Spencer  Michener,  on  the  fourteenth 
of  Second  month,  1866. 

His  first  appearance  in  the. ministry  was  on  the  six- 
teenth of  the  Tenth  month,  1869,  in  Kennett  Meet- 
ing, while  attending  there  with  a  committee  of  the 
Quarterly  Meeting.  The  baptisms  through  which  he 
had  to  pass  in  the  preparation  for  his  ministerial  labors 
were  deeply  proving.  He  sometimes  related  an  inci- 
dent connected  with  his  awakening  to  spiritual  duties. 
On  returning  home  early  one  morning,  after  watching 
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by  the  bedside  of  a  sick  friend,  crossing  a  neighbor's 
premises,  a  watch-dog  followed,  barking  after  him  for 
some  distance  to  guard  his  master's  property.  His 
spiritual  ear  was  saluted  by  a  voice  saying,  "  Is  my 
child  worse  than  a  dog,  that  he  should  be  less  fidthiul 
to  his  Master  ?  "  This  query  followed  him  for  days, 
and  each  day  he  became  more  humbled  under  a  sense 
of  his  unfaithfulness.  It  was  there  he  covenanted  with 
his  Heavenly  Father  that  if  he  would  enable  him  to 
know  the  true  voice  he  would  be  more  dedicated  to 
His  service.  He  has  been  heard  to  speak  of  his  feel- 
ings when  the  Truth  appeared  to  him  that  his  work 
was  to  be  in  the  line  of  the  ministry.  His  strong  will 
resisted  until  discouragement  and  darkness  covered 
him.  In  this  distressed  condition,  he  was  made  willing 
to  yield,  and  although  he  often  had  times  of  close 
proving,  yet  that  peace  of  mind  none  but  the  Father 
can  give  was  his  portion. 

His  gift  in  the  ministry  was  acknowledged  in  the 
year  1874.  In  the  exercise  of  this  gift  he  made  a 
number  of  visits  with  a  minute  of  approval  from  New 
Garden  Monthly  Meeting,  and  it  is  believed  these  visits 
were  made  to  the  satisfection  of  his  own  mind  and  that 
of  others.  He  was  also  frequently  led  to  attend  neigh- 
boring meetings,  and  to  visit  the  erring  with  a  view  to 
private  individual  labor  for  their  recovery.

He  was  not  a  fluent  speaker,  but  rather  sought  to 
impress  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  in  their  simplicity. 

In  the  autumn  of  1882,  the  Western  Quarterly 
Meeting  appointed  a  large  committee  on  account  of  the 
deficiencies  manifest  in  the  attendance  of  our  religious 
meetings.  The  deliberations  of  this  committee  resulted 
in  its  visiting  in  Gospel  love  nearly  all  the  families  of 
that  body.  George  Webster  was  one  of  this  commit- 
tee, and  his  earnest  concern  for  the  awakening  of  his 
fellow-members  to  greater  spiritual  vitality  induced  him 
zealously  to  devote  his  energies  to  the  performance  of 
the  service,  and  the  labor  in  carrying  out  the  work, 
without  neglecting  home  duties,  caused  him  much 
mental  and  physical  effort 

Devotedly  attached  to  his  home  and  its  attendant 
cares  and  duties,  he  did  not  allow  these  to  overshadow 
his  broader  love  for  humanity  and  his  feiithful  service 
in  the  Master's  wider  fields.  Through  the  spring  and 
early  summer  it  was  obvious  his  health  was  breaking 
as  he  sometimes  expressed  surprise  that  a  little  exertion 
should  weary  him.  The  harvest  ended,  he  again 
joined  the  committee  in  visiting  the  families  of  London 
Grove  Meeting. 

A  co-laborer  in  this  mission  has  thus  written  of  him : 
"  That  he  was  truly  devoted  to  the  work,  remarking 
that  he  would  like  to  go  to  the  house  of  every  member 
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of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  within  reaoh.  One  of  the 
freshest  memories  of  his- service  was  his  sympathy  for 
the  ghildren.  These  were  rarely  left  unnoticed,  and 
often  he  was  led  to  speak  to  them  in  a  way  calculated 
to  arrest  their  attention  and  fasten  the  truth  of  his 
words  upon  their  minds.  He  was  careful  on  entering 
the  house  to  speak  to  them,  and  seldom  or  never  for- 
got to  take  them  by  the  hand,  with  some  pleasant 
word,  or  the  gift  of  a  little  book  he  had  with  him.  As 
we  neared  the  close  of  the  work  within  the  limits  of 
that  meeting,  he  expressed  the  feeling  that  he  might  be 
excused  from  the  last  three  or  four  visits,,  desiring  to 
put  in  his  wheat  When  some  one  said  to  him,  "  Hold 
out  to  the  end,"  he  continued  with  us.  At  the  close 
he  remarked,  "  I  would  not  have  missed  this  for  a 
great  deal."  The  last  First-day  Meeting  we  attended 
there,  was  a  most  remarkable  one.  I  never  saw  him 
more  lifted  above  all  of  earth  in  his  public  testimony. 
It  seems  now,  as  I  look  back  to  it,  all  the  brightness 
of  his-  devoted  life  was  permitted  to  shine  out  in  that 
public  manifestation  of  his  love  to  God  and  man.  I 
shall  long  remember  the  seeming  childlike  gladness  that 
shone  from  his  countenance  as  he  bade  us  farewell, 
and  turned  his  steps  homewards,  never  to  re-enter  that 
unfinished  field  of  labor." 

Shortly  after  this  his   health  declined  more  rapidly. 
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and  soon  "  the  silver  cord  was  loosed  and  the  pitcher 
broken  at  the  fountain." 

He  departed  this  life  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  Tenth 
month,  1883,  aged  47  years,  6  months  and  21  days. 

The  funeral  from  New  Garden  Meeting  House,  on 
the  third  of  the  Eleventh  month,  was  largely  attended, 
and  a  solemn,  impressive  opportunity,  wherein  testi- 
mony was  borne  to  his  worth,  not  only  by  the  spoken 
word,  but  by  the  manifest  respect  and  sorrow  of  those 
assembled.

At  a  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  held  in 
Philadelphia,  by  adjournments,  from  the  9th  of  Fifth 
month  to  the  13th  of  the  same,  inclusive,  1887. 

A  feeling  of  solemnity  covered  the  assembly  as  we 
again  gathered,  under  which  a  petition  ascended  to  our 
Father's  Throne  for  wisdom  and  grace,  for  love  and 
strength  to  abide  under  the  shadow  of  His  presence. 

Reports  were  received  and  read  from  all  the  Quar- 
terly and  the  Half-year's  Meetings,  composing  this 
Yearly  Meeting.  The  representatives  from  these  an- 
swered to  their  names  except  thirteen.  For  some  of 
these  causes  of  absence  were  given. 

A  minute  was  read  for  Elizabeth  T.  Brown,  an  elder 
from  Goose  Creek  Monthly  Meeting,  Loudoun  Co.,  Va., 
also  one  for  Isaac  Hicks,  a  minister  from  Westbury 
Monthly  Meeting,  Long  Island ;  one  for  Joseph  M 
Spencer,  a  minister  from  West  Branch  Monthly  Meet- 
ing, Pa.,  and  one  for  Isaac  Wilson,  a  minister  from 
West  Lake  Monthly  Meeting,  held  at  Bloomfield, 
Ontario. 
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To  examine  and  settle  the  Treasurer's  account,  also 
to  propose  the  name  of  a  Friend  to  act  as  Treasurer 
the  ensuing  year,  the  following  Friends  were  appointed  : 
Mary  M.  Truman,  Martha  Dodgson  and  Lucretia  M. 
Clothier. 

To  assist  the  Clerks  in  collecting  the  exercises  of 
the  Meeting,  a  few  Friends  were  appointed.    • 

Epistles  were  read  from  our  sisters  of  New  York, 
Genesee,  and  Ohio  Yearly  Meetings. 

The  representatives  were  requested  to  confer  to- 
gether, and  propose  to  the  afternoon  session  a  Friend 
to  serve  this  Meeting  as  Clerk,  and  one  for  Assistant 
Clerk. 

Afternoon. 

Abigail  R.  Paul,  on  behalf  of  the  representatives, 
reported  they  met,  and  were  fully  united  in  the  reap- 
pointment of  Margaretta  Walton  for  Clerk,  and  with 
Matilda  Garrigues  for  Assistant  Clerk.  The  report 
was  united  with  by  this  Meeting,  and  they  appointed 
to  these  services  the  ensuing  year. 

Epistles  were  read  from  Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Balti- 
more Yearly  Meetings.  These,  with  those  read  in  the 
morning  session,  have  feelingly  reminded  us  of  our 
sisters  in  their  varied  fields  of  labor, — ^introducing  us 
into  their  deeper  feelings,  acquainting  us  with  the  con-

cern  they  feel  that  Truth  may  triumph  over  error,  and 
renewing  the  bonds  of  sisterly  affection.  To  essay 
replies  to  these,  a  committee  was  appointed. 

Proposed  changes  of  Discipline  from  Philadelphia 
Quarterly  Meeting  were  read,  and  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee to  unite  with  the  committee  already  appointed 
in  Men's  Meeting. 

Some  proposed  additions  to  the  Discipline  were  in- 
troduced by  Bucks  Quarterly  Meeting.  It  was  the 
judgment  of  this  Meeting  that  the  subject  should  be 
placed  under  the  care  of  a  committee  to  report  as  way 
opens.  Men  Friends  informed,  they  had  appointed  a 
committee. 

An  exercise  was  expressed  that  we,  in  fulfilling  our 
appointments,  may  remember  that  the  preparation  of 
the  heart,  and  the  answer  of  the  tongue,  must  come 
from  the  Lord.  As  we  cannot  go  forth  in  our  own 
time  to  walk  acceptably  in  His  service,  we  were  ear- 
nestly entreated  to  seek  that  Holy  anointing  which 
alone  can  qualify  us  to  labor  availingly  for  Him. 

Third  Day  Morning, — Fifth  Month  loth. 

The  state  of  our  Society  was  entered  upon  as  far  as 
reading  the  First  Query,  with  its  answers  from  all  our 
branches,  which  have  been  weightily  considered.  The 
remissness  in  attending  our  religious  meetings  called 
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forth  much  exercise,  and  the  pleadings  of  love  from 
hearts  thus  concerned  were  earnest  and  fervent,  that 
throughout  our  borders  there  may  be  greater  faithful- 
ness in  assembling  ourselves  for  Divine  worship. 

Our  attention  was  called  to  the  reasonable  service  of  at- 
tending our  religious  meetings,  for  should  we  not  be  more 
willing  to  thus  manifest  our  allegiance  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  by  watching  with  Him  "  one  hour,"  as  we  are 
zealous  in  manifesting  our  love  and  interest  for  our 
earthly  friends  ? 

In  connection  with  this  Query  was  read  a  report  from 
"  The  Joint  Committee  to  Visit  and  Encourage  our 
Members,"  which  was  considered  and  united  with. 
The  Committee  was  continued  subject  to  Men's 
decision.  The  request  of  Anne  S.  Clothier  to  be 
released  on  account  of  physical  inability  was  complied 
with. 

We  were  exhorted  to  hold  our  religious  meetings  in 
the  power  of  truth,  which  is  all  sufficient  to  gather  into 
true  spiritual  worship;  and  useful  as  outward  helps 
may  be  in  themselves  we  were  cautioned  against  intro- 
ducing them  into  our  meetings  to  make  them  attractive, 
but  rather  to  know  a  firm  reliance  on  the  indwelling 
Spirit  which  is  alone  able  to  save,  and  advance  us  in 
our  spiritual  growth  as  children  of  the  Most  High. 

Our  young  sisters  were  reminded  that  the  growth  in 
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the  field  of  usefulness  is  a  gradual  one,  like  unto  the 
growth  of  a  seed  that  falls  into  the  ground,  the  sun 
warms  it,  the  rain  and  dew  nourish  it,  the  soil  of  the 
earth  co-operates  with  these,  until  the  full  growth  is 
matured,  so  with  the  spiritual  life ;  we  must  open  our 
hearts  to  the  love  and  teaching  of  our  Heavenly  Father, 
we  must  co-operate  with  Him  in  his  requirings,  and 
there  will  be  produced  the  perfect  growth  first  "  the 
blade,  then  the  ear,  then  the  full  corn  on  the  ear  "  the 
full  life  in  the  Lord.  They  were  asked  to  bear  in 
remembrance  that  they  are  members  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends,  which  is  founded  on  that  Truth  of 
which  all  true  reform  is  the  outgrowth. 

Afternoon. 

The  Second  Query  with  answers  has  been  read  and 
considered. 

It  is  easy  for  us  to  talk  about  loving  one  another. 
It  is  natural  to  love  them  that  love  us,  but  we  find  it 
much  more  difficult  to  love  those  who  differ  with  us 
in  sentiment.  Only  when  the  heart  is  under  Divine 
influence,  can  love  abound  casting  out  all  prejudice. 

We  have  also  been  tenderly  counseled  to  cultivate 
that  Christian  spirit  which  will  enable  older  and  younger 
alike  to  look  charitably   upon  the  actions  of  others. 
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whose  motives  we  may  not  understand,  and  to  dwell  in 
an  atmosphere  of  such  close  sympathy  that  we  shall 
feel  no  temptation  to  indulge  in  criticism. 

A  concern  was  introduced  by  Men  Friends  to  take 
into  consideration  the  state  of  our  absent  members  in 
their  isolated  homes,  especially  those  in  the  States  and 
Territories  west  of  Illinois.  This  Meeting  appointed 
a  Committee  to  unite  with  a  similar  one  of  Men 
Friends  to  consider  the  subject  and  report  when  pre- 
pared. 

We  had  a  visit  in  gospel  love  from  our  friend  Isaac 
Wilson,  of  Ontario.  His  earnest  words  of  counsel  we 
trust  met  the  witness  in  many  hearts.  To  mothers  in 
the  older  and  younger  walks  of  life,  encouragement 
was  given  not  to  allow  their  hands  to  hang  down  in 
despair  because  their  labors  for  their  children  seem  un- 
availing, but  hope  that  these  labors  may  be  as  "bread 
cast  upon  the  waters "  to  be  found  after  many  days. 
He  encouraged  some  who  may  feel  they  are  standing 
almost  alone  as  to  true  spiritual  companionship  in  the 
dear  ones  around  them,  to  be  faithful,  and  to  invite,  woo, 
and  entreat  in  the  feeling  of  love,  and  thus  love  may 
bring  about  the  desired  change. 

Men  Friends  informed  they  had  released  "  The  Com- 
mittee to  Visit  and  Encourage  our  Members"  and  had 
appointed  a  nominating  committee  to  bring  forward  the 
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names  of  Friends  to  continue  the  labor.  The  decision 
of  the  morning  meeting  was  re-considered  and  the 
Committee  released  from  that  service,  the  same  being 
appointed  as  a  nominating  committee  to  concur  with 
Men  Friends. 

A  report  was  read  from  the  committee  on  additions  to 
Discipline  from  Bucks  Quarterly  Meeting,  informing 
way  did  not  open  for  the  change.  The  report  was 
united  with  and  the  committee  released. 

Fourth-day  Morning,  Fifth  month  nth. 
The  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Queries  with 
their  replies  and  summaries  were  read,  considered,  and 
approved.  In  connection  with  the  Fourth  we  had  an 
interesting  report  from  our  "  Committee  on  Temper- 
ance and  Intoxicating  Beverages,"  which  was  approved 
and  the  committee  continued,  men  Friends  concurring 
therewith.  Louisa  C.  Wood  by  her  request  was  re- 
leased from  the  committee  and  the  name  of  Anna  H. 
Harrop  added  thereto.  The  consideration  of  this  sub- 
ject claimed  the  attention  of  the  Meeting,  and  while  we 
know  that  faithfulness  to  the  witness  for  Truth  in  the 
soul  will  lead  into  the  strictest  temperance,  a  loving 
sympathy  and  concern  was  expressed  on  behalf  of  such 
as  go  astray  and  fall  victims  to  that  great  evil  which 
brings  sorrow  to  so  many  households,  and  desolates  so 
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many  happy  homes.  Let  us  in  this  important  cause 
move  with  that  dignity  becoming  our  Religious  Society. 
One  who  could  speak  from  an  experience  of  over  ninety 
years  testified  that  alcoholic  preparations  were  wholly 
unnecessary  for  culinary  purposes. 

In  considering  the  testimonies  contained  in  these 
Queries  we  were  encouraged  to  faithfulness  in  main- 
taining them.  A  word  was  extended  in  tender  love  to  our 
sisters,  especially  to  those  who  are  in  the  younger  walks 
of  life,  and  who  are  heads  of  families,  that  they  may 
not  spend  their  moments  of  leisure  in  reading  the  light 
literature  that  unfits  them  for  the  responsibilities  of  life 
and  of  motherhood,  and  engenders  a  feeling  of  dissatis- 
faction with  the  simple  duties  and  pleasures  of  life,  and 
with  the  limited  incomes  which  may  be  theirs  to  de- 
pend upon.  The  mind  grows  with  that  which  it  feeds 
upon,  and  if  it  is  fed  upon  the  false  estimates  of  life — 
the  false  experiences — they  will  find  themselves  falling 
away  from  spiritual  strength.  Our  attention  was  called 
to  the  contaminating  influence  of  that  form  of  pernic- 
ious reading  which  details  crime  and  immorality  in  the 
daily  newspapers. 

Afternoon. 

We  had  this  afternoon  a  visit  from  our  friend,  Isaac 
Hicks,  whose  exercise  was  to  our  younger  sisters  that 
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they  may  come  away  from  the  fashions  of  the  day  to 
lives  of  usefulness,  and  a  close  walking  by  the  leadings 
of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

The  remaining  Queries  and  answers  were  read  and 
considered  and  the  summaries  of  all  the  answers  were 
united  with  to  be  recorded  in  our  Minute  Book. 

We  were  reminded  that  many  business  engagements 
have  been  shipwrecked  by  the  want  of  punctuality  to 
promises,  and  also  that  the  law  of  economy  is  the 
Divine  law.  "  Gather  up  the  fragments  that  nothing 
be  lost "  is  an  injunction  which  we  would  do  well  to 
heed.  We  should  not  be  ashamed  to  be  careful  in  these 
particulars  in  which  the  master  set  us  such  a  noble 
example. 

A  comprehensive  and  interesting  report  from  our 
Educational  Committee  was  read  and  approved.

The  Committee  appointed  in  1886  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  proposed  changes  of  Discipline  from  Phila- 
delphia Quarterly  Meeting  reported  they  had  given 
the  subject  consideration,  and  recommend  the  altera- 
tions be  made.  After  partial  consideration,  further 
action  was  referred  to  to-morrow  morning's  session. 

The  minutes  of  the  Representative  Committee,  or 
Meeting  for  Sufferings,  were  read  and  approved ;  the

attention  to  the  subject,  and  generally  to  take  such 
action  in  relation  thereto  as  may  appear  necessary  and 
expedient 
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Men   Friends  Informed  they  had  united  with  the 
report  of  the  Educational  Committee,  and  continued  it 
For  Report  see  Men's  Extracts. 
The  name  of  Mary  E.  Thompson  was  added  thereto. 

Sixth-day  Morning,  Fifth  month  ijth. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved 

Those  in  the  younger  walks  of  life  were  called 
upon  to  yield  to  the  inviting  language,  "  Behold  I  stand 
at  the  door  and  knock." 

The  further  consideration  of  the  changes  of  Discip- 
line was  proceeded  with,  and  while  there  was  not  a 
united  feeling  in  regard  to  these  changes,  tlie  expression 
for  them  led  us  to  believe  it  would  be  best  to  make 
them.  The  consideration  of  this  subject  called  forth 
expression  concerning  mixed  marriages.  If,  when 
mingling  with  those  of  other  principles  or  profession, 
our  young  Friends  would  pause  and  consider,  they 
might  feel  concerned  and  circumscribe  their  affections 
and  would  find  peace  and  comfort  therein.  It  may  be 
when  the  brightness  of  love  and  joy  is  about  them  they 
will  not  feel  its  importance,  but  when  the  cares  and 
vicissitudes  of  life  come,  and  perhaps  the  training  of 
offspring,  they  will  find  a  united  religious  fellowship  a 
great  comfort  and  support. 

An  essay  of  an  Epistle  to  our  sisters  of  other  Yearly 
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Meetings  was  read  and  united  with,  and  the  clerk  was 
directed  to  have  it  transcribed,  sign  it  on  behalf  of 
this  Meeting,  and  forward  the  same  to  each  of  the 
Yearly  Meetings  with  which  we  correspond. 

An  acceptable  letter  of  loving  concern  from  our 
friend  Ann  L.  Singley  was  read  and  directed  to  be 
printed  with  the  extracts. 

Afternoon. 

We  had  a  comprehensive  report  from  the  committee 
to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  education  of  the 
colored  people  of  the  South.  The  report  was  united 
with  by  this  and  Men's  Meeting,  with  the  exception  of 
that  clause  granting  power  to  the  Committee  to  draw 
on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  for  funds.  The 
committee  was  continued.  The  meeting  expressed 
sympathy  with  those  who  are  engaged  in  this  work, 
and  appropriated  the  sum  o{  $^oo  for  their  use. 

A  report  from  the  Indian  Committee  was  read  and 
united  with,  and  the  Committee  continued,  men  Friends 
concurring.  ^ 

A  memorial,  prepared  by  New  Garden  Monthly 
Meeting,  for  our  deceased  Friend,  George  Webster,  was 
read. 

Men  Friends  informed  they  had  adopted  the  reports 
of  the  Committee  on  the  changes  of  Discipline  from 
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Bucks  and  Philadelphia  Quarterly  Meetings.  They 
also  informed  that  they  did  not  unite  in  making  the 
proposed  changes  forwarded  by  Philadelphia  Quarterly 
Meeting  last  year,  and  had  referred  the  subject  to  our 
next  Yearly  Meeting.  Women  Friends  were  willing 
to  conform  to  the  action  of  Men*s  Meeting. 

Our  meeting  has  not  been  so  large  throughout  as  on 
some  former  occasions,  but  we  feel  there  has  been  no 
lack  of  interest  as  we  have  considered  the  state  of  our 
Society  on  the  various  subjects  which  have  claimed  the 
attention  of  the  meeting.  We  gratefully  own  that 
while  we  have  had  a  diversity  of  opinion,  through 
that  love  and  condescension  which  draws  us  together 
in  the  bond  of  peace,  we  have  been  enabled  to  recog- 
nize the  "  diversity  of  gifts,  but  the  same  spirit,'*  and 
can  in  Truth  acknowledge,  "  Not  unto  us,  Oh !  Lx>rd, 
not  unto  us,  but  unto  Thy  name,"  we  ascribe  thanks- 
giving. We  conclude  to  meet  next  year,  if  so  per- 
mitted.

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Letter  from  Anne  L.  Singley. 

West  Grove,  Fifth  month  loth,  1887. 

Being,  by  reason  of  physical  inability,  again  prevented 
from  mingling  with  you  in  a  Yearly  Meeting  capacity, 
I  find  my  spirit  drawn  thus  to  address  you,  beloved 
Sisters,  and  with  tenderness  to  remind  some  of  you,  in 
an  especial  manner,  that  the  cause,  for  which  you  are 
now  assembled,  is  nothing  less  than  for  the  transaction 
of  the  business  of  the  Church  militant  on  earth. 

What  a  solemn  thought  it  is,  that  in  the  condescen- 
sion of  Infinite  Goodness,  we  are  called  with  so  high 
and  holy  a  calling,  even  to  be  found  working  out  our 
soul's  salvation  with  fear  and  trembling  before  the  judge 
of  all  the  earth. 

How  needful,  that  as  members  of  this  Church  mili- 
tant, we  should  be  found  sitting  as  at  the  feet  of  the 
dear  Master,  even  as  Mary  of  old  did,  waiting  to  hear 
the  gracious  words  which  proceed  out  of  His  holy  lips : 
for  they  still  remain  to  be  holy,  even  those  influences 
which  instruct  and  confirm  the  immortal  spirit  in  those 
things  which  make  for  peace. 

As  I  was  led  to  view  you  in  your  assembling 
together,  oh !  how  my  heart  was  moved  on  your 
behalf,  dear  young  friends,  the  precious  visited  lambs 
of   the   flock   and   fold   of   Christ,   unto   whom    He 
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is  now,  n^en  now,  waiting  to  be  gracious,  calling  you 
away  from  an  indulgence  in  the  pleasing  pleasures  of  a 
vain  and  perishing  world,  unto  Himself.  He  is  able 
and  willing  in  His  own  time  to  give  you  to  realize  that 
His  yoke  is  easy  and  His  burden  is  light 

Dear  young  Sisters,  when  our  human  wills  are 
brought  into  subjection  to  His  holy  will,  and  it  thus 
rises  into  dominion,  we  can  joyfully  adopt  the  trium- 
phant language — "  What  ailed  thee,  O  !  thou  sea,  that 
thou  fleddest  ?  thou  Jordan,  that  thou  wast  driven  back  ? 
ye  mountains,  that  ye  skipped  like  rams ;  and  ye  little 
hills,  like  lambs  ?  " 

Now,  dear  hearts,  let  me  assure  you  that  this  is  no 
imagination,  no  fancy  picture,  but  the  blessed  ex- 
perience of  all  those  who  faithfully  follow  in  the  foot- 
steps of  the  companions  of  Christ. 

Put  away  from  you  all  evil  speaking,  all  question- 
ings, all  doubting  of  those  things  pertaining  to  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  wait  in  meekness  and 
sweetness  for  the  unfoldings  of  those  mysteries  which 
ever  have  been,  and  still  remain  to  be,  hidden  from  the 
wise  and  prudent  of  this  world,  yet  are  revealed  unto 
babes,  in  that  measure  which  Infinite  Wisdom  si^i^ 
needful  for  the  growth  and  perfection  of  the  full  stature 
of  a  man  in  Christ  Jesus. 

I  would,  in  tender  love,  remind  you  who  feel  at 
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times  the  movings  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  speak  in  the 
assemblies  of  God's  people  of  the  good  things  the 
Lord  has  done  for  your  souls,  and  fear  takes  hold  of 
you  from  a  sense  of  your  unworthiness,  then  remember 
that  thi3  is  no  new  thing ;  for  when  the  Almighty  was 
about  to  send  Moses  of  old  to  deliver  his  chosen 
people,  and  he,  fearing  and  trembling,  queried,  "  Who 
shall  I  tell  them  hath  sent  me  ?"  "  Tell  them  I  Am  hath 
sent  thee."  "  I  Am,"  the  Omnipotent,  Omniscient,  and 
Omnipresent  God.  And,  when  long  ages  and  genera- 
tions have  passed  away,  there  comes  One,  who  in  the 
plenitude  of  His  power,  declares,  "  I  am  the  Way,  the 
Truth  and  the  Life,"  and,  "No  man  cometh  to  the 
Father  but  by  Me."  How  needful  to  stand  open  to 
conviction,  and  ready  and  willing  to  receive  this  Son 
and  sent  of  God  in  the  way  of  His  coming,  that  ye 
may  grow  in  grace  and  in  the  saving  knowledge  of  the 
truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.
